There ought to be one day throughout 
he country, and the day should be celebrated in a manner which will fittingly 
perpetuate the memory of the memorable reign which is the cause of the re- 
joicing. The people, we venture to hope, will not be backward in giving 
evidence of their affection and loyalty to their beloved Queen. Only they must 
be properly approached, and their interest awakened to the importance of the 
oecasion. The Bengallee points out that the Jubilee is a Jewish institution, and 
that the form of rejoicing originally ordained was the liberation of slaves and 
the enlargement of individual liberties. Our contemporary asks that the form 
prescribed in the Bible should be followed by our Christian rulers, and says 
that. the boon of representative councils will be an appropriate form for the 
enlargement of the national liberties, and will be most welcome to the people of 
India as a Jubilee-gift. We heartily approve of the suggestion. It is not the 
people alone that are to contribute to the rejoicings of the Jubilee and to 
raise memorials. The Government also must take its share and make the 
year of the Jubilee memorable by the association with it of some act by which 
the people will long remember it with the liveliest satisfaction. No gift 
will be more grateful to the people than the concession of representative 
counciis.

Native public became sorry at the prospect. If the authorities have, in deference 
to public opinion, given up their intention to make Sir Lepel Lieutenant- 
Governor they have certainly acted wisely. On the other hand, Sir Charles 
Bernard’s appointment to the Lieutenant-Governorship would be very popular. 


Though Sir Charles has failed to achieve success in Burmah he is a well-meaning 
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officer, and the report about his appointment to the J.ieutenant-Governorship of 
Bengal has elicited the approval of the Native public. Sir Stewart Bayley has 
been nominated to Bengal and there is a great likelihood of Sir Charles being sent 
to the Panjab. [The Jdme Jamshed (103) of the same date says :—Sir Charles 
Bernard deserves, for his past services and the special work he has performed 
in Burmah, the Lieutenant-Governorship of the Panj4b. He has been suffering 
from bad health on account of the climate of Burmah not agreeing with him, 
and this circumstance makes it more desirable that he should be at once 
brought back to India. Sir Lepel Griffin 1s a good political officer and well 
suited to the present situation in Burmah. He should therefore be appointed 
Chief Commissioner of that province for the present, with a promise that he 
will be made Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West Provinces on the expiry 
of the one year’s extension granted to Sir Alfred Lyall. |

Several 
persons considered that the objects of the Congress were directed against Govern- 
ment and that it tried to mislead the public, but Lord Dufferin admitted its repre- 
sentative character and did great honour to it by receiving on the 29th December 
a visit from twenty of its delegates. His Lordship was to have an interview the 
next day with Mr. Dadabhdi Navroji, the President of the Congress. His Excel- 
lency also invited all the delegates toa Viceregal garden party. The conduct of 
the Viceroy shows that Government have confidence in the Congress, [The Jame

of seeing a section of the population of India setting its face against the 
permanent interests of the whole country will beremoved. [Many of the papers 
of the week think that the Mahomedans of Calcutta have been instigated by 
some Anglo-Indians to decline to take part in the National Congress and that 
they are wrong in keeping themselves aloof from their brother religionists 


in the other presidencies and the leaders of Hindu society in the whole of 
India. | 
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9. “The Indu Prakdsh (10), in its issue of the 27th December, says:—The 
formal refusal of the Central Mahomedan Association to join the Congress only 
proclaims to the world that there is a split in our national camp. This public 
exhibition of the split is to be greatly regretted. It is an extremely ill-advised 
step, which the leaders of the Central Association will themselves in their cooler 
moments regret. That we are not yet an entirely homogeneous and united 
nation is a fact of which we are all painfully conscious, and we are always 
reminded of it in season and out of season by our opponents, but there is no 
need of proclaiming it from the housetops. It is unquestionable that under 
the beneficent influences of Lord Ripon’s reign we were all gradually led 


into a consciousness of a national existence, and we endeavoured, though per- 


haps imperfectly, to feel, to speak, and to act as one nation, at least in reference 
to the one subject which affects our common interests, namely, political progress. 
It is this step towards a national life that is precisely the greatest merit of Lord 
Ripon’s reign, and which was acknowledged and emphasized by impartial 
Kuropean observers in such writings as the celebrated contribution to the 
Pioneer. The advantages of the Congress cannot in fact be over-rated. It 
will be one of the most remarkable landmarks in the modern history of India. 
We have said that the step taken by the Central Mahomedan Association is 
extremely ill-advised. It is injurious to the Mahomedan community itself 
quite as much as to the other communities and to the country at large. It will 
serve no interest but that of our commun opponents, who are always taunting 
us with want of harmony. We are surprised that our Mahomedan brethren of 
Calcutta should have fallen such: easy victims tothe game of those of our 
opponents who are always trying to set class against class by flattering one and 
disparaging another. Mr. Amir Alli and his colleagues are not unmindful of 
“the necessity on the part of the Government to widen and liberalize the 
administration of India.” They have the welfare of the people of this country 
as much at heart as any other public body. But they differ from the promoters 
of the Congress as to the mode of securing the welfare and the liberalization. 
‘They suggest’ a policy of confidence in the Government,” and think that ‘no 
good can result from any attempt to force the hands of the Government.” We 
are entirely atone with Mr. Amir Alli, and we venture to think that every well- 
wisher of India, including the promoters of the Congress, will agree with him 
as to the expediency of a policy of confidence in the Government. No one 
counsels a policy of want of confidence. We have the most unbounded con- 
fidence in the righteous intentions of the Government, and it is on the strength 
of that confidence that we are always endeavouring to get the reforms in the 
administration accomplished, of which Mr. Amir Alli admits the necessity. 
The meeting of the Congress does not signify want of confidence in the Govern- 
ment, and its deliberations are not in any sense an attempt to force the hands 
of the Government. The only object of the Congress and like movements 1s to 
assist the Government in ascertaining what true Native opinion is regarding 
certain public questions, We know that the Government is anxious to effect 
certain reforms, and that it desires to know what the Native view of the propos- 
ed reforms is, and it is to supply this information that the promoters of the 
Congress are trying to bring together the different rays of Native opinion 
into one focus and to exhibit the light in a concentrated form. The attempt 
is rather to strengthen the hands of the Government than to force them. 


10. The Mahrdtta (2), in its issue of the 26th December, says :—The 
attempts of some mischievous Anglo-Indian papers on the other side of India 
to encourage racial jealousies and disunion on which, according to them, mainly 
depends the stability of the British Empire, have been so far successful that 
the National Mahomedan Association of Calcutta has resolved not to take part 
in the proceedings of the second National Congress. Both from the point of 
view of the rulers and the ruled the existence of race jealousies, whether in 
political or religious matters, is fatal to the cause of good government in the 
country. It has done good to no Government, and it ought to form no 
part of the duty or the policy of the British Government in India to keep alive 
these differences. It is true that the English were able to conquer India mainly 
because it was a congerie of races, with no common tie to unite them against 
aAcommonenemy. But acquisition and the maintenance of an empire are two 
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different things, and what has helped the one will not necessarily help the other. 

“For the purposes of the former it is an advantage to have the races divided, 

but for the latter it is essential that all of them should pull on harmoniously 

together. In the interest of good government and as an inevitable consequence 

of it, our rulers must be prepared not only to accept but to encourage the 

friendly feeling which is growing up between the different races in the country, 

and every attempt to fan the embers of race jealousy must be condemned as short- 

sighted and dangerous, even from the Government point of view. We should 

therefore wish Government to make the Mahomedans distinctly understand, as 

observed by the Bombay Gazette,“ that the British Government certainly do 

not ask of the Mahomedans of India that as a return for the encouragement 

that 1s being given to them they should hate their Hindu neighbours any more 

than they can help.” Such a declaration would at once put a stop to the mis- 

chief that is being done by some misguided and short-sighted Anglo-Indians 

who pose upon the less educated Mahomedans as interpreters of the wishes of 

Government regarding that community. There is no reason why the Mahomedans 

: should be jealous of the Hindus in any way. They have undoubtedly suffered 

more than the Hindus by the introduction of the British rule. But they can- 

not blame the Hindus for it. Already a lion’s share of the patronage in the 

hands of Government is secured by the English bureaucracy, and if of the lower 

appointments that remain the Hindus have obtained the best, it was not owing 

to any favour shown to them, but rather to the backwardness of the Mahomedans 

themselves to avail of the opportunities afforded by adapting themselves to 

the changed circumstances of the country. The Hindus bear no ill-will or 

jealousy towards the Mahomedans. On the contrary, they will be glad to see them 

educated up to their standard and to receive their co-operation in their attempts 

to overthrow the monopoly now enjoyed by the Anglo-Indians. The Parsis, 

¥ the Kurasians and other races have come to see that they cannot gain this end 

. by siding with and supporting the Anglo-Indians or by pleasing them. “We 

all stand on a common platform and our rights can be secured to us only by 

making a common cause against the foreign monopoly. We should therefore 

warn the Calcutta Mahomedans against being flattered into a belief that they 

have acted wisely in holding aloof from the agitation that is being carried on, 

: not to force but to strengthen the hands of Government, who have found them- 

selves powerless against an influential and an interested class, and request 

4 them to correct the error before it is too late. If they have to rise, it must be 

by making a common cause with the Hindus and not by being in opposition to 
them.

The consecutive numbering of the whole Indian 
Native army will remove this inconvenience.

Some persons 
are therefore led to believe that the object of the Commission in proposing such 
questions is to evoke such differences of opinion with a view to leave matters 
undecided and so prevent any change in the present system of employment 
of Natives in the public service, and to allow them no further privileges in this 
respect. But we believe that this presumption has no foundation as Sir Charles 
Aitchison is an honest aad virtuous gentleman. Not the smallest particle of 
dishonesty and fraud can be found in him. Certainly he will do nothing to the 
disadvantage of the Indian people. 


14. The Shri Shivdji (63), in its issue of the 24th December, regrets the 
haste and secrecy with which the work of the Public 
Petes y Pah nc Dg Service Commission is being conducted, and says that 
secrecy of its proceedings.

of the public service, is apt to escape the educated classes amidst the din 
and noise justly made about the covenanted branch 
of the administration. We refer to what is popularly known as the subordinate 
service. This seems to us to be a matter practically of greater importance 
than the question of the Covenanted Civil Service; for, whereas the latter 
concerns, after all, a limited section of the service and the population, the 
former has to do with a large extent of the service and a large number of the 
Indian community. We would exhort all true friends of the country to recog- 
nize this part of the problem in all its bearings, and we do so the more earnest- 
ly, as there is some fear of its being altogether subordinated to the other part, 
which is doubtless more important in principle. From the series of articles that 
have appeared in these columns from time to time it must have been seen what 
immense scope exists for the employment of Natives in the administration of 
India. There are departments like the A’bkdri, the Revenue, the Salt, the 
Forest, the Police, the Railway and others from the official ranks of which 
Natives have been largely excluded. Why should this beso after half a 
century of education? The least that Government should do is to order a fair 
competition between members of the ruling class and the ruled, and recruit 
these departments according to tne result, consistently with the claims of 
economy and efficiency. The present practice is as dangerous as it is iniqui- 
tous, and we submit that the anomaly and the scandal it gives rise to ought to 
be steadily removed. 
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16. Inits issue of the 29th December the Bombay Samdchdr (84), in 


reply to some of the questions proposed by the Public 
Replies to some of the Gervice Commission, says :—Natives object to the 
questions promulgated by the aon os 
Public Service Commission. 2omination of Statutory Civil Servants by Government 
and to the distinction as regards pay, pension, dc., 
that is observed between them and the Covenanted Civil Servants appointed 
after passing a competitive examination in England. They wish that both the 
branches of the Civil Service should possess the same rights and privileges. If 
the difficulties and hindrances that at present come in the way of the Natives for 
admission to the Covenanted Civil Service by passing an examination in England 
continue any longer, and if their admission depends upon the favour of Govern- 
ment as it does under the rules of the Statutory Service, there is 9 probability of 
incompetent men getting into the service by means of influence and favour to the 
exclusion of able and competent men. Though the Government professes to 
discourage caste distinctions it indirectly does encourage them by following the 
system of nomination and selecting for the Statutory Civil Service young men of 
high birth without looking into theirintellectual attainments. This encouragement 
given to high birth is evidently objectionable. The nomination system should 
therefore be abolished and admission to the service should be made to depend upon 
a competitive examination which should be held simultaneously in England and 
in India, both the English and Indian candidates being treated equally and with- 
out making a visit to England by a Native candidate necessary. It is wrong to 
suppose that the Natives from India cannot efficiently discharge duties of the 
Civil Service without a previous visit to England. No preference should be 
given to those who have been in England over those that have not been there. 
Both Europeans and Natives should be allowed to appear at the examinations 
held simultaneously in England and in India, but a proportion should be fixed as 
to the number of annual admissions of each of them into the service, and the 
number of Natives should be larger than that of Europeans. It should be 


placed beyond the power of any executive officer of Government to vary this 
proportion. 


17. The same newspaper, in its issue of the 1st January 1887, observes :— 
It is objectionable that there should be several questions making a caste distinc- 
tion among those promulgated by the Civil Service Commission. Though it is 
desirable that the members of the different castes should enter Government 
service, yet it would be wrong to abolish the competitive system and resort to 
that of nomination because the intellectual superiority of certain castes would 
give them preponderance in the service. If the competitive examination for 
the Civil Service is held in India and due facilities are provided for appearing 
at the examination, all classes of the Natives will yet an entrance into 
the service. It 1s wrong to suppose that certain classes or castes are superior 
to others in intellectual powers. Those classes which are poorly represented 
in Government service are not inferior to others in intellect, their backwardness 
being solely due to their defective education. The Mahomedans are not 
mentally inferior to the Hindus, but they have failed to secure Government 


service in sufficient numbers because they are not so much advanced in educa- 


tion as the Hindus are. ‘The same may be said of most other classes or castes. 
The proper course to remove this unsatisfactory state of things is to provide 
proper means for the education of the backward classes. The existing educa- 
tional institutions are not capable of giving the education required for success- 


fully passing the competitive examination, and unless they are made go, it 
would be useless to hold competitive examinations in India. 


18. With reference to the question whether Natives should be paid 


two-thirds of the salaries of the posts held by 

Baeseone Aepdhctor th tigte Covenanted European Civilians, the same newspaper, 
PS OY a MR” SY in its issue of the 30th December, says :—Most 
Europeans believe with pride that they are superior 

to the natives of India in intellect, courage and firmness; but this belief is 
totally false as has been several times pointed out before this, and on this false 
ground a Native should not be paid a lower salary than is received by a 


European performing the same work. Another reason advanced for the lower 
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salary is that the expenses of living of a Native are smaller than those of a 
European. But it is against economic principles to pay an individual a 
higher salary than another simply because the former spends more than the 
latter. The Native supplies his daily wants frugally from a desire to make a 
provision for old age and unforeseen events, and this kind of economy ought to 
receive every encouragement from Government. Covenanted Europeans re- 
ceive exorbitant salaries, which are larger than are paid to Government officials 
in any other part of the world, and their enormous remuneration should be at 
once reduced by one-third and then the Europeans and Natives should be paid 
the same salaries, No fear need be entertained that the Indian Government 
would not get Europeans of proper education and mental calibre for the 
reduced salaries. 


19. With reference to the resolution of the Government of India dissolving 
the Finance Committee, the same newspaper of the 
27th December says :—Government should take care 
not to adopt the recommendations of the Committee for the abolition or even 
reduction of such departments as affect the vital interests of the people or supply 
bread to a large number of the poor. By all means strict economy should be 
exercised in quarters where expenditure is lavish, The Committee is said to 
have recommended reduction in the educational grant, advocating the with- 
drawal of Government from higher education. The public has already expressed 
its disapproval of this recommendation, pointing out that its adoption will not 
only be injurious to the interests of the people but will be contrary to the 
principles of sound economy. 


20. The Indu Prakdsh (10), in its issue of the 27th December, saye :—The 
Finance Committee is formally dissolved, and its recommendations, which are 
said to effect considerable economy, are under the consideration of the Govern- 
ment. It is superfluous to say that the public is eager to learn what the recom- 
mendations are and how far they will be carried out by the Government. A 
small committee of three members and the secretary, with Mr. Elliott at its 
head, is to be maintained as the Financial Commissioner’s office with the Gov- 
ernment of India to carry on the enquiry in some unfinished work, The public 
has a right to know what the upshot of the Committee’s enquiry is at as early 
a date as possible. Let us hope Government will not long keep it in suspense 
on this most momentous question. 


The Finance Committee. 


21. The Native Opinion (11), in its issue of the 26th December, says:—From 
what has transpired since the appointment of the Finance Committee it appears 
that only the outer fringe of the higher services is to be touched, leaving the 
majority of the highly-paid officials in the full enjoyment of their comfort- 
able salaries. We have no desire either to misconstrue or misunderstand all 
that is being done ; we would however beseech the Government of India in all 
earnestness to see that the smaller fry is not sacrificed to keep up the so-called 
‘‘ vested interests.’ Nobody doubts that retrenchment is absolutely necessary 
in order that our annual income may keep pace with our increasing expenditure, 
but in carrying out these measures of retrenchment a judicious exercise of 
discretion ought to be the rule and not the exception. Viewing things in this 
light several of the highly-paid offices are anachronisms bolstered up only to 
maintain the fat plums of official patronage. These things require to be 
minutely looked into before a final financial arrangement is arrived at. But is 
not the inquiry now complete enough to give sufficient basis whereon to 
found a new scheme of departmental expenditure? Is the work already done 
quite inadequate to afford such a basis?

Jails, Registration, Police, Education, the Medical 

Services, Printing, or Civil Buildings, we find the cost 


indubitably increased. And why? Because the whulesome check of the Financial 
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Department, which experienced statesmen like Sir Charles Trevelyan and their 
deputies exercised, has been removed. The officials who presided there could 
see at once when applications for increase came before them under any of the 
heads enumerated, what the state of things elsewhere was, and if they were fully 
convinced of their reasonableness, then only they were complied with, not other- 
wise. Inall the local self-government bodies,—the Municipalities, the Railways, 
the Local Boards, and the Universities,—we regret to find that rational economy 
is sadly wanting. It isa pity that the Finance Committee limited its investi- 
gation and enquiry to Government establishments. It ought to have,—for 
such opportunities are rare in the interests of the country—dived deeper into 
the budgets of local bodies in addition to those relating to Imperial and Pro- 
vincial finance. And it will not, we hope, be too much, if another Committee 
is appointed at Calcutta to go into the details to which we have adverted. 
We submit, this equally affects the Government treasury. Unless the 
whole fabric of pwblic administration in all its phases is properly adjusted on -° 
a sound basis, decentralization schemes and local self-government concessions 
will simply be farces, demanding in the end a more cautious and judicious 
manipulation and attention than it has hitherto received at the hands of those 
whose hobby has all along been to have costly and useless drainage, superabund- 
ant and expensive water-works, ornamental police stations and cab-stands, foot- 
paths, scandal points, highly paid officers, and what not. We say India is thus 
impoverished. Professors Dadabhai Navroji and Hyndman have already given the 
warning note, and the words “ Bankruptcy of the Empire” have appeared on 
its walls. The Native States, some of which are bankrupt or lavish in their 
expenditure, will, we fear, survive for a very few days; for as soon as the net- 
work of railways is complete, the capital which lies entombed therein, as in 
the case of Porbandar, will circulate until it leaves these shores for other 
countries in some shape or other. Thus evaporation will ensue, and bare land 
will remain to their lot. The time therefore is critical and every one ought to 
drive off his lethargy, be active and look around and contemplate seriously the 
prospect before him.

compound, allowing the carriages of European ladies alone to proceed to the 
bungalow. Several well-known gentlemen took this as an offence and a written 
message about the occurrence was sent to Mr. and Mrs. Hammick, who were 
then at dinner with His Excellency the Governor. No response having been 
received to the representation several Native ladies returned home in disgust. 
Respectable Natives have been much offended at this treatment of their ladies.

It was only the other day that their eyes 
were opened to a series of irregularities committed by the management 
and a general consensus of opinion obtained to set things right. One of 
these irregularities was the unauthorized manner in which the votes of the 
mofussil subscribers were manipulated to secure increased remuneration. By 
an overwhelming majority the advantage secured was made to be given 
up. The decision arrived at after mature consideration and consultation 
of the highest legal authority has again been reversed without any substan. 
tial reasons whatsoever for the same. The manner by which this result 
has been achieved is simply the dexterous canvassing of votes. At the last 
meeting one or two speakers plainly pointed out the physical incapacity of 
the secretary, but the argument was entirely lost upon the majority, who not 
only re-elected him for two years more as secretary and treasurer, but gave 
him an increase which was disallowed on the opinion of the Advocate-General. 
Apart from the question of liberality this trifling with the solemn decision of a 
public body having the management of a large fund is a matter that I think 
requires the serious consideration of every member who has the good of the 
institution at heart, It does not require a prophet to foretell the consequence 
of a vacillating policy of this kind, not to say of the ludicrous figure the members 
cut before the public. The interests of the widows require to be carefull 
watched, and to this all other considerations must be subordinate. If this be 
not constantly kept in view by members who seem to be so liberal in charities 
abroad, there is no knowing what handsome bonuses may not be wheedled out 
of their hands by importunate canvassers of votes.

versity examinations. show that there are about 300 Fellows on its rolls, 
of whom about a dozen constitute the Syndicate, a 
body which looks to the entire executive government of the University, The 
Board of Accounts consists of three Fellows. They examine and audit the 
University accounts of all kinds; so that we have 285 Fellows who are purely 
ornamental, ‘for the utmost they do is to attend the annual meeting of the 
Senate and a few other meetings when there are subjects involving discussion. 
Beyond this they have no work pertaining to the University. It should be 
remembered that the names of these Fellows are spread over four faculties, 
viz., Arts, Law, Medicine and Engineering. From the lst of examiners 
selected to conduct the different examinations this year, we find that their 
total number was about 70, of whom 31 conducted more than one examination. 
Some of these came from up-country and were not Fellows at all. Could not 
the University authorities, including the Chancellor, devise a plan by which the 
University could pick up the best men every year out of the 285 Fellows above 
referred to to conduct the examinations in rotation, and pay only those who are 
not Government servants for their examination work, allowing to the rest their 
travelling expenses only? We observe every year that Government and other 
servants drawing high salaries, or men following independent callings, become 
examiners, and receive annually large sums as remuneration from the 
University. Some of these gentlemen have made a fortune in this business. 
It ought to be a labour of love. Government, we know, disallows its servants 
from taking any fees, if told off to other duties. It is a part and parcel of their 
work; for, while they are ordered to work at a certain place for a specific 
purpose, they are relieved of their legitimate work. By the present arrange- 
ment they are paid doubly; first by the Government and secondly by the 
University.

years, for the stiffness of some of the question papers 
set by them, and for the strictness and eccentricity with which they assign 
marks to the answers cf the candidates. ‘I'he Bakul (19), in its issue of the 
26th December, considers the number of plucked candidates in almost all the 
examinations to be horrible. It cannot understand why so many Bachelors of 
Arts should fail in the LL.B. Examination. It is of opinion that if students 
have fairly passed the B.A. Hxamination, the number of failures in the 
LL.B. should not be large; and if itis so, it is the fault of the examiners. 
Referring to the result of the Second B.A. Examination, it says that it 
is the tendency of examiners to pluck candidates, as will be seen from the 
question papers on Logic and Sanskrit for the last two or three years. Though 
Fowler's Logic is the prescribed text-book, the examiners have in some cases 
drawn almost all the questions from Mill. The Sanskrit paper on the alantdra, or 
figures of speech, improperly contains a question or two on grammar. All the 
candidates for the L.C.H. Examination have passed through, but strange to say 
not one has passed in the first class. As regards the Matriculation the ex- 
aminers are raw and inexperienced graduates, and it is really dangerous to assign 
to them the task of deciding the fate of thousands of painstaking candidates. 
Kach examiner has his own hobby to ride, and the consequence is that different 
standards of examination are applied to different centres. If the number of 
candidates to be examined be large, as it really is, the number of examiners 
should be large too, but instead of different examiners examining different can- 
didates, the answer papers should be divided into as many sections as there are 
examiners, each of the latter examining a portion of every candidate’s work. 
This arrangement will secure uniformity and equality in examination. ‘The 
Kesarz (41), in its issue of the 28th December, says that the alteration in the 
mode of examining in the Matriculation Examination that takes place every year is 
likely to lead one to look upon the examination as a kind of gambling. One 
ear the examination is extremely easy and the next year it is made extremely 
dificult to make amends for the looseness of the previous year. Sometimes can- 
didates are plucked in large numbers in English, sometimes in mathematics, some- 
times in science, and so on, and nobody is apprised beforehand of the direction in 
which the epidemic is coming. The examiner at one centre pronounces words 
indistinctly and makes a havoc in the oral examination. At another centre the 
examiner is fond of paraphrase and plucks those who do translation instead 
of paraphrasing. Ata third centre the examiner decides the fate of the candi- 
date according to his power of original composition At a fourth the examiner 
has a predilection for grammar alone, and at a fifth he sees nothing beyond 
good and legible handwriting. Jn this manner everyone has his hand in the 
pie and there is nothing to be wondered at if the examination takes different 
aspects in different years. This state of things is not desirable and the Syndi- 
cate must take steps to remedy it, as it injuriously affects many candidates, 
their parents and guardians, and head-masters of high schools. The /ndu Prakdsh 
(10), in its issue of the 27th December, is glad to learn that the University has 
done away with the practice of passing candidates by giving them grace marks, 
but is concerned to sce that many Hindu students are now-a-days turned away 
from the study of their classical language, Sanskrit, and take up Latin or Persian 
on the impression that it is easier to pass and win prizes in the latter languages, 
and recommends the University officers to inquire how this impression has been 
created. |

At 
present one of the assistant masters, who is a favourite of the Head Master, 
orders books from Bombay and other places, and boys pay him 10 annas for a 
book worth annas 8 only. At Kardcli boys have to pay heavier prices than in 
other places, the rate of commission there being four annas per rupee. In some 
schools the Head Masters undoubtedly share the profit thus made by the assist- 
ants. There are some private book-sellers in several towns; but if a boy buy a 
book of them the book-seller of the school begins to dislike him as soon as he 
comes to know of it. The book-seller of the school is besides prejudiced against 
any master who happens to be a relation or friend to a private book-seller. ‘The 
Educational Inspector in Sind will, it is hoped, be good enough to make some 
arrangement to re-attach book depdts to the Sind High Schools, so that the 
present mismanagement and inconvenience may be got rid of. 


Part IV.—Municipalities.

The same is the case with the drain that is being constructed on 
the road from the Crawford Market to Bori Bandar.

The armies of the Native States lend 
them beauty and require, though they may want reform, to be jealously guarded, 
for in them lies the salvation of the Native States.

where. The Paramount Power as represented by the 
Bombay Government is not accessible to the public. Hence the matters that 
go up before it are judged on the reports of the authorities here backed by the 
Political Agent. Even under a benevolent administration such a state of 
things would be deplorable ; when the administration happens to be constituted 
as it at present is, by men differing so widely from each other in knowledge, 
experience and qualities of the heart, it is impossible that the people should not 
feel that they are virtually at the mercy of capricious men. At present there is 
a feeling of unrest here. The Council of Administration is most curious! 
manned and the President 1s a little too easy-going a man to be able to efficiently 
discharge the responsible duties that have now devolved upon him. The 
Council of Administration, I must frankly say with all due respect to the 
President and his colleagues, does not carry that weight and influence which 
the prestige of the late lamented Regent’s name and antecedents gave to it. 
The present arrangement is not generally approved of here. The Native press 
of the Bombay Presidency must urge upon the attention of His Excellency the 
Governor the necessity for reforming the constitution of the administration 
of the State in a way conducive to the happiness of the people here. The 
Mahé4rdja is young and during his minority the British Government is respon. 
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sible for the well-being of the people of Kolhépur. It must discharge this duty 
conscientiously. As an instance of how the present administration is likely to 
fail materially in meeting its responsibilities, I may allude to the railway project. 
During the time of A’ba Séheb this project was not allowed to assume the 
gigantic proportions that it has now done. A’ba Sdheb’s idea was to have a 
very light railway which would have required only a fourth of the expenditure 
now contemplated and would have entailed very small maintenance charges and 
would have been on the whole a manageable concern. But no! That was 
not to be. A’ba Saheb died and Mr. Lee-Warner became President-in-Council. 
He insisted upon the project of the railway being sanetioned on a grand scale, 
and the consequence is that several departments will now be cut off and some 
maintained at famine rates. I have no doubt that if the Kolhapur Darbdr 
succeeds in effecting the economical arrangements now proposed, the work of 
administration will materially suffer. All this loss is to be incurred for the 
sake of maintaining this White Horse. For the last two years the results of 
the Rajdram College have been very bad, and unless new blood is infused into 
the professoriate it will not improve. ‘The duties of the municipality are done 
here in a very queer fashion. Some unimportant streets are better lighted 
than more important ones. On the whole Kolhapur is an instance of how an 
unsettled and irresponsible state of Government works.

68. The Sind Sudhdr (148), in its issue of the 18th December, says :— 
The Government of Bombay have, with the previous 
sanction of the Government of India, deposed the 
Raja of Porbandar in Kathidwdr and annexed his 
State to British dominions. They have allowed him 
a pension of Rs. 57,000 per annum. This arrangement is said to be only tempo- 
rary, but no one knows how long it will continue. The reasons shown in the 
Government Resolution regarding this arrangement are that the Prince has 
neither effected any improvement in the administration of his territory since 
1867, nor has he paid any attention to the instructions issued to him by Govern- 
ment from time to time. Of the British Agents appointed at Porbandar since 
1867 only three have spoken in favour of the management of the Prince and 
the rest have all spoken against it. The present arrangement isthe result of 
the reports of these Agents, which caused three years ago the degradation of 
the Prince from frst class Sardarship to the third. Some of these Agents re- 
presented that his territory was, as it were, enveloped by darkness, some called 
it a habitation of the dead, and some remarked that improvement therein was 
an impossibility. But the evils of his reign are that many persons are imprisoned 
without trial, that the jailor who superintends them all is paid only Rs. 7 per 
mensem, and that the passengers from Bombay and Karachi landing at Porban- 
dar are compelled to pay heavy taxes. ‘The Prince has appealed to the Gov- 
ernment of India, having engaged Mr. Branson, Barrister-at-law, to plead his 
cause. He says, ‘the accusations brought against me by the Agents are too 
trifling to deserve notice. Ihave never been called upon by Government to 
submit an explanation with regard to any complaints of the Agents. I have been 
acting up to the instructions of Government. Some of the Agents have spoken 
wellofme. But above all my subjects have never complained that I have ill- 
treated them. I have been deposed by Government quite tyrannically.” It 
remains to be seen how the Government of India deal with this question. There 
must be something at the bottom when so many Agents have pointed out the 
Prince’s negligence and injustice. Besides a just ruler like Lord Reay could 
not have done sheer injustice to him. It is clear, however, that the subjects

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under Native Princes are, in many ways, happier than those under the British 
Government. The former have not to pay as many taxes as the latter, and 
therefore they would not prefer the British Government to their own. The 
Agents at the Courts of the Native Princes are like sentinels kept to watch them. 
Their good-will must be secured or the Princes cannot expect to be at ease. 
Government will therefore do well not to take steps on the reports of Agents 
without instituting independent enquiries.

he had passed a light sentence upon the accused, of the police harassing the 
people by locking up for the night in the chauwkz persons going about in the town 
after evening, of the Nagarseth (the leading person in the town) having been 
so locked up, of a woman in child-birth having been reported to have lost her life 
on account of the persons sent to call the doctor having been thus locked up one 
after another, and of the Tldkor keeping the company of low men. The Thakor is 
requested to attend to the complaint and to mend his ways. [The Ahmedabad 
Times (79), in its issue of the 28th December, says that the Thakor has falsified 
the expectations formed of him by the people by coming to terms with the 
Shradwaks soon after his accession to the throne, and that though he has not 
been on the throne for even one year, he has changed within that time three 
Kirbharis and some State officials. The Zimes has learnt several other things, 
but it has to keep them over for want of space. ] 


73. The same newspaper says that it has received bitter complaints 
against the Palanpur State. It is sorry to find that 
some of the State officials are ill-behaved and dishonest 
and that they take illegal gratification from gamblers. 
The Nawab is quite careless in the matter ; he does not punish the officials who

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have been detected, and shows favour to them in private. Though the paper 
has received a list of these officials, it does not like to run the risk of publisb- 
ing it. It further learns that some police and judicial officers not only decline 
to register the cases of thefts reported to them, but on the contrary punish the 
comp:ainants on a charge of preferring false complaints with a view to 
prevent the people from complaining of thefts, that they misappropriate the 
stolen goods when recovered, and that they encourage the commission of thefts. 
The Nawab ought to enquire into the complaint and make an example of the 
officials who may be found guilty. The paper has also been furnished 
with the particulars of a case of theft from the house of an old woman in 
Palanpur about which Lieutenant Salmon had made a report, but which owing 
to his transfer appears to have been hushed up. The Nawab ought to do 
justice in this case, otherwise, says the paper, it will have to publish it in 
entirety. 


74. In a long leading article the Khambdt Gazette (108) of the 26th 
December mentions the plan by which Mr. Shamrdo 
got himself re-employed as Divan of Cambay, remarks 
that during the second administration of Mr. Sh4mrao 
the Cambay State has become much involved in debt and some villages belonging 
to it have been mortgaged, although the revenues have increased three or four 
times, gives the names of the several persons who have been harassed and brought 
into trouble by Mr. Shamrdo, and says that on the 22nd December Shd4 Nalchand 
Katanchand, who was remanded to jail for about two months, was sentenced by 
the First Class Magistrate of Cambay, without hearing his defence, to rigorous 
imprisonment for 21 months, and was in addition ordered to pay a fine of 
Rs. 500. The Gazette observes that Nalchand has fallen a prey to intrigues, 
that many inhabitants of Cambay are said to have been struck with terror at 
this punishment and to have been dissatisfied with the administration, that the 
Political Agent and the Bombay Government ovght to take up the case and 
that it should be re-tried by the Political Agent. The paper adds that public 
opinion in Cambay is against the continuance of Mr. Shamrao in office, as people 
who have petitioned against him stand in danger of being brought into trouble, 
that he should be removed from the Divdnship, that Khan Baéhddur Najumkhén 
be appointed adviser to the Nawdb, and that a competent man be nominated - 
Divén. The paper recommends the appointment of A’ga Mahomed Nabikhdn 
as Divdn, and remarks that if the Government wish to put an end to the loud 
complaints made by the people of Cambay, they should make the above arrange- 
ment. |

They are, if properly trained, 
able to achieve great deeds, and it is proper and just that Government should 


try and develop their capacity with a view to advance the interests of this 
country.

pressing, the most practicable and the most primary 
reform in the Indian administration is the reorga- 
nization or the reconstitution of the Legislative 
Councils, both Supreme and Provincial. Both Anglo-Indian and Native publie 
opinion, so frequently at variance, are agreed at least on this one subject. 
Speaking of Councils we must not omit to mention that the India Council — 
that antiquated body which has come to be widely known by various stereo- 
typed names—has been as vigorously denounced in the Anglo-Indian press as 
elsewhere, and we think we are strictly right when we say that the abolition 
of that effete and obstructive body would be equally welcomed by every com- 
munity in India, official and non-official, Indian and Anglo-Indian. Whatever 
may be the scheme of reform that will ultimately commend itself to the countr 

and perhaps also to Government, no scheme will be satisfactory unless the right 
or the power of interpellation is accorded to all the members of the Supreme and 
Provincial Legislative Councils. Government will profit by it as certainly as the 
people. To the outside world Government appear to be case-hardened, exclusive 
and heedless of public opinion and public feeling. But Government wish 
above all things to be popular, to be in sympathy with the people and to be 
heedful of their grievances. What would bea simpler and more effective means 
than the right of interpellation to promote such an end? Let us take an 
instance. The notorious Rangpur deer case appeared in the newspapers long ago. 
It was after the press indignantly wrote about the matter that the attention of 
Government was drawn to the subject and papers were called for, but even now 
the result may not prove satisfactory unless the enquiry isa full and strict one. 
Now, if a question had been put in the Bengal Legislative Council immediately 
after the disclosure of the facts in the above case, and the representative of 
Government had been called upon to answer it, the effect might have been more 
beneficial and more rapid. Ifa member were to give notice of such a question, 
the Government member expected to answer it would at once proceed to make 
due inquiries and the reprehensible conduct of the erring officers would be in all 
probability exposed. The simple fact that misconduct on the part of any 
responsible officer may form the subject of a question in the Legislative Council 
will act as a powerful moral restraint upon that officer. Government would 
exercise a more watchful and direct supervision over its officers so as to antici- 
pate inquiries in Council. The administration would become really popular 
instead of being so only in theory, as now. Unless the Legislative Councils 
are re-established on a thoroughly representative basis, it would be useless 
to give the right of interpellation to the members, for it is certain that 
this right would be exercised only by those who did not represent the Govern- 
ment, and the minority in which the additional members are placed would 


Reorganization of the In- 
dian Legislative Councils. 
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compel them to play the unenviable part of systematic obstructionists. They 
will have no choice beyond two alternatives: they will have either to be set 
down as veritable Ashmead-Bartletts, or they will have to decline frequently 
to exercise their power of interpellation. Ifina Council of a dozen or more 
members there are only two who are regarded as representatives of the people, 
it will fall to the share of these two members principally to interpellate the 
Government. When we further bear in mind that these members, as long as 
they have a seat on the Council, can be only the interrogators and never the 
interrogated, it can be easily imagined how intolerable their position will be. 
It would be a different thing if this right were to be more fairly distributed and 
to be exercised by a powerful and more numerous minority. It is evident that 
the right of interpellation cannot precede the reconstitution of the Legislative 
Councils. Finally, the question arises, how far can the introduction of such a 
reform be entrusted to Government? When it is admitted that a reform of 
this character 1s very moderate and in perfect harmony with the spirit of British 
rule, can we not trust Government to reorganize the Legislative Councils? 
There is a growing unanimity of opinion throughout all classes in the country 
on this subject. There is also reason to believe that high dignitaries of Gov- 
ernment and many high officials of experience are not opposed to such a reform. 
They recognize its advantages, its moderation, its necessity, and they would 
probably welcome such a desirable reform. Why then should not Govern- 
ment have the credit of reconstituting the Legislative Councils, introducing 
into them a larger share of representation, and giving the members the power 
of interpellation? If the individual members of Government, including the 
Viceroy the members of his Council and the heads of departments were to 
exchange views on this subject, they would probably find that a reorganization of 
the Legislative Councils would be equally beneficial to Government and the 
country. But it is vain to expect that the Government will of its own accord 
and without any external pressure undertake this reform. As in social so 
in political reform Government require the aid and pressure of public opinion.

But no reasonable man can expect more from such a congress at the 
present stage of its development. There has been for some years past the 
rough consensus of Native public opinion on some vital political questions in 
connection with the civil and military administration of the country, and it 
was necessary for the effective operation of these scattered forces that they 
should be concentrated in a national focus. That focus is the National Con- 
gress. It will take some time before the Congress is recognized by Government 
as the undoubted exponent of the feelings and aspirations of the nation, and it 
will tuke a long time before the Congress is allowed to perform that function 
which the House of Commons in England and similar institutions in Canada 
and other advanced British colonies perform. But we must not on that account 
permit ourselves to be impatient. In respect of moderation patience cautious- 
ness and disinterested hard-work we must closely follow the example of our 
rulers, whose history has, on account of these virtues, taken a turn quite different 
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from that of several equally great and enlightened European countries. Instead, 
therefore, of finding fault with the coolness and moderation of those who are at 
present assembled in Valcutta, we admire them for these qualities and express 
our conviction that in this way alone will the work and proceedings of 
future Congresses be facilitated and accelerated. “It is a pity that some of the 
Mahomedan associations have kept aloof from such a noble national purpose. 
We have no doubt that within a short time the good sense of our Mahomedan 
fellow-subjects will prevail over their temporary indifference, and that they will 
vie with us in furthering the objects which the Congress aims at. What fills us 
with great delight in connection with the proceedings of this year’s Congress is 
the most friendly and sympathetic attitude of the Queen’s highest representative 
in India towards its delegates and president. Lord Dufferin gave a 
garden party to all the delegates, met some twenty of them at a private 
interview, and talked to the president separately. We have no doubt that such 
a free and friendly intercourse between the representatives of the people and 
the representative of the Queen will lead to the establishment of mutual con- 
fidence and the removal of misunderstanding, if there be any, between the 
governors and the governed. Already Lord Dufferin has evoked a certain 
amount of gratitude from the people of India by re-opening the question of the 
Civil Service Examination and by warning them to make good their case with 
the strength of argument and evidence before the Public Service Commission. 
But should he, after his interview with the Honourable Dddabhai Navroji and the 
picked delegates, learn what the people most urgently wish to have at the present 
time, and exert himself during the remaining term of his Viceroyalty to procure 
for them at least partial representation in the Supreme and Provincial Legis- | 
lative Councils of the country, and should he succeed in his efforts in this 
direction, he would not only water and bring to maturity the tree of self-govern- 


ment planted by his illustrious predecessor, but would, like Lord Ripon, 
establish his claim to the everlasting gratitude of the country.

British Indian Association,  S#YS:—-His Excellency expressed a hope that his 
recent tour through India would be beneficial to the 
people of this country, but there are no signs at present of its proving so. 
The address properly contained a request that the Viceroy should make a 
statement concerning the administrative policy of the Supreme Government in 
regard to certain demands of the public, but His iixcellency declined to comply 
with the prayer, and seemed to say that he had no intention to make the 
political concessions demanded by the educated and leading Indian gentlemen. 
The reason assigned for this refusal was that the policy could not be changed 
unless the Act of Parliament of 1854 wasamended. Under these circumstances 
the labours of the National Congress of India and the leading Native gentlemen 
are likely to prove futile. Since the Home authorities in the matter of political 
concessions depend considerably on the representations of Indian administra- 
tions, it is to be hoped that His Excellency will not fail to press upon their 
notice the desirability of amending the Act at an early date. 


13. Writing on the same subject the Jame Jamshed (103), in its issue of 
the 4th January, observes :—The people ought to be glad at the frank and open 
statement made by the Viceroy about the policy of Government. It is also 
gratifying that His Excellency expressed great pleasure at the efforts made by 
the educated Natives to obtain a share inthe administration of the country ; 
and hence Lord Dufferin should not fail to adopt as early as possible such 
measures as would fulfil the desires of the educated Natives. The existing 
volunteer corps are based upon an objectionable system, and hence the Viceroy’s 
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reply refusing the admission of Natives into these corps ought to be received 
with indifference. The corps are quite worthless and ought to be abolished. 
If they are to be made useful all Government officials, whether European or 
Native, drawing a certain salary and upwards should be compelled to join the 
corps. ‘The admission made by the Viceroy that technical education for Natives 
was most desirable ought to be at once availed of by the Ripon Memorial Fund 
Committee, which should apply to Government for pecuniary help in opening 
the Ripon Technical College. Lord Dufferin is sure to give the aid without 
hesitation.

The idea is indeed a good one 
and it is the one which the public would not object to in case reductions were 
necessary in the Department. There appears to be a general consensus of 
Opinion on the point, and we hope Government will give their best attention 
to it before they decide the fate of one of the oldest liberal institutions in this 
Presidency. People have more faith in the administrative than in the tutorial 
capacity of a Native agency and their belief cannot be said to ke quite unreason- 
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able, inasmuch as they have yet no instance before them of a private body 
teaching efficiently up to the highest standard. We do not yet know what the 
difficulties of Government are in not taking up the course now suggested by the 
Elphinstonian and pointed out by us when the present controversy hegan, but 
we believe the public will not be fully satisfied until it sees that it 1s im- 
possible for Government to effect a saving under the heads of inspection or 
direction either by employing Native agency or by reducing the number of 
places. It may be that it is difficult to find places for persons already in 
service, but that difficulty is not peculiar to this scheme. The claims of persons 
already in the service have to be respected in every case, but when that is done 
there seems to be no other reason why the funds should not be set free from 
inspection and direction rather than from higher education. ‘This appears to 
be the only weak point in the Government scheme, though we doubt not Gov- 
ernment must have their own reasons, and satisfactory ones too, for not adopting 
the course. We only wish that Government would take the public into confi- 
dence and explain to it the grounds on which the proposal is given up, and we 
hope that Lord Reay will soon let us know what Government have to say on the 
point.

Comments on the Agricul- says:—Amid all the departments in the British Indian 
tural Department in the . 
Bombay Presidency. system of Government, the Agricultural Department 


is quite unique in its character. Unlike all other 
departments it is a spending department, pure and simple. The so-called 
Spending departments of Justice, Post, ‘lelegraph, Forest and others earn quite 
as much as, and occasionally more than, they spend. The Agricultural Depart- 
ment earns nothing. But it is not the less useful. In acountry lke ours, where 
over two-thirds of the population are dependent for their living on agriculture and 
where the State too derives nearly a third of its income from land, the Agricultu- 
ral Department is of the utmost importance. Under the old Maratha rule there 
used to be, though not a regular distinct department of agriculture in the modern 
sense, some machinery for the collection of agricultural statistics, and the Maratha 
record contains numerous gdém-jhddds and gém-bunds which give particulars as 
regards cultivable and cultivated area, the nature of tenure, agricultural stock, 
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and so forth. The modern Agricultural Department is intended todo more than 

its predecessor. It is to improve the indigenous agriculture by bringing western 

science, appliances and methods into vogue among the Native agriculturists, by 

suggesting new products and by improving the indigenous ones. It is this highly 

useful function that the Agricultural Department has to perform, and it cannot 

but be interesting to notice its operations. The Director of Agriculture has 

under his control three Government farms, one at Poona attached to the College 
of Science under Mr. Woodrow, another at Bhadgaon under Mr. Stormont, 

and the third at Hyderabad in Sind under Mr. Strachan. There are some other 
farms, which, though not ‘directly under his control, are amenable to his 
influence. All these farms are actively trying various experiments, with 
varying success, the effect of which cannot but prove beneficial to the 
Presidency. The only question to which sufficient attention does not seem 
to have been directed is the mode of bringing the successful experiments to the 
knowledge of the people. The experiments, whatever their merits, are of no 
practical value unless the local cultivators are instructed in the results. Ifa 
new crop is raised, a new implement used, or a new manure discovered on the 
experimental farms, steps must be taken to popularize these improvements far 
and wide, to secure the intelligent interest and appreciation of the local cultiva- 
tors and to afford them facilities for introducing the improvements on their own 
lands. Thus if selected seed gives a better crop, if English beans or Californian 
mustard can be grown well and can fetch a good price, or a new thresher or 
plough or wheel can be profitably employed, our cultivators must be induced to 
adopt the changes and must be put into a position todo so by offering them 
conveniences for purchasing the seed and buying or borrowing the implements. 
Unless some effective steps are taken to make the experiments known outside 
the Government farms, the experiments will be of little use.

Though many boats are kept 
at every port to convey passengers from and to the steamers, generally only 
one or two of them leave the shore, and thus there is a possibility of their sinking 
on account of the excess of passengers they carry. The boatmen behave 
recklessly towards the passengers, and sometimes kick and abuse them. We 
hope the managers of Shepherd & Co.’s steamers will redress these grievances of 
the passengers as early as possible.

The Bombay University is no 
eueien epee 2 exception to the rule; it has not yet advanced beyond 
ibis tn Aa. its sister institutions. But during the last two years 
it has been amply proved that it is unable to discharge 

even that limited function in a satisfactory manner. The executive officers 
of our University are not, in our opinion, as vigilant as they ought to be. For 
some years parts of some examination paper or other leaked out, and though 
the contents were known but to a few students, some examinations were more 
or less vitiated. The year 1885 witnessed the climax of this corrupt—we had 
almost said scandalous—state of things by making it necessary for the Univer- 
sity to hold the Matriculation Examination again on the ground of its having 
been thoroughly vitiated and to provide against similar contingencies at other 
examinations by printing the question-papers on the day of the examination. 
When this culminating point had been reached the Syndicate bestirred itself, and 
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made a bold effort to re-establish its credit and to find out the person who had 
been the means of throwing so much slur on its management, by offering a 

rize of Rs. 1,000. But these well-meant efforts availed nothing and the author 
of the evil remained unearthed. Luckily for the candidates there was, to the 
best of our information, no leakage in the last University examinations. But 
if the evil of 1885 was not felt in the examinations of 1886, there arose another 
evil, namely, that the results were disastrous in some of the Arts examinations, 
particularly those of the Matriculation, the Previous and the LL.B. The 
Matriculation results of the year 1886 have been horrible, some old schools 
having had the rare (and unenviable) ill-luck to pass no candidate, and some 
having one-third or one-fourth of their usual number of successful candidates. 
We are decidedly of opinion that the rigidity of some of the examiners has led 
to the result. We shall take only two papers—the English and Mathematical 
ones. The English paper was easier than usual,—at least the teachers and 
their pupils thought it so, and their opinion must be given considerable weight. 
Yet, in spite of this, we hear that about 180 only passed in English at the 
Poona centre. The examiner had no hobbies to ride, no particular whims or 
idiosyncracies to interfere with his judgment. But he was, they say, very rigid. 
The other paper, viz., that in Arithmeticand Algebra, was full of pitfalls. 
It was of more than average difficulty. The tremendous havoc at the examina- 
tion, besides being ascribed to the rigidity with which the examiners in 
English examined the answers and to the difficulty of the mathematical 
paper, must be attributed to the discontinuance of the system of sending up the 
‘‘ doubtful”? cases to the Syndicate. We are really at a loss to see why the 
Syndicate should have thought of doing away with that practice.

Dr. Hewlett asked the municipal 
president to go about the town with him on foot. 

Rio Bahadur Jagjivandds showed his inability to do this on account of his advan- 
ced age; whereupon Dr, Hewlett took with him the other commissioners to see the 
improvements effected in the town since his visit last year—he walking ahead 
of them like a captain with his regiment, and pointing out to them the ruined 
parts of the city, open drains, cess-pools and such other things as he thought 
were fit to be pointed out to them. People flocked round this little army, and 
from the manner in which Dr. Hewlett was dealing all the while with the 
commissioners, took him to be the Collector of the city and began to say that 
he was reproaching the commissioners for their carelessness. By this the 
commissioners were indirectly much insulted. We question Dr. Hewlett’s 
authority to command them. Dr. Hewlett remarked that as they had their 
local self-government entrusted to them, it was proper that they should under- 
take and carry out water and sewerage works, that the sanitary condition 
of the town was not good, that they were careless about it, and that therefore 
he would report toGovernment. We hope that when Government receive this 
report they will keep in mind the fact that Dr. Hewlett visited Surat soon after 
Lord Reay’s visit to it, when the municipality was busily engaged in making 
preparations for the reception of His Excellency, and that it had no time to 
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see to the cleanliness of the obscure parts of the city. On Wednesday last a 
general meeting of the commissioners was called, on which occasion only 17 
members promised to be present, many having gone out owing to the Christmas 
holidays; but out of them only 7 could present themselves on account of the 
very awkward time that was fixed for it. Upon this our worthy Sanitary Com- 
missioner’s wrath knew no bounds. He said that the behaviour of the com- 
missioners towards him was not proper, that their manners were rude and that 
their carelessness was deliberate. The commissioners present explained to him 
that the conduct of the absent commissioners was not at all deliberate. He 
complained of the municipal commissioners being not punctual. Let us tell this 
worthy Deputy Surgeon-General that he himself was late by about 80 minutes 
on the 22nd ultimo. [The Surat Akhbar (76) of the 3rd January thinks that 
the visit of an able officer iike Dr. Hewlett once or twice a year will lead at 
least to the town being cleaned previous to his arrival, and remarks that Dr. 
Hewlett went about the town and inspected itin a way that no former Sanitary 
Commissioner appears to have done before. |

Political officers in judicial than other judicial officers like the Sessions Judges. 
pemeinie The presumption lies the contrary way. Of late 
several judgments of Sessions Judges have been revers- 
ed or greatly modified by the High Court. Last, not least, 1s the appeal in the 
Talavia Riots case at Broach. But for the High Court, a number of innocent 
men in this case would have undergone longer or shorter terms of imprison- 
ment, Like other people judges are also frail, and they are unconsciously 
biased in favour of or against the accused under the influence of a strong local 
feeling. As a corrective for thisa higher court of appeal is required, constituted 
as the High Court is. It is true that by a direct appeal to the Governor in 
Council in such cases redress is often obtained. But it is uncertain. The 
Government, in disposing of an appeal, does not follow the judicial forms a 
High Court does. And hence there is at times a failure of justice. If Govern- 
ment think that in certain cases heard on appeal from Agencies political consi- 
derations intervene which a High Court cannot properly deal with, let them 
take care to separate such cases from the rest. 


39. The same newspaper says:—Lord Dufferin says that the Indian 
Prince occupies the most enviable position in the 

Pe oo world. Why, the Indian peasant in one respect 
Agents towards them. occupies a more enviable position. The Indian 
peasant is only very poor; he cannot always find 

food enough to satisfy his hunger and that of his wife and children, and 
clothes enough for himself, his wife and children. But he is his own 
master; he is the master of his little household; he governs his domestic circle 
as he pleases. And as regards the Indian Prince, he cannot often keep a tutor for 
his son except with the consent of the Political Agent, not to speak of choosing 
his own divdn, or secretary, or councillor, ‘The Indian Prince, to marry his

gon or daughter, may have to obtain the consent of the Political Agent. The 
Indian Prince, before going on a journey, must receive the sanction of the Political 
Agent. Lord Dufferin talks of “heartiest sympathy and assistance.” We have 
not the slightest doubt but that His Excellency believes that the Political 
Agents are always ready to give such hearty sympathy and assistance to the 
Indian Princes; but the facts are often otherwise. He talks also of Political 
Agents augmenting the prestige, supporting the authority and enhancing the 
personal consideration of the Indian Princes. But what they, as a rule, generally 
do is to make the Indian Princes contemptible in their own eyes and in those 
of their chiefs and people. ‘The Chiefs and people see that their sovereign 
rulers are interfered with in connection with the smallest matters, and that 
they cannot even choose their own servants. They see them brow-beaten, 
threatened and insulted. Whatrespect can they, under such circumstances, feel 
for their Princes? Now we are not among those who object to all interference 
with the administration of the Native States. On the contrary, we believe it is 
the duty of Government, as the paramount power, to interfere to prevent mis- 
rule when absolutely necessary. What we object to is Political Officers 
looking upon themselves as the real lords of the Native States and the 
Princes only as men bound to obey their hukwms or orders. Are the 
Politicals all such marvellous geniuses that Government can safely allow them 
to coin new systems of administration for the Native States? We object to the 
Political Agents annoying and irritating the Indian Princes by constant and 
uncalled-for interference. Let them be more or less like lookers-on, students 
of the conditions and prospects of the States. Let them give good advice in a 
spirit of sympathy when the Princes need it. Let them interfere only when 
they see the States going to ruin. Let Government see that the Political 
Agents do not exceed these limits, and let them not put too much faith in the re- 
presentations that are made by the Agents about the Native States. We do 
not know if there is any arrangement for direct communication hetween the 
Indian Princes and the Supreme Government. If a Native Prince has a griev- 
ance against his Political keeper, how does he send up his representation or 
appeal to Government? Must it pass through the hands of the officer com- 
plained against? Native Princes should be inspired with the belief that if they 
have any real grievance against the Political Officer, they have only to petition 
Government to get it redressed. All petty interferences and annoyances must 
cease. They lower the Princes in their own estimation and in that of their 
subjects. Native rulers thus get discouraged and give up looking into the 
affairs of the States. What does this leadto? Why, they retire at last into the 
zendna, where at any rate, let us hope, their sovereignty 1s unquestioned. 


40. The Nydyadarshak (112), in its issue of the 3rd January, complains 
of Political Agents lording it over Native Princes and 
Relations of Political enjoying themselves and becoming rich at the expense 
Agents with Native Princes ofthe latter, and observes that when Government give 
and suggestions for the better TiMaies! - eink 2S pelea a 2 h; ° 
management of their States. olitical Agents good salaries it is nothing but bribery 
on their part to enjoy themselves at the cost of the 
Princes. It says that Government ought to issue a notification that no one 
serving in the Political Agency should receive anything whatever from Native 
Princes, that neither the Princes nor their Divans or Karbhdris should give any- 
thing to them and that a breach of this rule should make both the receiver and 
the giver liable to severe punishment. Such a notification will encourage 
people to expose the guilty parties. If Government wish to enquire into the 
complaint, they should compare the pay of the Political Agent with his savings 
and appoint a commission to inspect the account-books of Native States. In 
short, if they wish to know the truth, they should grant a free pardon to rdjds 
and their kdrbhdéris. But such an enquiry cannot be expected, as the authorities 
are always ready to screen their co-religionists. As long as the corrupt practice 
of feasting Political Agents and giving them presents continues in Native States 
the management therein is not likely to improve. All the show of reforms in 
them is merely hollow. If appeals from the decisions of Political Agents were 
permitted to be taken to the High Court, much good would be done and their 
knowledge of law would be found out. It is to be hoped that the Government 
of Lord Reay will attend to these suggestions,

This state is deplorable, but it is creditable to the British 
Government that it shows mercy to these Princes.

and thus tramples over their rights and lowers theirdignity. When the British 
Government wants to deprive Native Princes of anything, it first looks into 
the treaty and sees if by some manipulation or other it can accomplish its object 
under its terms. If, however, it cannot be so construed as to favour the intend- 
ed object, the Government says that as the paramount power, it is entitled to the 
co-operation of the feudatory States. Sometimes it asks them to doa thing as a 
matter of friendship and at other times it says that it is deeply concerned tu see 
the Native States incapable of exercising their rights properly, and under this 
pretence it wrests those powers from them and exercises them itself on the 
promise that the powers will be restored to the Princes when they are found 
to be competent to use them well. Such has been the conduct of the Govern- 
ment in the matters of salt, opium, forest, 4bkari, &c, Similar is the case with 
regard to the land required for the Southern Maratha Railway. The railway 
is started by English merchants and they will appropriate the gain to be derived 
from it, while the land is to be supplied to them gratis by the Native Princes. 
This is all very well and in accordance withthe principles of English justice! 
When Government undertake negotiations about the land it is perforce given by 
its owners, and nobody can say a word in opposition, The way in which 
British officers have demanded land for this purpose is such as will excite 
laughter. Without caring for public opinion or the voice of their own con- 
science, Political Officers have written to the Native States in the following 
manner :—‘‘ All the Princes have agreed to give gratis the land necessary for 
the railway and you must also agree to the same.” In this manner the States 
have been unjustly deprived of land in the interests of the Railway Company. 
Government are now thinking of putting a stop to the levying of import and 
export duties by Native Princes. The Princes have a full right to levy the duties 
under the treaties, but Government think that if the Princes continue to levy 
them, their officers are likely either secretly or under misapprehension to levy a 
transit duty, andthat thereby freedom of trade is likely to be interfered with, 
and in order to avoid this interference Government desire that Native Princes 
should discontinue the levy of these duties,

From the news received, it seems that 
the Nizim was given a Kuropean adviser at his own request, but Natives are 
too shrewd to believe any such talk. The request of the Nizim and the com- 
pliance of the Government with it are considered by them to be simply formal 
and there is nothing to dispel that impression.

That reply 
came just at the close of the National Congress, 
which ended its sittings on that very day, and seems to give an authoritative 
answer to some of the important resolutions adopted by it. It seems from the 
tone of his speech that His Excellency has not yet got over the irritation caused 
by the bad health he enjoyed during a portion of the time occupied 
by his tour. As has been well observed, Lord Dufferin is, whatever else he 
may be, a suave and amiable speaker. He is pre-eminently renowned 
as a man who can say what he has to say with the best possible grace. 
With his sweet and sonorous tones and his measured ed balanced sentences 
he enraptures liis audience, although he may not be able to convince them of 
the truth of his remarks. He has been a diplomat all his life, and he is 
considered to be a master of the art of whitewashing and smocthing the 
most unpleasant communications. But of late a strange change appears to have 
come over him. That graceful amiability, which accompanied him and 
carried him through the worst European complications, appears to have given 
way to querulousness, which would be unbecoming in even a comparatively 
irresponsible official, and it strikes us as strange that two years of Indian 
Government should spoil that temper which kept its perfect balance in 
the very throes of the recent Egyptian crisis, In his reply under notice 
he takes to task the deputation from the Indian Association for being “ alto- 
gether unreasonable.” He also scolds them for not being truthful, and says 
that he was surprised to find them stating that Government had not announced 
the view they took of the Volunteer question, whereas he stated the decision 
of Government regarding that matter a year ago. We consider expressions 
like these to be very undignified, to-say the least of it, and they ought 
not to be addressed to such an influential body of gentlemen as waited on Lord 
Dufferin on that occasion. The only way in which we can account for this 
kind of temper is by supposing that Lord Dufferin is yet in bad health, and we 
express our heart-felt sorrow that it should be so. His Excelleney tells us 
in unmistakeable terms that we shall never be allowed the privilege of en- 
rolling ourselves as volunteers. But we should have liked to be taken a little 
more into confidence, and told what those difficulties and disadvantages are 
which outweigh the advantages to be realised from our becoming volunteers, 
His Excellency is kind enough to gay that our loyalty and patriotism are not 
questioned, and that at least removes one great difficulty in the way. We may 
be quite sure that the difficulties alluded to by him must certainly be of lesser 
magnitude than the fear of our being deemed disloyal. As it is, the reply 
being so vague in its reasons while so emphatic in its denial, we are afraid it 
will give rise to a very large amount of irritation. Why should there be diffi- 
culties in our way of becoming volunteers, while there are none in the way of 
Europeans and Kurasians, is a question which will keep the mind of the public

Is it 
meant to convey by it that our best friend has said that, and not those whom 
we consider to be opposed to our interests? For ourselves, we have never made 
any distinction between a Liberal and a Conservative Government as regards 
our interests. We value both of them equally as being Englishmen and as 
friends of the sufferers. Why, then, was that remark made? Gladstone or no 
Gladstone, what we are concerned at is that our aspirations in this direction 


should have received such a pointblank refusal—a refusal which we are assured 
will not be reconsidered. 


8. While writing on the same subject the Indian Spectator (1), in its 
issue of the 9th January, says :—The refusal to enter into any explanation of the 
position can and will suggest no other inference than that of distrust. The 
Government, we feel sure, does not desire such a result and hence ought to 
reconsider its decision. ‘There is one parenthetical clause in Lord Dufferin’s 
speech which we have read with equal surprise and regret. It is the allu- 
sion to Mr. Gladstone being in office when the Home Government passed an 
adverse decision on the question of Native Volunteers; for the implication it 
involves is opposed to the fundamental constitution of the Government of India 
which has no reference to the parties in English politics. Responsible ministers 
and every member of Parliament may be led, in the heat of party spirit or 
eagerness to serve party interests, to violate this principle and sacrifice India to 
those interests ; but the Queen's Viceroy in this country is entirely free from 
those influences.

‘A very little sum, whether in annas 
or rupees, from every one who can afford to give any- 
thing, would make the subscription a really national one, and a worthy memorial 
of our great Queen’s reign.” The best chance of success for this effort, we 
think, lies in the distribution and circulation of the collecting cards on the eve 
of the actual celebration of the Jubilee, and we would suggest that steps he 
taken now to effect such distribution and circulation at the proper time. If 
the officials of the Association wait til! the cards are applied for, they may pro- 
bably have to wait for good. If the people are to be reached by means of the 
cards, these must be sent to them. Municipalities and other corporate or social 
organisations also might be invited to assign to this object a, fraction of the 
funds which they would spend on the celebration of the Jubilee. If such assign- 
ment tends to take away a little from the splendour of the momentary shows, 
its moral effect will more than counterbalance it. Lastly, the Government, as 
we submitted on a former occasion, ought to participate in the project, either 
by making once for all a donation of a suitable amount, or by declaring the 
conditions on which it will subsidize the fund permanently. It would be ridicu- 
lous to think that the Government of the country should consider itself debarred 
from lending help to a movement which is designated by the name of the 
“National” Association, and which the poorest subject who can afford to spare 
a few annas is invited to patronize. Medical dispensaries for males are 
started, supported, aided and managed hy the State: why should there be any 
squeamishness in regard to an institution intended for the relief of the 
female members of the population? The latter would be officered by female 
doctors, as the former are by those of the other sex. This is the only essential 
difference between the two, and unless the new institution is treated similarly to 
the old it cannot be expected to succeed, or, succeeding, to last. There is a 
need for a certain proportion of female doctors, and if they be of the proper 
stamp and education they would contribute to female enlightenment as well as 
to medical treatment. The argument urged by the so-called friends of 
female freedom—that the institution of female doctors would help only to 
perpetuate the seclusion of the Zenana—can now well be valued at its worth, 
as such insidious pleadings are nothing new nor confined to this ques. 
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tion. It is undeniable tliat some ailments are concealed even from their near 
relatives by many feniale sufferers, because the information would lead to exa- 
mination by male doctors. ‘Io talk of male cruelty or shame in the matter is 
absurd. It will be a great gain to health and life if this fear is removed by the 
existence of female doctors as a help even for purposes of personal examination. 
Altogether, therefore, it seems to us strange for the Government to feel shy in 
rendering State aid to such a cause. Some official declaration ought to accom- 
pany the appeal to the people.

If, as is reported by the Pioneer, it was intended that the Finance 
Committee should suggest a saving of half a kror of rupees only, there was no 
need of appointing the Committee, which has cost a very large amount of money.

But it 1s a fact which Lord Reay will 
scarcely deny that before he thought Karachi ‘‘ the spoiled child of fortune,” 
it was systematically overlooked, and if ever a concession was made to it, 
it was made hesitatingly and grudgingly. We owe, however, so much to 


Lord Reay, and expect so many things yet from him, that we cannot but feel 
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bound to assure him that under the rule of a just, sympathetic, and liberal a 
statesman as he himself is, there will not be even so much asa whisper of a 
threat to break the union which Lord Reay is so anxious to maintain between 
Bombay and Karachi. The separation of Sind from Bombay and its annexation 
to the Punjab was half a dozen years ago seriously talked of, and was at 
that time thought inevitable, as the Punjab authorities had taken it up in 
earnest, but the objections of the Bombay Government to the measure prevailed, 
and fortunately, as Lord Reay would say, the union between Karachi and 
Bombay remained intact. Since then there has occasionally been, we confess, 
a talk of going over to the rival's camp, but it has all been based upon commercial 
considerations. And if these columns ever advocated the annexation of Sind to 
the Punjab the reason was the deplorably obstructive attitude of the Bombay 
Government towards this province. But the future is more hopeful, and we can 


confidently look forward to Lord Reay to supply what his predecessors have 
withheld.

Sir Edward Buck, the Secretary to the Agricultural De- 
partment with the Government of India is, we are told, striving hard to prevent 
the abolition, but it is feared that the department is doomed. Such a result will 
be little short of a calamity for India. India’s best interests are wound up 
with the prosperity of her agriculture, and she depends for that prosperity in a 
great measure on the efforts which Government may make to improve it. The 
system of experimental farms and of popularizing improvements in agriculture 
by precept and example is best calculated to secure that prosperity, and the 
abolition of the department will, we think, give it a rude check.

over whom they hold sway. Such a wide-spread movement must have been 
preceded by an amount of oppression and irritation. But what did the officers 
of Government know about it? They went on all along living in the fancied 
security that the masses, as a matter of fact, liked the Abkdri administration, 
and they consequently represented to Government the matter in the same light 
in which they viewed it. The noise that was raised over it they complacently 
fathered upon what the officials are pleased to denominate wire-pullers. The 
delusion of the officials naturally deluded the Government, and all went as 
merrily as a marriage bell till the whole official world was suddenly awakened 
to the truth of the matter. Even now we are sorry to observe that attempts 
are being made to hold up the whole thing as the work of some designing persons, 
who have forced the masses into temperance by threats and intimidation. We 
have also heard rumours about some people being actually or about to be pro- 
secuted for preventing the poor people from drinking liquor. We do not know 
what truth there is in these rumours. But we advise the officials to be 
wise in time. Their attempts to force the people to drink liquor may in their 
minds be justified by certain principles, but we should say that the spectacle of 
Government officials siding with the liquor contractors in winning over or com- 
pelling a poor population to take to drink is abhorrent to all civilized ideas. 
We hope for the sake of the British name that the rumours are either false or 
exaggerated. The right attitude the officials should take at such a juncture is 
the attitude of laissez faire and we hope that they are taking it.

Don’t 
you know the many remedies of reconciliation, bribery, &¢ ? You should at once 
proceed in the matter. [Writing upon the same subject, the Pratod (54), in its 
issue of the 10th January, says :—T'he people have now been led to believe that 
Government officers oppress the people in religious matters under british rule 
as was done under the Mahomedan rule, and there is a possibility of the public 
mind being disturbed by such matters coming forward so prominently.

To be disarmed without cause is the extreme of 
humiliation, and an unarmed people can never hope to develop manly qualities. 
To be systematically treated as suspects, and to be debarred from the possession 
of arms except under conditions which add insult to injury, is a serious impedi- 
ment in the growth of the notions of self-respect and the right of defence, which 
are the necessary results of a liberal education. The Vernacular Press Act no 
longer disfigures the statute-book, but its counterpart is still there—a disgrace 
to the genius of British rule, and to England, the land of liberty. The sooner 
it is wiped out from the statute-book the better for the vindication of British 
justice and the British rule. 


87. In connexion with the Bill to amend the Sea Customs’ Act of 1878, the 
: Excise Act of 1881, and the Indian Tariff Act of 1882, 
Comments on the Billto the Jdume Jamshed (103) in its issue of the 10th Jan- 
amend the Sea Customs, Ex- ; 
cise and Indjan Tariff Acts, Uary observes:—Government wish to protect their 
customs duties from fraudulent practices, but do 
not seem desirous of extending similar protection to the consumers of liquor. 
Government admit that the liquor imported in wooden casks is considerably 
diluted with water before bottling it, but there is no guarantee that the Bill when 
enacted would remove this fraud which 1s committed to a large extent in Bom- 
bay. Habitual consumers of liquor can soon discover the dilution of liquor with 
pure water, and hence it is very likely that the dealers who practice dilution use 
some drug in addition to water. It is unjust not to attempt to put down this 
fraud, and to make the dealers who do not practice it suffer along with the 
offenders. To raise as proposed in the Bill the maximum rate from Rs. 4 to 
Rs. 5 per gallon is an injustice to the merchants who import liquor in bottles. 
If it be sincerely desired that the fraud of diluting liquor imported in wood 
Should be suppressed and justice done to the importers of liquor in bottles, the 
duty of Rs. 4 per gallon of liquor of London proof should be maintained, all 
Spirits below that strength being charged with a proportionately lower and all 
liquors above that strength with a higher duty. The proposed augmentation in

the duty on perfumed spirits will bring increased revenue to Government but 
will be prejudicial to the interests of merchants who largely deal in small 
bottles of perfumery and carry on the trade without fraud of any kind. It will 
be more advantageous to Government and the public to revive the import cotton 
duties than to try to increase the revenue by such petty shifts as the proposed 
amendment of the Sea Customs, Excise and Indian Tariff Acts. 


38. A correspondent of the same newspaper of the 14th January, writing 
on the same subject, says:—Spirits are imported into England from the con- 
tinent and their strength is reduced by dilution before bottling. When such 
is the case there is no good reason why dilution of liquor should be prohibited 
in India. Spirits are imported in wood, because they yield a small profit in 
freight and bottling and other charges. The liquor bottled in Bombay is con- 
sumed by the poor classes who naturally require cheap drinks. If the dilution 
of liquor here is discouraged, encouragement to inferior spirits bottled in Eng- 
land willbe extended, but the poor people not being able to purchase the latter 
stuff will resort to the free use of country or Mauritius rum.

University Examinations. most urgent reform and the Syndicate should give its 
best attention to it. But if this scheme be not accept- 
able to the University it may adopt the system of the Madras and Calcutta 
Universities, namely, of appointing a “ Head Examiner” in each subject, 
whose duty it is to approve of the papers drawn up by different examiners in 
that subject and to see that the answers are properly examined. The ‘‘ Head 
Examiner” should continue in his post for at least five years and should be 
paid some honorarium. This will secure some uniformity in results for at least 
five years, and if he be found to have discharged his duties very satisfactorily 
he may be re-appointed for another term of five years. This system is, of 
course, not so good as the nomination of a Board; but it would be far better 
than the present system. Another equally important reform is the re-intro- 
duction of the system of proposing “grace” marks at a meeting of the 
examiners. Weare convinced that if the Syndicate does not make up its 
mind to give the examiners the power to propose a grace of a few marks in any 
one subject which power they exercised till 1882, the results of University 
examinations will in future be as disastrous as in 1886. We condemn the 
system of sending up “ doubtful ” cases to the Syndicate, which has been done 
away with. It was unprincipled to the highest degree. Six or seven persons 
having no direct knowledge of the proficiency or otherwise shown by candi- 
dates in any one subject to sit in judgment on their fitness to pass and 
to decide their fates! This appears to us to be a ridiculous arrogation of 
power which cannot be justified on grounds of propriety and can never produce 
salutary results. We do not think that examiners will be so indiscreet as to 
propose a grace of an unusually large number of marks or that the meeting will 
approve of such a proposal, if made by anyone. Another reform that we have 
to suggest is the abolition of the oral examinations at the Arts Examinations, 
Every body who knows or cares to know any thing about the way in which 
these vivd voce examinations are now-a-days conducted, is convinced that they 
are thoroughly useless; they are a mere farce played solemnly no doubt, but at 


a great sacrifice of the time and money of candidates and sometimes of the 
examiner also. 


New Fellows of the Bombay 
University. 


43. A correspondent, writing to the Sind Times (5) in its issue of the 
aie «12th January, says:—One of the professors in the 
cee Pood oppomree Sind Arts College is to teach Sanskrit. You will 
Schools in Sind. ——. kindly excuse me if I ask whether any of the students 


is likely to take up Sanskrit for his second language. 
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Probably none for ever, if things are allowed to stand as at present. No 


student will select Sanskrit unless he has learnt it in the High School, and you 


know well that not one of the three High Schools in Sind is provided with a 
Sanskrit teacher. An overwhelming majority of the boys studying in the High 
Schools is Hindu. They all know that Sanskrit is the language of their 
forefathers, and of their religion, and the one on which their present tongue 
is founded. They know that Persian, which they are now taught, helps 
them neither materially nor morally. It is forced upon them by the educational 
authorities who do not provide them with a teacher in any other language. It 
may be urged that because there has been no general outcry in the papers, 
no unceasing complaints to the officials, and no demonstrations of dissatisfaction 
at public meetings, the present arrangements are viewed with satisfaction and 
are suited to public requirements. This is an entirely erroneous method of 
judging. Sind is not England. The people here are content with any lot, they 
at the most send up only a faint murmur. It is, however, a fact that represen- 
tations have now and then been made to the Educational authorities praying 
for the appointment of Sanskrit teachers in the local High Schools. The voice 
of the public has been echoed by the press) Education is not imparted with a 
view to enable the learners to pass certain examinations or to understand the 
meaning of the books taught. It is expected that what the students learn in 
schools and colleges will be improved upon by further study privately. I 
should like to know whether any Sindhi Hindu who has finished his school or 
college course ever looks into a Persian book. Instead of making progress in 
the language, he unlearns in the course of a few years what he may have learnt. 
The case would have been different if Sanskrit had been his second language. 
I earnestly hope that our present Educational Inspector, who is a very sensible 
man, will give this question the attention which it deserves. 


Part II.— Railways.

The way in which the Municipal authorities at present spend the money collected 
from the people in taxes is the reverse of what it ought to be. Money is spent 
in doing honour to Governors and Princes. In Bombay thousands of rupees 
are about to be spent in the celebration of the Queen’s Jubilee. Our people have 
been, as it were, bent under heavy loads of taxation, and it has become very 
difficult for them even to maintain their families, and we think it is quite ime 
proper to spend in luxury the money acquired by much labour. It is quite 
true that Municipal Commissioners are elected by the people themselves and 


that they are solely authorized by them to spend the income in any way they 


like; but when a manis raised to a high position, he forgets his own duties and 
the promises he makes in the beginning and acts according to bis will; and the 
same is the case with our Municipal Commissioners. Though there is no doubt 
that the British Government is duing what is good for us and that we ought 
always to feel obliged to it, to pray to God for the continuance of Her 
Majesty’s reign over us, and to express our loyalty to Her Majesty, yet it is also 
true that it must be done within some limit. None, not even Her Majesty, 
will consider the expenditure of public money on addresses and festivities 
a mark of loyalty. We, therefore, suggest to all Municipalities that it is 
not necessary for them to spend money on festivities and illuminations in 
honour of the Government authorities, but that it 1s quite sufficient to hold 
meetings and loyally and unanimously to pray to Almighty God for their rise 
and prosperity. We think that the money collected will thus be saved from 
being wasted. 


48. The Native Opinion (11), in its issue of the 9th January, says:—Those 
who may have adjusted the accounts and manipulated 
the budget of the Bombay Municipality may well 
congratulate themselves on the success they have achieved in municipal finan- 
cing ; but if they look a little more carefully under the surface and study the 
overburdened condition of the generality of the rate-payers, they will have no 
cause to congratulate themselves.

in the case of Deputy Commissioners the revenue duties of those who are 
generally entrusted with civil work are not of such a nature as imperatively to 
require them to travel about for a large portion of the year. If ever they have 
to go out in the districts they can, by going out fora short period and devoting 
themselves during that period exclusively to the disposal of revenue work, keep 
themselves as clear as by doing it bit by bit every day. By making a proper 
distribution of work the whole thing could be easily arranged without detri- 
ment to any body. But this is not done. And not only that, but most unne- 
cessary trouble is given by the curious manner in which some judges proceed. 
We have before us a summons in which a witness is summoned to appear before 
a Subordinate Judge on a certain day to give evidence. He is not told where 
he is to appear. Buta general direction is given that he is to appear in the 
officer’s camp wherever it might be. Now in the name of justice what is this? 
Have people got no better business than to run after the camps of the officers of 
our commission, wherever they might be? And in addition to running after 
them must they spend their time in finding out where a particular officer would 
be on @ certain day ? This most extraordinary procedure is followed not by 
new and raw officers, but by men who have served for years and have risen to 
high places in the administration. The summons in question was issued by a 
Civil Judge of the Fifth Grade and an Assistant Commissioner of standing. But 
We find some Deputy Commissioners also following a similar procedure. We 
are informed that very lately a civil case was fixed for hearing on a certain 
day bya Deputy Commissioner. The parties were not informed where they were 
to appear but were left to find out where the Deputy Commissioner would be on 
that day. They made enquiries but were unable to ascertain any thing beyond 
the fact that the officer was in a certain direction and would be somewhere about 
8 certain place. The parties then proceeded in that direction. But after making

a long journey and going to places where the officer was 2 days previously, 
they learnt that he had suddenly left for another place a long way off, and so 


the unfortunate suitors were again obliged to run after the Judge.

; a nd1ia during the two years he has been Viceroy, the 
en pati Be (103), ‘in its issue of the 20th J ‘anaes, 
says:—Lord Dufferin deserves praise for showing firmness in passing the Bengal 
Tenancy Bill, bat it is doing injustice to other persons to say that His Lordship 
deserves the credit of settling the land question in other parts of the 
country. That credit undoubtedly belongs to Lord Ripon and Mr. Ibert, and 
after Lord Ripon’s retirement Lord Dufferin gave due encouragement to 
Mr. Ilbert in his labours on the land settlement question. The people of India 
are grateful to Lord Dufferin for his exhibiting great anxiety to avoid a war on 
the frontiers in connection with the Central Asian question, but the policy 
adopted in regard to it was erroneous and injurious to the interests of India. 
The Amir of Afghanistan has been largely bribed, but the friendship of that 
country will last only so long as he is alive and it isa mistake to trust the 
Afghans. The Afghan boundary question has been settled at an exorbitantly 
heavy cost, but the Russians can overstep the boundary whenever they like. 
The very fact that, in spite of the settlement made by the Boundary Commission, 
it was found necessary to increase the Indian army by 33,000 troops, shows 
that the authorities themselves look on this settlement with distrust. The 
annexation of Burmah has settled a long festering question, but Lord Dufferin 
having under-rated the capacities of the Burmese, the country continues to be 
disturbed. The annexation has increased the safety and might advance 
the prosperity of the Indian empire, but has at present proved a heavy burden 
to the Indian treasury. Burmah should not have been annexed to India, but 
should have been made a Crown colony. The Finance Committee has 
not proved successful; several high-salaried posts that could well be sub- 
jected to a reduction have remained unnoticed, while the Educational and other 
useful departments have been recommended for a reduction that will seriously 
cripple their usefulness. The Public Service Commission has not yet finished 
its work, and itis to be hoped that it will do credit to the Viceroy. Lord 
Dufferin’s resolution against State interference with the customs of child marriage 
and enforced widowhood among the Hindus deserves every praise. The relations 
of the Feudatory States to the Paramount Government were satisfactory under 
the administration of Lord Dufferin’s immediate predecessor in office, and His 


Lordship deserves the credit of maintaining and trying to improve those

The Secretary of State for India has intimated to 
His Excellency the Viceroy that the Jubilee should be loyally celebrated by the 
people of India on the appointed day and that municipalities should render 
assistance for the due celebration of the festival. It is therefore natural that 
preparations should be vigorously in progress for the occasion. It is, however, 
more desirable that the rejoicings should be veluntary rather than compulsory. 
But we should be grateful to our rulers for teaching us among other things 
how to celebrate loyal festivals, and in compliance with, say, the suggestions 
or orders received, we have set about in the matter. So far about us. But it 
is not known what Her Imperial Majesty is going to do on her part. Many are 
under the impression that nothing is to be done by the Queen. It is in confor- 
mity with the practice of no country that the subjects should undergo expendi- 
ture in celebrating events of happiness to the sovereign, while the latter should 
not move in the matter at all, The practice in Persia, Arabia, China, and 
other Asiatic countries is that on occasions of public festivals the sovereign 
spends more money than his subjects and makes the latter happy by giving 
them substantial and liberal gifts. This practice is very conducive to loyalty. 
When Maharaja Shivaji was crowned king, he distributed among Brahmans his 
own weight in gold. Even Her Majesty Queen Victoria, on the occasion of 
assuming the reins of the Government of India in 1858, granted a general amnest 
to all those who returned to their peaceful avocations, and conceded to the Native 
Princes of India the privilege of adopting sons, if necessary. Is not a similar 
thing necessary on this occasion? Will it not be otherwise believed that the 
British Government gives gifts to its subjects only in critical times, and that 
nothing of the kind is done on festive occasions P_ Jt is unnecessary to say that 
such abelief on the part of the people is undesirable, We, however, fully 
appreciate the value of the empty titles, the practice of granting which the British 
Government has introduced into this country, and we are not for: such unsub- 
stantial gifts. What we wish for is that Her Imperial Majesty should comme- 
morate the present occasion by conceding to us some of the things that we want. — 
Our wants have been briefly stated by the National Congress of India held at 
Caleutta last month, and it will be sufficient if one or two of them are supplied 
for the present. The gift of reform in the constitution of the Indian Legislative 
Councils and permission to enrol ourselves as volunteers will be grateful to us and 
conducive to the strength of Government. These two concessions imply neither 
much expenditure of money nor curtailment of the privileges of the Anglo- 
Indians. Moreover, in view of the warlike preparations that are being made in 
Kurope, it is a matter of the highest importance to the self-interest of the Britisk 
Government that it should, by means of such concessions, make the people of 
India its own, The British Guvernment should not let this opportunity go 
unavailed of, but should seriously consider the suggestion above made. 


9. Writing upon the subject of the Jubilee, the Poona Vaibhav (51), in its 
issue of the 16th January, observes :—Really speaking, sovereigns fortunate 
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like our Empress must be very rare. Since the birth of Her Majesty the 
British Government has never known a single defeat, but on the contrary has 
attained much prosperity during her reign. This lady must, therefore, have 
evidently been very meritorious in her former birth. Every ove must neces- 
sarily be proud of the rule of such a meritorious lady over the people of India. 
All people must, therefore, rejoice on the occasion of the Jubilee day. In 
England this Jubilee day will naturally be aday of rejoicing as the Government 
in that country isa native Government. But, in order that the day may be 
auspicious also to us who are foreigners, the English themselves must take some 
measures. ‘To give us real satisfaction our government must be handed over 
to ourselves. but the Government will never do such a thing, and even if they 
did it, we would not acquiesce init! If, however, the English on the Jubilee 
day release our State prisoners and reinstate them on their thrones, give import. 
ant posts to Natives without looking to their race or colour, punish English 
offenders with impartiality, abstain from punishing innocent Natives, and do 
such other things, they will delight us. If, perhaps, the English cannot do 
such things, they should at least relieve us of all our national liabilities which 
amount to hundreds of millions, and take an oath that they will never incur in 
future any debt in connection with the administration of India, They should 
also place some nominal Burmese Prince on the throne of Burmah, and by thus 
putting an end to the present warfare in that country save India from the 
increasing burden of expenditure and the loss of men she is suffering in con- 
sequence. If they cannot do even this last thing, Government should, at any 
rate, make a permanent settlement of land revenue, and assure our agriculturists 
that the settiement will remain fixed. So far about what Government should 
do in connection with the Jubilee. We too must do something on our part. We 
people are at present in poor circumstances and possess neither pecuniary 
nor bodily strength. If we had possessed it, we would have on this auspicious 
occasion taken the burden of Government on our own shoulders, and relieved the 
English who are now tired. But as we lack the power to lay them under such 
obligations, we are helpless in the matter. We, therefore, tell all our people 
that on this festive day they should not spend either their money or their 
bodily energy, but should only exercise their speech and mind; that is to say, 
they should all suspend their ordinary occupations on the day of rejoicing, and 
should devoutly pray to the Almighty in accordance with their respective reli- 
gions. They should ask of Him that as He has subjected them to British Gov- 
ernment, He should create in the minds of the English people a desire to 
send good officers to rule over them, that justice should take a permanent hold in 
the minds of the English, that they should have no desire to oppress Natives, that 
they should not load them with much expenditure, that they should keep the 
Native States intact, that they should give up distinction between the black and 
the white, and that when all this is done, He should give long life to their 
Empress and bring about the celebration of the Jubilee two or three times more. 
Undoubtedly, if our people prayed to God earnestly and devoutly for all these 
things on this occasion, He would gladly satisfy their wishes. [The Bodh 
Sudhékar (21), in its issue of the 19th January, expresses similar sentiments. |

But if India is to be 
governed on righteous principles, however difficult the task may be, it will have 
to be done. 


18. Writing on the subject of the Public Service Commission, the Indian 
Spectator (1), in its issue of the 16th January, says :— 
It justice is to be done between the European and the 
Native, and between Natives of different classes, there 
isno better way for it, no other way that we can see, save general competition 
in the country with the same examination in England and India for Covenanted 
Service, however inconvenient this may be for some time. For any temporary 
difficulty in the way of this or that class Government may afford it certain 
temporary facilities. And we have no doubt that in the long run all classes will 
learn to adapt themselves to the changed circumstances. The result of favourit- 
ism, on the other hand, or of arbitrary arrangements, such as reserving so man 
posts for this class and so many for the other, will be extremely undesirable. 
Such a course will never meet the requirements of justice; it cannot give good 
administrators and will lead to perpetual discontent. On the whole, therefore, 
we are persuaded that simultaneous examinations will answer the purpose of 
governors and the governed alike. Let Government fix their own standard, 
insisting on moral and physical as much as on intellectual tests; let all classes 
of Her Majesty’s subjects compete at the simultaneous examinations; call 
upon the successful candidates in India to spend two yearsin England ; and put 
them under probation for another year or two, if necessary, before finally 
admitting them into the Covenanted ranks of the Public Service. After these 
tests have been satisfied no distinction should be observed between Euro- 
peans and Natives with regard to pay, position, &c., save that some of the 
higher executive appointments might be reserved for the ruling class. As to 
the Statutory Service, we think it would be a pity to abolish it altogether when. 
it could be so well utilized in connection with the subordinate services as well 
as with the liberal professions. We are not for one uniform system or test for 
all departments; nor do we believe that an examination is necessary except 
at the time a candidate enters his department. There are men who could not 
pass a paper examination and yet turn out capable administrators. Details of 
promotion had better be ieft to heads of departments, All that we urge is 
that members of the subordinate service should have better prospects than they 
seem to have hitherto enjoyed. But what is the meaning of the procedure 
which the Public Service Commission is believed to have adopted as regards 
the recording of evidence? We agree that it is injustice to the witnesses 
invited not to record their written answers if they give oral evidencealso. The 
latter may be more spontaneous, but the former is always more accurate. The 
Education Commission, it is well known, recorded written answers as well 
as those given in oral examination. [Writing about the Public Service Com- 
mission, the Kaiser-t-Hind (106) of the 16th January observes that with a 
view to retrenchment in expenditure educated Natives should be employed on 
posts carrying with them salaries of more than Rs. 200 per mensem, that the 
Supreme Government ought now to compel provincial Governments te carry 
out this order of one of the ex-Secretaries of State for India, and that it would 
not cause surprise if the Public Service Commission were to dwell on the sub-

Suggestions to the Public

20. In commenting upon Mr. Lee-Warner’s evidence, the Dnydn 
Prakdsh (9), 1n its issue of the 20th January, says:—Mr. Lee-Warner would 
not declare a native of India ineligible for the English competitive examination 
for the Indian Civil Service, but expects that practically no Native youth will be 
able to enter it by that door, his eligibility being only nominal. Under such 
circumstances would it not have been more straightforward on the part of 
Mr. Lee-Warner to have boldly suggested that natives of India should be 
declared ineligible for entrance into the service by that door ? Mr. Lee-Warner 
thinks that Brahmans will prefer the nomination system to the competitive one. 
With all his boasted experience Mr. Lee-Warner has, we think, made a great 
mistake here. As to his opinions on the comparative merits of English home 
influence and Native home influence on the formation of the moral character of 
English and Native youths respectively, they are, we believe, the views of nine 
out of every ten English gentlemen in India; and we have no quarrel with that 
view except on the ground that those who entertain such a view do not know 
anything of the home life in India. All we can say about this view is that it is 
one of those commonplaces which are traditionally handed down from genera- 
tion to generation as if they were axiomatic truths, and tenaciously clung to, 
because they are so gratifying to the vanity of the Englishman.

The local authorities sometimes report that the newspaper 
report was false or must have been based upon incorrect information. The 
explanation is duly recorded and there the matter ends. Ina very few cases 
the enquiry is pushed further, as in the case of the Bombay Civilian who turned 
out a Native fellow-passenger from a first class railway carriage. That case was 
brought to the notice of the Government through a newspaper report. A full 
enquiry was made and the offending Civilian was punished—too severely, when 
it is remembered how many similar cases pass unnoticed. But in most in- 
stances the explanation called for is considered sufficient. These explanations 
are not published and the public have no opportunity of knowing how far these 
explanations are consistent with facts. It is known, however, with tolerable 
certainty that in many cases the official explanation alleges that either the 
newspaper in question was misinformed or that 1t was maliciously false. The 
first is a very serious charge and the second is libellous. But as these explana- 
tions are never published the outside public never knows their contents. Psy- 
chologically considered it is a most interesting phenomenon that official reports 
are so often true and newspaper reports so often false. The accumulated effect 
of these repeated charges of want of veracity against newspapers is sometimes 
noticeable in annual administration reports in which some stress is laid upon 
the disloyalty or the disingenuousness of the Press. This is to be regretted 
more for the sake of the Government than of the Press, for the Government 
has no more sincere a well-wisher than the Press, although it may feel it to be its 
duty to find fault with the doings of Government servants. A newspaper accuses 
certain person or persons of something. The person or persons are called upon to 
defend themselves; the defence is submitted, the accusing party never knowing 
what that defence is, and sentence is pronounced. Whatever else it may be, it is 
certainly not justice. Then, again, Government servants hold themselves answer- 
abie to the Government for any faults they may be accused of, while the Press 
holds itself answerable to another tribunal. We do not, for a moment, forget 
that it is impossible for Government to institute a judicial inquiry into 
every newspaper report or allegation. It would be not only useless but would 
very much hamper local authorities, who are entrusted with responsible work, 
and in whom Government rightly place considerable trust. The Press in 
this country isno doubt in its infancy, and is very imperfectly organised. 
In many instances it is liable to be misinformed. But it is very far from the 
truth that in every case a newspaper report or criticism is untrue. On the 
contrary, there is almost always a substratum of truth in such reports or criti- 
cisms. It is unwise to ignore the fact that the best Indian newspapers are 
conducted by men of education, principles and devotion—men, who in their 
own way are single-minded in their search for truth, who are incapable of 
uttering a falsehood, and who are cautious in wielding whatever power they 
possess. Even the present system of calling for explanations and recording 
them is not without its good effect. To have to write out explanations on 
awkward subjects is always an unpleasant task, and public officers have a whole- 
some dread of being called upon for an explanation. But such one-sided ex- 
planations and defences have a very bad effect also. They encourage disregard 
for truth and a tendency to limit official investigations to the narrowest possible

And 
if we are correct, does it not behove Government to put a stop to such a state 
of things? But red-tapism and influence probably prove a perturbing element 
in the solution of this most important problem. Is it justice, we ask, that mill- 
hands should have no holiday in the week? Would their feeble frames bear 
long such drudgery, living as they do upon mere barley and chutney? Oh, how 
horrible is their condition! The mill-hands may be said to be ground down to 
death. Why should not Government pity them? We hope that Government 
will, under the circumstances, carry out the recommendation of the Factory 
Commission that the mill-hands should asa rule enjoy Sunday as a holiday.

wretched as twelve rupees. Whenever a document of two or three hundred 
rupees was to be registered, a Village Registrar was sure to demand the present 
of from five to ten rupees. Besides this eight or ten annas were required for 
the writer of the document, for, otherwise, the business was not done. No 
other writer would do, because he was not known, or because he did not write a 
good hand. In fact, no business was done without presents. Government are 
making various enactments to relieve the agriculturists from debt, but their 
operation is hampered in some way or other. Besides the payment to Govern- 
ment in the form of stamps, the hungry officials have to be satisfied. The 
new Resolution has not improved the condition of the agriculturists. It 
has, on the contrary, entailed a journey of about ten miles and has not done 
away with the necessity of a full pocket. Never before was such oppression 
experienced. The whole is the art of picking pockets by sweet talk. God 
knows when the attention of the superior authorities will be directed to such 
secret proceedings. 


41, The Deshi Mitra (93), in its issue of the 20th January, says that it is

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grounds have not been shown for the en- 
hancement of the duty on perfumed spirits. It was 
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. 
stated in the Supreme Legislative Council that these spirits were used as drinks, 
but this is hardly the case. Supposing that they were so used, their wrong use 
should have been detected and punished, but it should not have been made the 
ground of putting a check on the whole trade in them. The enhancement has 
become more grievous on account of its being enforced all of a sudden. It has been 
usual to hold in abeyance for a limited period an enhancement of duty for the con- 
venience of trade, but no such thing has been done in the present case. Those 
who have already sent orders to Hurope for consignments could not have included 
the enhanced duty in their calculations, and it would be wrong to make them 
pay it. Those goods only should be subjected to the enhanced rate for which 
orders were sent or which were shipped from Hurope after the passing of the 
Indian Customs Act. The evils of an insufficient representation of public 
opinion in the Legislative Councils of this country and the undue haste made in 
passing legal enactments have become more marked under the present régime. 
The Income-tax Act and the Indian Customs Act were passed within a short 
time, and the people were not allowed sufficient time to think over and express 
their sentiments on these measures. And yet Lord Dufferin has beea com- 
plaining that the public has done him injustice without appreciating his good 
intentions. [The Akhbdre Soddgar (80) of the 20th January expresses similar 
sentiments. |

tion. For colds and indigestion Cologne Water often proves an effectual 
remedy. Being cheap it has been usual with poor people to keep a bottle in 
store and use it themselves or oblige neighbours on emergencies. The heavy 
duty now imposed on it will prevent many poor persons from using it in future. 
The enhancement in the duty on ordinary foreign spirits will not check the 
importation of inferior brandy which is so injurious to health; on the other 
hand, adulterations in the drink are likely to increase in order to cheapen it, 
and the poor consumers will be the worse for it. In short, the enhancement 
of the duties on ordinary and perfumed spirits will slightly increase the revenue 
from d4bkadri, but the public will not be in the least benefited. 


46. With reference to the report of the Select Committee appointed to 
consider the Bombay Boiler Inspection Bill, the Bombay

of Examiners appointed under the Act. The nominees of the Association 
will do the work far more satisfactorily than the functionaries appointed 
by Government. ‘The suggestion made by the Committee that Government 
should ask the Association to submit the names of persons considered by it to be 
best qualified for such Commissions, as a piece of advice, is not worth much, 
since Government might or might not accept any or all of the names recom- 
mended. The Committee is right in refusing to adopt the suggestion of the 
Association that certificates should be granted without examination to men who 
could show that they had successfully worked engines in England for two years, 
and in omitting, in accordance with the suggestion of the Association, from the 
Bill the provision for the payment of consultation fees to Government Inspectors. 
The objection taken by the Association to the reservation by Government 
of the power to extend the provisions of the Act to prime-movers should have 
been allowed, as no disadvantage would result from so doing. It has been 
usual of late to leave many of the objections taken by the people to certain 
provisions of new laws at the time of their enactment to the disposal of Govern- 


ment, but the practice is not good. A legal measure should be made free from 
imperfections as far as possible.

Arts College. any difference between the arts colleges solely sup- 
ported by Government and similar institutions con- 
ducted by private parties. This is a sort of defence of the Resolution of Gov- 
ernment to make over the Colleges in the Deccan and QGujardt to private 
enterprise ; but an important portion of the public, and among it such learned 
persons as Mr. Justice West and Principal Wordsworth, do not agree with His 
Excellency. Lord Reay made the strange remark that too many colleges endanger 
higher education. Considering the educational wants of the country the colleges 
are few, and there is room for more than ten times the existing number of these 
institutions ; and the day should be considered very fortunate for India when 
it can be asserted with truth that there are too many colleges in the country. 
That the existing colleges do not impart technical education is no good reason 
for closing them. Government should either provide the means of enabling 
these institutions to give technical education or make some other arrangements. 


48. In an article headed ‘‘ Need of Vernacular Colleges,” the Dnydnodayd 
faserative sectely tee (8), in its issue of the 20th January, says:—The 
starting Colleges where present University course which affects even the 
higher instruction will be character of primary education, and gives its shape to 
given through the medium  4]] secondary education, is not best suited for the masses. 
7s see It does little more than give a knowledge of the 
English language. It does not secure that general intelligence which the masses 
require, It is quite true that a thorough knowledge of English furnishes a power- 
ful instrument for the acquisition of general knowledge, but in actual practice 
the smattering of English that the middle class schools impart is useless, so far as 
the general intelligence of the land is concerned. ‘The present course of educa- 
tion has its uses, and its abolition would be a great misfortune, but it is indeed 
time that alongside the present system another should grow up, the aim of which 
should be the spreading of general intelligence rather than superior education to 
only afew. Out of the 2,561 candidates for Matriculation at the last examination, 
only 526 passed. Of these only a portion will enter the various colleges, anda 
small fraction alone will graduate with thé degree of Bachelor of Arts. These two 
thousand disappointed candidates have reached the limit of their education. Some 
may succeed hereafter in passing the examination, but practically there are, each 
year, about 2,000 students in the Bombay Presidency who complete a High 
School course, but who have no further chance of obtaining a higher education. 
‘he general information which these boys obtain in their High School course is 
lamentably small, as it is practically confined to the information contained in 
their text-books, and their knowledge of English is of so lmited a nature that 
it can never be of any great service to them in increasing their general intelligence. 
Among these two thousand, however, are young men of ability, who are most 
anxious for a higher education and who, if permitted to enjoy such a privilege, 
would add to the country an immense body of intelligent men deficient in 
English, and therefore crippled in their power of drawing directly from that 
source, but nevertheless a body of men fully instructed, through the medium of 
the vernacular, in the sciences taught in the present College course, and because 
shut out from Government employ where English is required, their energies 
would of necessity be directed towards those other avenues of agriculture, 
manufacture and trade which so much need to be intelligently developed in this 
land. We believe, therefore, that one of the imperative necessities of the present 
moment is a college, or colleges, where higher instruction should be given through 
the medium of the vernacular, the instructors being men who have received 
their degrees in the Indian Universities, or better those who have studied in 
England and have acquired a higher fitness for the position of a Professor. 
In such colleges English should be one of the subjects taught, but lectures 
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and text-books should be entirely in the vernacular. The effeet of such 
colleges would be that thousands of youths would continue their education, and 
in a few years the nation would possess a large body of thoroughly instruct- 
ed and able men, devoting their energies in directions other than Government 
employ. Such colleges would give the greatest stimulus to the creation of 
a vernacular literature, firstly by encouraging the preparation of text-books, 
that must be fully up to those in English, and secondly by bringing into exist- 
ence a body of men, educated through the vernaculars, and therefore demanding 
a literature in translations or original work fully up to European models. Demand 
would create supply, and those graduating in the present Universities would find 
their hands full in supplying this want. Such Vernacular colleges would 
not be rivals of the present colleges, for without the latter the former could 
not exist. It isfrom the latter that the body of teachers for Vernacular colleges 
must come; it isthe men in the English colleges who must do the literary work 
which will be demanded by vernacular readers of high education. Government 
or private enterprise will be doing the country a great service, if such well- 
equipped Vernacular colleges are scattered all overthe land. Indeed we believe 
it to be a solution of some of the great difficulties under which India is now labour- 
ing. India needs a larger body of educated men whose energies will be turned to 
the various resources of this country, and we see no better way than to have grow- 
ing up by the side of the present college system, where instruction is given 
through the medium of the English, another system, where the medium will be 
the vernacular, but where instruction will be as high and as thorough as it is 
possible to make it. 


49. The Bombay Samdchdr (84), in its issue of the 21st January, makes the 
_ following remarks on the Government Resolution on 
Remarks on the resolution the report of the Director of Public Instruction, Bom- 
of Government on education , 
for 1885-86. bay, for 1885-86 :—Educational Conferences were held 
at Bombay and several other cities of the Presidency, 
but hke the Education Commission’s report and the resolution thereon they 
have produced no appreciable results. When only 2°29 per cent. of the popula- 
tion receive education it does not befit Government to make an effort to with- 
draw itself from the work of education. Private enterprise has, no doubt, 
increased during the year under report, but it is still in its infancy, and requires 
encouragement and support. There has been an increase in the number of 
students in primary female schools, but there has been a falling off in the higher 
educational institutions. The cause of the latter occurrence should be found 
out and removed. Government attach much importance to Drawing Classes, 
but since the art of drawing contributes more to pleasure than to substantial 
profit, more attention should be devoted to such arts as supply the wants of the 
people. No reason has been given for the falling off in attendance in the Agri- 
cultural Classes, Probably these classes are not conducted in such a manner 
as to make the people hopeful about them; and if it be so, due changes ought 
to be made in their management, 


00. In alluding to the resolution passed at a recent meeting of the Under- 
graduates’ Association of Bombay for submitting to 
= proposed abolition of Government a protest against the reported abolition 
e Surat High School dis- : 4 
approved. of the Surat High School, the Jdme Jamshed (103), im 
its issue of the 17th January, says :— The people of 
Surat are too poor to make a combined effort to open a private High School, 
and if the Government High School is abolished the educational interests of 
that city will be seriously affected. In case the abolition be effected the educa- 
tion of Native youths in English will wholly devolve upon the local Mission School, 
but most parents are unwilling to educate their sons under the direction of 
Christian missionaries out of fear that thereby the religious convictions of 
the youths will be shaken. The proposed abolition of the school is the result 
of the recommendation made to that effect by the Finance Committee, but the 
Committee has made the serious mistake of omitting to suggest the abolition of 
highly paid sinecure offices or a reduction in extravagant salaries, and of recom- 
mending economy in the educational appliances and other important matters 
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affecting the vital interests of the people. If the Committee’s recommendations 
are wholly adopted by Government Lord Dufferin’s administration would be 


highly unpopular. It is to be hoped that the Government will desist from 
abolishing the Surat High School. 


51. The Jagadddarsh (35), in its issue of the 16th January, observes that 
the object of Government in issuing a sudden resolu- 
tion abolishing the City School at Ahmednagar instead 
of transferring it to the local municipality from April 
next as settled some months ago, is to make an indirect 
effort to give the education of Natives into the hands of Christian missionaries 
and nothing else, and that it is very surprising to see Government changing 
their mind so soon when it is only a few days since they requested the munici- 
pality to take over the charge of the school and the latter complied with their 
request. ‘The paper strongly disapproves of the action of Government in this 
matter, and requests the inhabitants and the municipality of Ahmednagar to try 
their utmost to get the school transferred to municipal control.

Evidently some one interested 
in him had access to the list of marks, and, seeing that he had no marks in the 
Science column reported the fact to him. It was this fortunate circumstance that 
probably helped the candidate. But how many more may there be who have fail- 
ed in the recent examination, owing to their papers having been lost or mislaid ? 
Whio is to do the friendly service of informing them of their misfortune ? If they 
apply to the University officers for information, they are told that they cannot get 
any information about their marks. ‘This secrecy is certainly very prejudicial 
to fair play. Why should these students be placed at a disadvantage in the 
matter of getting justice done them? We believe it would be better to publish 
the marks of all the students, successful as well as unsuccessful; or if this 
be not found feasible, every candidate should have the right of being informed of 
the number of marks he has obtained in any examination on his applying at the 
University office. [The Dnydn Prakdsh (9), in its issue of the 17th January, 
expresses similar sentiments, and observes that the present state 1s very shame- 
ful to those connected with the management of the University examinations, 


and that they should take such steps as will prevent the recurrence of such 
things in future. |

I have one suggestion to make to the Educational Inspector, which, I hope, he 
will carry into effect. For the 2nd Class Certificate Examination about six or 
seven hundred candidates appear annually. At present the authorities appoint 
only one examiner in Mathematics and one in History. It is very tiresome and 
trying for one man, and it must take him a very long time, to examine 
about six or seven hundred papers. To ask one man to examine so many papers, 
especially in geometry, is nothing short of cruelty to him, considering that the © 
examiners get no emoluments for their trouble. It would, therefore, be well if 
In each of the above two subjects separate examiners were appointed for each 
Centre. This will not be difficult, for there can be found many men in the 
ducational Department who are quite competent to examine students under the 
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Gindhi 6th standard in any subject. The lists of candidates are prepared 


separately for the different centres, and there should therefore be no objection 


to the carrying cut of the above suggestion.

The Collector of Ratnagiri already knows that the local municipality 
affords no comforts to the people, and he should therefore pay attention to 
their inability to bear its annoyance any longer.

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59. The Guardé (99), in its issue of the 16th January, disapproves of the 
Native Princes of Kathidwar being asked to attend at 
Rajkot on the occasion of the visit of His Royal High- 
ness the Duke of Connaught to that Province, and says 
that it is very hard for them to incur heavy expenses 
time after time, for they recently met at Rajkot on 
the occasion of the bestowal of the new title on the Thakor of Bhavnagar. The 
paper remarks that it is not creditable to Government that they should encourage 
Native Princes to thus spend money. They ought to prevent them from in- 
dulging in extravagance. It is undesirable that about one-fourth of the total ex- 
penditure of Native Princes should be taken up by the reception, &c., of European 
visitors and European officers. ‘The condition of the Kathidwdr Princes is piti- 
ful and the British authorities make it more so. Notwithstanding this, they are 
strict towards the Princes. |The Gujardt Mitra (74) of the same date says that 
Native Princes are ruined by the constant visits of Kuropean officers, that they 
thereby increase their debts and have to harass their subjects for money and 
that they have not sufficient time left to attend to the administration of their 
States. In the column of stray notes the Nydyadarshak (112) of the 17th 
January states that one or two Princes had to borrow money trom the Sdévkirs 
on the occasion of His Excellency Lord Reay’s recent visit to Kathidwdy and that 
they may perhaps have now to sell their ornaments, and suspects that Native 
Princes do not spend so much money of their own free will. |

60. In an article headed, *‘ Mismanagement in the Bhavnagar State,” 
the Nydyadarshak (112), in itsissue of the 17th Janu- 
ary, regrets that neither the Political Agency nor the 
Government should have paid attention to the com- 
plaints made about the mismanagement prevailing 
in the State of Bhavnagar, and requests the Govern- 
ment to attend to the following complaints, which it 
has received:—1. The Faujddr of the village of 
Trapaj was charged with the murder of Amarsing, the son of Girdssia 
Govdbhai of that village. As the case was not properly investigated, a petition 
was sent to the Political Agent and the Government, but it is said to have been 
hushed up by the State officials. 2. Asa potter of Bhavnagar, named Megha, 
was deprived of his land and estate by the Darbar, he petitioned the Political 
Agent. He was thereupon charged with preferring a petition against the State 
and sentenced to imprisonment for 2 years and a fine of Rs. 100. 3. In the 
case of the murder of Girdssia Narsingji Mokabhai of Katodiya by a servant 
of the Darbar, the Bhavnagar State made no enquiries and did not prosecute 
the murderer, though the Assistant Political Agent, Gohelvad, had asked the 
brother of the deceased to take his complaint to Bhavnagar as the murder was 
committed in that town. 4. A Brdéhman widow of Bhavnagar named Baiumiya 
went to the banks of the Nerbudda to perform the funeral rites of her deceased 
uncle, with whom she was staying for about 40 years. During her absence from 
Bhavnagar, her house was opened by the Darbar officials, her goods removed 
and the house made over to a near relative of the Divan. On her return she 

complained to the Darbar without avail, and had to live in a dharmshdla. 

If this be true, nothing can be more oppressive. The Government ought to 
enquire into the case. 5. The Darbar officials have deprived Gopalji Kala re- 
siding in Bodiya subject to Bhavnagar of 100 bighds of land, his house and cattle. 
He now maintains himself on public charity. 6. Mehta Bbdichand serving in 
Sihor died within one hour of drinking tea at the house of an official of the 
State to which he was invited. No enquiry appears to have been made 
into the cause of his death. Was he poisoned? 7. Jatdéshankar, an inhabitant 
of Gogha, incurred the displeasure of Mr. Sdmaldds by teaching the Thakor to 
play chess so well that he defeated Mr. Sdmaldds, who had previously taught 
him and had been able to win games from him with ease. Jatdshankar was re- 
warded for it by the Thékor, who asked him to frequently visit him. One day 
Jatéshankar was requested to go for a drive to the Ruvdpuri Mata by a Darbér 
official in his company. On his way back poor Jatdshankar died. Has any 

enquiry been made into this affair? Was any State official charged with mur- 

dering him? Alas, such wicked deeds are not perpetrated even by the savages

The paper further observes that many 
afflicted persons in Kaéthidwar often wander about for redress in Bombay and 
other British territories, that the case of the petitioner Girdhar Parekh is an 
instance in point, that the petitioner Magan Bhaichand has escaped bein 
brought into trouble by the State and is now passing his days at Rajkot, that 
it has received copies of nearly 50 complaints made to the Political Agent, 
Kathiiwar, about the oppression exercised by the Bhavnagar State, that from 
the endorsements on their backs it appears that justice has not been done even 
as regards one of them, that the Agents do not like to say a word against Bhav- 
nagar, whatever oppression it may exercise, as the State Karbharis keep the 
Political Agents pleased, that Colonels Barton, West and Watson have been 
thorough well-wishers of Bhavnagar, that it does not know anything about 
Colonel Wodehouse, that it will be able to pronounce an opinion about the 
partiality or impartiality of Colonel Wodehouse after knowing the measures he 
takes on the petition of Girdhar Parekh, and that the enquiry should not be 
delayed any longer, as it is feared that the family of the petitioners will otherwise 
be brought into trouble. 


62. In a communicated article the Praja Mat (115), in its issue of the 
15th January, complains of the Nagar officials of 
The Bhavnagar State and Bhivnagar being all-in-all in the State and of their 
the tyrannical conduct of its nla? ye f wn bs te alk tie t t qd 
Nagar officials. olding chief appointments in all its departinents, an 
says that the T’hakor is generally watched by the 
Nagars, that nobody else is allowed to see him, that the ex-Divin Sd4maldas is 
said to have amassed 50 likhs of rupees within his brief tenure of office for 5 
years, and that he has been presented with the village of Jaldlpur yielding a 
revenue of Rs. 20,000, and asks whether this shows the liberality of the Thakor 
or the power exercised over him by the Ndgar Karbhiris. The paper further 
observes that the Divan lives more sumptuously than the Thaikor himself, that 
it would not be wrong to say that the State belongs to the Ndgars, that the son 
of a Nigar begins to receive pay from the State from the age of 10, that people 
have to go to the Divan for everything and have to wait for years before their 
grievances are attended to, that it is said that a Nigar vahivatdar of the Naliya 
District was accused of receiving bribes amounting to about Ks. 10,000, that he 
Was transferred to another place without any enquiry, that the complainant was 
threatened and made to withdraw the charge, and that the Political Agent ought 
to enquire into this case. Moreover, much oppression is exercised in the State. 
Complainants against Ndagars are sent to jail on the ground of preferring false 
complaints, even though they be true. Such a state of things is painful. The 
raja Mat then complains of the Thdkor being said to have wasted about 3 lakhs 
of rupees on hearing of his being granted the title of G.C.S.L, Rs. 60,000 being 
slven as a present to the Divdn Mr. Vithaldds and his brother and Rs. 80,000 
being sent to Bombay to Mr. Manchershth Merwdénji Bhavnagri and an annuity 
of Rs. 36,000 being settled on him, and observes that it is said that 23 lakhs of 
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rupees were to be distributed among the men of the Divan’s family after the 
formal bestowal of the title. If this be true, the State will soon beruined. The 
Nigars do not allow the faithful servants or relatives of the Thdkor to continue 
long in service. A Jddeja Rajput named Madhavsarigji in the private service of the 
Thékor will shortly be ruined, as intrigues are being formed against him. Many 
such servants have now and then been brought into trouble, for instance, Harisang 
Jesajl, Vajir, Jivobhdi Vanchhaniya Girassia, Gavrishankar Jaduram Dave and 
two or three others. False charges were preferred against these men. If all this be 
true, the Thdker is a mere puppet. The paper has received many complaints 
against the tyranny of the Nagar officials, which, it says, it will gradually publish 
after enquiring into them. An anonymous writer to the paper states that if 
the Bombay Government were to issue a notice guaranteeing protection to those 
who wished to expose the misconduct of the Nagar officials of Bhavnagar, he 
would undertake the task. 


63. The Guardti (99), in its issue of the 16th January; says that the 
Political Agent, Colonel Wodehouse, has taken notice 
The Navanagar State and of the recent riot in Khambhdliya, subject to the 
the oppression exercised by Navdnagar State, which was caused by the inability of 
the Mahomedans over the 4 : 
Hindus in Khambhiliya. the Divin, and has imposed on the Darbar a fine of 
Rs. 40 per day till the papers of the case called for by 
him are submitted to him owing to the State officials having failed to comply with 
his previous order, that the State officials are in consternation and have begun 
to persuade the people of Khambhdliya who have coniplained against them, 
that Mr. Kalydnrai, the Magistrate of Navdnagar, tried his best in the matter 
without avail, that a petition signed by about 1,000 inhabitants of Khambha- 
liya is said to have been presented to His Excellency Lord Reay through a 
Bombay Shethia and that the Political Agent has been ordered to enquire into 
it, The paper then complains of the State authorities having made no en- 
quiries into the case of a murder in Khambhaliya, of the Divan and other 
officials paying no heed to the oppression practised by the Mahomedans over 
the Hindus of that place, the tormer being encouraged by the influence the 
dancing girls have in the State, and remarks that the State officials, and spe- 
cially Righav and Karsan Khavases (personal attendants), disregard the authority 
of the Jam, and say that the Government will not interfere as Navanagar is a 
first-cluss State and that they are prepared to spend 2 or 4 lakhs of rupees in case 
the Government does interfere, ‘The Political Agent is therefore requested to 
help the people. The Jém is, observes the Gujardti, very frank and does not 
take part in such affairs, but as he is surrounded by evil persons he is likel 
to suffer. As Mr. Maganlal, the Divan, is very anxious to preserve his post, he 
has to be at the mercy of the dancing girls and the personal attendants of the 
Jim. But as the matter has now been brought to the notice of His Excellency 


the Governor it is hoped that justice will be done to the poor people of 
Navdnagar.

Part I.—Polittcs and the Public Administration. 


1. Writing about the public meeting at Bombay in connection with the 
Queen’s Jubilee, the Indian Spectator (1), in its issue 
Praises of Her ed of the 23rd January, says:—We Indians are specially 
the Queen-Empress 0 ' devoted to Queen Victoria, for her solicitude for us 
has been uniformly great. It will be always remembered by us and our pos- 
terity that it is she who, out of pure regard and kindness, has graciously re- 
affirmed all the rights and privileges which were conferred upon the natives of 
India by the Charter Act of 1833. Under her own sign-manual has she pro- 
claimed, in words which are as memorable as they are weighty, that she will 
respect those rights and privileges and scrupulously abide by their spirit and 
letter. In the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and 
the Empress of India we have found not only a beneficent ruler, but a true 
mother and protector. Queen Victoria, Victoria Mdi (Mother Victoria),—these 
words are in the mouths of the old and the young, of men and women, of Hindus, 
Mahomedang, Pirsis, Jews, Gentiles, Christians and all the other races which 
make up one-sixth of the human family. They lisp the honoured name every 
day of their lives, and with such fervent devotion that the oldest, the proudest, 
the strongest and the wealthiest monarchy on earth may well be proud of the 
fact. In such deep reverence is Queen Victoria held by her Eastern subjects. 
May she reign over us long, and as the Poet Laureate sings, leave us rulers of 
her race as noble till the latest day ! 


2. The Poona Vaibhav (52), in its issue of the 23rd January, says :—The 
; cow is an animal greatly revered by the Hindus, 
The ng a = and they look upon it with the same feelings of re- 
Proposans QMS” spect as they do upon their mother and Her Majesty 
the Queen. The principal cause of the downfall of the 
Mahomedan rule and of the rise of Shivaji was the annoyance given to the cow 
and the Bréhmans by the Musalmans. It is undoubtedly very discreditable to 
the rule of Her Majesty in India that the cow, which is held in such high 
esteem by the Hindus, should be daily butchered in her beneficent régime. 
In commemoration of the Jubilee, therefore, Her Majesty should first of all 
put a stop to the butchering of the cow. [The Dnydn Sdgar (80), in its issue 
of the 24th January, proposes that the Jubilee year should be commemorated 
by the restoration of the kingdom of Sdtara, which has been annexed for 
nothing, or at any rate, of the district of Satdra, to the rightful claimant by 
adoption, and of the other Native States of India to their Chiefs who, for want 
of permission to adopt a son or through some such difficulty, were obliged to 
give them up to Government. | 


3. Lhe Rast Goftdr (118) of the 23rd January supports the proposal made 
oe eee a Government by the Bombay Jubilee Fund Com- 
nae mittee to issue a new coin of the value of Rs, 24 in 
commemoration of the Queen’s Jubilee, and says that 
it will be a good memento of the auspicious occasion.

still further tl:e value of silver, and adds that it would be sufficient for the pur- 
pose if the present likeness of Her Majesty the Queen-Empress were substituted 
for the old one of 1837 on the coins now current. |

Institute, the Mahrdtta (2), in its issue of the 23rd 

Comments on the Govern- January, says :—It is a little disappointing to see that 
pa Rha Ph the proposed the Government of Bombay is willing to make an 
ona Technical : 

Institute, Bombay. annual grant of only Rs. 25,000 to supply what it 
re considers a ‘“ most pressing want.’’ Government are 
giving liberal grants to Colleges for liberal education. They maintain High 
Schools in places where their presence is not needed; and yet for this most 
laudable object Government cannot spare more than Rs. 25,000. However, 
let us be thankful for what we have got, lest by carping at it we should lose 


that. Of course, in saying that the promised Government contribution is only 
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© fs, 25,000 we-do not include therein the offer of the Parel Government House 
© 4s a “local habitation ” for the proposed Institute. The house is utterly use- 
F jess to Government: Its proposed utilization will be a boon to Government 
F nso faras it brings cheap credit without much inconvenience. But we may 
= sk, will Goverrnient be prepared to make thé necessary additions and 
4 repairs to it? If the grarit is to be free, let Government make it a full one. . 
Jf not, so much money will have to be spent out of the funds likely to be col- 
F jected. We are told that it is the belief of Government that this “ Victoria 
Technical Institute,” managed by a Buard consisting of the representatives of 
- Government, the Municipality, the Ripon Fund, the Port Trust, &c., ‘‘ will best 
| answer the object and needs of the hour.” We cannot subscribe to this. If 
* nothing higher can be attempted, then and then only the present Institute, 
| which will probably have at its disposal some Rs. 40,000 or so, may do. The 
question, however, is whether the contributors to the Ripon Memorial will consent 
to the disposal of the fund in this manner. In connection with this, it is fortu- 
nate that the name of Her Majesty is to be associated with the Institute. This 
| will make many of the contributors forego all their objections. Another way 
to meet the difficulty is to create a professorship to be called after Lord Ripon 
| and to attach it to the Institute. We are quite certain that those who have 
contributed to the Ripon Memorial Fund will thus be induced to double the 
amounts of their contributions for this double object. His Excellency the 
Governor has identified himself with and initiated this proposal of a Teclinical 
Institute, and the influence of his good name will induce many to give liberally 
for such a noble purpose. If the proposed Institute is not to be a sham and a 
deceit, its permanence ought to be secured. This can be done by placing at 
the disposal of the Buard a large fund. The people have before them a 
plain purpose to which their contributions will be applied. Let them now 
come forward and contribute in proportion to their zeal and to the beneficence 
of the object. We earnestly call upon our people to show that they are ready 
todotheir part honourably and honestly. Government have placed the fullest 
confidence in their willingness to do their duty in the matter of supplying 
this “ most pressing want of the people of the Bombay Presidency.”’ Let them 
not prove that the confidence was misplaced. [The Havyak Subodh (138), in 
its issue of the 25th January, thanks His Excellency Lord Reay for the offer of 
Rs, 25,000 and the Government House at Parel for the Jubilee Victoria Technical 
Institute, butsays that Government would not have found it difficult to double 
the grant they have offered as they are withdrawing their support from second- 
ary education. |

ing celebration. But the gentlemen who organized the meeting seem to have 
Somehow failed to take the right steps. The attendance was not so good as it 
might and ought to have been, had the meeting been properly advertised and 
the organizerg gone to their work with the zeal and earnestness the occasion 
required. The public bodies in Bombay would appear to have been ignored and 
we have heard several people complain of the manner in which the whole 


mg was managed, The European members of the community did not put in 
“it appearance at the meeting in the large numbers they ought to have and 
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would have done, if the Chamber of Commerce had been taken into confidence 
hy the organizers. And we are sure that if proper measures had been taken to 
advertise the meeting largely among the masses, there would have been a large 
crowd at the Town Hall. Whatever the fault of the organizers, let us hope it 
will not deter people from doing the duty they owe to their Sovereign, their 
country, and themselves on this highly auspicious occasion.

reforms of the British rule in Jndia, has found favour anda resting place in 
the dbkiri administration. A monopoly having been introduced, it is not 
surprising that the worst results which are known to follow from monopolies 
should have followed in the present case. A monopoly to the highest bidder 
is indeed the easiest and perhaps the best means for collecting and increasing the 
revenue, but it is obviously the worst institution in its operation on the people. 
The dbkari monopoly has the further demerit attached to it, that it is 
centralized in and is practically worked by the Government itself. The sole 
object of the liquor-farmer is to get the utmost amount of profit from his 
farm, and that of the Government is to get the utmost share obtainable from 
the receipts of the farmer. The result is a system of bewildering checks and 
counter-checks, the total effect of which 1s the maximum amount of hardship to 
the people. The Jarger the quantity of spirit sold and consumed the greater 
are the profits of the farmer and the Government, and every facility to the spread 
of intemperance is a source of increased profit to the Government. In the city of 
Bombay there is no close monopoly in the hands of one single farmer, But 
here, too, over-taxation of toddy trees and annual auction sales of licenses 
have caused great hardship. But the people of Bombay have a voice 
and the strength to make it heard. By their outcry the people succeeded in 
getting a Commission appointed, and eventually secured some relief by way 
of reduced taxation and cessation of the annual auction sales of licenses. The 
people of the mofussil have no voice, but they have adopted a characteristic 
mode of exhibiting their feeling, and that mode is the abstinence movement. 
The more proximate and aggravating cause of the movement is, however, the 
restrictions on raw toddy. Raw toddy has always served the poor people in 
this presidency, and particularly those living in sea-coast districts, as a favour- 
ite, harmless, cheap and little intoxicating beverage, and as nutricious food. 
This food and beverage the people have been deprived of by multifarious 
circumstances, the principal of which are the increase of the tree-tax from 
As. 8 and Re. 1 to Re. 1 and Rs. 16, the prohibition of the tapping of 
toddy trees by their owners, the possession of the sole right of tapping by the 
liquor-farmer, the levy of the buddene even on untapped trees (which has been 
only recently remitted to a modified extent), and the diminished supply of toddy 
by the liquor-farmers with a view to increase the consumption of spirits and the 
consequent increase of intemperance. It is this absurd system that has caused 
the present ferment, and that urgently calls fora remedy. We have good reasons 
to think that the attention of Government has been attracted by the movement, 
and that there is a disposition to relax the provisions about raw toddy. But a 
complete cure cannot be expected unless the whole system is thoroughly over- 
hauled and examined, and radical changes effected therein. As a preliminary 
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to the change, Government cannot do better than appoint a Commission like the 
Forest Commission to examine the 4bkdri administration in the whole pre-

The orders of the High Court must have reached the District Magis- 
trate on the 13th instant. I was at home on the 13th and 14th, The case was 
to be heard before Mr. Drew at Revas on the 14th. But on account of my not 
having appeared before him on that day according to the summons, Mr. Drew 
issued a warrant and about twelve or fourteen policemen besieged my house on 
the night of the 14th. Next morning the chief constable of Panvel arrived 
and I gave myself into the charge of the police at about 9 a.m., and told the 
chief constable that on account of a pain in my leg I could not walk. On 
this the chief constable raised a whip, advanced towards me to whip me and 
ordered police peons to send for Mahdrs to carry me ina doli. On account of 
religious scruples I came to Panvel in a stranger’s cart. The police having no 
power to take bail took off all my clothes and put me into a room, and after 
searching my clothes handed them over to me to put themon. By this time it 
was nearly eleven o'clock, The Collector being then at Panvel a petition was 
to be made to him, but the police did not allow me to sign my letter of 
authority to my pleaders. As the only alternative it was then decided that my 
clerk should apply in my name, but somehow or other the police afterwards 
allowed me to sign the pleader’s authority. In the meanwhile I asked the 
chief constable to let me gu with a constable to dine, but he declined. I then 
offered to dine at the place where I was, but even that he disallowed. He said 
I must either eat dry food or cook my dinner in the police gate. I then hav- 
ing had no bath, was obliged to remain without feod. In the meantime five or 
six pleaders of the Panvel Court went to the District Magistrate and applied for 
my release on bail, whereupon he said that I was guilty of not appearing in 
compliance with the summons, but that he would kindly permit my release on 
arecognizance. He also informed the pleaders of the orders of the High 

Court and handed over to them a cover addressed to the chief constable for m 
release. The pleaders accordingly came to the police office at half-past twelve, 
but then the office was closed, and they had to go to the house of the chief con- 
stable, where a recognizance of fifty rupees was drawn up and I was liberated 
at about three o’clock. If my pleaders had been too late by ten minutes to go 
to the Collector, he would have gone to Bombay, as he afterwards did, and then 
I should have been obliged to go to Revas or Alibag asa prisoner. My pleaders 
being ignorant of the fact of three other persons being accused in my case, they 
did not enter their names in the application and so they are now in police 
custody. Though the Collector wrote in his letter to the chief constable that 
the whole case was to be postponed, the latter refused to release the other 
three accused on bail. [Writing on the subject of this letter, in its issue of the 
23rd January, the Poona Vuibhuv (52) says:—It is not difficult for the rayats 
to stand the exercise of authority by the officers. In the first place, the charge 
against Mr. Patankar was an attempt to stop liquor-drinking, and secondly, 
the order of the High Court in the matter has heen disregarded! How then can 
We get justice ? God knows what the state of our people is going to be. On the 
one hand we are eating, drinking and making merry, whileon the other we see 
our fellow-countrymen put in prison by the oppression of English officers. Do 
the officers think that we should pet ourselves intoxicated, ruin our health, lose 
our house and property, and die of starvation, and that the whole country being 
thus left without a single soul should fall into the hands of the English? Fie 
to our life, if oppression is really being exercised as reported. Does it not 
throw discredit upon the goodness of the English? Have all the officers of Gov- 
‘tment become blind ? Do they look upon the Hindus as so many worms? 
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Oh God, how long wilt Thou try us? Where have English officers thrown theit 

rinciples of morality ? Oh God, is it Thy wish that we should indulge in liquor 
aa take to immorality ? We did not even dream that English officers would be 
<o changed in their disposition. Qh officers, we love British Government as 
much as you do, but consider how your doings are rending our hearts! We 
hope that Government will not shut their eyes on such an occasion. }

It may, moreover, be 
asserted with truth that the respectable papers have been ever free from evincing 
the least spirit of race animosity ; and hence it is to be regretted that Govern- 
ment should have taken no care to exempt this portion of the press from the 
accusation of race animosity. [The Sutyavakia (121), in its issue of the 28th 
January, says that the people must thank His Excellency the Governor for the 
solicitude displayed by him for the welfare of Native passengers. It adds 
that though the boisterous play of European soldiers with Hindu females is 
unimportant when looked at according to the notions of European society, 
such conduct is sure to create consternation among Native females, and that it 
is satisfactory that Government have ordered the adoption of precautionary 
measures to prevent such occurrences in future. } 


19. Writing on the same subject, the Bombay Samdchar (85), in its issue 
of the 27th January, says :—The decision is not as satisfactory as it should be. 
It is to be regretted that the accused soldiers should have gone unpunished 
and that justice should have remained unsatisfied. It is true that the memorial 
was sent in very late and the petitioners are to blame for it, but a report about 
the disgraceful conduct of the soldiers appeared in the local newspapers on 
the day after the arrival of the steamer at Bombay, and therefore it cannot 
be said that Government and the Military authorities did not know of 
the occurrence in time. The authorities ought to have inquired into the affair 
as soon as they knew of it, detaining in Bombay all the soldiers that were on 
the steamer until the completion of the enquiry which should have been made 
strictly and publicly; and the result of such an enquiry would have been 
satisfactory. Government should not have made in the resolution the serious 
assertion that some of the Native newspapers too often indulge in race 
animosity in writing against Europeans. The mere fact of no mention of 
rape having been made in the memorial ought not to have led Government to 
infer that it was nut committed. There is much difference between the 
Europeans and the Natives as regards the light in which they view this crime. 
When a European lady is grossly insulted she does not consider the occurrence 
as a slur on her character, and being anxious to get the culprit punished by 
law, readily comes forward and publishes the whole matter. Native ladies 
and gentlemen, on the other hand, think that if the gross insult given to the 
former is made public, they will be disgraced and will lose respect in society 
for ever and a slur will be cast on their posterity. Though this idea is foolish 
1618 so much ingrained in Native character that it is almost impossible to 
induce a Native lady or her relatives to bring to light the gross insult 
offered to her. It is possible, therefore, that the memorialists concealed the 
circumstance of the rape, if it did occur, as they knew well that if they men- 
tioned it it was sure to be published. Thus the circumstance of the commis- 
sion of rape being a matter of doubt, Government should have desisted from 
accusing the Native press of having alluded to it from race animosity. That 
the soldiers kissed the Native ladies is admitted by Government in the resolu- 
tion, and when the circumstances under which the ladies wero forcibly kissed 
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membered, the enormity of the crime is considerably increased, ind for 
rious offence the soldiers should have been duly punished. It is not

Act,” the Shubh Suchak (65), in its issue of the 21st 
Criticism on the Agriculk January, says:—The Agriculturists’ Relief Act has 
turists’ Relief Act. been thrice revised and modified and still it is very 
one-sided and oppressive. Though the Native press, acquainted as it is 
with its effects on the agriculturists and the money-lenders, has strongly con- 
demned the Act on account of its one-sidedness, the Government of India have 
not only not repealed it, but have, on the contrary, recently authorized the 
Bombay Government to apply it to all the districts in the presidency. Gov- 
ernment take only a one-sided view of the matter. They have utterly ruined 
many, while doing an imaginary good to a portion of their subjects. Though 
there is no hope that the Act will soon be repealed, none should cease criticis- 
ing it. Government know full well that they are the principal cause of the 
poverty of the agriculturists, and the Famine Commission has authoritatively 
proved that fact. It is quite clear that if Government acknowledge this they will 
have to reduce the land-tax, which they are never prepared to do, for the sake 
of the agriculturists. They have kept it secret that they are the real cause of 
the poverty of the rayat, and taking advantage of the rayat’s false notion that 
the cause of his poverty is the money-lender, have brought this Act into force 
simply to ruin the money-lenders. What an injustice it is to deprive them of 
the right, which Government themselves enjoy, of selling the cattle, land and 
other property of the agriculturists to recover the money lent by them for the 
purpose of preserving the agriculturists’ property from being sold by Government 
in payment of the land revenue! Judges and officers executing their decrees 
always look to the interests of the agriculturists. Are not money-lenders British 
subjects? Do they not pay taxes to Government and are they not therefore 
entitled to protection from Government? Since the enactment of this Act all the 
petty money-lenders and even some big ones have disappeared and those that have 
survived are about to be ruined. During the last famine the agriculturists 
were saved from starvation by the money-lenders. If it had not been for their 
support, millions of people would have succumbed to death in addition to those 
who actually died. The money-lenders now refuse to advance money under any 
conditions and the agriculturists are consequently compelled to sell them their 
attle, land and other property at a very low price. It is Government and their 
Agriculturists’ Relief Act, therefore, that are the causes of the misery of the 
avriculturists in many ways. Has anybody counted the number of the agricul- 
turists who have left their villages and are reduced to beggary on account of their 
cattle, land and other property having been sold by Government for the recovery 
of the land revenue? It is much to be regretted that Government now 
teach the agriculturists to deceive the money-lenders. Government have 
created three additional courts in every district where the Act is enforced. 
There is one Special Judge and two assistants. What unnecessary and heavy 
expenditure this is! Very little work is done by these Judges under the sham 
excuse of looking into the old accounts. Everywhere Subordinate Judges are 
appointed to assist them in their work and the cause of all this is the Agricul- 
turists’ Relief Act.

The existence of colleges in different parts of 
Le presidency is a help to students. Lord Reay further remarked that there 
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ed to be no difference between Government colleges and those that 
eeeive grants-in-aid from Government. It is difficult to have competent 
* foggors in the latter class of colleges like those in Government ones, and the 
: ae are in consequence superior to the former in the matter of imparting 
© instruction. His Excellency’s remarks about the inattention to business educa- 
ion in the present colleges are worthy of praise, and this slur on the system of 
education will continue so long as it is not remedied. This defect should be 


speedily removed by the educational authorities.

| selfish motives. Of all the departments under Government the Educational is 
the most important and useful, and the intellizence of the country entirely 
depends on it. Many Head-masters being diffiident about their doings are 
afraid of their superior and are obliged to flatter his servants, from the high 
officials down to the grooms, whose favour is found useful in many respects. 
The number of good, ciever and energetic workers in this department is gradu- 
ally decreasing, and forward, selfish, backbiting, self-sufficient and mean people 
are flocking to it in large numbers. This is very deplorable. Mr. Kunte of the 
Poona High School, whose greatness and experience are well known, 1s remark- 
| ably timid. He is afraid lest his superior should be displeased with him if the 
number of scholars in his school falls off even though slightly, and consequently 
| he always pats his students on the back. As soon as a vacancy is created it is 
| filled with the assistance of some illiterate man. Some days ago one clerk 
in the office of the Director of Public Instruction had in his hand all posts and 
his place is now occupied by the present clerk of the school. As soon as a 
vacancy occurs, this man, who has learnt only up to the sixth standard, fills it 
up, making promotions and degradations according to his pleasure.

It 
women of India. is an undeniable fact that the aims and objects of 
the fund are praiseworthy, but since its managers 
do not seem to care for the Natives and do not enlist the sympathy of 
the leaders of Native society, it is vain to expect a large subscription in aid 
of the fund. The Native public does not know the real object of the 
fund and no effort 1s made to disseminate information through the verna- 
cular press and influential Natives. All information about the National 
Association is supplied to the Anglo-Indian newspapers, which contain also 
the lists of the amounts subscribed to the fund. After ignoring the Native 
press and the public in this manner it 1s not right to complain that they have 
not liberally responded to the call made on behalf of the fund. Nothing is 
known as to what ladies and gentlemen compose the Bombay branch of the 
Association and what work this branch has performed. The single fact that a 
liberal response was made within a short time to the appeal made through the 
vernacular press at the beginning of the current year by Lady Dufferin in con- 
. nection with the Jubilee cards sufficiently shows the importance of the aid that 
will be received by the fund from the vernacular press if its assistance 1s 
availed of. It is therefore to be hoped that the services of the vernacular papers 
will be enlisted and influential Native gentlemen included in the management of 
the central and branch Associations in connection with the fund.

Government could have made the necessary concessions if it was inclined to do 
so without appointing the Commissiva. The work hitherto performed by the 
Commission shows that a great mistake has been made in appointing it. A 
wide difference exists between the evidence of the Natives and that of the 
Kuropeans examined before it. With the exception of a few, the Native witnesses 
have given their Opinion that the limit of age of the Civil Service candidates 
should be raised, that examinations should be held simultaneously in England 
and India, and that necessary conveniences should be provided for the admission 
of Natives into the service in large numbers. With a few exceptions the Huro- 
pean witnesses have stated that no facilities ought to be given to Natives for 
admission into the Civil Service in larger numbers; while some made bold to 
assert that the Natives should be totally excluded from the Civil Service as they 
0 not possess the necessary ability and honesty and that a political danger would 
arise from their admission to the higher posts in the Service. This diversity of 
Pinion must perplex Lord Dufferin in arriving at a conclusion on the subject. 
t His Lordship decides the question in accordance with the views of the Euro- 
aes the Natives will be considerably disaffected ; and, on the other hand, if 
the decision is founded upon the sentiments expressed by the Natives, the 
“ropeans will be dissatisfied, while a middle course will displease both of them.

Since then many instances proving 
the loyalty of the Natives and the political progress made by them have occurs 
red, but they have failed to elfect any change in the sentiments entertained by 
Mr. Bayley. The Natives will be much disappointed to see a High Court Judge 
entertain such opinions.

Now, we regret to say that the examination does not appear to be as judicial as 
it ought to be and might have been. Sonie df the menibers of the Commission 
betray in their questions to witnesses a spirit of partisanship, almost showing 
that on some of the questions at any rate they have formed opinions or are led 
by prejudice. Itis not necessary to particularize the questions here, but we beg 
to express a hope that the members will deal with the questions before them in 
a thoroughly judicial spirit. The Native press from the first suggested that 
all interests should be duly represented, but Lord Dufferin did not éven exercise 
the power he had reserved to himself of appointing a few more Native gentle- 
men so as to make the number of the Native representatives on the Commission 
thoroughly adequate. Questions to witnesses as to whether Indians are capable 
of self-government, and whether a resident of Bombay can claim a Punjabi as his 
countryman, have no doubt a peculiar interest of their own, but we think they 
may well be left for the present to be dealt with by others than members of a 
body whose duty is to ascertain facts and elicit Opinions and not to re-echo 
Sentiments expressed in the columns of such papers as the Pioneer. Mr. Crosth- 
waite’s question to Mr, Telang may be cited as an instance in point.

The Subodh Patrika (14), in its issue of the 30th January, says: —The 
Public Service Commission has closed its sittings in Bombay and is now on its 
way to Madras. The impatience of some of the Commissioners at some of the 
answers which seemed to reflect on the European Civil Service or the fitness of 
Natives for higher posts was not calculated to impress the public with its judicial 
character which Lord Dufferin referred to in reply to the complaint of the 
Native press about the inadequacy of the Native members on it. 


15. The Sanmdrgd Dipika (12), in its issue of the 3lst January, strongly 
animadverts on the evidence given by Messrs. Camp- 
The Public Service Com- bell, Lee-Warner and J. W. Orr before the Public 
mission in Bombay and the Geryice Commission in Bombay. It says:—The 
evidence given by Messrs. b f the H b Racy ae er 
Campbell, Lee-Warner and members oO e Tleaven-born Service, as 1s their 
Orr. wont, deposed that “the Civil Service ought to be 
limited to Europeans only who would enter it by 

open competition in London.” We believed that this was the opinion of Messrs. 
Lee-Warner, U. E. Crawford and a few others. But we were surprised to find 
that Mr. Campbell, late Compiler of the Bombay Gazetteer, held the same opinion. 
His few admirers who helped him most assiduously in the work of compilation 
must have been hurt by the statement he made before the Public Service Com- 
mission. Mr. Campbell must leave the Natives alone. Men of his stamp 
endeavour to conciliate the credulous Natives when they require their assistance, 
and as soon as their work is done try to ride over them. For a number of 
years they pass like missionaries as well-wishers, sweet-talkers and friends of 
the country, but after they secure their object they do not care for them. 
Occasions to test their real nature occur seldom, but when they do occur, 
they are seen in their true colours. We advise ourcountrymen to beware. Mr. 
Campbell says that Rs. 200 are sufficient for a Native, whereas for a European 
Rs. 1,000 are not enough! Why so great a disparity ? Lok at the salaries of 
the governing officers of Goa, Daman and Diu, who also come from Europe, 
Moreover, Mr. Campbell’s experience is very limited. Mr. Lee-Warner pointed 
out that the Natives are wanting in moral training, and the education they 
receive is not of the same standard as that of Europeans. In other words, 
the men composing the entire Civil Service of India are gentlemen who are a 
pattern of morality for all the world to imitate. Mr. J. W. Orr affirmed that by 
education he did not mean simply intellectual, but “the display of those 
moral and physical powers of a high order, which the Natives, as a class, do 
not possess. Self-denial, readiness of resource, a high sense of duty and moral 
aud physical courage were among the virtues which formed the administration.” 
These patterns of the Civil Service, these defenders of European in lieu of 
Native administration, simply compel us to invoke the aid of history. They 
should read the debates on the renewal of the Company’s Charter in 1833. 
The paper then enters into a history of the Civil Service of India from the time 
of its institution and the charters given and statutes passed for giving to the 
Natives that fair share in the administration of their own country which their 
education and abilities would enable them to fulfil, and remarks :—What kind 
of morality is this?

But ag his intention in making such 
an observation was nothing more than to abuse Natives anyhow, it was natural 
that he did not think well before making it. No doubt the Commission will 
not allow such observations to pass unnoticed, but we hope that Native officers 
will demand an explanation from this Lord of the Jungles.

It is useless, perhaps dangerous, to entrust administra- 

tive posts to men of humble families who by mere dint of perseverance have 
made themselves eligible for them, because they probably care more for hoarding 
| money than for the proper discharge of their duties, We admit, however, that 
there are a few exceptional cases in which men of inferior families have proved 
themselves faithful. But ifsuch responsible posts be at all conferred upon our 
so-called educated men, a majority of whom belong to the Brahman community, 
then the natural upshot must be an administrative chaos. We hope that this 
state of things will be obviated by our benevolent and far-sighted Government. 
The M.A.’s and B,A.’s of our University will be found to belong to the 
aforesaid community to a large extent and generally trace their descent 
from very hamble parentage. When this is a fact admitted on all hands, 
is it advisable that the aristocratic classes who care much for their personal 
respect and reputation should be entirely left out in the cold? It 1s 
undoubted that they have proved great auxiliaries to Government in times of 
danger, and it is of paramount importance, therefore, that they should be 
specially provided for. To encourage the backward classes special scholarships 
ought to be established, so that they may he brought on a par with the other 
classes in the race for progress. Unless this is done we do not think that the 
Public Service Commission will at all prove serviceable to the backward classes. 
Let ug hope that Government will do so. When men of different classes enjoy 
the privilezes conceded to them by the Proclamation of 1858, which is our 
Magna Charta, there will undoubtedly be no complaint whateverin the country. 
But if a certain section of the Hindu community be practically authorized to 
monopolize all or perhaps the greater portion of the administrative posts in the 
gut of Government, then we assert that the authorities will be providing that 
section of the community with instruments of torture for the backward classes. 
We look forward to His Excellency the Governor-General of India for redress 
of the grievances under which we are labouring, for he is justly reputed to 
be one of the best practical politicians. By the bye, we may suggest the 
‘ppointment of a separate commission for the purpose of enquiring into the 
Justice done to the other classes by the Bréhman officials generally and we 
ete no doubt that the result will be very beneficent. But if such a com- 
ara be at all appointed by Government, wa assure them that they will 
needle lat In a majority of cases the senior servants belonging to other 
‘eesiape yo are passed over by Brdéhman officials, especially in the mofussil, 1n

jucices and interests be banished from one’s mind. But this is difficult to 
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accomplish. For if Brdhman converts to Christianity think it abominable to 
oin their daughters in wedlock with the educated people of the lower classes, is it 
St manifest that the caste prejudice is deep-rooted and far-reaching? Besides 
the offices in which the power of conferring appointments is invested in Bréhman 
officials will be found to be replete with such people. - What stronger evidence 
is required to prove that caste prejudices are yet very powerful ?

The cost of the Commissioner's Printing Press 
at Karachi can be very easily curtailed. The work done at this press consists 
for the most part in the printing of the Sixd Official Gazette and standard 
forms. Everybody knows that very few important matters are published in 
the Sind Official Gazette, though each issue occupies 40 or 50 pages. For the 
other divisions of the Bombay Presidency there are no separate official Gazettes. 
For the entire presidency there is only one official Gazette (Bombay 
Government Gazette) and copies of it are supplied to all heads of offices in 
the presidency including Sind. The Sind Official Gazette is therefore by no 
means necessary and should be discontinued. Important appointments, transfers, 
&c., can be easily inserted in Part I. of the Bombay Government Gazette, or, if 
necessary, such appointments, &c., may be published on half a sheet of paper 
every week. Forms in use in Sind are the same as those in the Bombay Presi- 
dency and can be printed at the Government Central Press. If this arrange- 
ment is made the English printing work to be done at the Commissioner’s 
Printing Press will be very little, and for this work two or three compositors 
will be enough. Vernacular standard forms and Sindi translations must 
continue to be printed inSind. The vernacular portion of the Commissioner's 
Printing Press will have, therefore, to be retained. If the practice of printing 
private work at the Commissioner’s Printing Pressis stopped some reduction in the 
establishment can be effected. If the above suggestions are carried out it will 
no longer be necessary to retain the services of such a highly-paid Superintend- 
ent. An officer on Rs. 100 per mensem can superintend the working of the

female relations is well-known, and the pages of Indian history, ancient and 
modern, bear ample testimony to the dire results flowing from the slightest 
attempt to outrage the modesty of a female. But the recurring instances of 
‘hameless and wanton conduct on the part of some Englishmen, both high and 
ow, tend to confirm the popular belief that the teachings of history are thrown 
away upon the English administrators and their servants, and that they have 
weve old without gaining experience. Deplorable disregard of the pe- 
sc trait of the Native character is sure to widen the breach between the 
ers and the ruled, and we fear that whatever is stern and unsympathetic in 
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the conquered race will acquire a fiercer and harsher tone. The English Gov- 
ernment therefore cannot be too vigilant in detecting instances of such conduct 
and too severe in visiting the culprits with exemplary punishment. Any re- 
laxation of severity in such cases when detected, and the slightest yielding to 
feelings of race and colour, will produce intense dissatisfaction and leave indelible 
marks of disgrace upon the English honour. The resolution regarding the 
SS, Pachumba incident betrays the pious care taken to shield the soldiers 
when it prominently notes the fact that the conduct attributed to soldiers by 
the memorialists as well as the Native press (the commission of rape upon 
some of the Hindu female passengers) is denied by them, but it does not say a 
single word regarding the brutal conduct of the soldiers in “kissing some 
of the women.” Are not Government aware that the act of kissing a woman 
against her will and without her consent is an offence punishable under the 
Penal Code, and cannot a criminal court convict an accused person of an offence 
which is proved to have been committed though he be not charged with it 
at the commencement of the prosecution? Ifthe soldiers are considered to 
have kissed the women against their will, they have committed an offence and 
merit severe punishment, and no amount of legal quibbling can help them 
out of the scrape. The whole truth lies in a nutshell, and it is simply this. 
The Government of Bombay, though animated with the best of intentions, 
failed to realize the heinousness of the offence committed by the soldiers 
and thus betrayed their utter want of appreciation of one of the noblest 
features of the Hindu character. It was a fortunate circumstance that the male 
relations of the lady passengers in whose presence the outrage was committed 
belonged to a class not aceustomed to the use of arms and the rough trials of 
life, otherwise the result would have been the shedding of blood instead of the 
spilling of ink. The horrible tragedy at Chandor in the Nasik District must 
be fresh in the memory of our readers, and it shows the reckless disregard and 
contempt for life which an Oriental shows when the honour of his female is 
eoncerned. Government have, by their leniency in this case, set a most 
pernicious example to the rampant Anglo-Indians in general and to the irrepres- 
sible red-coats in particular, and it does not require the prophetic powers of an 
Indian Cassandra to foretell that in future the honour of a Native female lies at 
the mercy of the sons of Albion and that the latter can revel in the commission 
of such offences with perfect impunity. We must however remember that when 
murders, rapes and attempts to violate the chastity of Native ladies of respect- 
ability by Europeans are of frequent occurrence and are punished, if at all, with 
fines or imprisonment for a short period, it is no wonder that the offence of kissing 
a Native woman should fail to rouse the sense of justice in the phlegmatic char- 
acter of a foreign administrator. We should like to know whether the British 
Government would honestly and unflinchingly adhere to the principles of justice 
established in this notorious Pachumbu case, if some of the Natives, while intoxi- 
cated with joy and pleasure on the happy Jubilee day, showed their regard to 
the European female sex by imprinting the most fervid and impassioned kisses 
often and often upon the cherubim lips and rosy cheeks of the fairies of the West, 
and thus drinking deep draughts of nectar at the gushing labial fount. Ah! it 
would be a sad trial for the patience of the phleymatic Briton, and the result 
would be most pernicious to the Natives. The upshot of the whole affair is that 
the Government of Bombay have been led into the commission of a most serious 
blunder in passing such lenient orders in the case, and we hope they will not 


find it necessary to rue the day when they thus wantonly outraged the feelings 
and sentiments of the whole Native community.

a. we antes British rule, and this statement is true toa large 
: : extent. But it must be remembered that the salaries 
of publie servants under the British Government are larger than under the 
Mogul and Maratha administrations, and that as the law on the subject of 
bribery lays it down that both the givers and receivers of bribes are punishable, 
the offences of this nature have little chance of coming to light. The latter of 
these two circumstances is the principal reason why few cases of corruption come 
toourcourts. The principal departments, the officers of which take bribes, are the 
Judicial and Revenue. In the former the injustice done by the corrupt officer 
affects, in the majority of cases, only individual parties, while in the latter depart- 
ment a corrupt officer does injury either to Government or to a large body of the 
subject people. In this department the officers from the village Patil and Taléti 
to the Revenue Commissioner have frequent opportunities of indulging in illegal 
gratification. The officers below the Commissioners, namely, the Collectors and 
their subordinates, if they are corrupt, will take bribes rather moderately. 
But if a Commissioner is disposed to misbehave in this direction, he has much 
scope for the exercise of his evil disposition. Heis next to Government in 
authority and the people demanding anything from Government must have 
recourse to him. If in rare cases individuals apply to Government direct, they 
are informed that Government see no reason to interfere with the orders of the 
Commissioner. He is therefore virtually the king of the people. He has in 
his hands not only the power of transferring, appointing and dismissing Mém- 
latdars and other officers and recommending men for the appointment of Deputy 
Collectors, but has also considerable influence in the matter of attaching and 
releasing indms, granting remissions and such other momentous questions. It 
18 not therefore impossible for him to make money by dealing in these matters 
like a trader, for instance, by offering the places of Mémlatdars, Aval Karkuns, 
and Deputy Collectors for Rs. 2,000, 1,000 and 5,000 respectively, by demanding 
s. 1,500 and Rs. 3,000 for giving employment to a man’s son and for 
transferring one to a favourite place respectively, by threateniny to transfer an 
ollicer to a bad climate if he does not pay Rs. 500, and to dismiss one who has 
been complained against if he does not pay down Rs. 2,500, and soon. It is 
a different thing that there are no such corrupt Government servants, but if a 
high officer has ever a desire of taking bribes, can he not do so under the 
present law? Not to speak of injury to Government, is anybody acquainted 


with the harm done to poor rayats? We therefore suggest that the law on the 
Subject of bribery should be revised.

These defects, we think, are due as much to the absence 
of a theory of moral discipline, alluded to by Mr. West, as to that of a well- 
adjusted curriculum of studies and of suitable text-books, both English and 
Vernacular ; and no reform can be expected therein unless the evils are sifted 
by an open enquiry. Government seem desirous of transferring the secondary 
schools from their own to popular management; but we beg to putit to them 
whether it would not mean an absolute subversion of all education if that step 
were taken even in any single important instance, with the entire system 
charged with the evils ascribed to it by no less an authority than the careful 
observant Vice-Chancellor of the University ? It is over thirty years since the 
Department of Public Instruction was created and supplanted the old Board of 
Education in our presidency. If at the end of that period, and with all the 
resources, the power, the prestige and the supervision of a State Department, 
our secondary schools—which are the real backbone of public education—are 
in the condition described by Mr. West, what can they be expected to turn out 
in the hands of private management composed of busy laymen? The thing 
is that the Education Commission of Lord Ripon should be followed by local 
investigations into the working of the system as it now obtains before plans 
are made for the future. Mere departmental conferences are of little use, 
because it is unreasonable to expect the officials of a department and the 
agents of a system to detect or point out their own shortcomings. We there- 
fore conclude with an earnest appeal to the Government of Lord Reay to take 
the matter in hand without delay. The proposal of a commission of enquiry 
Just now is perhaps not very popular, but for the purpose in hand there can be 
no other remedy. It need not be a very unwieldy affair. A small but com- 
pact body of educationists, Government and private, with an outsider or two, 
and with Mr. West at their head, might be appointed, and it might frame 
and publish a list of issues and examine witnesses, voluntary and invited, after 
the manner of the Public Service Commission. The examination need not take 
more than three or four weeks and the commission might report the result of the 
enquiry with its opinions and suggestions in the course of a month or two 
More, and then both Government and the public would be in a position to 
Judge what changes were practicable and advisable. In the absence of such 
ququiry, we fear any change would be detrimental to the cause of education. 
ince the above was written we have heard, on what may be considered good 
authority, that a Government resolution abolishing one of the leading High 
Chools and confirming the fate of the two provincial Arts Colleges is about 


di issued. Reliable as the information is, we hope it will prove pre- 


ure, aud that Government will yet abstain from abolishing a High School, 
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at any rate till the real position of things is ascertained by such an enquiry as 
the one we have suggested.

The public has scarcely yet reconciled 
ee itself to the loss of two collegiate faukiveliine in the 
presidency maintained by the State. They have heard with undisguised con- 
cern the news of the intended abolition of the Surat High School. The further 
news that no less than seventeen high schools, which means all but one or two 
high schools in the whole presidency including Sind, are to meet the fate of the 
Surat High School and the Deccan and Gujarat Colleges has come upon us like 
athunderbolt. The news, if true, is very significant of the attitude and intention 
of Government, and if false must be promptly contradicted by Government. 
There has been nothing since the enactment of the Press Gagging Act 
and other dark deeds of the Lytton régime which is so much calculated to 
unsettle the public mind and to shake its confidence in the generosity of the 
British Government as the news published by the Gazette. Such news is morti- 
fying in the extreme and is singularly inopportune at a time when all loyal 
hearts are filled with joy for the Queen’s Jubilee and when efforts are made on 
all sides to celebrate the occasion like a national festival. In return for these 
popular demonstrations, it is often asked, what Jubilee memorial Government is 
going to give to the people. In face of the present financial embarrassments 
it is useless to expect any costly memorial from Government, but an assurance 
that the present expenditure on high education will be maintained in its 
Integrity will, we venture to think, be as acceptable a Jubilee-gift as any 
memorial in gold or silver, and no better occasion can be chosen for the purpose 
than the address which Lord Reay will deliver at the Town Hall on the auspi- 
clous morning of the 16th instant. Until such an assurance is given the people 
can scarcely be blamed for believing the information given by the Gazette to 


be true, and we entreat Lord Reay not to allow the people to leave the Town 
Hall with such a wrong notion.

nie ep laa fifteen years. The scheme boldly aims at securing all the ad- 
a sty es : a centralized system of finance, and reaping at the same time the 
me me ts of decentralization which the diligence and economy of provincial 
siicruoaertg have brought about. That the Government of India, in its 
nace; og “ahh position, should have to take refuge in a scheme of finance fore- 
vi sete : ure 1s to us really astonishing. On the one hand it aims at the 
pr ata: of the existing allotments of revenue to provincial Governments, 
g in the same breath to pounce upon whatever additional revenue they 
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may be able to raise in future by improved administration and thrift; and 
on the other hand it attempts to hold in its grip the reins of their respective 
expenditure, 80 as to leave them practically little or no freedom of control. 
In other words, the resolution is calculated to resuscitate the very condition 
of affairs in the financial administration of the country which successive Finance 
Ministers, from Mr. Laing down to Mr. Massey, greatly deplored and which Lord 
Mayo was the first Viceroy to boldly face and terminate by the substitution of 
the policy now historically associated with his name. It is indeed most unfortu- 
nate that the Supreme Government, in face of the lessons taught by the condition 
of affairs prior to the date of the famous resolution of 1870, should now retrace 
its steps and deliberately resolve upon renewing the provincial contracts on 
a principle admittedly unsound and mischievous in practice. To seek to 
‘ntroduce a change, the certain effect of which will be to ultimately plunge the 
Indian Exchequer into more serious embarrassments than at present, is to per- 
petrate a grave political blunder, the consequence of which it is not difficult to 
foretell. It is tantamount to courting ultimate disaster by ignoring the 
experience of the past. It is absurd to suppose that such a system of decentra- 
lization can afford any guarantee of steadiness to Indian finance or inspire any 
confidence among the intelligent public. Likethe cunning and selfish landlord, 
the Supreme Government will allow its tenants (the local administrations) to 
improve the lands leased to them and afford ample opportunity to nurse their 
management till such time that the leases terminate. When the time arrives 
they will be told that the whole value of their improvements will be the land- 
lord’s. This is certainly not decentralization. But the iniquity of the arrange- 
ment does not end here. There is to be a law for the provincial Governments 
for the disbursement and control of their respective expenditure, but none for 
the Government of India. Provincial expenditure is to be rigidly regulated. 
But there is to be no such rigid check over the Imperial expenditure, and 
specially military expenditure. We need not ask the question as to who shall 
control the controller. The Supreme Government will be at liberty, at the 
expense of the luckless provincial Governments, to indulge in all sorts of rash 
and profitless enterprises. The thrifty subordinate Governments are exhorted 
to save and make up their diminished receipts as best they may, but they are 
precluded from expending their savings on local wants and requirements. ‘The 
Imperial masters will know how much or how little out of these can be allowed 
tothem. Perhaps noneatall. The provincial administrations are to accumulate 
money with the main object of supplying the sinews of small wars or big ex- 
peditions to the Supreme Government. What a business-like procedure, to 


be sure! And what an example of thrift! Verily, this ts decentralization 
with a vengeance. 


8. Writing on the same subject in another part of the paper, it says:— 
che a This new pelicy of the Government of India must be 
the nolicy of His Kae lleney regarded as a virtual abandonment of that scheme of 
Lord Dufferin. ” financial decentralization which was inaugurated by 
the Government of Lord Mayo in 1870, and which was 

expected to lead to success in the management of funds devoted to education, 
Sanitation, medical and local public works, and to “ afford opportunity for the 
development of self-government, for strengthening municipal institutions and for 
the association of Natives and Europeans to a greater extent than heretofore in 
the administration of affairs.” Its outcome may fairly be expected to be that 
the departments mentioned above will be starved or their maintenance will be 
thrown upon municipal and local funds and resources. In the case of one, and 
not the least important of them, education, signs of an advent of the catastrophe 
are already visible. And so not only will the provincial services be crippled, 
but the very name of local self-government will be associated with increased 
burdens and thus brought into disrepute and dislike among the masses of the 
people. This is certainly not watering and pruning what Lord Ripon and his 
predecessors have planted; and therefore we hope against hope that Lord 
ufferin will yet avert such a misfortune from the country by insisting upon 
ngland bearing her fair share of the charges of the transfrontier politics of 


—- which are at least as Imperial and important to her as the Colonial 
ences of which she bears the entire cost.

The India Office 
ee es fanaa of biyine made no less than 289 lakhs worth of purchases during 
shane in England. the first eight months of the current year. Nearly 
21 lakhs of these were spent on clothing. Could not 
India have furnished this? Then again 3 lékhs of rupees were spent on 
stationery, 939 lékhs on cotton piece-goods, 44 lakhs on leather and leathern 
manufactures—all these could have been purchased in India at a lower cost or 
at least at the same cost. So much money spent in India itself would be 
sufficient encouragement to Indian manufacturers, Another advantage would 
be that the India Council Bills would be lessened by that amount. We 
should then hear less of the loss by exchange. Economy must not be practised 
by fits and starts. A steady and uniform system is what is wanted here 
to relieve the Government of India from financial embarrassments. While 
everyone 1S shedding tears over the decay of Indian industries and while 
Government itself confesses that it is so, is it not strange that Govern- 
ment should not try this simple remedy of reviving these indigenous indus- 
tries? Tenders should be invited from local manufacturers for the supply 
of stores. Such only as are not to be obtained in India at less or equal 
cost should be indented for from England. But who will do this? Lord 
Dufferin, they say, means to effect considerable reforms. But why does 
he not give his attention to such matters? Lord Ripon did so and 
with some success. The people recognized the good intentions of Lord 
Ripon and praised him. When Lord Dufferin acts in the same way the 
people will give him the same reward. But His Lordship would like to have 
praise pure and simple without being asked to do something to deserve it,

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Mr. Wilson. This is one of the great reasons in favour of Mr. Laud. The case 
has created a great stir in the Native community, which is awaiting its issue 
with anxious concern. The same paper, in its vernacular columns, says :— 
This case has given rise to much comment among all classes of people in 
Bombay. The evidence for the prosecution has been completed and that for 
the defence is to be produced. With the exception of a slight difference the 
evidence produced by Mr. Shdémrdo has been uniform and it shows that his 
story is correct, but a satisfactory conclusion cannot be arrived at until the 
evidence for the defence is heard. Mr. Wilson does not deserve blame, because 
he appears to have been misled by others. Many subordinates in civil employ, 
articularly the Brahmans, the Parbhus and others, send the women of their 
families to the houses of European officers who have newly arrived in the countr 
‘n order to secure their good graces. They thus commit sin for which they will 
receive severe punishment from heaven. Probably Mr. Wilson will be found 
to have committed a slight fault, and in that case he should be transferred to 
such a post as will prevent him and Mr. Shémrdéo meeting together in the 
transaction of public business, There is no doubt that Mr. Shamrdo tried that 
the case should not come before the public, and Mr. Wilson ought to have done 
the same. Mr, Wilson is likely to receive every help as the Commission is 
composed of Europeans, but there is no doubt that Lord _Reay wili do full 
justice in the matter. Mr. Shamrdo’s story, though true, is likely to be dis- 
believed, and even if it be proved true, Mr. Wilson is not likely to be punished 
in proportion to the offence committed by him.

plaints have now become so numerous that we think it our duty to call the 
attention of Government to them. Mr. Mulock is one of those Civilian officers 
who wish to exercise arbitrary sway over the people, and appears to be possessed, 
as it were, of the keys of the art of becoming unpopular. His policy seems to 
be to rigorously work the harsh A'bkdri, Forest and Arms Acts. When Govern- 
ment have done away with the oppressive system of putting up to auction 
licenses for the sale of liquor and toddy in Bombay, Mr. Mulock has introduced 
it into Surat for the sale of toddy. Not only this, but after the lapse of 2 or 3 
months since the auction sale of licenses for the current year he has added one 
more condition to the rules for holding these licenses, viz., the fixing of the 
minimum number of date trees to be tapped by the licensee. When Government 
have done away with this rule in Bombay at the suggestion of the A’bkéri Com- 
mission, we fail to make out the necessity for its introduction into the Surat 
District. He has also compelled the toddy-drawers in the service of the licensees to 
obtain separate licenses for themselves and they alone are allowed to tap the trees. 
Moreover the licensees cannot drink the toddy drawn from the trees for them. 
These conditions were forcibly imposed upon the licensees after they had bought 
the licenses. If they had been imposed upon them from the very beginning they 
would not have paid so highly for the licenses. Now, are the date trees to 
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eemain untapped during the sickness or sudden absence of the toddy-drawers ? 
‘he system of compelling toddy-drawers to take out licenses introduced by 
Mr. Mulock into Surat: does not prevail in any other part of the Bombay Presi- 
dency, and it is a matter for regret that he should have paid no attention to the 

etition of these poor sellers and drawers of toddy about the loss likely to be 
caused to them during the illness of the toddy-drawers.

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standing as it does in contrast to the prudent conduct of the Bombay Government, 
who, instead of acceding to the recommendation of their Executive Engineer to 
make a grant of Rs. 80,900, cut down the amount to Rs. 30,000 only. Surely no 
sane person will for a moment suppose that Government have thereby exhibited 
disloyalty tothe Empress. ‘The people will naturally think that Government feel 
that the money in their coffers is their own and ought not to be wasted, while 
the members of the Corporation do not seem to feel such a responsibility regarding 
the rate-payers’ money, and never think twice before spending it. There is, 
however, one consolation, and that is that a legal difficulty has come in the wa 
of the Corporation making any contribution towards the Imperial Institute in 
London, otherwise that outlet would have been utilized by it to its utmost extent. 
This legal difficulty seems to have made the Corporation stop in its headlon 
_eourse and take a survey of its doings in the present connection. When this 
difficulty about contributing to the Imperial Institute was started the “ worthy 
city fathers ’’ arose to the consciousness of considering their legal authority 
about the grant they had made for the Victoria Technical Institute in Bombay. 
Itis no doubt better to be wise even after the event than never at all, but it 
shows the way in which the members of the Corporation go to work. “ Fads” 
is the proper expression for the objects which seem at times to carry away their 
wise heads. Of course we shall not be glad to find that the Corporation has 
no authority to make this grant also. But what we are sorry for is the almost 
rash career into which the Corporation rushes when the goalis the expenditure 
of the people’s money.

A liberal Hindu gentleman has given 
Rs. 3,000 to be used in making Jubilee medals for children. It is to be hoped

We therefore 
urge Government to publish for general information the grounds of its action 
and invite criticism upon it. To go against the current of public opinion would 
not he a safe step to take. Lord Reay has hitherto showed a scrupulous regard

Government are 
said to desire to withhold their support from educational institutions for two 
reasons, namely, that retrenchment is to be effected in public expenditure, and, 
secondly, that people are in a position to undertake their own education. These 
reasons are fallacious and should not be acted upon. The principal cause of 
the popularity of the British rule in India is the encouragement which has been 
given under it to popular education, and it is foolish and discreditable to make 
retrenchments in the expenditure on education which 1s already inadequate ; 
secondly, it is absurd to judge of all private schools in the presidency from the 
state of the New English School at Poona. ‘The large number of candidates 
from private schools who failed to pass in the last Matriculation Examination 
clearly shows the inefficiency of private schools and their inability to conduct 
the work of education independently of Government. Some people suspect that 
the object of Government is to discourage the spread of education in India, as 
it is believed to have made the people unruly and disloyal. If there is truth in 
this suspicion the fears of Government are unfounded. Education has, on the 
contrary, made our people modest and loyal, as will he seen from the recent 
celebration of the Jubilee. The entire public is deeply concerned at the‘ educa- 
tional policy which Government are said to intend pursuing. We think that 
the Government of some future Viceroy will have. occasion to repent of Lord 
Dufferin’s policy, as the Government of Lord Canning has had to do of the 
career of Lord Dalhousie. Lord Dufferin seems to have made up his mind in 
the matter and it is useless to address him, but we warn the Home Government 
against the policy of Lord Dufferin in order that its evil consequences may not 
prove detrimental to British interests hereafter. [The Dnydn Prakdsh (8), in 
referring, in its issue of the 21st February, to the Jubilee speech of Lord Reay 
and the progress which India has made during the half century of Her Imperial 
Majesty’s reign, disapproves of the rumoured departure in the educational policy 
of Government and states that for all the advance the people have made in 
education they are not able to do without Government support in the work of 
public instruction. It thinks that the efficiency of the High School at Poona 
is gradually diminishing in comparison with the private schools in that city, and 


that it may, without much inconvenience, be handed over to the Deccan 
Education Society. | 


26. With reference to the report in one of the reeuaenen povsmenet of 
The Poona that the Poona High School is to be closed, the 
should bsp Re Bombay Samachar (86), in its issue of the 25th Febru-

closing of the Poona High School on the grounds that this institution costs more 
than the other schools of the same grade in that city, and that it has been of 
ate passing at the Matriculation Examination less students than it passed in 
Previous years. These reasons, if true, prove that the management of the 
School has deteriorated and needs revision. They are not good grounds for 
ee the institution. 'The educational needs of the people have been grow- 
7 of late and the number of educational institutions ought to be multiplied 
Stats ey those needs, The resolution of Government to discontinue the 
the ie management of the Deccan College has already injuriously affected 
cathe ucational interests of the Deccan, and the injury need not be aggravated 
Y the abolition of the Poona High School. 
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97, Referring to the Government resolution on the abolition of the City 
School at Ahmednagar, the Jagadddarsh (86), in its 
issue of the 20th February, says :—Who is Mr. Smith 
to suggest to Government the abolition of the school 
for its transfer to the local and what connection has he with it? Why are Gov- 
municipality. ernment going to act upon his suggestion to the incon- 
venience of 33 thousand inhabitants of Ahmednagar? In other places Govern- 
ment are compelling the municipalities to take over charge of local schools, and 
we do not understand their motive in not transferring the City School to muni- 
cipal control even when the local municipality has voluntarily offered to 
manage it. Government are perfectly aware that mission schools are not 
established with the object of spreading education, but that their secret and 
principal object is to spread Christianity, and so no mention has been made 
of these schools in the Government resolution. As for the other private 
school our opinion is that it is quite useless and has no prospects of improve- 
ment even for the next forty years. The fate of the City School seems to be 
sealed as its head-master has been ordered by the Divisional Inspector not to 
admit any more fresh boys to the school, and with it that of the High School 
too as the former is a feeder to the latter. From this it seems, though it is 
not clearly stated in the Government resolution, that Government intend that 
our boys should attend the local mission schools. As the real object of mission 
schools is the spread of Christian religion our people are unwilling to send 
their boys to those schools. Under these circumstances we request Govern- 
ment to transfer the City School to municipal control.

The , Lhe Native Opinion (10), in its issue of the 27th February, observes :— 
ae J links of the Indian communities are due to His Excellency Lord Dufferin 
© svuthing message of modification in the constitution of our Legislative 
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Councils; but how many such promises yet remain to be realised? The eligi- 
pility of the natives of this country for higher posts in the public services was 

-oclaimed by an Act of Parliament as far back as 1833, and its purpose was 
more effectually confirmed, nay emphasized, later on when the Indian Civil 
Service was thrown open to them, and yet what do we find ? The Civil Service 
‘s still as close a preserve for Kuropeans as it could possibly be, and the same 
may equally be said of the uncovenanted and other services. Our Magna 
Charta of 1898 puts the sons of the soil on almost the same level with Her 
Majesty’s Kuropean British subjects, but the fulfilment of the promises 1s 
deferred even to this day, and the result is that official promises have failed to 
beget that amount of confidence among the people which they ought otherwise 
to beget. We have no desire to cast a shadow of doubt upon the Viceregal half- 
suppressed and half-inanimate announcement, but once the announcement has 
passed the stage of practical activity, itis just possible that many an official 
spoke may be put into it and the boon may still be withheld from us for ever. 
1f Lord Dufferin had at all under his consideration a scheme for a modification 
of our Councils he could have well afforded to announce it on the Jubilee-day, 
because in doing so he could have associated the change with Her Mayjesty’s 
Jubilee and thus given it the weight of Royal sanction. It 1s on this score, we 
say, that the modification, if at all to be made, ought to have been announced on 
the 16th February. It is in June next that the Jubilee is to be celebrated in Eng- 
land, and theplan of the proposed change, we hope, will be matured by that time 
so that Her Majesty may have the pleasure of declaring it in person. Such a 
message oi grace would convince the Indian people ail the more strongly of the 
amount of genuine love Her Majesty bears to them and make the change a monu- 
ment of her love and regard for them. ‘ Suspense in news is torture,” and we 
hope His Excellency the Viceroy will take the earliest opportunity of removing 


the thick veil of uncertainty in which the contemplated change seems to be 
enveloped for the present. 
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7. The Subodh Patrika (14), in its issue of the 27th February, says :—The 
Viceroy’s speech in reply to the addresses of congratulation tendered to him for 
transmission to Her Majesty the Queen-Empress onthe Jubilee-day at Calcutta 
1s an important deliverance, impressive, terse and eloquent, yet sober and 
earnest. It is not a mere rose-coloured description or exaggeration, but while 
vividly pointing out that much has been effected in the past by Government 
it asclearly indicates that a great deal yet remains to be done both by it 
and by the people. Moreover, we are glad to think it holds out a promise of 
some boon from the former, but fails not to remind the latter of their own 
responsibilities and share of work. His Excellency’s speech is of course the 
noble Proclamation of 1858 paraphrased, aud it has its importance as such ;

therefore fairly hope that the second half of His Lordslip’s rule over India will 
Witness a better realization of that spirit and advance the country by a real, 
though small, step towards that brilliant future of which the eloquent peroration 
of the Jubilee speech presents such a vivid picture.

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sught to be above every adventitious aid of fame or emolument. If the honours 
have been thrust upon these gentlemen, then it is the Government which is to 
plame. Official honours, except for rare and undisputed service, are a great 
evil, and they foster a mean ambition. ‘Asan English friend, himself one of 
the distinguished recipients of the Jubilee favours, said to us the other day, the 
appetite for these decorations 1s increasing in the Anglo-Indian community, and 
soon, as in France, an official will consider himself disgraced if he cannot sport 
1 badge or a bit of blue ribbon. Qn non-officials too these decorations have 
had more or less of a demoralizing effect. They set before the public a very 
poor ideal of loyalty and public spirit. Altogether, 1f we cannot be as wise as 
the Americans in this respect, let us at least see that officials are honoured for 
services Other than paid for from the public funds. For non-officials Mr. Telang 
suggests a good plan, namely, that the merits of the favoured individuals be 
duly set forth in the official Grazette or otherwise. If adopted, this plan might 
at least put the dispensers of patronage in the first instance on their guard, 
though of course their standard of fitness will seldom tally with the standard 
fixed by public opinion. 


12. In an article headed “ Jubilee Honours—-Another side,” the Sind 
Times (4), in its issue of the 26th February, says:—Sir Alfred Lyall comes in 
for a K.C.LE., and why?

While European and Parsi children had ample attendance and were 
provided with ice-cream, soda, cakes and fruit in addition, the number of ser- 
Vants attending on the Hindu boys was miserably small, fruit which they were 
not prohibited by the rules of their religion from eating was not at all provided 
for them, and many returned in sheer disgust without having got anything to 
cat. Nay, they had to squat in the sun!! We did not give expression to this 
tecling of dissatisfaction last week, for we felt that before saying anything on 
the Subject it was our duty to assure ourselves that the version given us of the 
alfair was true. We have heard a Kuropean gentleman present on the spot 
bear testimony in support of that version. Indeed, we are told he was so 
indignant with the treatment accorded to the Hindus that he then and there 
protested to some gentlemen. Everyone we have come across thinks in fact 
the whole affair, so far as the Hindu children were concerned, was discreditabl 
managed.

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been crowded and hot ; and consequently there was confusion and discom- 
fort. Many boys, it is said, were obliged to avail themselves of the railway as 
a means of conveyance and some had to walk on foot, and what is harder still 
to understand, many even did not get any sweets and had to rest content 
with the promise that they would be sent to them to their own schools, by and 
by! A friend who attended the fée on duty says he is still suffering from the 
worry of that day's work, and Mr. Hume of the American Mission, who took his 
own school there, had to be taken to the nearest doctor as he fainted and began 
to vomit. The following details speak for themselves :—(1) The boys, especially 
the Hindu boys, had to stand out in the sun. The mandap was too small to 
accommodate so large a number and the covering too flimsy to keep off the 
scorching heat of the noon-day sun. (2) The arrangements of seats was very 
had. Even some of the Parsi and Mahomedan boys had to stand, while the 
Hindu boys and girls were asked to squat on the ground, which was covered 
only here and there with tattered mats and ragged gunny. Surely benches 
should have been provided for all. (3) The arrangement (if it can be called 
so) for the distribution of the sweets was extremely confusing. Special 
men ought to have been appointed to distribute them in their own divisions. 
Such a course would have avoided the great confusion that took place and the con- 
sequent trouble to the managers. (4) The country sweets were very inferior, being 
made for the most part in cocoa-nut oil. Several boys vomited on the very spot 
and many more must have suffered for days at home. (5) The European children 
fared the best. ‘l'o them it was a féte in the proper sense of the word. Theirs 
was aroyal feast, and a regular train of butlers and others was waiting to attend 
upon them, who did not number over a few hundreds, The Hindu boys were 
left uncared for and unnoticed. Many a spirited son of rich parents left the 
place in disgust long before the time for distributing the sweets. (6) The boys 
had not gone there to ask alms; they were there not as beggars, but as juvenile 
quests, Who had every right to be treated with attention and care, if not respect. 
(7) Hundreds of children went home fagged and jaded without receiving any- 


thing. ‘I'he accounts in the Knglish dailies are very glowing, but in fact they 
can be true only as regards the care bestowed on Kuropean boys, Twelve annas 
per boy was the allotted sum. One cannot think that even one-fourth of this can 
have been expended. If such was the treatment of the Native school-boys, what 
must have been the fate of the blind and disabled poor at the féte given to them? 
And who is responsible for this mismanagement and what is his explanation ?P 


16, The Akhbdare Soddgar (82), in its issue of the 38rd March, says:—On 
the occasion of the Jubilee school-feast at Bombay the school children were 
made to walk in the burning sun and to sit in the open air with the hot san on 
their heads for hours together.

Hardships of the zamm- introduction of a revised settlement in 1879-80, or 
dirs in Sind. about 8 years ago, into the Shahddédpur Téluka of 
the Hyderabad District, the zamindars have endured great hardship. Owing 
to high rates of assessment and fallows the zamindars of the tdéluka sustain loss 
every year. ‘Che most important thing to notice is that all lands have become 
exhausted, and that the authorized number of fallows (viz., 3 years to one year 
of cultivation) prove insufficient. These lands can hardly be brought under 
cultivation within 5 or 6 years. Assessments have not been fixed with due 
regard to the quality of the land. But the greatest piece of oppression is that 
the number of Tapedirs and Kotars has been increased. Formerly there were 
only 6 Tapedars and 6 Kotars in the whole of the Shahddédpur Taluka, At 
present there are 20 Tapedars, 3 Supervising Tapeddrs and 23 Kotars. Just 
imagine what amount of hardship must this increase in the number of officials 
‘nflict on the zaminddrs. Where is the necessity for so many Tapeddrs? For- 
merly when there were only 6 Tapedirs the work was done as well as at 
present. The subject-population derive no advantage from there being a large 
number of Tapeddrs and Kotars. On the contrary, they are oppressed. 
Government would do well either to exempt the gamindaérs from the operation 
of the fallow rules or allow 5 or 6 fallows. If this is not done, many respect- 
able zamindars will be reduced to poverty. The European officers of former 
times cared much for the cultivation of the land and treated the zamindars 
with courtesy and kindness, while the officers of the present day have no con- 
sideration for the zaminddrs. The condition of the original zaminddrs of the 
Kalhoras times is deplorable. Government ought to feel pity for them and 
initigate their hardships.

It is onl 
ina place like Karachi, where the audacity of the police is equalled only by 
their ignorance, that a case of this nature could have been instituted, It is of 
great importance to learn the name of the person who first discovered that the 
advertisement was obscene. ‘The Assistant Superintendent of Police does not 
lnow Sindhi, and he naturally declined to divulge the source of his informa- 
tion. Mr. Sylvester, in the witness-box, said he first received information from 
Dr. Bainbridge, the Civil Surgeon of Karachi, about the advertisement being 
obscene. Wasitin his capacity as a physician, or was it as an amateur defender 
of public morality, that Dr. Bainbridge asked Mr. Sylvester to withdraw 
the advertisement? And where did he get his information? The primary 
duty of a Civil Surgeon is to be a little civil to the patients who go for medical 
assistance to the Civil Hospital. How is it, may we be permitted to ask, that 
the present Civil Surgeon is so much disliked by the people, many of whom 
prefer to suffer or to seek assistance elsewhere rather than go to the hospital 
established by Government for their relief? Again, how did the Civil Sargeon 
come to interfere with the advertisement of another medical practitioner? We 
beg to call the attention of the Bombay Government to the particulars of this 
case. The illegal seizure of the unsold copies of the Sind Sudhdr of the 8th 
January containing the advertisement in question, with the annoyance and 
trouble to which the proprietor and the printer have been subjected without 
any cause, will be matter for a suit in a court of law.

The paper then 
gives the amounts of fee collections, endowments and provincial grants to 
different colleges and high schools, shows that their transfer to private bodies 
will not be very advantageous as Government will necessarily have to give 
grants-in-aid, and says:—Unless Government denies all countenance to higher 
education it will not be any better financially by merely withdrawing from 
direct management.

It is very satisfactory to find the head of the Department 
speaking in approving terms of the work of a Native Educational Inspector 
appointed particularly at his own recommendation in place of a European 
gentleman. We are glad the experiment has proved so successful, and we have 
every hope that as vacancies occur Government will, with the advice of Mr. 
Chatfield, fill them up with competent Native gentlemen, and thus effect a good 
deal of saving in the Inspectional charges. We have no doubt that our hopes 
will be fully realized if only Mr. Chatfield continues to direct the affairs of 
the Department for 7 or 8 years more.

The Commissioner has referred the 
petition to the Town Council for disposal, and a contemporary urges in 
support of the prayer that the rate-payers and their representatives should, on 
such an occasion, be liberal towards their servants, on whom the brunt of the 
preparations for the Jubilee has fallen. Now, this argument about the work is 
all moonshine, and as for the rest the Town Council and the Corporation, as 
representing the rate-payers, have proved liberal enough at the expense of the 
latter in sanctioning an expenditure of Rs, 1,20,000 out of the rates. The rate- 
payers, moreover, have spent privately and voluntarily on the celebration, 
and it is hardly decent to plead that on such an occasion the burden of a largess 
to the employés should fall on them, as if the occasion had brought them an 
accession of material gain. The members of the Town Council themselves, 
however, can set a very graceful example of liberality, public spirit and loyalty 
by surrendering their honorarium for the Jubilee year for the benefit of the 
employés. Such surrender was suggested by a member of the Municipal Cor- 
poration at the meeting for considering the enhancement of the grant of one ldkh 
of rupees by twenty thousund; and even one member of the Town Council itself 
Proposed it on another occasion, but it was not seriously entertained. Now that 
the opportunity for such exhibition of public spirit and liberality on their own 
part, as they have too readily shown as representatives of the rate-payers, has 
ence more recurred through this application of the municipal employés, we should 
be glad to see it duly availed of. 


39. The Mahrdtia (2), in its issue of the 27th February, says:—That is 

* very novel application which has been made by the employés of the Bombay 
Municipality for one month’s pay as a special grant in honour of the Jubilee or 
at least to be allowed to count one year’s service towards pension! We are 
eat prised to see that the application is supported by the T'imes of India.

veen-Empress. Our opinion is that this application is the result of the impres- 
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sion which has taken ground in the minds of the people that the municipal fathers 
are not very careful of the public money of which they are merely the trustees, 
They have themselves to blame if the people mean to take advantage of their 
readiness to pay away money for which every rate-payer has to work at leasta 
day more. In order to give our readers an idea of how much the pay of the 
municipal employés for one day, one month and one year amounts to, we shall 

note the figures from the Advocate of India :—One day’s pay Rs. 8,000 ; one 
month’s pay Rs. 2,40,000; and one year’s pay Rs. 28,80,000. ‘These figures 
will show how wild the proposal is !

There were three 
suggestions before the meeting, which, we must ob- 
serve In passing, was attended by 28 out of the 30 commissioners. The first 
sugcestion was moved by Rao Saheb Venkatrdo Ramchandra. Considerable 
discussion followed. Some of the leading members of the present managing 
committee spoke in favour of this proposal. When put to the vote, it was 
found that while eleven members supported it, fifteen were against it. By the 
time this division was announced, it was nearly 6-30 o'clock and accordingly 
it was suggested that the meeting should beadjourned. The majority, however, 
being opposed to an adjournment, the business was proceeded with. At this 
stage, however, ten commissioners abruptly left their seats and walked out of 
the hall without even asking the formal permission of the President. As those 
who remained behind still constituted a quorum, the business was proceeded 
with, Mr. Namjoshi, however, requested the President to record in the proceed- 
ings the fact that so many cummissioners abruptly left the meeting. The names 
of the ten commissioners who thus left the meeting are as follows :—(1) Mr. 
Mahddev M. Kunte, *(2) Rao Bahidur Khanderao V.: Raste, (3) Mr. Framji D. 
Ghiswala, (4) Mr. Pandurang B. Bahulikar, *(5) Mr. Ganpatrdo V. Sdnglikar, 
(6) Mr. Krishnaji B. Phatak, (7) Mr. Kashindth G. Natu, (8) Mr. Moreshwar N. 
Bhat, (9) Mr. Zainool Abeddin, and *(10) Mr. Kdshindth P. Gddgil. The names 
marked thus (*) are those of nominated members, the rest being of those eiected 
by the people. After the excitement caused by the abrupt withdrawal of these 
ten gentlemen had subsided, the second suggestion was duly moved and seconded. 
It was unanimously passed by the members present, firstly so far as the principle 
underlying it was concerned, and secondly so far as the individual selection 
according to that principle was concerned. Thus the vexed question of appoint- 
lg a successor to Rio Saheb Narso Rdémchandra Godbolé has_ been finally 
settled, so far as the municipality is concerned; and it remains to be seen 
Whether Government complies with the request thus preferred. Finally we deem 
it our duty to briefly notice the incident relating to the abrupt withdrawal. We 
‘annot help regarding the conduct of these ten gentlemenas in the highest 
degree reprehensible. Among those who so left were Mr. Kunte, the chairman 
ot the managing committee, and most of his colleagues on that committee ; and 
the suggestion they had made for filling up the vacancy had not been even dis- 
cussed before they left. Mr. Kunte at any rate ought to have set a good example 
'o his colleagues on the committee; but he did not only not do this but, on the 
i tad allowed himself to be blindly led by the nose by his more impulsive 
: ke We have no doubt that on sober reflection he will regret the step 
fe we umself to take. In the name of common sense it 1s to be hoped that 
re will be no such foolish demonstrations in future.

Their development must be gradual and sudden changes are 
certainly to be deprecated. Buta step in advance may well be taken in June 
next. (The Baroda Vatsal (149) of the 6th March learns that Her Majesty Qaeen 
Victoria has written to the Viceroy asking him to submit a statement showin 
the names of persons who spent money on the Jubilee celebration and of those 
who did not so spend it, and says :—What must be the reason of this? Many 
people think that those who have spent nothing on the Jubilee celebration will 
incur Her Majesty’s displeasure and will be considered disloyal aad that 
those who have squandered their money will secure royal favour. But we think 
otherwise, because if Her Majesty had been satisfied at the expenditure we 
incurred we should have had conferred upon us some of the gifts we prayed for, 
and as nothing of the kind has taken place it appears that Her Majesty is not 
pleased with the way in which we spent our money.

‘To 
the casual visitor Bombay presents an exterior fair enough; but judging 
from the neglect of the lanes and by-lanes of the Native town, and the costly 
scientific fads paraded in the public streets, this ‘first city in India” may well 
be likened to a whitened sepulchre. Under the circumstances, it is the first 
duty of Government to see if the people get tor their money such accommo- 
dation as conduces to decency and health. Freedom of contract is an excellent 
principle, but it loses a good deal of its charm where the parties are unequally 
matched. We think it is almost as necessary to make the present accommoda- 
tion for the people tolerable as it is to extend it. [Some of the Gujarati papers 
of the week take a similar view and add that the air-lungs of the people should 
hot be encroached upon. | 


20. With reference to the appointment of a commitice to consider and 
report upon the question of increased house accommodation for the inhabitants 
of Bombay, the Bombay Samdchdr (86), in its issue of the 12th March, says:— 
he Backbay foreshore and certain parts of the Ksplanade which are now used 
by the public as promenades should not be encroached upon for building pur- 
poses, and separate localities should not be assigned to Europeans and Natives, 
reserving for the former quarters more airy and healthy than those assigned to 
the latter. It seems from the resolution appointing the committee that the 
object of Government is that vacant plots of Government ground should be sold 
for building purposes, that Bombay should be extended and that roads and 
other conveniences should be made with that aim. This object is really praise- 
hbo ded as, if it is carried out without giving the public cause to complain against 

» it will remove a crying want of the'people of Bombay. It is a well-known fact 
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that Government have of late been asking exorbitant prices for plots of 

sound offered by them for sale, and making conditions with the purchasers 
for erecting ornamental buildings of certain stories. These terms and conditions 
largely increase the cost of the houses to be built and deter many persons 
trom accepting them, apparently for the reason that costly buildings do not 

ay @ sufficient return in the shape of rent, and capitalists desirous of 
‘avesting in buildings are put to a great inconvenience. It is desirable, 
therefore, that Government should be very considerate in fixing prices of 
plots of ground and in making conditions about the erection of buildings. 
There is no absolute scarcity of houses in Bombay, but their rents are very high. 
What Bombay really suffers from is the want of cheap residences, and due efforts 
ought to be made to supply it. [The Jdme Jamshed (106) of the same date 
observes that Dr. Blaney, who has paid particular attention to the subject 
of providing healthy residences for the working classes, should be appointed 
on the committee, and makes the following suggestions:—That the foreshores 
of the island and vacant pieces of ground in the heart of the city should not be 
devoted to building purposes as they are in their present condition indispens- 
able for the due conservancy of public health; that small plain cottages should 
be built on the locality known as the Marine Lines and in the vicinity of the 
railway lines ; that all idea of reclamations from the sea should be given up; that 
the utilization of waste lands in the outskirts of thecity should be attended to; 
and that lastly the erection of healthy residences for the mill-hands in the close 
neighbourhood of the mills or at convenient distances from them should be 
taken in hand. |

‘lso, How best all this can be ensured is a problem which requires a fore- 
thought and deliberation which a mere departmental bureau will not be able to 
bestow, We think, therefore, that a small committee consisting of the repre- 
Scutatives of the various interests affected should be forthwith appointed for the 
creas of devising a scheme which, while it will secure the required financial 
ia : ill at the same time offer to the public all the requisite guarantees of the 
ike . er mentioned above. We have no doubt whatever that if a committee 
aa : one we have suggested be appointed it will be able to suggest a 
pee Holes which will be acceptable to all parties alike. We hope that

a very hard time of it indeed. But we have confidence in the public spirit of 
Poona and Ahmedabad. Let the citizens put forth a supreme effort to make 
the two colleges self-supporting. If they enlist the co-operation of the 
aristocracy of the Deccan and of Gujardét and Kathidwar, they will be soon free 
from pecuniary troubles. For the rest they must put their shoulders to the 
wheel. It sounds somewhat like a confession of weakness to say that they are 
unable to take over the management; it is certainly not consistent with the cries 
we so often hear of official caprice and jobbery. How long are we to put up with 
these and remain under the tutelage of Government? Surely, the time has come 
to make a beginning with practical self-government. If our public men are true 
tothemselves and to the country, if the different sections work in harmony with 
such assistance as a sympathetic Government and the University authorities 
can give, itis ten to one that these private institutions will do better than 
those under purely official management. We have every faith in the men who 
are to be entrusted with the management. And if they only work in harmony, 
we are prepared even to risk a partial failure in the beginning rather than to 
be always tied to the apron-strings of the mdbdép sarkdr. India has suffered 
enough already from having everything done for her and nothing by or even 
through her. [The Indu Prakdsh (9) of the 7th March and several other papers

4. Incriticizing a pamphlet entitled “ Is India becoming poorer or richer ? ” 
by Mr. Murdoch of Madras, the Mahrdtta (2), in its 
‘The benefits of Britishru’e issue of the 13th March, says:—Should the just process 
to India a oH — weighing the benefits and injuries of British rule to 
injuries cone DY India be impartially followed, not only Mr. Murdoch 
butstronger optimists will shrink from their self-imposed work of studiously blind- 
ing honest and responsible statesmen and begin to admire us for the exemplary 
atience we have shown towards our rulers. For the hundredth time, and for the 
information and enlightenment of Mr. Murdoch, we set forth the other side of the 
account here—repeating for easy reference the benefits also. “The advantages are 
as follows :—(1) War has been replaced by peace. (2) Crime has been repressed. 
(3) Agriculture has been promoted by the greatest irrigation works in the world. 
(4) Annual produce increased. (5) Network of roads and railways. (6) Com- 
merce has developed. (7) India has been enriched with buildings. (8) India 
absorbs one-fourth of the gold and one-third of the silver produced throughout 
the whole world. The disadvantages are the following :—(1) We have now to 
foht the wars of England and present peace costs more than former wars. 
English wars which we fight bring no return to us. (2) Civil justice has grown 
very dear and therefore least available. (3) Profits of agriculture eaten 
up by Home charges. (4) Growth of population encouraged ; additional produce 
exported to meet increasing demands of costly Government. (5) A network of 
roads and railways has increased the national debt and brought India to the 
brink of insolvency. (6) Native industries have been killed. (7) Institutes 
are being raised in England from Indian moneys; foreign planters are let 
loose upon us. (8) England stunts the growth of national intelligence; drains 
this country of its treasures of learning. There are besides these items on the 
other side,—small items too numerous to mention,—items which make the 
sum and swell the account against England. As the balance struck on this 
account, we have a fourth of our population going to bed every night with a 
meal, Let Mr. Murdoch scratch his brains and find out a reply. He thinks of 
combating an opinion; but he has to crack the hard nut of fact. Let him 
if he can. We shall soon return to the other parts of his pamphlet. 


2. The Native Opinion (10), in its issue of the 13th March, says :—Twenty 
years ago, when there were few newspapers and fewer 
public bodies in India, it was a general complaint 
among the Anglo-Indian officials and in English 
newspapers that there was no such thing as public opinion in India, that if there 
was any there were no facilities for gauging it, and the result was that when 
Government, Provincial, Supreme or Home, wanted to introduce any measure 
with the object of securing the interests of the people, it was at a loss to know 
whether the measure would be acceptable to the people. The last 20 years 
nave changed all this; newspapers and other exponents of public opinion can 
now be counted by hundreds in every presidency, and almost every town of 
importance has its public association to inform Government of the grievances 
and the wants of the people, and to instruct the latter as regards their 
duties, rights and privileges. Every Bill brought before the Provincial and 
Supreme Legislative Councils is intelligently and dispassionately discussed, 
ifs merits and demerits pointed out, and amendments suggested. The 
number of newspapers and periodicals conducted in English and the Indian 
Vernaculars is daily increasing and along with the number the quality has 
also improved. The complaint that there is no public opinion in India has 
Now assumed a new form, Anglo-Indian bureaucrats and their organs 
do admit that there is some public opinion; but they have now resorted 
to other tactics. They say that the public associations and newspapers 
represent the opinions of their members and editors respectively, and not the 
views of the people at large, any more than they do of the people of New- 
toundland. The masses, they say, are steeped in deep ignorance and they are 
Wuite content with the present state of things. One of these official organs has 
lor the last four or five years never lost an opportunity of asserting that the 
educated Natives form only a fringe of the Indian people, that they are divided 


Publie opinion in India 
and the educated classes. 
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themselves, and that therefore that which goes by the name of public 
opinion in this country is the opinion of this infinitesimally small class of 
people. Such has been the opinion of many of our Anglo-Indian critics of our 
actions and aspirations ; and now a very important question arises, whether, 
assuming their position to be correct, the inference drawn from it, viz., that there 
‘s little or no public opinion in India, is sound. What is the state of public 
opinion in other countries including England herself? Do the newspapers and 
joliticians of every shade of opinion consult every farmer and tailor in their 
neighbourhood before expressing their opinion on a given measure? Element- 
ary education has no doubt spread toa greater extent in England than in 
India. Does it, however, qualify every farmer and artisan to form sound views 
on the political questions of the day? The majority of them is probably as 
blissfully ignorant of what is agitating the minds of their leaders as the Indian 
masses are asserted to be. The leaders of the peuple havea double duty to 
perform—to express the opinion of the people as well as to educate it. It is 
gbvious, therefore, that in every society the highly educated people must be 
regarded as the exponents of public opinion, not because they consult every tailor 
before giving expression to it, but because their high attainments and capacities 
enable them to observe what the wants of the people at large are and how a 
given measure will affect their interests. We are ready to acknowledge that 
public opinion in this country is comparatively in a crude state. But to assert 
that the educated people represent none but themselves is as wide of the truth 
as to assert that the members of the British House of Commons represent their 
noble selves only. The bulk of the community, which is contemptuously termed 
an inert mass, is awakening, though slowly, to a sense of its real position, and it 
understands and appreciates the labours of its natural leaders as well as is 
possible under the circumstances. The charge, therefore, frequently levelled 
atthe educated classes that they represent only themselves need not at all 
deter them from the continuance of their work in the interest of their country- 
men.

We sometimes 
see district officers doing injustice in several matters, but they are never 
exposed. The complaints of the rayat are not allowed to reach Government 
in their true light. They are always misrepresented and so the rayat does not 
get his grievances redressed. When Government get rid of such officers, the 
people will obtain justice, which is the real foundation of the British Gov- 
ernment. Experienced and noble persons should be appointed in place of 
mean officers who abuse their power and create discontent among the rayats. 
We request Lord Reay to carefully attend to the complaints against Govern- 
ment officers, which appear in vernacular papers. Generally men who come 
forward to expose the misconduct of a European or Native Government officer 
are threatened by the magistrates and easily silenced. The Rdst Goftdr (120) 
of the 13th March expresses satisfaction at the resolution and remarks that 
Mr. Shadmrao does not appear to have come out of the enquiry with much credit, 
and that it is more important to enquire into the question of how many civil and 
military officers in the mofussil misbehave themselves like Mr. Wilson.

municipal squabble arising from the consolidated rate 
question forces upon us the inevitable conclusion that 
the next battle on behalf of municipal independence 
must range round a complete and unrestricted invest- 
ment of the power of appointing both the Municipal 


Commissioner and the Chairman of the Town Council in 
the body corporate. Short of this power the Corporation is sure to be no better 
than a body of managers of wards’ estates who have to bend their supple knees, 
however unwilling, to the will of Government. We think the refusal of Mr. 
Ollivant to place any: municipal correspondence at the disposal of the Corpora- 
tion must convince the “City Fathers” that their boasted independence of 
action in matters municipal is merely imaginary. The new Municipal Bill is 
before Government, and the Corporation must ask Government to empower it 
to nominate the Municipal Commissioner and the Chairman of the Town 
Council by inserting a clause to that effect in the Bill. The Corporation must 
force its claims in this behalf upon the attention of Lord Reay, who, as a lover 
of justice and a friend of the weak, will have no hesitation in complying with 
its reasonable request. The authority of the Corporation has been questioned, 
aud it is for that body to see that it is not questioned again. 


Part 1V.—Native States.

of some territory on suitable occasions. Will any 
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rant of this kind be made on the occasion of the celebration of the Queen’s 
Jubilee ? Let Her Majesty the Queen either restore the Berirs to the Nizdm, 
or make some reduction in the heavy tribute paid by the Chief of Mysore, or 
satisfy His Highness the Mahdrdja Holkar by giving him some territory 
as promised in 1857. It is necessary that such concessions should be made to 
the Native Princes of India in commemoration of the Jubilee, but they will get 
none of these even after a voyage of more than 12,000 miles. At the most they 
might get some titles or some trifling privileges. We do not think it proper 
for these reasons that our Native Princes should go to England and spend a 
large amount of money there.

If his long service and good 
lities be taken into consideration, and if mercy be shown to him by passing 
Might punishment, the Native public will be more glad than sorry. If a selt- 
willed Civilian other than Mr. Wilson had come into trouble, the Natives would 
not have been so sorry and would not have asked for mercy to him. The 
Natives want justice to be done, but they do not desire that a worth 
European officer who has unfortunately committed a crime should receive 
the full measure of punishment. Such a low desire would increase the 
separation between the Europeans and the Natives, and it 1s on tlis account 
that the sensible portion of the Natives wish for a light punishment to 
Mr. Wilson. Mr. Wilson alone is not to be blamed in the affair. Several 
scheming Natives uselessly interfered, and instead of setting about in this 
serious matter with wisdom began with intrigues (Ahatpat), He relied upon 
their ability and professions, for which act he has now to suffer. His disgrace 
ad shame must bave caused no small mortification to him. Itis openly said 
that if some foolish men had not interfered, such dirty clothes would never 
have been washed in court. Mr. Wilson’s case has been thus spoiled by some 
Natives, and those who know this fact are very sorry for him, Mr. Shamrdo 
himself is sorry for it, for though the case was dropped for some time, it went 
on again afterwards. If Mr. Wilson be made to retire on a reduced pension 
of Rs. 6,000 per annum, as recommended to the Secretary of State by the

Ifthe Collector of Karachi had taken the 
lightest care he would have found no difficulty in satisfying himself that the 
Spirits Act is a local measure only, intended for operation in the United King- 
dom: that Section 104 is a definition that can be applicable only in the United 
Kingdom, and cannot govern the A’bkéri Act of Bombay, which has its own

Comments on the finan- 
cial preys for 1887-88. 


9. The Jdéme Jamshed (105), in its issue of the 28th March, makes the 
following observations on the financial statement for 1887-88 :—The fourth 
annual budget of Sir Auckland Colvin is as unsatisfactory and disappointing 
as his previous financial statements. Sir Auckland has made a very high 
estimate of the income for the coming year, but from past experience it 
may be safely asserted that he has resorted to this shift in order to cover the 
big figure of expenditure, but very likely the expenditure will increase still 
more, the income will be far below the estimate, and a large deficit will 
occur at the close of the year. A large expenditure is to be undergone on 
account of the annexation of Upper Burmah, which has proved a great evil in 
spite of the assurances of the authorities to the contrary. The heavy cost of 
the large addition to the standing army of the country is another evil to be be- 
wailed. It is not a wise policy to continue to levy the detested income tax. 
The necessity for the continuance of this impost should be removed either b 


making a corresponding decrease in the army or by the revival of the import 
duties on Europe cotton-goods.

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11. The Pandit (147), in its issue of the 25th March, says :—The Native 
officers of the army are generally illiterate and are of 
little help to their European superiors, on whom lies 
the entire responsibility. Financial considerations 
eohibit an increase in the number of European officers with Native regiments, 
and it is more economical to educate the Native officers and make them compe- 
tent to discharge efficiently duties of responsibility and trust in their respective 
regiments. While writing on this subject the Times of India recommended in 
one of its recent issues the training up of educated Natives for the posts of non- 
commissioned and commissioned officers in Native regiments. If this suggestion 
were adopted, the prospects of the rank and file would be irretrievably blighted. 
A military college on the lines of the Military Institution at Sandhurst should 
be established at any of the divisional stations, and some of the Havaldars 
should be selected by the commanding officers of regiments to go through a six 
months’ course of instruction at the college. They should be taught the field 
exercise for two months, the musketry regulations for the next two months, and 
the military law, army signalling, transport duties and military sketching 
for the remaining period. This course will do well as the Havildars are already 
proficient in their routine duties. After successfully passing an examination 
in the different subjects mentioned above certificates should be given to the 
students, whose promotion to the post of Jamadar should, however, be left entirely 
to the discretion of the commanding officers of their respective regiments. If 
educated Natives wish to enter the military service they may be permitted to 
do it, but they should first enlist themselves as sepoys, and after attaining the 
rank of a Havalddér should be allowed to join the military college. After they 
have finished the college course they should be promoted to Jamddarships on 
the recommendation of the commanding officers of their respective regiments. 
The Madras system of promoting the Havalddr to a Jamadarship is the best 
and ought to be adopted in the Bengal and Bombay armies. The Zimes of 
India rightly says that the Native officers belong to the lower classes. If the 
posts of Jamddars are filled up by such Havalddrs only as are born of high 
families, or are well educated, or have attained merit, the complaint about the 
low connections of Native officers will disappear. A little education is needed 
to enable a Native officer to perform efficient service; there is no necessity for 
his being highly educated. The military college need not cost a large sum; if 
the Poona musketry class and the army signalling class are amalgamated and 
the officers in charge of them are entrusted with the direction of the proposed 
college the arrangement will work satisfactorily. [The Kuiser-i-Hind (108)

In cases of defamation 
of character the Presidency Magistrates in Bombay only issue a summons 
acainst the accused editors of newspapers, but in the districts the Magistrates 
at once crant a warrant of arrest, even though the editor may be a respectable 
man and an owner of landed property. From this it appears that the Magistrates 
in the districts purposely put the proprietors of mofussil newspapers into an 
awkward position or are anxious to lower them in public estimation. In some 
cases in which the accused fails to appear before the Magistrate in obedience to 
the summons issued against him, some Magistrates enquire into the prosecutor’s 
case and issue a second summons after being satisfied that they should hear it, 
while others issue a warrant without going into it. It would be better if all 
Magistrates were to first hear the case and then issue a second summons or 
a warrant, as may be necessary. Care should be taken that the Magistrates act 
thus in all cases and not only in those in which the accused happens to be a 
member of their caste, a relative, a friend or an influential man. It 1s desirable 


that Indian legislators should remedy the complaint.

The Native portion of the educational service is neither 
very bighly paid nor has the teaching staff any prizes in view beyond the 
head-mastership to sustain its members in their arduous labours from decade to 
dJecade. The consequence is that the masters have either no heart in their 
work or try to get out of the department as soon as possible, and there is thus 
a frequent change 10 1s personnel, Between the two evils it is not easy to 
make a choice; but we think Mr. Chatfield, with all his faults, selects the 
lesser when he puts no bar in the way of any of his men leaving him to 
better himself, unlike some heads of offices who have an unwise, not to call 
++ a foolish, horror of allowing any of their subordinates making what they 
call ‘a convenience’ of the office, as if their Pedlington was synonymous 
with the entire public service or the welfare of the public. Of course, ex- 
perience in the performance of any work is a valuable element and should 
he secured where possible, but not at the sacrifice of justice, nor can any 
amount of experience make up for want of zeal and interest, and in educa- 
tional work especially. These are to be preferred to experience, if it is joined 
to just causes of discontent; for it is this work, above all others, which for its 
efficient performance demands zeal and interest. A man wanting in the essen- 
tials may, of course, go through the routine, comply with the provisions of 
the codes and rules, render the usual returns and tabular statements and show 
that he has carried his pupils through the regulation amount of work; there 
ean be no life in such work. We therefore trust that these considerations 
will be borne in mind when applying the shears to the salaries of the masters 
of the high schools, who are not extravagantly paid as they are at present. 
[The Kavser-t-Hind (108) of the 27th and the Broach Mitrd (86) of the 30th 
March also disapprove of the rumoured reduction in the pay of Native head- 
masters, the latter adding that the salaries of Educational Inspectors and the 
Director of Public [Instruction should be reduced instead. The Gujardt Mitré

Let 
ber neglect this till the right time for it is gone, and she will fall hopelessly 
and for ever.

retensions to constitution, is an anomaly that cannot be allowed to exist 
without serious danger. It may have been the best available remedy under 
the circumstances under which it was introduced about a quarter of a century 
ago, When so many sources of revenue were undiscovered, when the taxpayers 
themselves were rather reluctant to examine the balance sheet or the accounts, 
when imperial responsibilities were smallest and when imperial wants were only 
limited. But there has been quite a revolution since 1860. The Indian nation 
now very jealously watches the national purse and bitterly feels the waste of 
every rupee that goes to fillit. It has grown bold and asserts its right of exer- 
cising practical control over national expenditure and claims a voice in voting 
supplies. Under these altered circumstances it counts for something more 
than a grievance that the allotment of millions of money should be made by 
one individual whose interests in the country cannot extend beyond a period of 
five years, one who has the least power for good but most for harm, and one 
who depends for his credit on shadowy surpluses without the least regard for 
substantial soundness. ‘The financial statement under review supplies the 
amplest material for the remarks we make, and we are happy to find that 
Anglo-Indian opinion agrees with Native opinion in this matter.

But the Panjab ispoorer than Bengal, and the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal has 
won the gratitude, not of the people who cannot pay, but of the few classes 
who are well able to pay. No memorial fund, however large, will keep 
Sir Rivers Thompson’s memory green so long in Bengal as Sir Charles 
Aitchison’s will be remembered in the Panj4b without any memorial statue 
or hall.

He has promoted the interests 
of a few, but that is scarcely any virtue in an administrator of a vast 
population. Sir Charles Aitchison, to abilities decidedly higher than those 
of his retiring colleague of Bengal, adds higher qualities as an adminis- 
trator. His firmness, sympathy, accessibility (a virtue as rare as it is neces- 
sary), and his large, impartial and statesmanlike views, have made his admi- 
nistration a signal success. We regret to hear it said that some of Sir Rivers 
Thompson’s critics have spoken slightingly of his religious convictions. We 
should like to hear the names of such critics. Sir Rivers Thompson’s private 
virtues and his deep religious nature are universally admitted. But with every 
virtue and with great faith an administrator may fail as the late Lieutenant- 
overnor of Bengal has done. Sir Charles Aitchison is known even more favour- 
ably in private life. He is simple, sincere, frank and courteous and has seen 
nore of Kuropean and Native societies than the outgoing ruler of Bengal. 
An administrator like Sir Charles Aitchison is an ornament and honour to the

The policy of 
retrenchment in the Educational Department, undesirable at any time, becomes 
much more so, coming as it does at a most inopportune moment, just when 
the local Government has thought it proper to hand over the management of 
some of the institutions to private agency. We do not regret this latter change 
so much as the former. The making over of the Deccan College and the Gujarat 
College to private bodies is an evil which is not too hard to put up with for those 
who wish a beginning to be made in the direction of practical self-government. 
But we deplore the necessity for starting a momentous experiment with 
crippled resources at the disposal of those who are to carry it out. It is an 
ominous beginning, we are bound to say, and we say so without any con- 
sciousness of that pessimistic spirit which at times obscures the vision of even 
clear-sighted politicians. ‘We have not yet referred to the worst feature of this 
poliey of transfer which involves a distinct breach of faith, The Deccan Col- 
ege is said to have partly maintained its prestige owing to its Dakshina grants 
having been left with Government, The public fund for the Gujardt College was 
collected on a clear understanding that Government was to pay its fair share of 
the expenses and to keep it under its own management, A previous Government 
broke faith in the matter, and thus what was begun in bad faith could not 
well be expected to end satisfactorily. There is only one way left open 
to the Gujardtis. They must open a fresh subscription and work the College 
up to the full standard of efficiency. As regards the contentions of the Bombay 
residency Association on some of the other points, they are brought home 
with considerable ability in which the lawyer has fairly outdone the practical 
pestician.

were particularly obnoxious and that those, if not all, should be abolisheg 
and that an octroi duty,—the much detested octroi, against which the Reside 
has often protested,—might be levied instead of the present toll. After som 
deliberation, in which free thought had very little play, a makeshift compromis. 
was come to by which the Commissioner was to recoup the committee for the 
loss it mght sustain by the abolition of the N&kés by undertaking to repair 
some of the thorough roads from Imperial revenues. At the very next sitting of 
the committee the Nadkds were abolished altogether. This was indeed abolition 
with a vengeance. All the Native members present were for, and all European 
members against, the abolition of the Ndéakds! Indeed there was very little wis. 
dom shown in the measure and the suicidal spirit that guided the members at 
this second meeting was only equalled by their timidity at the first. To give 
up a goodly income of 7,000 rupees a year was not at all a measure calculated 
to be in harmony with the prospects of financial pressure on account of the 
growing wants of a prosperous town like Amrdoti, ‘The roads of the city have 
to be repaired out of this fund and every year something is spent out of 
it on the drainage works, the necessity for which is becoming axiomatic 
every day. ‘The giving up of sucha decent sum, without providing for the 
amount in some other way, betrayed, to say the least, a very great want of fore- 
sight and due regard to public interests. The tax was very light and was not 
much felt by the people; it prejudiced no particular interests of the city. 
Certainly the public has a right to demand an explanation of this il-thought 
action from the committee. ‘The members might have been pressed to act thus; 
but the public is free and has a right to say that it shall not be burdened with 
any new tax when the revenue came in so easily to the municipality and with 
so little pressure on the people, Is all this a probable forecast of the future 
working of our local self-government scheme? Is the free action of com- 
mittees to be fettered by the presence of a controlling officer? We earnestly 
hope not; and we also hope that we shall find members on the new committees 
more plucky in standing upon their rights.

The action taken by the Government of India in consenting to receive a loan of 
31 krors from the Gwahor Council of Regency is decidedly opposed to good 
statesmanship, as being selfish and prejudicial to the interests of the Scindia’s 
subjects. If not objectionable on this ground it is so at least on the ground that 
the Government of India has placed itself under obligations to the Regency ; the 
obligations being such as would compromise the position of superiority which 
the Government of India holds. When the Finance Committee was appointed 
it was given out most solemnly that the recommendations the Committee might 
make would be duly considered and given effect to in framing the financial 
statement under review, and we shall not be far from the truth if we say that 
those who supported the imposition of the income-tax did so in the confi- 
dence which the Viceroy’s and Finance Minister’s responsible utterances at the 
time had created. ‘To say now that the recommendations run over a wide area 
and cannot be given effect to, at least for some time to come, is to confess an 
unpardonable weakness as administrators, and the Indian nation has good 
reasons to complain about the unwarranted course adopted. If Lord Duf- 
ferin cares to regain his reputation and to show to the Indian people that 
heis a real statesman, let him remember and practically follow the principle 
that “the question of retrenchment is essentially a question of administrative 
relorm with a view to economy and not one of hard necessity or financial 
pressure justifying a resort to measures of panic and haste likely to be injurious 
to the permanent interests of the country.” Periodical impositions of new 
burdens and financial tactics of showing surpluses and avoiding deficits shake 
credit and lose faith—two very serious dangers to a peaceful administration.

Ollivant’s support and he has endangered the public health by pouring into 
these drains the contents of the night-soil depét at Mandvi and has increased 
public fears in this matter by advocating the connection of private drains with 
those newly constructed. Several new roads were opened by him in unimportant 
quarters, but he has neglected to improve the roads on which heavy traffic passes, 
thereby causing much inconvenience to the public. No steps have been taken 
by him to remove the nuisance of dustbins, about which loud complaints have 
long been made. ‘The gutters of several quarters continue to be as dirty as 
they were before, and to make matters worse these drains have been left 
open, disseminating poisonous air all round. A few days ago Mr. Ollivant 
denied that the members of the Municipal Corporation, who have now sanc- 
tioned his re-appointment, were his masters, and refused to show them the 
records he had in his possession, but the latter have passed over this serious 
episode, Notwithstanding all this his re-appointment should not be strongly 
objected to, because there is no probability of any other European appointed 
in his place acting otherwise than he has done.

The visit of the Native on the occasion of Her Majesty the Queen’s Jubilee 
: ap 6 seep be gm for various reasons. The Kalpataru (36) of the 10th 
iesty's Jubileeand comments April thinks that the Native Princes have already 
upon it. displayed their loyalty to the paramount power by 
incurring a large expenditure on the celebration of the 

Jubilee in India, that Government should properly consider the means of a 
Native Prince before inviting him to England as very few Princes can decline 
to comply with the invitation, and that if the object of Government in inviting 
these Princes is to impress upon their minds the greatness of England there is 
ho necessity for involving them in such expenditure and trouble for that purpose, 
as they well know the British power and greatness. The Jagadddarsh (33) of 
the same date objects to the tour of the Princes on the ground that the climate 
of England will not agree with them and that the tour will unnecessarily cost a 
large amount of money. The Mahdrdshtrad Mitra (42) of the 14th April advises 
the Princes to preserve their health by moderation in eating and drinking and 
hot to be deluded into making promises of large pecuniary gifts in England, and 
to be on their guard during their sojourn there, as England is a rendezvous ot 
vamblers, A correspondent of the Dnydn Prakdsh (8), in its issue of the 11th 
April, takes the Poona Sirvajanik Sabha to task for its indifference in the 
matter and urges that it should send deputations tothe Viceroy and the Governor 
of Bombay requesting them to persuade the Native Princes who are about to 
¢o to England to contribute three lakhs of rupees each for the advancement of 
technical education in India instead of spending five ldkhs of rupees in 
connection with their English tour. The Indu Prakdsh (9) of the 11th 
April considers that the Native Princes will have to spend a large amount 
ot money in order to please Her Majesty the Queen and her children 
and ministers, the Secretary of State for India and his Council and various 
hiterary and scientific societies, orphanages and industrial institutions, 
besides expenditure on objects of pleasure and amusement, and that they 
Will thus spend all the money they possess and apply for debt to the British 
Government on the security of their States. The paper considers this state of 
things to be very undesirable and draws the attention of the Native Princes to 
the consequences of their intended visit to England as it thinks that they have 
n0 real friends who will open their eyes to them and give them sound advice. 
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The Sho Shivdji (61) of the 8th April has no hesitation in believing that the 
“ative Princes are going to England under the promptings of the paramount 
wer and not of their own free will. It thinks 1t to be very unfortunate that 
he British Government should permit the Native Princes to go to England 
chen their States stand in need of much improvement and a large amount of 

oney has to be spent on objects of public utility. It isof opinion that if the 
Princes are unnecessarily afraid of the displeasure of British officers and try 
to please them, they will gradually bring themselves into greater difficulties 
and that if they want to avoid them they must determine to act in conformity 
~ith their real duties. If British officers advise or compel Native Princes to 
‘cur unnecessary and useless expenditure they are, adds the paper, their 
enemies and not friends and they should give up their course of giving unsound 
advice for fear of bringing upon themselves dire consequences. 


30, The Gujardte (98), in its issue of the 10th April, refers to the approach- 
ing departure of several Native Princes of India to 
England to take part in the celebration of the Queen’s 
Jubilee, and says that their presence at the grand dar- 
bdr to be held on the Jubilee-day in Her Majesty’s 
palace will impart much splendour to the scene. It 
will also serve to show, remarks the paper, the confi- 
dence they have in their Queen-mother. It will be the 
first instance in the history of the world in which several Native Princes of 
India attended the celebration of the Jubilee. Her Majesty the Queen, the 
British Parliament and the Ministry ought, in their turn, to place perfect confi- 
dence in these Princes. Nota single thing has yet been done from which it 
can be inferred that the Home authorities have confidence in the Native Princes. 
On the assumption of the title of Kaiser-i-Hind by Her Majesty the Queen His 
Highness the Gdikwad and the Mahdrdjds Scindia and Holkar were granted 
titles. But these titles have been merely nominal. Mahdrdja Scindia has 
never been called upon to act as a military commander. Maharaja Holkar has 
never been consulted as a councillor and His Highness the Gaikwad, though 
made a Farjande Khdse Kaiser-e Englishiya, has no confidence reposed in him. 
But the Jubilee is the occasion for gaining the confidence of the Indian Princes 
and people by bestowing fresh privileges on them and not by empty talk 
and titles. Why not grant such a valuable English title as that of the Knight 


of the Garter to Native Princes of the first class? India wants something new 
in this respect.

Part 1.—Polttics and the Public Administration. 


1. The Bombay Samdchdr (83), in its issue of the 19th April, says :— 
The Indian troopships Serapis, Malabar, Crocodile, 
The desirability of the Jamna, and Euphrates were built at the cost of India, 
control of the Indian oe but the Indian Government has no control whatever 
ships ees ee ada overthem. They arein the sole charge of the British 
a British Admiralty. Admiralty and are manned by the sailors and officers 
. of the Royal Navy, who are paid from the Indian 
treasury. The leave allowances and pensions of these sailors and officers, as 
well as the cost of all repairs to the troopships, are charged to the Indian Ex- 
chequer. As the actual cost of the maintenance of the troopships is not men- 
tioned separately in the Home charges it cannot be ascertained, but it must 
undoubtedly be very great. It is great injustice to India that she should 
have to defray these expenses and yet have no control over the troopships. 
If the management of these ships were transferred to the Indian Marine and if 
the vessels were manned by Native sailors, a considerable saving would be 
effected in the cost of their maintenance. There ought to be no objection to : 
the troopships being worked by Native sailors, as all vessels of the P. & O. and { 
the British India Steam Navigation Companies have been manned by Native 
sailors for some years past to the complete satisfaction of their employers. 


9. The Kaiser-i-Hind (105), in its issue of the 17th April, publishes a news- 
letter from Prome, in whieh the correspondent states 
The advent of the British that in Lower Burmah, which has been under British i 
in Upper Burmah approved sway for a long time, the roads, houses, bazars, &c., i 
af by a large portion of the ° ee 
ri Ail are very good and clean, but that in the newly-acquired 
provinces dust lies knee-deep on public roads and that 
there is no doubt that Burmah and the Burmese will be much benefited by 
their passing into the hands of the British. He further observes that a large 
portion of the people of Burmah is glad at the advent of the British and at the 
increase in their sources of income, and that the small portion of the people 
which is displaying its national feeling against the British will shortly yield to 
the genius, talent and tact of the latter. He adds that the conduet of the police- 


nen from the Panjab is much complained of, for they are said to be as tyranni- 
cal as they are fanatical.

very face of the city. All these questions would be very useful if a new 
city were to be erected ; but they are useless in the case of an old city like 
Bombay. It cannot be believed that the Government of Bombay is prepared to 
force the public to adopt the various recommendations that will be made by the 
Committee and to suffer the inconvenience and pecuniary losses that must result 
fom an attempt to remodel the city. The question about the removal of the 
existing buildings and places for the disposal of the dead is inappropriate. 
This question was mooted on several occasions before this and created much 
unnecessary agitation and uneasiness among the Native population without 
roducing any tangible results. The resuscitation of this delicate subject 
;3 sure to give rise once more to great uneasiness, as the religious feelings 
of the Natives on the subject are very excitable. It is therefore desir- 
able that the question should be altogether dropped from the scope of the 
enquiry. The idea about the classification of the buildings according to 
their uses and localities 1s impracticable and ought to be given up. If 
the Committee and the Government propose to make the decision arrived 
at on these two questions applicable to new buildings and places for the disposal 
of the dead, leaving the old ones untouched, their intention should be forthwith 
published in order to allay the fear entertained by the Native public on the 
subject. The same paper, In its issue of the 20th April, remarks :—The Bombay 
public 1s surprised to see that the aim of the Committee is to serve the con- 
venience of the rich and well-to-do only and not of the poor classes. In no 
civilized country have the places set apart for the disposal of the dead ever been 
appropriated to building or any other purposes after they were closed, and neither 
Natives nor Europeans in Bombay will like to occupy closed burial and burning 
grounds for residential purposes, as they are unhealthy. It was intended to 
open one or two urgently needed new roads in Bombay, but the question 
was shelved as the proposed roads encroached upon Christian burial grounds. 
The same paper, in its issue of the 23rd April, writes :—The middle class and 
the poor workmen alone suffer great hardship from a want of sufficient house- 
accommodation. The latter live in small rooms in thickly-populated lanes and 
bye-lanes of the city, passing their days in great misery. Their condition in the 
matter of residence is really pitiful. In a room about four feet square a poor 
family composed of from four to eight members has to reside. In this small room 
they cook, dine and sleep in the monsoon and the winter. In the hot months of 
the year they sleep on the public road or other open ground in front of their resi- 
dence. In this room are to be seen sleeping the father, the mother, their children 


and other members, huddled together more like beasts than human beings. Tho | 


sick and the healthy sleep in the same close room. All this inconvenience and 
misery arise from the inability of the working classes to pay high rents that are 
charged for rooms suited to them, and these exorbitant rents may be traced to 
an absence of sufficient house-accommodation for the poor. It is urgently needed 
that ranges of buildings containing spacious and well-ventilated rooms should 
be erected on the eastern and northern outskirts of the city for the working 
classes, and capitalists should be induced by suitable terms to supply this crying 
want, After this work is accomplished, the wants of the middle classes, who 
also suffer much from an absence of suitable house-accommodation, should 
be attended to.

These Princes have 
already celebrated the Queen’s J ubilee at their respective capitals with every 
feeling of deep and sincere loyalty in a thoroughly royal manner and expended 
vast sums on that occasion. Moreover, there is nota scintilla of doubt about 
their firm loyalty to the British throne. Where then, we ask, is the necessity 
for these visits, and with what specific and well-defined objects in view have 
they been undertaken? In short, we do not think that these visits are 
necessary and advantageous in any way to their States. The utmost benefits 
which the Princes would derive are transitory and would be a poor return for 
the lavish expenditure of lakhs of rupees levied from the toiling ryots in their 
territories. The tender years of the new Mahdrdja Scindia and the health of

Wade | obtained the permission of the Nizim, but while on the railway station 
op slishined a telegram from His Highness asking him to come back to 
ae ue al once, Sir Sdlar Jung found it impracticable to do so, and came 
‘os eae 26 be On his return to Hyderabad he sent in his resignation, which 
Pea a xecepted by the Nizim. Thus cunning and perfidy have met with

Turing the great Mogul Empire the Rajput princes 
in high favour were amongst the most loyal families and were regarded as the 
pillars of the empire. What has become of the great Rajput families, the 
hereditary Sikh Chiefs under the present Government ? Why isit that we do not 
see a single scion of a noble or princely family in the Indian army? Because 
they are not eligible as commissioned officers, and no one expects that a Rajput 
prince or a Sikh sardar would care to enter the army as a Subheddr-Major or 
an ordinary Rasaldar. If a military college were founded in India and cadets 
were for some years confined to the ancient aristocracy of India a great step 
would be gained. The allegiance of the Native Princes would be closer, 
prouder and more palpable. ‘The cadets would have to pass a course of thorough 
and careful training so as to be skilled in the advanced science of war. 
Chivalry, loyalty and discipline would be advanced, and the army would have 
as fine a supply of officers as Government could be well proud of. The country 
would know that the army is not merely filled with hirelings but with the scions 
of the noblest and bravest families in India. The army would have a political 
importance that it has never yet possessed and would be a greater menace than 
now to the foreign invader. The sepoys would have more self-respect and 


would learn to behave better. That would be a proud day for England and 
India.

Village Conservancy Act, to be effective and beneficial, must be thoroughly 
intelligible and wholly acceptable to and workable by those whose interests it 
has to guard and protect. A belief prevails that the country people enjoy 
better health and are more free from epidemics than persons living in cities. To 
make the proposed legislation intelligible and acceptable, the first necessity is to 
show that this belief isa delusion, Those who advocate sanitary reform by legis- 
lation must then show that cities and towns in which sanitary laws have been 
working forsome years past have benefited themselves to an appreciable extent and 
that there are reasons to believe that similar results will follow in rural circles 
as well. ‘There is a third point again on which public opinion will have to be 
satisfied before legislating in the direction proposed; it is the possibility of 
sanitary reforms being carried out without much new expenditure, curtailment 
of personal freedom, or unavoidable compulsion. We bring to the notice of 
Government the excellent idea suggested by Dr. Hewlett in his report of 1876, 
viz., that of constituting village circle municipalities embracing groups of 
villares and engaging peripatetic establishments which should visit and clean 
each village within their respective limits. The last Municipal Act empowers 
Government to group villages within one mile of each other and making a popu- 
lation of 2,000 into one permanent municipality ; but villages at greater dis- 
tances and with aggregate population smaller than 2,000 are left unprovided 
lor, and we suggest that these should be constituted village circle municipalities. 
oratew years to come Government should supply the funds for the circle 
municipalities. During these years the villagers may be given education, and 
if the neighbouring cities and towns can be better administered by their health 
‘partments they may be considered ripe for self-organization, self-taxation and 
self-government. Our suggestion that Government should bear the expenditure 
Tt some years is quite in keeping with the views of the Army Sanitary Commis- 
0n, which held that protecting the health of the working population is of direct 


Pecuniary interest to Government, and they may therefore well spend the

Asin Satara so in Poona also the district police have 
been incompetent and inefficient. A band of 12 dacoits is said to have suc- 
cessfully plundered 5 villages in Poona and inflicted permanent injuries upon 
some females, and it is to be regretted that the police were nowhere to be found. 
We cannot deny the conviction which forces itself upon every one that the 
very commission of this daring dacoity speaks volumes for the insecurity of 
life and property, the utter absence of wholesome moral influence and dread 
of the police in the scum and dregs of society and the deplorable inefficiency 
of the police. This is an indelible stigma upon the English administration and 
will condemn the administration to eternal infamy if no vigorous measures are 
adopted by the authorities to effect wholesale changes in the department. 
The people have suffered too long from the disgraceful failure of the police to 
bear it any longer.

known for its weakness or for its idiosyncracies, for its easy-going nature or 
‘or its tyrannic disposition, rather than for any intellectual attainments or 
originality of views; he may issue the most unnecessary and oppressive cir- 
% lars in a moment of irritated mental condition, and his Inspectors’ staff may 
admire them, accept them as most urgently required for the proper working 
ofthe department, and may go on enforcing them to the letter for years to- 
zether before any one takes notice of them. Thus the Director and his staff 
may in their offices and schools and colleges be doing anything they like, and 
tne public and their leaders, the educated class, will never think of giving the 
ast attention to their acts, will not divert their valuable energy in this the 
Most unworthy channel, as they perhaps think it, and even if they are some- 
mes induced to do so on " political erounds, their movements will be so 
latory and feeble that the department may rest secure that nothing 
Will come out of them.

heen refused, the other grace done to him in this resolution is likely to do him 
little good. The Rana is strong-willed and fond of exercising royal powers and 
spending his leisure hours in devotion to God. All the complaints made against 
him point to the harshness practised by him towards his subjects for the purpose 
of getting money from them ; but this charge 18 neither so uncommon nor so 
serious as to deprive him of his administrative powers. A similar charge was often 
preferred against several other Chiefs and was generally passed over. It is unfortu- 
nate for the Rana that the complaint made against him should have led to serious 
eonsequences. Had Government granted the prayer of the Rana to restore him 
to his gddi, his subjects as well as the Native public would have been much grati- 
fed. One year’s removal from the administration was a sufficient lessoa to the 
prince. The Native public did not like the deposition of the Rana last year 
and asked for the publication of the faults attributed to him. Government has 


not complied with this popular demand and it is likely to be repeated now that 
Government has disallowed the Rdna’s appeal.

unrivalled by any in the history of England in the peace and prosperity of the 
eople and the advancement of scienceand civilization. It is impossible, therefore, 

that this country should be forgotten in the matter of princely gifts that Her 
Majesty will make in commemoration of the happy event, although Great 
Britain and the Colonies will necessarily have the lion’s share of them. It is 
our bounden duty to humbly pray that Her Majesty will be pleased not to con- 
tent herself with making presents of baubles, a title or a volume or a photo, but 
will find it in her power to make a permanent and useful gift which the nation 


may prize as a princely and fitting boon. In this country every prince, even | 


now, on his accession to the throne or on the birth of a son to him, remits some 
tax or founds some national institution. In ancient times the power and the 
opportunities of princes were great and their presents to their subjects on 
the occasion of some auspicious event were substantial and national. Every 
Indian heart will bound with gratitude if the Queen-Empress makes a present 
to her Indian people of some precious right, long and arduously asked for by 
them. It will not only be consistent with eastern fashions, but will also be 
worthy of a constitutional government which loves constitutional liberty. We 
take the liberty of pointing out the directions in which concessions may be 
made to the people of India on the coming memorable event so as to bind 
them closer and indissolubly to their enlightened and kind rulers. Represent- 
ation in the legislative councils of India is a right which is not only dear to 
every Indian, but is one which is highly necessary for the welfare of India. 
This fact was forcibly placed before the Government of India by the last 
National Congress and by various political associations. The employment of 
Natives in the higher branches of the public service is a question which has for 
along time been a matter of deep anxiety to the people of India. The Magna 
Charta of India proclaims equality of right to serve Her Majesty, but it has 
lora long time remained a dead letter. Frequent agitations to enforce the 
declared rights of the Indians have led to the nomination of the Public Service 
Commission, the result of the inquiry of which is not yet declared. But 
yet the raising of the age-limit for the Civil Service of India, or the holding 
of simultaneous examinations in England and in India for the covenanted 
service, or something of ths kind, will be a graceful and opportune gift which 
will be prized by the people of India as a valuable and long-sought-for right. 
The natives of India form a quiet, loving and loyal nation and they will be 
grateful beyond measure or expression if their beloved Queen, the Empress of 
India, returns confidence for love and loyalty, and makes the fiftieth year of her 
rule of peace and prosperity over them an occasion for granting the precious

The Russians must be held to be labouring 
under a misapprehension if they believe that by giving protection to the thought- 
less Mahdraja the accomplishment of their designs on India will be facilitated, 
for not a single native of India entertains any sympathy for the Maharaja who 
did not remember India while he lived in luxury in England, who forsook his 
ancestral religion and who hastened the death of his mother. The British Gov- 
ernment is right in not attaching the least importance to the circumstance of 
his seeking Russian protection. [A few papers of the week think that Mahéraja 
Dhulipsing can have no influence whatever over the people of India, who have 
no sympathy for him, and that he will ruin himself by going over to Russia. |

Why should the Press Commissioner, the Director-General of Railways, the 
Director-General of Telegraphs, and a host of other departmental heads swarm 
on the hills for two-thirds of every year? Why should there be a general 
scramble among all officers, high and low, to run up to the hills and pass some 
months there? And is it not perfectly well known all over the country how 
these months are passed ? If, then, itis very necessary that the Viceroy and 
other provincial heads should have a hill sanitarium each, their visit should be 
limited to the shortest possible time and they should be accompanied by as few 
people as possible. It is a great humiliation, we say, to find the Viceroy presid- 
Ing for eight months over Simla society, the morality of which 1s well known 
to the world. There is no reason why departmental heads should drag their 
various departments along with them to the hills. Economy, wisdom, morality— 
all require that the hill system should be abolished, and public opinion in this 
untry can have no healthier exercise than to agitate against this evil until 
18 wiped out from the administration.

ment for the provision of the Bill that the Town Council shall appoint its own 


Chairman—a demand that was long and unsuccessfully made by Bombay. How- 
ever, the provision that the Municipal Commissioner shall be ex-officio additional 
member of the Town Council is objectionable, and still more is it so that he 
should be eligible for the chairmanship by election. The experience gained in 
regard to the Municipal Commissioner of Calcutta being chairman of the town 
council of that city ought to dissuade Bombay from following a similar course. 
The provision that one-half of the members of the Town Council shall retire annu- 
ally in rotation is very appropriate, but a rider should be added to it that of the 
six retiring members four should be out of those appointed by the Corporation 
and the remaining two out of those nominated by Government. The Corporation 
should have the authority to decide whethera Deputy Commissioner is wanted, 
and on its recommendation Government should appoint him. It is objection- 
able that the Deputy should take the Commissioner’s place and exercise his 
powers in the absence of the latter. [The Yajddn Parast (135), in its issue 
ofthe lst May, says that many of the arrangements proposed in the new Bill 
are objectionable. Though the constitution of the Corporation has been altered, 
its powers have, observes the paper, not been increased,—nay, on the contrary, 
they have been reduced. The proposal that the Municipal Commissioner should 
be an ex-officio member of both the Corporation and the Town Council is certain 

objectionable, as he can no longer be looked upon as a servant of these bodies, 
and the Native members in the local Legislative Council ought to make stron

They will take the Deccan College if Government 
and the people have confidence in them, but are willing to be let alone if the 
public cannot trust them. By their refusal to accept the Deccan College they 
think it will be allowed to continue, and the necessity for a second college 
shortly arising, the Fergusson College will, with the support of the public, go 
on successfully, Thus their refusal will, in their opinion, be beneficial to the 
interests of the Deccan without in any way interfering with their independence. 
Even pecuniarily the Society cannot be a gainer by the new arrangement, as the 
Government grant of Rs. 10,000 must be spent on the two European Professors 
and the College maintained in other respects on the fees. Under these circum- 
tances the Deccan Education Society disapproved of the new proposals and 
informed Government of their inability to accept them. Now the Governor says 
that in the event of the Society’s declining to accept the new terms all promises 
if help heretofore made to the Fergusson College will have to be withdrawn 
ind the College will receive no help from Government in future.

More- 
over, in the managing committee no Huropean has worked as a member during 
the year. It will also be seen from the abstract that the attendance of the 
elected members was greater than that of the appointed ones. It can therefore 
be easily imagined how Government officials are displeased with the scheme of 
self-government and how anxious they are for its failure, It is not improbable 
that they try to make the elected members unpopular among the people by 
making them undertake costly but unnecessary new works through the exercise 
of pressure upon them or by other means and thereby try to injure the cause 
of self-government. The foundations of self-government must therefore be 
weak and Government ought to make minute enquiries before implicitly rely- 
ing upon the reports of their officers. The Native nominees of Government 
are advised to think well over the object of those who propose the carrying 
out of costly new works by imposing fresh taxes on the people.

Old men are of opinion that Government have 
how invented a new method of emptying the treasuries of those Princes and 
Chiefs who are rich and who can save some money even after spending it on enter- 
tainments and other matters. The suspicion first arose at the time when a large 
amount of cash was removed from the Gaikwdd’s treasury into that of the 
British Government during the Divdnship of Sir T. Maédhav Réo. Now 33 
krors are at once removed from the Gwalior treasury, and therefore it is said 
that this is in accordance with the new policy of keeping empty the treasury of 
Native Princes. According to their opinion the object of Government in doing

“at the Society will not be justified in refusing to accept the new terms. The 
Society might as well be expected to sign the death-warrant of its own pet 
child. And we accordingly hold that it was scarcely dignified in Lord Reay 
to give expression to such a threat as His Excellency did when he said that if 
the present terms were refused, Government would consider themselves absolved 
from all obligations to assist the Fergusson College any further in any other 
manner. If a private contract were sought to be repudiated in such a manner 
the proceeding would be liable to be stigmatized as both immoral and illegal, 
and a Civil Court would probably award exemplary damages for the breach of 
promise. The present financia! situation is no doubt an incident which may 
justify Government in deferring the fulfilment of their pledge until the advent 
of more prosperous times, but no reasonable person will agree with Government 
in thinking that the refusal of the Society to accept the present terms, suicidal 
to its own independent existence, absolves Government from their obligations 
to the Society for all time to come. In this light the public, interested as it 1s 


in the progressive but gradual development of the Society, will unhesitatingly 
sympathize with it in its present dilemma. 


21. In an article headed “ Exposition of the Government Educational 
Policy,” the Native Opinion (10), in its issue of the 8th May, says :—Our 
complaint from the beginning was that the Deccan College should not be 
abolished or transferred to the Deccan Education Society and the com- 
plaint yet remains.

Municipal commissioners and 
oficers ought not to forget that although the schools have been assigned to their 
charge, yet in matters of grant-in-aid, promotion, leave, &c., they are subject 
+) the same rules as local fund or Government schools. The standards and 
text-books are also prescribed by Government and they should be adhered to in 
municipal schools, but a school-master in a municipal school is not fairly dealt 
with. He is refused grant-in-aid, though under the rules he is entitled to 
it, Whenever he applies for privilege or any other kind of leave, he is told 
- thatthe municipality is not willing to grant it. If he raises any objection to 
' changing the text-books as desired by municipal commissioners, he is accused of 
' impertinence and insubordination. Besides the several disadvantages which such 
treatment to school-masters must produce, no respectable and intelligent man 
_ willever agree to serve in « municipal school. We have heard that school-masters 
| of all municipal schools in the province save those in two or three large towns 
| aredisgusted with service. In some placesthe municipal commissioners give 
| school-masters to understand that they possess all power and can treat them 
| like animals. They never think that there are any rules or orders to guide 
them and treat school-masters very cruelly. ‘The Deputy Educational In- 
; spectors think that their duty simply consistsin holding examinations. They 
| ought to see whether the rules and standards prescribed by Government are 
| followed or not. They should also bring to the notice of the Educational 
_ Inspector all cases of breach of rules and irregularities on the part of the muni- 
| pal authorities. In municipal schools so much encouragement ought to be 
| given to school-masters that those in Government schools may crave for service 


therein, We have heard that all municipal school-masters say that the sooner 
they are transferred the better.

¢. Writing on the report of the Forest Commission, the Mahrdtta (2), 
in its issue of the 22nd May, says :—Throughout the 
first section of the fourth chapter, viz., that relating to 
grazing, there appears to run the spirit of State land- 
lordism and the many use: ui recommendations made therein thus appear to possess 
a coloring which, from the popular point of view, 1s rather too strong and there- 
fore objectionable. The belief that lends the objectionable color to the whole 
report is the debatable principle underlying the Land Revenue Code that the 
Ctate is the landlord and owner of all soil in the country. Whether the public 
should let this point go uncontested in accepting the report of the Forest Com- 
mission is a matter into the discussion of which we do not for the present like 
toenter. Divested of this objectionable color due to the principle we allude to 
above, the recommendations can be said to be conceived in a generous spirit ; 
and it can be granted that the sympathetic Government of Bombay will affix 
its stamp of approval in a similarly liberal spirit. The first recommendation is 
about giving the concession of free-grazing to those villagers whose lands were 
taken at the time of the survey. The Commission has not been able to show us 
satisfactorily that a list of villages that have given and of those that have not 
given lands towards forests, can be made out; and the restriction that is placed 
13 therefore arbitrary. The best solution is to assign grazing lands free of 
charge to each village according to its requirements.

Afirss grade Deputy Collector got more than double the salary of a first 
grade Subordinate Judge, and still the latter was expected to be a sound 
lawyer. The lowsalary given to Subordinate Judges effectually keeps off good 
lawyers from the service. Onan earnest representation made to the late 
Governor of Bombay the salaries of Subordinate Judges were slightly raised, 
but there is no reason why they should not be graded in the same manner 
as Deputy Collectors. We wish we could know what Mr. Candy’s proposal 
is and why he proposes such a sweeping change.

Matriculation should no longer be recognized as a proper test for the latter 
urpose. The object of devising the new test will be defeated if the Matricu- 
ation continues to be recognized as a test for admission to the public 
cervice. But why should the Previous Examination be also proscribed ? As 
the Bumbay Gazette says, the greater should include the less, and it would be very 
hard on those students who, aiter spending some years at a College, are com- 
elled by ill-success or force of circumstances to seek employment under Gov- 
ernment without receiving a degree, if they were to be compelled to submit 
themselves to an examination inferior to the one which they had passed. In 
our opinion, the fact of a candidate having kept some terms at a College should 
not be ignored as a qualification for the public service, far less his having 
achieved actual success in any of the preliminary examinations. The Under- 
Graduates’ Association should certainly make a representation to Government 
‘n the matter, as this is a question vitally affecting the interests of the under- 
graduates. [The Aatser-t-Hind (105) of the 22nd May disapproves of the 
Matriculation and the Previous Examinations being not recognized as tests for 
entering the public service, and hopes that this point will be re-considered.

Part LV .—Railways.

It is but very natural that the movements of this Chief should be 
very keenly watched by the Natives at a time when the Paramount Power 
appears to have resolved upon adopting a new policy towards the great 
feydatories for reasons best known to the British Politicians, The approach- 
ing Jubilee celebration at London is considered by many as the parent cause 
of the Gaikwad’s present illness. The provoking silence, hitherto maintained 
by the Government of India, as to whether these Native Chiefs have been spe- 
cially invited by the Empress of India, or whether they are going to England 
of their free and unfettered will, or whether they are being subjected to poli- 
tical pressure and forced to undertake the journey on pain of serious displeasure 
in case of default, is most impolitie and mischievous and likely to prove very 
injurious to the fair fame of the British rule in this country. We hope how- 
ever that as the Gaikwad is going to England after all, every unpleasantness 
about this mysterious episode will be furgotten by all, and that he will regain 
his health and mental equilibrium and will return to India, quite hale and 
strong. Our readers should also make a special note of the curious circum- 
stances that the majority of the Princes and Chiefs going to England belong to 
the Bombay Presidency and the Central Provinces and are of the Hindu race.

The Native Princes have once for all assigned large portions of 
their territories as the cost of their protection; why should their savings be 
now looked at? If this course is repeatedly followed, what Chief will dare save 
carried out money in future ? And what hope is there of large works of public 
utility being much in their States? If this loan had been raised from some 
Chief who had attained majority there would have been no room for any sus- 
picion in the matter. If His Highness the late Jayaji Réo Scindia had been 
aware that his descendant would have to advance such a large sum in considera- 
tion for the fort of Gwalior, he would never have entertained a desire to have 
‘t back. In brief this loan is likely to create a very bad impression on the minds 
of the public and the Native Princes. Writing upon the same subject, the Bodh 
Sudhdlar (18), in its issue of the 25th May, says:—The British Government is 
upon the alert to completely subjugate the Hindus and the Native Princes of 
India and therefore the bonds of slavery are taking a stronger hold upon them 
day by day and the Hindus are on the point of becoming the bond slaves of 
the British Government. Putting aside for the present the consideration of the 
case of the entire population of India let us turn to the more important Native 
Princes. They have been bound fast by Government with the ties of the treaties 
and their condition has become so deplorable that with the exception of outward 
pomp they have nothing left to themselves. ‘They have no independence even 
in trifling matters. Though they are kept in complete slavery already the 
British Government never lets go an opportunity of making their bondage still 
more firm. ‘The accumulations of money and the armies of Native States are 
the principal eye-sores to the British officers, The principal Native States in 
Southern India are those of the Nizim, the Scindia, the Holkar, the Gaikwad, 
and Mysore, the first four of which are very vigilantly watched by British 
officers who believe that they possess large treasures and make efforts to appro- 
priate them for the benefit of the British Government. When Sir T. Madhav Rao 
was Divan of Baroda he invested a large sum belonging to Mahdrdaja Gaikwad in 
Government Banks, but when His Highness Say4ji Rao demanded the repayment 
of this loan he was told that he would get only the interest and not the principal. 
lt seems that British officers have long been desirous of appropriating the 
balances of their Highnesses the Holkar and the Scindia and their desires with 
reference to the latter State have already been fulfilled. The Nizdm has of late, 
got an English Councillor in Colonel Marshall and Mah4raja Holkar is pursued 
by Sir Lepel Griffin. The effect of the advice of these two clever councillors will 
soon become apparent, and the Natives need not feel surprised if offers are made 
by these States of large sums of money to the British Government for their 
safe custody. Soon after the death of His Highness the late Jaydji Rio a large 
portion of his treasure has been transferred to the British Government, and there 
8 no hope of its ever being returned. The Chief must rest satisfied with only 
od interest thereof.

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Part I.—Polhitics and the Public Adminstration.

The arrangement is more profit- 
Afghans. able to the Amir than to India, because he is sure 
of his regular payments, but we cannot take it upon ourselves to say how far 
he may prove really useful to us in the hour of trial. Meanwhile, on his 
behalf we are settling the Afghan frontier on the side of Russia with our money. 
On the face of it, are we not giving more than we receive? For the future, 
we have greater anxieties than Abdul Rahmén can possibly have, In every 
way he seems to be a gainer. It seems to us to be the best policy to remain 
within our limits, and trust entirely to our own strength. For this purpose it 
is indeed necessary to cultivate the affection of the people, and to endeavour 
to win their good will a little more assiduously than at present. Upon the 
whole, we think this to be a cheaper and safer arrangement than the present one, 
which looks one-sided and of doubtful expediency. In extending the limits of 
the Empire the English are increasing the chances of attack from without. It 
is so far true that India is a source of anxiety to them, and of greater anxiety 
than any other possession of theirs. In this anxiety the natives of India find 
their account, and are interested. And this same interest makes them deplore 
the fact that hitherto their rulers have not done much towards fortifying their 
position beyond wasting millions upon millions of rupees out of the revenues of a 
poor country. Englishmen at home regard with complacent placidity the 
schemes of successive Viceroys, however aggressive, vacillating or unstatesman- - 
like they may be, for the sole reason that India pays for them, and not England. 
If the English exchequer had to pay for these blunders, greater concern 
would be shown towards what is done and what is left undone in this matter: 
and the authorities here would be more careful, seeing that their action was 
narrowly watched.

the acquisition of money whether by good means or bad is its ruling pas- 
sion, and that if it had really desired the happiness of its subiects and a good 
name as their protector it would not have busied itself out of self-interest with 
the digging and unearthing of wealth as at present. From His Excellency Lord 
Reay’s speech at Mahdbaleshvar in reply to the address presented to His Ex- 
cellency by a deputation on the subject of intemperance the intensity of His 
Excellency’s anxiety for the loss of thousands of lives caused by liquor is, says 
the paper, very apparent ; but His Lordship ought to remember that there is much 
evidence to prove that unlike other rulers the British Government in India has, 
as it were, opened schools of vice. [The Gujarati dailies do not approve of His 
Excellency Lord Keay’s speech at Mahabaleshvar. The Bombay Samdchdr (86) of 
the 3lst May says that the A’bkdri laws have neither increased nor diminished 
drunkenness, that liquor has become dearer than before, and that those addicted 
to drink use it by spending less money on food and clothing. The praises of the 
A’bkdri laws by the Collectors, Mamlatdars and other district officers are not, re- 
marks the Samdchdr, real. The rigour of the laws is,on the contrary, generally 
complained of. His Excellency Lord Reay wished in his speech for total absti- 
nence from liquor by the people. But the temperance movement recently set on 
foot in some parts of Gujarat and the Konkan is gradually falling off, and the people 
attribute this result to the prosecution and punishment of some persons who were 
helping the cause. The Government of His Excellency Lord Reay is mistaken in 
thinking that the existing A’bkdri Act is suitable to the people and he should 
speedily modify it to a large extent. The Jéme Jamshed (105) of the 31st May 
complains of the Native papers not having been informed beforehand of the in- 
tention of the deputation to wait upon His Excellency Lord Reay, and observes 
that though His Excellency’s advocacy of the A’bkari Act is the result of his honest 
convictions, the public cannot endorse it. It says that the picture of growing 
temperance among the people drawn by Mr. Mulock and other Collectors who 
hold peculiar views on the subject of the A’bkdri law is not correct. Govern- 
ment ought to enquire whether their orders about discouraging intemperance 
even at the cost of their revenues have been duly carried out by their officers, as 
the Forest Commission has made a similar recommendation about the forest 
olhcers. It is a mistake to think that the A’bkdri policy of the present Govern- 
nent 1s best suited to this Presidency. Government themselves say that the 
‘ystem of liquor farming is defective. Why not then improve it, for tho 
people from the mofussil have been bitterly complaining against it. The 
restrictions upon the sale of toddy, which is a harmless and favourite drink of 
the poor, should be relaxed. It then complains of the inferior and injurious

As a rule the public 
knows of Government appointments after they are made, and why should it not 
follow the above course for its future welfare? The principle which Govern- 
ment want to introduce by this clause is one which cannot be approved of and 
would be tantamount to depriving public opinion of its liberty. The Bombay 
Samachar (86) of the 4th June disapproves of the conduct of Europeans in 
combining and boycotting their opponent in administrative affairs and says 
that the case of Lord Ripon is well-known, that the results of such conduct are 
bad, and that estrangement between the Natives and the Europeans increases 
thereby.

‘They may oppose, and they do oppose, 
Particular measure, but they can never carry their amendments if the 
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official members choose to combine against them. There cannot be a strong 
minority against the official members. It is quite clear that these Councils 
cannot remain what they are. Some progress has been already made, but it is 
time that another onward step should be taken, and what time could be more 
auspicious than the Jubilee year? The expansion and reconstitution of the 
Legislative Councils do not meet with disfavour from some of the highest 
dignitaries in India. In his address to the people of Bengal on the Jubilee day 
(February 16), Lord Dufferin distinctly said that it would give him great 
pleasure if the Legislative Councils could be reconstituted. Lord Reay, when 
at Karéchi, excused -himself from expressing any opinion on the subject on the 
ground that his Government was an executive Government. But Lord 
Reay’s opinion is well known, even if his selection of members were not a 
sufficiently clear indication of his views. The Viceroy has expressed his 
opinion, but he cannot reconstitute his Council, because it can be done only by 
an Act of Parliament. If he cannot expand the Legislative Couucils, he can, 
however, easily bring the question before Parliament through the Secretary of 
State. It remains to be seen whether Lord Dufferin will do so. Numerous 
memorials are about to be submitted to Her Majesty the Queen and the Secre- 
tary of State for India upon this subject. It would be extravagant to hope that 
the initiative will come from Government, The Viceroy may be of the same 
opinion as the representatives of the people, but he can scarcely take upon him- 
self the responsibility of such a large reform against the wishes of the official 


members of Council, That there will be opposition from this quarter need not 


be doubted for a moment. How should the Legislative Councils he reconsti- 
tuted ? Various proposals and schemes have been put forward and discussed 
like the one drawn up by the National Congress. There must be some differ- 
ence of opinion regarding details, but it cannot be denied, not even by the 
oficial members, that the present Legislative Councils, so far as representation 
goes, area sham. ‘The millions of people for whom laws are laid down by 
these Councils have no voice and no representation, If there are one or two 
popular representatives they cannot make themselves heard, Indian legislation 
is wholly legislation in the dark. The laws are framed by a lawyer from England, 
who knows nothing about India and who has to be guided by the experience of 
some official members. No experience is so one-sided, so often at fault and so 
dogmatic as official experience, The fearfully rapid manufacture of laws and 
the ignoring of local circumstances are thus explained. Laws are made by com- 
petition and to order, while the few Jcaders of the people for whose benefit the 
laws are made, sit and look on, or exhaust their breath in vain protestations. 
The advantage of having men who can represent the views of the people has been 
already acknowledged, Would not the advantage be greater if the number 


of such representatives were increased and their position made a little less 
thanklegs ?

debt are frequently filed against him and his pay is 
attached in execution of decrees. He must be therefore deeply in debt. His debt 
has been partly contracted in the district of Sholapur and partly in the several 
other districts in which he has served. The total value of the decrees, orders for 
the execution of which have been issued from the court of the local First Clasg 
Subordinate Judge, is from 18 to 20 thousand rupees, and no estimate can be 
made of the amount of the claims the execution of the decrees for which hag 
not yet been applied for and of such debts as have not been made the subjects 
of civil suits. A part of this debt has been obtained by the recommendation 
of his subordinates, who have in some eases stood sureties for him. It is need- 
less to say how the obtaining of debt through subordinates must interfere 
with the influence and prestige of a superior officer, and what prejudicial 
eifects such loss of influence must produce on the ryots. It is to avoid this 
result that Government have issued orders that no Government servant should 
contract debt in the district in which he may be serving from his sub- 
ordinates, or on the strength of their credit, and that he who infringes this rule 
shall be liable to be dismissed. In spite of these orders Mr. Yates has incurred 
debt beyond his means, and it is strange that this fact, though brought to light 
many a time, has been overlooked by his superior officers though fully con- 
‘cous of it. Three years ago we wrote about this matter in our paper and since 
1885 orders for the execution of decrees have been issued against this gentleman 
‘id they have been brought before the District Collector. Besides this a part 
ot Mr. Yates’ pay is attached and sent to the civil court every month. Gove 
‘Tament, therefore, cannot be said to be ignorant of Mr. Yate’s indebtedness. 
ut it 18s not known why no notice has yet been taken of it. About 8 months 
ri petitions were made to the Commissioner, C. D., and the Inspector- 
eneral or Police, and no notice having been taken thereof for many days, they 
Vere reminded in writing of the subject of the petition and yet there is no sign 


of th 


ag: rseeaged having been noticed. When tho Inspector-General of Police was 
a 


RT de days ago a letter was addressed to him on the subject. He replied 
Ib by Saying that he knew nothing of the matter and that it was no part of 
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nis business to take notice of it. Such was the off-handed reply he gave and we 
jo not know whose duty it 1s to take this matter into consideration. Our present 
Governor Lord Reay is known for his impartiality, and his decision in the matter

15, The Havyak Subodh (139), in its issue of the 7th June, says:—We 
may agree with Government in this respect that Mr. Crawley-Boevey’s 
appointment is perfectly justifiable under the circumstances, but we cannot 
entirely approve of the manner and the language in which the resolution in 
reply to the memorial has been worded. The language is very arbitrary 
and somewhat offensive. The memorialists, however misguided or actuated

i7, The Din Bandhu (5), in its issue of the oth June, says :—The Govern- 
ment resolution in connection with the memorial presented by the leading 
inhabitants of Bombay against the appointment of Mr, Crawley-Boevey will 
rovoke criticism in all quarters. In the first place, the language in which the 
resolution is couched is worthy of censure, because it is somewhat autocratic. 
Of course, Mr. Webb served as an Acting Chief Magistrate for a number of times 
and was fairly entitled to the appointment. And we do not see any substantial 
reason why another man should have been pitchforked into the place. But the 
resolution states that the appointment now made has been sanctioned by the 
Secretary of State and therefore Lord Reay’s Government cannot be found 
fault with. However, the local Government should not have been so severe to 
the memorialists. It is true that the memorialists committed a mistake in 
naming a person, for they should have only said that the appointment hitherto 
enjoyed by uncovenanted officers should have been reserved for them. Is it 
not a strange thing that Government should have thought otherwise ? 


18. The Mahrdtta (2), in its issue of the 5th June, says :—Indeed Lord 
Reay, who has always shown so much laudable anxiety to consult public 
opinion, should not complain if he receives now from the public certain hard 
words for showing such contempt for it in the resolution issued in the matter 
of the appointment of Mr. Crawley-Boevey. The signatories to the memorial 
are all respectable citizens of Bombay and they have a right to expect a cour- 
| teous reply. We hold the memorialists were wrong in speaking of Mr. Crawley- 

Boevey’s unfitness for the post as they did; but that is no reason wh 
Government should on that account write acrimoniously of the claims of brief- 
less barristers and the impropriety of the public expressing an opinion on 
appointments made by His Excellency in Council. We extremely regret that 
such a resolution should have been issued with the sanction of so eminentl 
courteous a ruler as Lord Reay. If therumour be true, it was Lord Reay 
himself who sent a Civilian away from the Secretariat for the over-severity of 
the language used by him towards those who had incurred the displeasure of 
Government. We give the rumour for what it is worth. But it shows never- 
theless what opinion people entertain of the present Governor. The present 
resolution is calculated to shake the faith of the people in the courtesy of the 
rulers and Government will, as a consequence, lose all prestige. As for the 
subject-matter of the resolution we are at one with Government. We hold 
that Government have a perfect right to dispose of the place in the best way 
they please. Such a small office ought not to be an object of covetous- 
ness to barristers. Theirs is a noble profession, and they bring discredit 
“pon it by hankering after these petty prizes. We are of opinion that a 
Civilian of good standing and of literary achievements of no mean order, with 
: large experience of work, is more likely to make a very capable officer than a 

briefless barrister”? as the resolution says, or * one who has not been fortunate 
nough to have gained knowledge and experience by actual practice” in the 
vords of the memorialists. The latter will no doubt take the matter to the 


nape of State for India, but we do not believe that he will interfere with

1% atter which they had settled to the best of their judgment. But we cannot 
o thinking that the memorialists have brought on themselves this angry tone 
af i overnment by their somewhat imprudent conduct. To all appearances 
their object was—or seemed to be—to get the post of Chief Presidency Magis- 
trate reserved for a barrister. If they had stuck strictly to this object in their 
memorial they would have been within their rights; but it was unwise of them 
to have, even indirectly, pleaded Mr, Webb’s cause. That many or most of the 
memorialists desired no more than the reservation of the post for a barrister 
we have no reason to doubt; but the way Mr. Webb’s name was mixed up with 
the affair was calculated to raise the presumption that the promoters of the 
memorial had perhaps another object in view. In spite of the protestations 
of its signatories that they had nothing to do with Mr. Webb orany other per- 
son, but were only concerned in the general principle involved in the appoint- 
ment, the wording and tone of the memorial were not quite what they should 
have been, if the memorialists wished to be even above suspicion as regards 
their object. 


90. Writing on the dbkdri system, the Mahrdtta (2), in its issue of the 
hciada on tha ponly of Sth June, says:—If the present head of Government 
His Excellency the Governor 1n this presidency has come to be liked more for one 
of Bombay to the deputation feature in him than for another, itis his plain out- 
that waited upon him at gyokenness. In his conversation and speeches he is 
Mahdbaleshvar on the subject Very careful, makes a clear statement of facts and in 
eT most unequivocal language at once states what he is 
prepared to do and whathe is not prepared to do. In replying to the 
deputation that waited upon His Excellency at Mahdbaleshvar he stated in 
the plainest terms possible that Government are not prepared to change the 
practice of leaving to the Collector the absolute power of saying where a 
liquor-shop shall or shall not be opened. If we have understood aright, what 
has up to this time appeared in the press andin the memorials on this point, 
we may say without the least fear of contradiction that His Excellency is not 
prepared to concede even an inch on the point on which concession has been 
most persistently sought for. It is the absolute power of the Collector to grant 
licenses to open shops that, according to the popular view of the matter, has 
mischievously increased the number of liquor-shops,—country liquor-shops in 
particular.—and we would, if we could, place some healthy check on this power. 
With his usual cleverness His Excellency has coated his reply on this point 
with the sugar of information that rather goes to conceal the evil than remove 
it, His Excellency suggests that the real meaning of the increase in the 
number of liquor-shops licensed by the Collector is that the consumption of 
smuggled liquor has been checked to that effect. To support this view of the 
case His Excellency adduces some evidence. We may be pardoned for saying 
that we look upon this evidence as irrelevant. His Excellency gives facts, but 
they, we fear, are not all the facts. Before the facts adduced and the inferences 
rawn can be accepted as correct, it must be shown that the consumption of 
smuggled liquor is a fact. We say that the theory of smuggled liquor has no 
‘xistence except in the mind of the Abkari officers. His Excellency says that the 
-\atives are hereditary abstainers and we beg to ask His Excellency how smuggled 
‘{uor to the extent feared by Government officials can be a reality in sucha 
~ munity? What really takes place is this. The liquor contractor ascertains

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91. Writing on the temperance question, the Dnydnodayd (7), in its 
‘sue of the 9th June, says :—If the temperance question had to deal only with 
Jiquor-drinkers the problem would be a comparatively easy one, but it has to 
jeal with liquor-sellers as well, who are a body of men doing their utmost 
to increase its sale by means both fair and foul. In accomplishing this end 
the liquor-seller has practically the moral ‘support of Government. It may 
be true, a8 the instructions to Revenue officers declare, that “the object which 
Government has in view is to restrain, and if possible to correct and diminish, 
the total actual consumption of spirituous liquors,” but the granting of license 
to sell them gives the liquor-seller the protection of Government and the freedom 
to increase his sales without hindrance. Government limits the number of 
shops and regulates the strength of the liquor to be therein sold, but places no 
restraint on the liquor-seller in his ever-increasing attempts to draw men tu 
the druukard's grave. 


99 The Indu Prakdsh (9), in its issue of the 6th June, says :—We have 
long been deploring the spread of drunkenness and have often protested against 
it, We are glad the complaint has reached the Governor's ears and has elicited 
from him a promise of sympathy and co-operation. ‘he promise is indeed but 
, faint one, and is all but negatived by the assumption that the cause of the 
evil is to be sought elsewhere than in the Abkari Department. A cure can 
hardly be expected if the true nature of a disease 1s not known, yet the know- 
ledve of the existence of the disease is itself a step gained, and we think the 
gentlemen who took the trouble to organize this memorial deserve our thanks 
for accomplishing this first step by bringing home to Government the know- 
ledge that there is a large and regrettable amount of drunkenness prevalent 
among the people of this presidency. Lord Reay’s reply to the deputation 
was, a8 we have said above, sympathetic and encouraging, but was beset with 
the one fault which has characterized His Lordship’s utterances of late, viz., 
that there is a studied effort to exonerate from all blame the department which 
has offended popular opinion. Ever since the time of the debate on the Land 
Revenue Bill in the Legislative Council when the Land Revenue Settlement 
Department found its best advocate in Lord Reay, there is observable in His 
Lordship’s position more of the bureaucrat supporting existing officialism than 
ot the statesman sifting the working of the different branches of the adminis- 
tration, The Abkdéri Department has on this occasion received the light of His 
Excellency’s countenance, and may now rest satisfied that in spite of its unpo- 
pularity it enjoys the sunshine of the favour of the head of the Government. Lord 
Reay has certified that the Abkdéri Department is not to blame for the increase of 
drunkenness, The personal experience of the people who come into direct contact 
with the department is, however, otherwise, and the efforts of those who think the 

‘partment 1s at fault must be directed to bringing to light the mischievous 

Ciaracter of its operations. Lord Reay quotes with disapproval Mr. Acworth’s 
remark that the benevolent instructions of Government in regard to the 
Prevention of vice even at the sacrifice of revenue have never been acted upon, 
and says, whatever may be the practice of his predecessors, his own policy will 
me m full sympatuy with the spirit of those instructions. We sincerely trust 
that it will be so, but we fear that His Lordship’s attitude towards the depart- 
ucnt 1s not precisely the one that will enable him to carry out successfully the 
poucy he has sketched out for himself.

a little to account for it. We admit that excise is a legitimate source of revenue, 
but its legitimateness ends when it becomes an instrument for the propagation 
of vice. We find fault with the system which makes the State the distiller and 
the liquor-seller, and introduces a class of agents whose interest it is to en- 
courage drunkenness as far as possible. ‘he measures which Lord Reay now 

roposes, to increase the duty on spirits all round and reduce that on raw toddy, 
are likely to have a salutary effect. We should even like to see the prices 
quite prohibitive and a restriction placed upon the quantity to be manufactured. 
The separation of the manufacturing and selling agencies is also a reform in 
the right direction. Other reforms which may be suggested the Governor 
has expressed his willingness to make, and the duty of the friends of the 
temperance movement lies in suggesting such reforms. In any case to have 
aroused the attention of Government to the necessity for reform is no small 
gain. 


93. The Rdst Goftdr (120), in its issue of the 5th June, says :—Lord Reay 
has lessened to some extent the severity of the 4bkari law, but has not done it 
to the degree he should have done. The deputation not being composed 
of persons sufficiently well acquainted with the abkdéri grievances, His Lordship 
has had no difficulty in satisfying them. The system of giving the liquor 
contract to a single party is barbarous and mischievous, and ought to be done 
away with throughout the districts where it exists, supplying its place by the 
system of issuing licenses to different individuals prevailing in the city of 
Bombay. Thechange would not only inflict no loss on Government, but would 
increase its revenue and relieve the consumers from the evil of the bad drinks 
served to them by the contractors. Lord Reay deserves hearty thanks for 
permitting the license-holders of toddy in Bombay to tap toddy trees in 


the Thana and Koldba districts and thereby increasing the supply of toddy in 
Bombay. 


24. The Kaiser-i-Hind (108), in its issue of the 5th June, observes :— 
In the face of the advocacy of the abkdri system by Lord Reay it may be 
remarked that the abkari law has not been able to check the spread of drunken- 
ness, Neither the decrease in the number of liquor-shops mentioned by His 
Excellency nor the increase in the number of the toddy-shops is sufficient 
evidence to show that drunkenness has lessened. It is feared that the Col- 
lectors lend indirect encouragement to the consumption of spirituous drinks,

jearer than at present being foreign liquors and the classes of people that use them 
being the well-to-do classes, a slight increase in duty will only enrich the foreign 
manufacturers without in any appreciable manner diminishing drunkenness in this 
~ountry, A Bombay contemporary proposes that Mamlatdars and Subordinate 
Judges should preach in the mofussil against the evil effects of drinking, but, in 
our opinion, such advice from them will be ineffectual, because the wide spread 
sf this vice in the mofussil is in most cases due to these Rdo Séhebs. Though 
ll of these officers are not men addicted to drinking, yet there are so many of 
them sO addicted that every taluka must have one or two of them some time or 
other, and this fact we are ready to prove. Since, however, there is some desire 
‘, Government to check the vice of drinking, or since at any rate some high 
functionaries profess that they desire to doso, we suggest that the religious head 
of every community should have power by law to inflict some kind of punish- 
nent on those who drink liquor. Messrs. Telang and Ranade, instead of moving

42. The Indian Spectator (1), in its issue of the 5th June, says :—One of 
the causes assigned by public opinion for the weak 
state of His Highness the Gdikwad’s health at present 
is the attention he personally pays to State business, 
Attention by a prince to the affairs of his State is ver 

commendable in itself. It is only to be wished that most of our Native Chiefs 
and Princes did something of the kind. One reason why in so many Native 
States there exists general misrule is that the Chiefs think of anything but 
business and are devoted mostly to pleasure. There is a person appointed who 
is placed at the head of the administration, called Kérbhari, Divan, or Minister. 
He is the responsible officer of the State. Six times out of ten, if not oftener, 
he is unfit for the heavy weight of the duties he has to discharge. He cannot 
retain his situation without the support of the local representative of the 
British Government. The first article in his political creed is therefore to keep 
this representative in good humour with him, to seek his favour by all means, 
and to show him that he lives only for his favour. Such incense is very grati- 
fying. In return the British Agent takes him under his care, and it is soon 
noised abroad that a very good understanding exists between the great man 
and the little man, The little man now can do anything, and to do him justice 
he is not slow to make use of the immense powers which he suddenly finds 
himself invested with. He may be incapable or corrupt, or both. In any case 
abuses creep into the State—judicial, revenue and all other departments are 
mismanaged. The Native Chief does not care as long as the Minister finds 
the wherewithal for the keeping up of the low but expensive pleasures of 
which his life is composed. He knows how to maintain the dignity of a Raja. 
He is every inch a Réja, and considers it mean to deny himself any pleasure. His 
good stars, which shone at his birth, have given him a Political Agent and a Minis- 
ter who will allow him to do anything short of creating a scandal. It is the 
business of these two officers, chiefly of the latter, to see that whatever may be 
done in the State,—and this includes much,—it is not spoken about to the 
prejudice of the State or the State officers, in such a manner that it may 
ultimately reach the ears of those who are bound to take, and will take, notice of 


it. Short of that anything may be done. In such a state of affairs the helpless 
sufferers do not know where to turn for relief.

to Dini political importance to suppose that it would. Russia is in no hurry about 
Hees. it. One element in the present difficulty is Dhulip 
Sing. He was nothing, perhaps is nothing even now , 
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The life of gilded luxury and pleasure that he led in England would have ener- 
vated the faculties of men more robustly built than Dhulip Sing. But it seemed 
to be no part of the duties of the Government to help him to the end through 
the life that had been chalked out for him. He was in debt and in embarrassed 
circumstances. But the Government refused to pay his debts. Dhulip Sing 
might carry his grievances anywhere. The Government did not care, and 
Dhulip Sing was much too emasculated by his aristocratic English life to be 
very dangerous. Whiy is he regarded with so much concern now that he has 
gone over to Russia t Why is he not ignored now as he used to be before ? 
Because the British Government in their wisdom magnified the political im- 
portance of Dhulip Sing. It must be now admitted that it would have been 
much safer and much wiser to pay off the debts of Dhulip Sing than to 
allow him to go over to Russia and to have his grievances trumpeted 
throughout the world. The world will believe, as we in this country do, that 
Dhulip Sing has a real grievance. His arrest at Aden exposed the weakness of 
the British Government in India more completely than anything else could 
have done. It was not Dhulip Sing who was distrusted, but the people of India. 
This distrust explains the anxiety felt on account of the Russian advance. 
Whatever professions may be made, the Government does not trust the people 
of this country. Itis all very well to produce a hundred proofs that the 
Government is a trustful one. The one single proof is the trust in the hour 
of danger. And the Government do not repose that trust in the people. It 
was only a few years after the forced abdication of the child Dhulip Sing that the 
Indian Mutiny broke out, and the Sikhs fought for the British as they had never 
fought for themselves. This heroic loyalty was never adequately rewarded, 
and Government would not trust Dhulip Sing with the Sikhs thirty years 
after the mutiny! No place in India was regarded safe for Dhulip Sing. This 
distrust magnifies the danger of a Russian invasion a hundredfold. But if this 
were really to happen, 7.¢., if the Russians were actually to invade India and 
the Indians were to turn against the English, could any power on earth save the 
British Government? If there is any hope of driving Russia back it must be 
with India on the side of England. Although the Panjdbis were hitherto per- 
fectly unconcerned about him, they must be sympathizing with him now. They 
cannot but think that England, with all her boasted justice and kindness, has 
sent the only son of Ranjit Sing adrift, and that the much abused Russian Gov- 
ernment has given the prince a comfortable home. The idea of Dhulip Sing 
coming to India through Central Asia in the company of a large Russian army 
must impress the popular imagination very powerfully. We may therefore at 
once dismiss the hope that Dhulip Sing will be turned out of Russia. The 
Russian invasion is an alarm. It may lead to war, but any such war, we may be 
quite certain, will not benefit England. As to the advance of Russia, England 
can check it no more than Russia could prevent the annexation of the Panjab 
or the conquest of Sind. The flimsy right of protectorship will disappear with 
Abdul Rahman, and if Russia then chooses to occupy Herat, England’s protest 
Will be about as reasonable as Russia’s protest could have been against the 
occupation of Mandalay. Until and unless England can make up her mind to have 

ussla as a neighbour in Asia, the position of England will be never secure. 
Distrust in India and constant alarms ahead have done the empire much harm 
already. Russia will steadily profit by this alarm. Instead of strengthening 
her pusition in India, England is straying towards the east and the west. The 
“onexation of Burmah may be followed by the occupation of Kandahar, and 


perhaps this foolish policy will continue until some great disaster overtakes the 
ortune of the British empire.

"™ Sombay” is too wide a definition—this high price prevailing only in the 
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Girgaum district where, owing to want of irrigation and manure, comparatively 
few trees are tapped. Elsewhere in town the price is not so high. In the 
streets and at shops the usual rate is said to be one anna and under. And this 
reminds us of a curious anomaly. The license to sell fresh toddy under the 
tree costs Rs. 10 only, whereas the shop-license ranges from Rs. 50 to Rs. 300, 
besides the cost of establishment ; and yet the shop-keeper can afford to sell toddy 
at an average price of under one anna, while the man selling under the tree is 
supposed to charge 14 anna per bottle! These facts either disprove the latter 
supposition, or give rise to dilution. We are inclined to favour both theories. 
The best thing would be to leave the matter to buyers and sellers. The Gov- 
ernment of Bombay intend to assimilate the tax on toddy liquor and mowra 
liquor to the tax on foreign spirits imported. Now, in the Abkdri Commis- 
sioner’s report and in the Government resolution on it, it has been admitted 
that toddy liquor suits the people’s health. By the proposed uniform rate 
Government, therefore, check the supply of toddy liquor, because its manu- 
facture is more costly than of mowra, and indirectly encourage traffic in noxious 
liquors. Government have been good enough to concede the privilege of 
manufacturing toddy liquor to othersas well as to their farmers, but the sale of 
the liquor is to be an exclusive monopoly of farmers, These latter are not such 
fools as to buy even better liquor than their own from others. They are masters 
ofthe situation. ‘The concession may have been made to induce large imports 
for Bombay town. But reports from Vesdva and Bassein, where the privilege has 
worked for atime, will disabuse the Government of any such notion. The sys- 
tem of selling toddy under the tree is a good one, but the local executive officers 
donot seem to havea liking for it. We wonder if His Excellency knows of the 
petition from the Déhanu taluka ? Government may well congratulate themselves 
on having afforded facility of trade in toddy. But how happens it that Bulsdr 
has its few toddy shops under only one individual and mowra has only one shop 
under a monopolist, who has to pay license fee, tree-tax and a lump sum for 
his monopoly, and who therefore has the sale of his stuff pretty much in his 
own way? Coming to the farming system, we understand one of its evil 
results to be that 1t makes the removal of country liquor from town practically 
impossible and thus stimulates the traffic in foreign poisons. But the more 
serious of the evils is that the farmer has to sell his stuff anyhow. If his 
tender is not found high enough, the Collector returns it and asks him to raise 
it. The farmer does so, and then to make a good investment of it, he may distil 
bad liquor, adulterate it, sell it as widely as he can,—there is no one to prevent 
him doing this. There is a tacit understanding that he is to make up his money 
somehow. There is room for collusion under such a system. As a case in 
point, Mr, Dantra refers to the petition of the people of Bandra. If the griev- 
ances of such a wide-awake community remain unredressed to this day, what 
hope can the backward classes of Gujardt and the Deccan have, who do not even 
know how to formulate their grievances? Another evil of the farming system 
is that it precludes Government from making special arrangements for the 
poorer agricultural and jungle tribes who use a very mild form of toddy liquor, 
mostly as preventive against fever, diarrhoea and other diseases in the rainy season 
and at harvest time. The 4bkari farmer looks upon any special arrangement 
as entailing loss upon him. His interest is to make every section of the commu- 
nity drink of his liquor, such as he chooses to make it, and he has the police 
and the revenue subordinates generally on his side. Looked at from various 
points, the farming system appears to us to be bad. And even from the revenue 
point of view, we think a system of free trade by competition, with a higher 
tax than now obtains, would answer the purpose, while at the same time it 
would remove one of the most potent causes of popular discontent. But the 
Overnment of Bombay seem to have become bewitched by their farming 
a 80 opposed to liberal policy and even the traditions of Anglo-Indian 
mre What, otherwise, is to account for the indecent haste in: which tenders 
sad eng invited by the Abkdéri Commissioner?

A 
commission of experts, with an independent official at its head, will be of great 
use in elucidating facts and allaying suspicion. But for its love of the imperial 
and the abstract, the Bombay Presidency Association could well ask for an inquiry 
into this concrete local grievance. In the meantime, we fail to see why even a 
department, wedded to a vicious system and bad logic, should not try the other 


alternative at least in one zilla.

that is no reason why a harsh and offensive reply 
should have been drafted. The petition was couched 
in respectful and courteous language, it was most in- 
fluentially and largely signed by the leading inhabit- 
ants of all classes, and Government certainly owed 
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+ to the memorialists to give a courteous reply. A refusal is a refusal, but 
there is seldom any necessity, and there was certainly no necessity in this case, 
for embittering a refusal by conveying it in objectionable language. We expect 
frmness, but not flippancy, from Lord Reay’s Government, and the present 
resolution is full of flippancy. The language, the tone, and the arguments are all 
unworthy of a State document. The ill-concealed exultation is another ugly 
feature of the resolution. The writer seems to take positive delight in alluding 
to the ignorance and impertinence of the memorialists mentioned as Sir Jamsetji 
Jijibhoy, Sir Dinshaw Manekji Petit and others including more than 3,000 
leading European and Native citizens of Bombay. No one supposes that 
His Excellency the Governor in Council himself penned this precious docu- 
ment. But at the same time it 1s scarcely possible that it could have been 
published without having been previously submitted to the Governor, although 
we should be very unwilling to believe it. It is to be hoped that Lord Reay 
will now recognise the extreme undesirability of authorising an Under Secretary 
or some such official to issue any and every important resolution carrying with 
it the weight and authority of the Governor in Council. This is not the first 
instance that an ill-worded resolution has been issued by the present Bombay 
Government. Inthe 8.8. Pachumba affair the Government resolution was con- 
ceived in a spirit of levity which was very offensive. That document did not 
attract much attention in Bombay because it concerned the feelings and honour 
of some poor Banids and their women, but the resolution was severely censured 
out of Bombay. There is no fear, however, that this time the resolution snub- 
bing the principal inhabitants of Bombay will fail to attract attention. Every- 
one will regret, and Lord Reay will share this regret, that the drafting of the 
resolution was not entrusted to better hands.

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to disregard its principles for the sake of worldly happiness. Socially speak- 
ing they are tied down by what is called fashion and have no more indivi- 
dual liberty than ourselves. Among them women are no doubt made much of 
and are more educated than our women, but eighty years ago the practice of 
putting wives to auction was prevalent amongst them and they sold them for 
from eight pence to one pound. Though marriages are contracted among them 
with the consent of the marrying parties, yet, remembering the facility which 
they have of obtaining divorces, I don’t think that all the families among 
them are happy. In point of religion, then, what people on the face of the 
earth are so philanthropic, charitable and devoted to God and indifferent 
in their worldly concerns as the people of India? Socially, too, it will be found 
on consideration that we are not much worse offthan English people. In filial 
and paternal affection and in our pride of caste we are ahead of all societies, 
and so I think we have to learn very little from the English so far as religion 
and social matters ure concerned, though it must be admitted that politically, 
commercially and scientifically they are far superior to us. [n speaking upon the 
same subject Professor Shridhar Ganesh Jinsiwdle of Dr. Wilson’s College, 
Bombay, is reported in the Jagad-hitechchhu (34) of the 14th June to have 
remarked :—1 am not one of those men who say that our people had formerly 
neither unity nor nationality. 1t can be proved that we possessed both these 
things. Balaji Vishvandth, Bdajirao I., Madhavrdo and such other statesmen 
perfectly understood the importance of these two principles and they were 
making efforts to strengthen and nourish them. It is to be regretted that God 
made the reign of the Peshwdsa short one. If the successors of these three 
statesmen had been of the same character as their ancestors, the principles 
above referred to would have by this day received considerable strength and 
arrived at a perfect state of development. ‘As regards religion there is no faith 
upon the face of the earth so perfect as that of the Aryas. Thousands of precepts 
like the commandments of Christianity are met with in the Bhdérat, Ramayan 
and other literary productions of the Hindus. Our religion is not so contracted 
as to be comprised in ten commandments. But itis very wide. So thereis no 
necessity for our going to the English for religious improvement. Looking 
to the genealogy of Christianity, it will be found that it is an offshoot of Hindu- 
ism, because the Christians derived their religion from the Jews who received 
theirs from the Parsis, and the Parsis again derived theirs from Hinduism, the 
best of religions. In the matter of their social life Englishmen are not so 
affectionate and kind to their relations as we are, as can be seen from various 
illustrations. Itis plain therefore that even socially we have nothing to learn 
from them. Our rulers say (and our reformers too are of the same opinion) 
that when we are educated and are able to understand our own rights and to 
carry on our government, they will pack up their things in India and retire to 
their own country. I am almost of the same opinion too in this matter, yet a 
ttle attention to the state of Ireland creates misgivings as to the certainty of 
this thing actually coming to pass. Is it nota matter for astonishment that 
the British Government should hesitate to concede to the Trish their rights even 
after a connection of 700 years between England and that country? If, 
therefore, the Irish, who are the same as the English in their religion, manners 
and customs and are connected with them in blood, cannot get their rights, it is 
believing against the evidence of our conscience to believe that the English will 
willingly and of their own accord concede our rights to us who differ from 
them in colour, creed, and customs and manners. In the course of a discussion

to retaliate in a manner least expected. This attitude need not surprise any 
one who has watched with care the unparalleled persecution to which the 
Hindu community has been subjected so long. If there is any ground for sur- 
prise at all it is furnished by the fact that this retaliation has been resorted to 
so latein the day. Let their detractors say what they may, the Poona Brahmans 
have, we think, given these non-Hindu busy-bodies and their contemptibly 
small band of Hindu supporters a lesson which, if they are wise in their genera- 
tion, they will do well to lay firmly to heart. 


35. The Shri Shivdji (62), in its issue of the 17th June, says:—Most of 
the Europeans who come to India being blinded by pride cannot see their own 
shortcomings. They consider it an unpardonable sin if anybody says that 
though Englishmen are now a civilized people yet once they were in a bar- 
harous condition.

In order to reform the social customs of a country they must be 
compared with those of another with a view to ascertain their goodness or other- 
wise. Though England is the most civilized country in the world and its 
women enjoy full liberty, still cases in which English wives are kicked, severely 
beaten, thrown out of windows and maltreated in various other ways frequently 
do occur there. Why should one be afraid to publicly tell the people to consider 
these things? If it is a mistake to publicly refer to such things it is equally a 
mistake to criticise such things in English newspapers. Such cases really 
happen in England. In such matters of course nobody is afraid of the vaunt- 
ings of Englishmen. Some will say that there was no necessity for giving so 
much importance to the croaking of some dirty frogs, but our answer to them 
1s that if they are let alone they are sure to cause much annoyance. In their 
case the use of the whip is necessary to keep them under restraint.

1. The Vaidarbh (2), in its issue of the 18th June, says :—The way in 
which appointments and changes are made in Berar 
Comments on the way in requires the strongest protest on the part of the 
which appointments and people. On previous occasions, when noticing certain

‘eininen of Boxke. unfortunate selections of officers, we had to point out 
what qualifications were necessary in those who had 
to conduct the higher administrative work in Berdr, and how these qualities 
were conspicuous by their absence in these who were then appointed. It was 
then hoped that care would be taken in making appointments in future. But 
experience has shown the futility of our hopes, and we are rudely awakened 
to the consciousness that facts and sober reasoning are thrown away upon 
Government. It is becoming more and more plain every day that, say what 
people may, the head of our local administration is determined not to 
swerve from the path he has chosen. There have been, we believe, few 
licsidents during whose tenure of office there were so many unhappy selec- 
tions as those during the present Resident’s. It is an irony of fate that Mr. 
Cordery’s name should be coupled with the degeneracy of the Berar adminis- 
tration, Himself a man gifted with the highest intellectual powers and known 
in his younger days as a model Deputy Commissioner, that he should have 
deviated from those principles of administration which brought men like him to 
the front is really disheartening. Take the appointments made by him and look 
into their history, and you will find a large number which cannot be justified 
on the ground of fitness. That his recommendations pass unchallenged with 
the Government of India is only one of the many instances which illustrate the 
usclessness of over-centralization. With their external troubles and internal 
cares the Government of India have few thoughts to spare for a step-child like 
erat. Perhaps the only remedy for this is popular demonstration. The 
‘riticism of the press on individual appointments has not produced any results. 
ss noeeenay that there should be popular agitation and a formal represent- 
er the people. What we want is no favour to this province. What we 
ie that the principles which ought to guide the local administration in the 
ort . its nominees for the higher executive and judicial posts should be 
r ctly and precisely settled and formulated. The lines on which the regu- 
provinces of British India have proceeded will serve as a guide in 
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making rules. It is a standing reproach to the administration that 4, 
are no fixed principles on which the selection of its members is mado mh, 
latest appointment which has been made is a striking illustration of the har. 
go-lucky manner of making selections which we deprecate so much. (, i) 
Garret has been appointed an Assistant Commissioner of the second aa . 
this province. Till lately he was only a Lieutenant and was acting as Adi, 
tant. Because there isa paucity of European Assistant Commissioners jp i" 
province Captain Garret is brought in. Our information is that it ig proposed 
to invest him with the powers of a Third Class Magistrate only. These are th, 
lowest powers which by law can be given toa Magistrate. And if Captain 
Garret was on account of his want of experience not qualified to be entruste 
with the functions which properly belong to an officer of his rank, what was 
the good of appointing him? Wehave enough Third Class Magistrates: yy 
then have a man on Rs. 700 a month for doing the work which can as off, 
ently be performed in the Bombay Presidency for Rs. 50 a month or in oy 
province for Rs. 150? And is it not a proof of the slovenly manner in whic) 
the administration is conducted that when the cry is that there ought to be relic 
sent in the higher kind of work, the reliever chosen can grant no relief where 
it is wanted? We learn now that another officer from the Central Provinces, 
a civilian of the name of Mr. Jenkins, is offered an Assistant Commissionership in 
Berar with the prospect of soon becoming a Deputy Commissioner, Captain 
Garret, we believe, is placed amongst Second Class Assistant Commissioners: 
but Mr. Jenkins, like Mr. Obbard, may be put at the head of several European 
and all Native Assistant Commissioners. Both these appointments ignore— 
and most unjustly—the claims of Pandit Suraj Ndérdyan, Attaché. This energetic, 
conscientious, and educated officer has now been serving in Berdr for about 
9 years. He has passed with credit both the Departmental examinations and his 
work has been highly spoken of by all the officers under whom he served, 
especially by the present acting Judicial Commissioner. Mr. Nizdmuddin's 
case is similar to that of Pandit Suraj Ndrayan. But itis not so bad. Mr. 
Nizdmuddin, about whose knowledge, honesty and energy there are no two 
Opinions either among his superiors or among the members of the bar, 1: 
at present only a Supernumerary Assistant Commissioner. By the appoint 
ment of Captain Garret and Mr. Jenkins he will have to wait for many years to 
come to get a permanent Assistant Commissionership, to which in fairness lke 
Pandit Suraj Ndrdyan he has immediate claims. The injustice done to both 
these officers is so obvious and inexcusable that Native opinion may with reason 
attribute the new appointments to a desire on the part of Government 
exclude Natives, however well qualified, from the higher service, and to reserve 
all lucrative appointments for Europeans.

If, then, for the benefit of our country and our 
people and to save the British Government from the future calamities which the 
conduct of malicious Englishmen is sure to plunge them into we exert ourselves 
and make speeches for the edification of our people, why should we be called 
disloyal? Ifthe English are very just, very sensible, very generous and bene- 
rolent, extremely wise and foresighted as they have hitherto represented them- 
selves to us, they will not charge us with disloyalty for our exertions in the 
interests of our country and ourselves, and if they do so they will only make 
themselves liable to be called the reverse of the qualifications above given to 
them. That ruler who notwithstanding his tyrannical conduct compels his 
subjects to call him a good ruler does not even deserve the respect due to 
Umdji Rémoshi (a dacoit). No oneis open to the charge of disloyalty for his 
patriotic efforts against such a ruler, The British Government is very just and 
has been fair-minded towards us up to this time, and we are perfectly sure that it 
will not, on the representation of a few Englishmen, call us disloyal.

The new arrangement is 
imilar to the one by which great injustice was done to India by the abolition of 
the import duties on cotton goods. It will lead to the consumption of larger 
juantities of cheap and adulterated European liquor and will injuriously aifect 
he industry of manufacturing country liquor and the health of its consumers. 
Thisis neglect of the interests of this country. As regards toddy, the reduction 
of all rates on toddy trees to Rs. 10 does not mean much, for the new rate is 3 
or 4 times that which was levied formerly. Toddy will continue dear and it is 
possible that the dealers in it will have to adulterate it with water and other 
articles of adulteration in order to sell it at the price fixed by Government and 
to meet the loss caused by its probable decreased consumption. Unadulterated 
toddy has now become a rare article. The revival of licenses for selling toddy

the Bombay police are very low paid, but their expenses amount to more than 
double the pay they get. Our blind Government may not know how they defray 
their expenses and what offences they commit, yet the people know everything 
about them. We have seen and heard that most of them are vicious. Even 
those among them who get the lowest salary maintain a prostitute, a horse and 
carriage and such other articles of luxury. They are given to drinking and 
use ginja. The salary which they get is not sufficient to pay for all these 
things. They receive bribes and commit all sorts of misdeeds. They are very 
cruel and illiterate and know not what morality is. They do not know their dut 
and do not shrink from committing any offence. On the strength of their autho- 
rity they can do anything and still keep themselves quite free from trouble. We 
have heard that they commit murders, dacoities, robberies and thefts, and when 
they know that an outcry is being raised about their action they accuse some one of 
the act and fabricate evidence to sustain the charge. Sometimes people are put in 
prison and forced to give evidence against a particular man, and if they refuse to 
do so they are included among the accused. All are acquainted with the manner 
in which justice is administered in British courts. One reason why such things 
are allowed to exist is that our people are not bold enough to prosecute Govern- 
ment servants, and the other is that they are fully aware that if they do prosecute 
any Guvernment servant justice will not be meted out to them, say, on account 
of the partiality of Government officers or the British mode of doing justice.

position of the contending parties. But at the same time the Judge must have 
it in his power to award the severer punishment in cases of perversity or special 
hardihood or an attempt to pervert the course of justice in any way. In fact, 
we are for the compromise which Mr. Telang has suggested for the consider- 
ation of the Rakhmabdi Defence Committee. The wife must, of course, forego 
her claim for maintenance; and as for divorce and subsequent action to be 
taken by the defendant, it must be made dependent upon the custom prevalent in 
each case.

The abolition of imprisonment for disobedience 
of a court’s decree is undesirable as it will leave no remedy in cases of persons 
having no means to pay afine. The execution of the decree should depend on 

the discretion of the court instead of on that of the plaintiff. With reference to 
the question of divorce, we are of opinion that the introduction of the system of 
divorce among those classes of Hindus among whom it is not prevalent will not 
be more beneficial than the Widow Marriage Act of 1856. Nor will it be 
beneficial to sanction divorce for reasons for which it is not effected according 
tothe present practice among the classes that recognize it.

His Excellency is always sympathetic and always 
ready to respond to the popular voice. It can be said of his Government, what 
cannot be said of many Indian Governments, that it 1s always ready to move, 
to keep pace with the times, and recognize the force of public opinion. Once 
again, the Bombay Government has taken the lead in a very important matter. 
At its instance the Government of India has issued a circular to all local 
Covernments asking opinions regarding the amendment of the law as exemplified 
in Rakhmdbd4i's case (Section 260, Civil Procedure Code). The proposal is to 
amend the law so far as the restitution of conjugal rights is concerned. There 
vill be a great outcry—not a very general one we trust—against what will be 
considered legislative interference. But bounce of that sort should have no 
weight with Government now. The question has been well threshed out, 
and all the bunkum about Hindu law and holding out a premium to conjugal 
rebellion has been satisfactorily disposed of. It is not Hindu law that should 
send a wife unwilling to fulfil the marriage contract to jail. Compulsion of this 
sort is repugnant to the spirit and letter of the Hindu law. That being so, the 
proposed legislation will be confined to the excision of a foreign penalty which 
has been laid down by mistake for the infringement of a law native to the country. 
The question is not one for the Hindus, but for Hindus, Mahomedans and 
Christians, all alike. Restitution of conjugal rights should not be enforced by 
imprisonment. That is all that the Government is going to do, and there can 
be no difference of opinion on such a subject. ‘To those who have triumphantly 
pointed to the law in some Native States where wives are imprisoned if the 
refuse to cohabit with their husbands the Government should pay just the same 
attention that it did to those who vociferously attempted to defend the custom 
of sati, [The Rdst Goftdr (120) and the Hitechchhu (77) of the 26th and the 
30th June respectively approve of the abolition of imprisonment. |

(‘orporation with no better idea of participating in municipal government than 
to be elected by intrigue or influence, only to support jobbery and corruption, 
orto read their names in print with such ready-made speeches as the profes- 
sional reporter can manufacture for them. The Municipal Corporation has been 
known to bean unwieldy body. The want of intelligence of sume of its members 
is as notorious as the want of responsibility of others. And where the Corpora- 
tion has been pleased to act or been driven to a show of action by the taunts 
of the public press or mild rebuke from Government, it has not seldom covered 
itself with ridicule. Its exhibitions of weakness have sometimes been very 
painful indeed. And has it been much better with that so-called Town Council 
for the City of Bombay? With such material for our “local parliament,” 
where is the wonder if an astute and energetic officer like Mr. Ollivant drives 
through both assemblies of the city’s elect with a coach and six? ‘The way in 
which he has led the best of them by the nose is as creditable to the skill of our 
municipal autocrat as it is the reverse of it to the patriotism of the urbs prima 
iu Indis. Under these circumstances, one might be justified in holding that it 
would be honester to let power and responsibility go hand in hand in the person 
of the official executive. Any other condition than this presupposes the exist- 
ence of a responsible, independent and self-sacrificing body of men to protect the 
interests and give voice to the wishes of the rate-paying community, And this 
again implies the existence of an educated and self-respecting electorate.

No 
doubt, in these days such a subject as this is distasteful to Government, and the 
present attitude of the public mind is very convenient as it makes no demand 
on the purse of the Government, while it has set class against class and man 
against man. We think that all of us must join in asking the spread of primary 
education without any injury to higher education. This isthe central point for 
which we must strive even though at the cost of some other desirable aims. 
Instead of asking Government to interfere by law in our social institutions, if 
we ask it to make education compulsory we shall be doing the right thing. 
Why should we not have a compulsory education Act? We now put the 
question before our leading men and the Government in the hope that some- 
thing will be done in the matter.

We, the undersigned rate-payers, 
have come to know that you have passed a resolution to award a gratuity equal 
to a twelvemonth’s salary and an honorarium of Rs. 7,500 to Mr. Charles Lee, 
the late secretary and engineer, on his retirement from service. This resolution 
hich you have passed is illegal, because in the Municipal Act it is nowhere 
mentioned that an honorarium should be given to a municipal servant on his 
retirement from service. There is mention of three things only: Ist, he may 
be granted pension, or 2nd, gratuity, or 3rd, compassionate allowance. But an 
honorariam cannot be included in any of these allowances. Before a pension, 
gratuity or compassionate allowance is given to any one, there must be rules 
famed to that effect and sanctioned by the Commissioner in Sind. In the 
absence of such rules you have no right to give away any sum of money to Mr. 
Lee. This is not one of the purposes to which the funds of the municipality 
should be applied. Notice is therefore given to you to reconsider your resolu- 
tion and cancel it. If you do not do so but pay the money, you will be held 
personally liable for it and you will be dealt with according to law.

Afghanistan has been of late an eyesore to the 
English, and the Amir’s so-called leaning towards Russia and the present rebel- 
ion in Afghdnistén are causing very grave apprehensions as regards the British 
‘nterests in India. The English papers have therefore very loyally come 
‘orward and have commenced styling Abdul Rabman a blood-thirsty and 
voracious tyrant. Abdul Rahman is, as far as we know, universally acknow- 
ledged to be a well-informed and intelligent ruler, but the English entertain 
grave suspicions about his loyalty to them. The present unsettled and 
rebellious state of Afghdnistan 1s too golden an opportunity to be lost, but the 
resence of the Russians in its vicinity has greatly disconcerted the British 
politicians of the day and the Afghdn question is becoming daily more and 
more complicated. Hngland, being just now unprepared for a war with Russia, 
has been trying to put off the evil day by negotiations. We read that England 
is trying to settle the Afghdén question by proposing a partition of the 
country between herself and Russia. If at this critical time instead of assisting 
an ally England were to enter into such a negotiation with a foreign power, 
it would be a greet stain on the honour and integrity of the British nation and 
would cause much distrust among its allies and the loyal Native princes. We 
therefore hope that in the interests of the British Empire in India, and out of re- 
gard for her past traditions, England will try and gain the confidence of the Amir 
instead of making him a prey to her political intrigues. Such a step will 
establish the confidence of the Indian princes and of the people at large who 
are now eagerly watching the progress of events in Afghanistan.

In the Forest Department the superior appointments 

are those of the Conservators, Deputy Conservators, Assistant Conservators, 
and Sub-Assistant Conservators. There are 3 Conservators, 16 Deputies, 
10 Assistants, and 13 Sub-Assistants. One Conservator and one Sub- 
Assistant belong to Sind. The Sub-Assistant Conservator’s salary varies from 
Rs. 150 to Rs. 200 a month and he gets travelling allowance at Rs. 60 
in addition. In this department Natives have not risen above this grade. 
Theone Native who shines as a solitary officer drawing between Rs. 5,000 and 
Rs, 10,000 a year is Mr. Framji Rustomji Desdi in Sind. He has risen to the 
trade of a Deputy Conservator because he came to the department as a trained 
ofhcer. From a perusal of the rules that regulate promotion in the grades 
of this department, it will appear that the Assistant Conservatorship is fixed 
to be the pedestal from which the graded forest officer should rise. Examina- 
ons for these posts are held in England under rules passed by the Secretary of 
State for India. Aspirants to these posts thus labour under the same difficulties 
. those who wish to enter the Civil Service. To afford facilities to Natives

overt appointments there were as many as 2/2 appointments in the patronage 
of Government. It must not be supposed that there is even the slightest 
‘ntention of reflecting upon the abilities of those who have entered the 
department by this new door. It must be admitted that many of them 
have turned out well and distinguished themselves in the service. But the 
point we should like to direct attention to is that merit and patronage bein 
antagonistic principles are destructive of each other. If what the real interests 
of the department want is proved merit and capacity, and ifthe principle of 
open competition has been accepted as the best means suited to the requirements 
of the service, why can patronage be not given up altogether? From the 
history of the services of the-occupants of these fat posts we find there are 
not even a dozen who entered the service by the door of merit. They 
come or are shoved in by the back door. The bar of the Commission would 
be the best place, we think, to examine the claims of those who entered the 
Forest Department during the last eight years, and we therefore do not examine 
the nominal roll here. Suffice it to say that there 1sa little too much of jobbery 
here. We should have been less severe in our remarks on this condemnable 
system if the evil had been confined toappointments. The system frustrates the 
policy of economy, raises the cost of working the departments and diminishes 
their efficiency. With the sanction of the Secretary of State for India the 
Imperial Government issued their Resolution No. 157 of 38rd March 1884, 
sanctioning the reorganization of the superior establishment of the Forest 
Department. Thus the cost of supervision was materially increased and it 
was the European agency that profited by the arrangement.

The Sindhi Translator used 
to get and still gets Rs. 250 a month for signing translations made by 
nig assistants. The Sindhi Translator is generally a gentleman who can 
only speak broken Sindhi, and he is selected for the post, not because he 
knows Sindhi well, but because he knows English, his mother-tongue, better 
than his assistants. Government evidently cannot find a single Sindhi in 
the province who knows both Sindhi and English well enough to be an efficient 
translator. Now this, if true, proves conclusively that Sind is a most backward 
province and a most neglected one. In the sister province of the Panjab men 
have actually been found competent to serve as District Judges and even Chiet 
Court Judges. The Panjab was acquired in 1849 and Sind in 1843. And yet 
in Sind education has made so little progress that Government apparently 
can only get its translations done by appointing a Sindhi scholar who is not 
an English scholar and an English scholar who is not a Sindhi scholar. Lord 
Keay, however, when in Sind poohpoohed the idea that Sind was at all back- 
ward in education. We have a gentleman from Sind in our Legislative 
Council, and Sind can boast of at least half-a-dozen LL.B.’s and more than a 
dozen graduates. Education, however, is not the monopoly of University men. 
The able Sindhi member of the Legislative Council is not a University man, 
and like him there are, we dare say, at least some self-educated, self-made 
men in the province who can beat even the graduates in their knowledge of 
English, Why is it then that none of the graduates and none of these self- 
educated men has ever been appointed Sindhi Translator? Considering that 
Government cannot yet make up its mind to advertize in the Sindhi intel- 
lectual market for a head containing sound knowledge of both English and 
Sindhi, we are rather surprised to find that they have had actually the good 
sense to appoint a Sindhi to the post of Educational Translator. The Educa- 
tonal Translator gets, we believe, Rs. 210 a month; the Sindhi Translator gets 
Rs, 40 more.

We are at a loss to understand why those who are able 
and competent to practise on the Appellate Side and in all the courts subordi- 
nate thereto should not be able and competent to do the same on the Original 
Side only, notwithstanding the fact that the business transacted there is, except 
in its Admiralty jurisdiction, exactly similar to-that done in the courts of our 
Subordinate Judges, where an inferior class of practitioners has satisfied the 
needs of the suitors and assisted efficiently the administration of justice. 
Moreover this exclusion of the High Court pleaders does not obtain in the 
Madras High Court. So far as we are aware, there is no Original Side to the 
Allahabad High Court similar to that in Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 
Therefore the question cannot arise there. From this it follows that the 
rules are not uniform in the various High Courts. We put it therefore 
to the makers and the defenders of the existing rules in Calcutta and 
Bombay to say whether the High Court pleaders of Calcutta and Bombay 
are in any respect inferior to those of Madras. The 14th rule of the Bombay 
High Court tells us that a vakil may in the circumstances laid down 
therein be permitted to appear and plead in an appeal from the Original 
Side. Then we ask why may he not do the same in the court of first 
lustance? Will anybody enlighten us on the point? How such inconsist- 
encies stand in the records of our highest tribunal and how they are toler- 
ated by its luminaries, we, laymen, are at a loss to understand. We hope our 
High Court will be more consistent. Then again, as an effect of the rules, no 
option is left to the suitors on the Original Side to choose their mouthpieces 
according to the gravity of their cause, their means and predilections. If any body 
Wishes to engage any of the vakils for him he cannot do so. What we contend 
for is that all the three classes of practitioners should be allowed free scope on 
the Original Side, the selection from amongst them being left wholly to the 
suitors. If a suitor considers that a vakil will satisfy his requirements he 
should be free to engage him. No suitor is likely to allow his cause to suffer 
any way. He is shrewd enough to know who will satisfy his requirements. 
For instance, on the Appellate Side where the vakils practise, barristers are 
engaged on numerous occasions by the suitors in important cases. They will do 
the same if necessary on the Original Side. There should be no arbitrary rules 
. : vir Way, and also in the way of the vakils. As regards efficiency, many 
= ; Pleadors on the Appellate Side are quite able, as is seen every day, to 
vl vir Own against barristers. On all these grounds and many more which 
a ope to urge on some other occasion, the present rules require to be revised 
our Y, ight of allowing the vakils to appear on the Original Side, and we urge 
akils’ Association to move in the matter without any loss of time.

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subjects as that of enforced widowhood by a responsible body like the one pro- 
eed by Babu Sitdkant Mukarji, Deputy Magistrate, Dinagpore District,—and 
shat too in & constitutional manner—will prove of great use in adapting from 
‘me totime the Hindu law to the varying requirements ofthe situation. Such 
, constituted board will also provide a recognized channel by which alone the 
Legislature, which is foreign in its character, can keep itself in touch with 
responsible popular opinion on the subject. In the absence of such a recog- 
sized institution all efforts at reform are apt to be spasmodic in their character, 
1s they have hitherto been, and calculated to do in the long run more harm 
than good. Until the Indian Legislature becomes thoroughly representative in 
‘ts character, there will always be legitimate ground for distrust of every 
attempt made by it to interfere with the autonomy of any Indian community, 
and with the autonomy of the Hindu community more especially,—a com- 
munity the intellectual defenders and custodians of whose ancient traditions 
«have a hereditary instinct for self-preservation ’ in a far larger degree than 
that possessed by any other community. This undeniable fact affords another 
-eason, if any were at all needed, why the Indian Legislative Councils must be 
oplarged on a really representative basis. And if our English friends sincerely 
wish to improve the status of Indian women, very little reflection ought to show 
‘o them that the only way in which the desired reform can be secured is the 
reconstitution of our Legislative Councils ; for then and then only such changes 
asmay be found necessary—and far be it from us to say that no change is neces- 
sary or will be found to be necessary hereafter—will be made in due course 
without any suspicion and distrust of legislative action by the State. Modern 
forces, if they are to be fully utilized in the interests of progress in social 
reform, must be utilized in a manner most approved by modern polity. 
We freely admit that the full consummation of even this political reform is a 
work of time. But it is a sheer illusion for any man, be he who he may, to 
contend that this reform must follow and not precede social reform generally, 
and the improvement in the social and civil status of Indian women particularly, 
whereas the history of almost every civilized country proves almost to demons- 
tration that the best way to secure social reform is to secure cautious political 
reform in the first instance. Ifin the intermediate interval, however, a responsi- 
ble body like the one suggested by Babu Sitdként Mukarji could be formed, it 
would very probably prove of great usein ensuring a steady and progressive ad- 
vance of the community concerned, and in preventing new abuses from creeping 
into the social system ofthe Hindu community. We are inclined to think that 
this is the only method by which, if at all possible, the object in view can be 
attained. If the Parsi community, which has always shown a remarkable apti- 
tude for adapting its manners and customs tothe varying requirements of 
the situation, found it absolutely impossible in 1865 when the Parsi Marriage

When it is found expedient 
and practicable to legislate on this subject, it will be much bet’er to absolute- 
ly prohibit by law marriages under a certain ago-limit whatever that limit 
may be, than to prescribe by law the age of consent and to make marriages 
taking place before that period voidable at the discretion of the parties 
hen they shall have attained the said age of consent. A proposal falling 
under the latter category was made by Mr. Justice Raymond West, 
sogesting 14 and 12 to be the age of consent for Hindu boys and girls 
respectively. Sir W. Hunter in his paper on “The Hindu Child Widow” has, 
however, very properly rejected ‘he proposal as impracticable ; and the reasons 
assigned by Sir W. Hunter for rejecting the proposal cannot but commend them- 
selves to every right-thinking mind. Sir Williim says: ‘To the third scheme 
(ie, prescribing the age of consent) there is the edditional objection that the 
adoption or renunciation of marriage by a girl of 12 or a boy of 14 would either 
he a meaningless formality or a defiance of parental authc ity by children too 
young to judge wisely for themselves.” The same objection holds good even if 
the age of consent were raised to 20 and 15 for boys and g'rls respectivelv, 
as recently recommended in a proposal which the London Times, without probab.y 
knowing what it meant, certified as “a modest andr sonable request,’”’ even 
though the age limits are obviously higher than those obtaining in England. The 
great importance attached by all Or:ental communities to parental guidance and 
control in such matters may be inferred from the fact that even a consensua' 
marriage by a Parsi boy of 20 with a girl of 15 without the consent of parent:

Asregards the monetary 
roposals we have no objection to them, except that they become quite useless 
in the generality of Hindu cases when the wife disobeys the decree. Then 
somes the provision to which much objection will and ought to be taken, viz., 
that of divorce. On the one hand there is no provision securing divorce on the 
petition of a husband, while it 1s proposed that a wife may get a divorce if she 
proves adultery by the husband. Now it 1s rather awkward to examine a pro- 
vision which may be only a loose expression of what is really going to be 
provided. If the intention is to allow the wife the privilege of obtaining a 
divorce if the husband disobeys the decree for restitution, it may bea little 
less objectionable provision than if it be intended to empower the disobedient 
rife also to get a divorce by proving adultery by the husband, although in each 
case, no doubt, the provision for a divorce will cause much discontent and dis- 
like inthe Hindu community. In this respect we think the provision goes 
further than the English law, In England the husband can get a divorce from 
his wife by proving her adultery, but the wife has to prove both adultery and 
cruelty by her husband for the same purpose, while according to the present 
proposals the wife will be able to get a divorce by proving only adultery. 
It may be asked why parties unwilling to have each other's company 
should not be allowed facilities to become independent of each other. But we 
answer the question by asking in our turn why so many restrictions are 
placed upon divorce in England and why temporary marriages are not allowed. 
The truth is that every person in society has to be governed by some principles, 
and even though these principles appear to operate harshly in individual cases 
they are to be observed for the sake of the general good. If need were we might 
cite authorities to show that the law should not allow divorce to be obtained 
very easily. But we do not think that to be necessary. Everybody acquainted 
with the subject knows that, and we are quite sure that if the Bombay Govern- 
ment had not been weak enough to be influenced by a mistaken sympathy for Rakh- 
mabdi and if the Government of India also had not shut its eyes to the real facts, 
We should never have witnessed the spectacle of an attempt to rashly interfere 
ln Our institutions. We hope that the opinions received from the referees, 
provided the choice is properly made, will show Government the mistake it 
contemplates committing.

Itis stated in the beginning that they wish to bring 
the Indian law on the subject into greater conformity with English law; but 
when we come to the actual proposal, we find that the suggestion goes a good deal 
beyond even the English law. In the English law non-compliance with a 
decree is not a ground for claiming divorce, but that in addition the husband 
must be shown to be guilty of adultery; while the suggestion referred to 
‘nthe circular is that in India such non-compliance on the part of one party 
should be a ground for dissolving a marriage upon the application of the other 
party, provided of course due provision is made for the issue of the marriage 
and compensation is given to the party divorced. Is this not, we ask, im- 
provement on the English law on the subject—improvement which it would 
be dificult to introduce evenin England? If so, how can the Government of 
India even think of introducing it here, and why should they have given it an 
uncalled-for place in the circular and invited the opinions of the public and 
local Governments thereon when they have pledged themselves not to interfere 
in the social customs of the Hindu castes? We cannot therefore but disapprove 
in totoof the suggestion that non-compliance with the decree should be made a 
ground for dissolution of marriage even in those castes where such divorces are 
allowed, as being directly opposed to Hindu law and practice. To sum up. 
We think Government would be ill-advised to go in for any more legislation on 
the point than what is absolutely necessary. Imprisonment may be abolished 
in ordinary cases, but it is a dangerous principle to force the English law on the 
Hindus because some castes amongst them allow divorce. Our opinion is that 
after amending the sections in the Civil Procedure Code in the manner suggest- 
ed by Mr. Telang, and after making provision for maintenance and damages to 
the party aggrieved, Government ought not to go any further. The question of 
divorce is a distinct one from that of the restitution of conjugal rights, and it 
should be entirely left to the castes as at present. Let them decide when, how 
and where such divorce is tu be granted according to the custom in each caste.

‘njuriously affects all classes of people and a time has arrived when they must 
ll raise an outcry, though nobody will listen to them, howsoever bitterly and 
loudly they may complain. From the manner in which Government is at pre- 
sent discouraging education by making it dearer than before and by causing 
confusion among the school-going children on account of the creation of a new 
examination called ‘the University Final School Examination,’ it appears that 
fortune is about to frown on the English people. Those far-sighted ancestors 
of theirs, observes the paper, who acquired the Indian empire were wisely of 
opinion that education should be given to the Natives with a view to make 
them better amenable to British rule, thinking as they did that it was more 
dificult to rule over illiterate than over educated people. With this view they 
introduced an educational system among the people, which after a course of less 
than a century Government is unwisely thinking of putting a stop to. It 1S 
true that the education thus imparted has not increased the amount of learning 
in the country, but it has opened a field for all people, whether high or low, rich 
or poor, 10 which to better their material condition. The industrial and artizan 
classes gave up their former pursuits and betook themselves to the Government 
schools in the hope of getting employment. For some time they went on well 
in this their new occupation, but now they find themselvesina fix. They have 
lost their industries as well as the prospects of employment afforded to them by 
the encouragement of education amongst them. ‘These classes, not to say any- 
thing of the Brdhmans for whom nobody need care, are now in great difficulty 
about their maintenance and their discontent is sure to be felt by Government 
at every step. Government and the people should, therefore, duly consider this 
state of things and do what is needful under it.

The 
chairman, on breaking up the meeting, announced that he had presided over 
+ for the last time. He had resigned. Three cheers were called for and re- 
sponded to. Will not the rate-payers now move in the matter and ventilate 
their grievances, and the Commissioner in Sind exercise his powers, call for 
papers, and give the whole proceedings his best attention ? He may be sure that 
his right of veto would be well exercised in this case and would meet with 
entire public approval. I would point out the gross irregularity perpetrated 
in having Mr. Steele’s amendment set aside, although passed by a majority, 
thus throwing out the original proposition of Mr. Ffinch. A protest signed 
by several members has been handed over to the president and perhaps the 
Commissioner in Sind will shortly be addressed. 


37. The same paper says :—It was by a very simple arrangement that the 
propositions regarding the Queen’s Road and the Kafila Serdi were passed 
together. “Give us the one and we give youthe other” was the sort of tacit 
compact by which a lakh and a half, if not more, of public money was given 
away.

ee on pie i abruptly left England and the alleged insult to 
ee Native Princes now in England for the Jubilee, and 
observes that this news is startling and sorrowful, if true. It hesitates to believe 
that these Princes have been intentionally insulted. They ought to have 
magnanimously overlooked, says the Akhbdr, the shortcomings of the British 
authorities in failing to entertain them according to the Indian fashion, for the 
latter can hardly be expected to know Indian etiquette. Ifanybody is to blame 
in the affair, it is His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales and other mem- 
bers of the Royal family who have visited India, tasted of the hospitality of 
Indian Princes and know how to treat them. If they had advised Her 
Majesty the Queen in the matter and got more attention paid to the Native 
Princes, such an unpleasant event would never have occurred. The Akhbar 
then jocularly advises Russia to take this opportunity of sumptuously enter- 
taining these Indian Princes in her capital before they cross the Suez Canal 
and to come with them to India to conquer it, as such a course would save her 
the trouble of crossing high mountains. [The Jdme Jamshed (105) of the 8th 
July says that it is unbecoming on the part of the Indian Princes to complain of 
disrespect, for 1t cannot he intentional, and that the people should await further 
particulars before forming any definite opinion on the subject. The Bombay 
Samdchdr (86) of the 8th July observes that if the news be true much sorrow 
will be produced in India, that such conduct towards the Native Princes is 
injurious at a time when they and the people of India are regarded as lending 
strength to Britain, and that a minute enquiry ought to be speedily made in the 
matter. The Samdchdr thinks it possible that the British authorities who have 
erred in this affair may have acted under the advice of some Anglo-Indians 
il-disposed towards the Princes. The Home authorities ought not to regard 
the affair as trifling, as it foretells bad results. Those who have committed the 
mistake should be blamed and the Princes reconciled. The Satyavakta (124)

Original Side. dare say not. Let us take the case of advocates for 
instance. The majority of these are barristers from 
England (nay, some of them from Scotland and Ireland even!) According 
+o the curricula of their examinations they are utterly ignorant of the systems 
of Indian law, particularly of Hindu and Mahomedan laws, besides the want of 
knowledge of the vernaculars. But pleaders, on the other hand, are, in addition 
to Indian laws, required to pass their examination in the various branches of 
the English law, and in Roman law also. From this it will be seen that at the 
outset they stand, as a class, better equipped for the requirements of their pro- 
fession than barristers. But this is very complacently lost sight of. Then 
again a pleader ‘of ten years’ standing (see 24 and 25 Victoria, c. 104, s. 2) 
becomes eligible for a seat on the bench, but he cannot as such ever become 
eligible to practise on the Original Side. There being nothing in the law to the 
contrary, a pleader-judge can (which is however never allowed) preside in this 
same Court on the Original Side, the exclusive field of advocates, where he was 
denied the privilege of practising before elevation to the bench. This, we 
submit, is another monstrous anomaly. Then we approach the question in 
another light. The jurisdiction of the Bombay Court of Small Causes which 
is regarded as part and parcel of the Original Side extends to Rs. 2,500. Now 
a pleader can appear, and does always appear, in suits up to that limit in this 
Court, however complicated the suits may be, but he cannot do so if the suit 
be for the recovery of Rs, 2,501, although it be of the simplest nature possible, 
because it has to be tried by the High Court in its ordinary original jurisdiction. 
This is what always happens. The short causes on the boards of the Original 
Side are of the easiest nature possible, but there the suitors must engage a 
double set of practitioners, viz., solicitors and barristers. Therefore, taking all 
these arguments into consideration, we submit that the present rules require 
to be revised in the light we have thrown upon them, not only in the interests 
of our High Court pleaders but in those of the suitors also. In asking that the 
doors be thrown open to the pleaders we have not the slightest intention to 
embarrass the advocates and solicitors. They are very useful in their own way. 
What we urge is that the pleaders also be allowed to practise there, so that 
while they will not feel that they are receiving unfair treatment, the 
suitors also will find it beneficial to them. Let there be free trade and no 
protection in this matter as in other matters. That is the boast of England. 
We say, let it be acted up to in the High Courts also, and then we shall have no 
reason to complain of the protection of vested interests.

90. The Kannaddé Suvarte (141), in itsissueof the 15th July, says :—Now- 
v-days it has become an easy affair for soldiers and cruel Europeans to shoot 
‘mocent Natives. Weare at a loss to know how Government tolerate such 
things. Last Saturday (9th July) a certain soldier, while hunting, shot an in- 
nocent cultivator near Ahmedabad. The soldier and his companions say that 
it was an accident; while the wounded man and his companions assert that the 
soldier, being enraged on account of his having been prevented from killing a 
peacock, shot the cultivator intentionally. Some months ago a similar case hap- 
pened at Ahmedabad and the accused was tried and acquitted. Such trials lead 
mean and cruel Europeans to attach less value to the life of a Native than to 
that of a dog. No white demons are required to diminish the population of 
India as there is a large number of savage beasts for that purpose. We hope 
that Government will take some steps to check European soldiers in this 
matter.

The very worst 
criminal is not absolutely beyond the hope of reclamation, and no Christian 
Covernment could think of setting the seal of crime upon any criminal, A 
tattooed criminal can never mend his ways because he will bear the mark of 
Cain to the day of his death. Anyone will be at liberty to strip him to the skin 
and declare him a criminal, even if he takes to honest ways of life. Hven if 
all other means of identification fail, this measure cannot but be deeply re- 
ugnant not to the Native community alone but to the whole Christian and 
mortal world.

In this matter it is not necessary for the Municipal 
Commissioner to so much as consult the guardians of the municipal purse. By 
section 262 Government take to themselves the power of appointing persons to - 
inspect municipal water-works. Upon the report of this officer Government 
ould by the authority of section 577 require the Municipal Commissioner to 
repair, improve or otherwise render sound and effective the Vehdr water-works. 
Thus the Town Council will have silently to look on while its money is being 
pent by the Commissioner. The large reservation of power which Government 
| make in constituting the Corporation, the Town Council and other committees 
in Bombay practically makes self-government in this city more a name than 
a reality and the control sections therefore appear to be superfluous. The 
legislators will, we hope, see their way to modify the “ Constitution’ clauses 
| and make the Bombay Corporation a model for the formation, of mofussil 
municipal boards ; otherwise the mofussilites will have just reasons to find fault 
with the leaders of Bombay society. The transitory provisions added to the 
Bill as Schedule B are a distinct admission of the fact that the changes con- 
templated by the Bill are radical and these clauses naturally suggest a question 
whether the changes proposed are reformatory or revolutionary. We fear they 
are of the latter kind, and should the Bill in its present form pass into an Act 
the citizens will have little reason to congratulate themselves on the fact. For 
on comparing the new Act with the old, they will find that they have to fill 
the treasury and the Municipal Commissioner to spend the rupees. For the 
privilege of electing their city fathers they will have to pay a good deal in 
heavier taxes, while the only consolation of possessing power commensurate 
with financial burdens will not be in their hands. 


27. The Indu Prakdsh (9), in its issue of the 11th July, says :—The position 
of the Municipal Commissioner in reference to the Corporation and the Town 
Council must first be clearly defined. To our mind the Commissioner is simply 
the executive officer of the Corporation and the Town Council, and as such ought 
to be subordinate to them. As the draft at present stands, it seems as though 
the Commissioner was the equal of these two bodies. Section 4 mentions (qa) 
aCorporation, (b) a Town Council, and (c) a Municipal Commissioner as 
the three elements of the municipal constitution, and the enumeration calls to 
mind the three elements of the British constitution which are supposed to be 
all equal in power and authority. In the municipal constitution, on the other 
hand, the Corporation ought to be the paramount power, the Town Council a 
committee of the Corporation with delegated functions and as such subordinate 
to it, and the Commissioner the executive officer and subordinate to both. 
Unless the Commissioner is thus given a subordinate position he will easily defy 
the Corporation and the Town Council in a matter where his views may not 
accord with those of any of the latter, as was well illustrated in the matter of 
the production of the correspondence lately asked for by Captain Selby. The 
Commissioner, being appointed by Government and being only removable by 
Government, has no reason to be deferential to the wishes of the Corpora- 
tion. The constitution should be so framed as not only to enable fair-minded 
ae upright persons to work straight and smoothly, but to make it impossible

It may be here pointed out that the offer of the municipality is perfectly legal, and 
that under section 24,clause 15, of the Municipal Act “establishing and maintaining 
jwiddle class and primary schools ”’ is one of the obligatory duties of a municipality. 
And if the municipality 1s satisfied that when the Government shall have closed its 
own middle class school there would cease to be within its jurisdiction adequate 
provision for efficient instruction in the middle class school course,—and we 
respectfully maintain that of the adequacy and efficiency of the provision the 
municipality alone is most competent to judge in the first instance—we fail to see 
how the Bombay Government can be justified in refusing to accept the offer 
of the municipality at Ahmednagar. The utmost that Government can do is to 
refuse any grant-in-aid to the municipality in support of the said middle class 
school and to require it to bear all the charges connected therewith. It is no 
more justified in refusing to accept the voluntary offer of the municipality than 
in preventing the municipality from establishing and maintaining a middle class 
school of its own after the existing Government school is closed. We are half 
inclined to suspect that this last view of the question at issue, based upon the 
proper interpretation of the Municipal Act, has been lost sight of by those who 
are responsible for the contemplated unqualified abolition of the City School at 
Ahmednagar. [The Jdme Jamshed (105), in its issue of the 16th July, expresses 
a hope that the school will either be granted a fresh lease of life, amalgamated 
with the Government High School at Ahmednagar, or made over to the local muni- 
cipality. Government ought, says the Jdéme, to take one of these three courses, 
as the granting of a monopoly in secondary education to the local missionaries 
is most Objectionable and prejudicial to the spread of education. | 


29. The same paper, writing on the same subject in its issue of the 
l4th July, says :—It is extremely to be regretted that Lord Reay has of late 
been singularly unfortunate in his educational policy; and it is to be hoped 
in the interests of the future of educational activity in this presidency that 
His Excellency will reconsider the whole question by the light of the Education 
Commission’s Report, and that he will most scrupulously avoid doing or ini- 
hating anything which will encourage immature and inexperienced local Native 
bodies to come forward with an offer to relieve Government of its educational 
responsibilities.

The Hitechchhu (77) of Ahmedabad 
of the 14th July says that the Princes ought to know from the insult given to 
many of them in many public gatherings in India that the Government treat 
thom as zaminddrs while they speak of them as their allies. The honour 
‘ven to some of them in such gatherings is, remarks the paper, due to the 
oy spent by their Karbhéris and the entreaties and flattery of low 
European officials, which cannot but lower these Princes. The Native Princes 
| ought not therefore to have expected honour in England and should have 
joined England as friends in honouring European Princes. It was well that 
the Indian Princes who have unnecessarily gone to England were made to 
march in the front of the Jubilee procession. They ought to console them- 
selves by thinking that if England has lowered their dignity before the 
European Powers instead of increasing it she herself will suffer. It is to be 
regretted that Englishmen should in their pride very often hurt themselves. 
It thinks that the greatness of the Native Princes consists in not noticing 
such conduct. | 


38. The DinBandhu (5), in its issue of the 10th July, says:—Ffor the 
good name of our rulers it is to be hoped that an enquiry will be instituted into 
the grievances, if any, of the Indian Princes who are said to have been slighted 
by the officials in England. Power and dignity, in the true sense of the 
words, these potentates do not and cannot possess, circumstanced as they are 


at present; but in their own States they can at least keep up a semblance of 
both, Their exposure, therefore, in the face of all Hurope, now represented in 
London, cannot but make the Rajas feel keenly their situation. 


39, The Nate Opinion (10), in its issue of the 10th July, says :—The 
abrupt departure of His Highness the Holkar may no doubt be due to 
other causes than uncivil treatment, and we shall be very glad to learn that it 
is s0. But if the cause of it is no other than the treatment in England of His 
Highness, we have no doubt that the cause which gave such umbrage must be 
more than a trifling one. We are not prepared to say that His Highness would 
be ready to take an offence without any real cause, but at the same time we can- 
not conceive that the English public and the responsible authorities will inten- 
tionally do anything calculated to offend the susceptibilities of an Eastern Prince. 
Probably the whole is due to some misunderstanding, and we have every reason 
to hope that it will be explained away. No doubt there is much explosive 
matter in the very difference of the ideas of the east and of the west about 
court etiquette, and there is likewise danger in the different estimate which 
might be made in England of the position of Native Princes from that arrogated 
o them by themselves. Very probably a Native Prince feels that he is an in- 
dependent monarch, although he is not really such, while people in England 
cannot be blamed if they consider him to be not greater than a very wealthy 
and powerful noble. This divergence itself might produce some misunderstand- 
he Which might at times defy the soothings of even a Sir Lepel Griffin, although 

e be considered to be fully able to cope with the Irish difficulty. Had it been the 
rv ar alone who is reported to be displeased we might have sought some 
1_t explanation of his hastiness, but since the same news includes almost all 
7 tinces we think the blame must rest on shoulders other than their own. 
* Co not for a moment entertain the idea that any offence was meant. But

Pin been such, although quite unintentional, as to give offence to our 
file “s. Any way it is certainly a very disagreeable piece of news and the 
* lb 18 properly explained the better. ) 
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40, The Indu Prakdsh (9), in its issue of the 11th J uly, says :—The Mahd- 
e4ia Holkar is of a somewhat impetuous turn of mind himself and is not the 
Prince to pocket an affront, if there has been any, in receiving him and doing 
him the honours due to his exalted position. In England a princely foreigner is 
more apt to be lionized than insulted or neglected ; and so far as the Hnglish 
eople go, the Mahéraja can possibly have no reason to complain. But at some 
reoeption or other there must have been some mistake, probably unintentional. 
It is a pity he was not received properly when he arrived at Charing Cross. 
The India Office ought to have known how to consult the wants and prejudices 
of Indian Princes, and if anything has gone wrong it will have to be laid at the 


doors of the noodledom which seems to reign supreme there. However, it is 
wiser to wait for more facts. 


4). The Kesari (89), initsissue of the 12th July, says:—On taking into 
consideration that Englishmen are generally ignorant of the proper way to 
keep the dignity of the Native Princes, and the state of their mind on account 
of the heavy duties they had to perforin on the occasion, we are led to think 
that there is much truth in the telegram received by the Bombay Gazette from 
its own correspondent. If the incident has really occurred, we think His 
Highness the Mahér4éja Holkar committed a mistake in acting as he did. It 
is somewhat childish to be displeased with Her Majesty the Queen for the 
faults of her servants. Her Majesty would have at once considered his grievances 
if they had been properly laid before her. We do not know how the shrewd Sir 
Lepel Griffin could not win over the Maharaja. Sir Lepel is a great statesman and 
we think that it is not beyond his power to bring both the parties to a proper 
understanding in the matter, and we have strong hopes that he will do it. 


42. The Satyd Shodhak (59), in its issue of the 10th July, says:—From 
the experience we had at the time of the grand Delhi Darbar and on the occasion 
of the arrival of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales in India we were not 
in the least surprised at the news that the Native Princes of India who have 
gone to England to witness the celebration of Her Majesty’s Jubilee were not 
treated with as much deference as they deserved. If in India they are slighted 


even by a Revenue Commissioner, what could be expected from the authorities 
in England ? 


43. The Arunodayd (13), in its issue of the 10th July, says :—We all along 
advised the Native Princes of India not to go to England as they might not be 
received there in a manner befitting their dignity, but to no purpose. Ifthe 
Native Princes wanted to express their loyalty to the Queen-Empress they could 
have done so even here. In our opinion the Princes must have been persuaded 
to go there with no other motive than to show to the general public that they 
are tamed and are mere tools in the hands of the paramount power. It is also 
evident that Government only speak of treating them as friendly allies while in 
reality they don’t do so. We heartily commend the spirit of His Highness the 
Mahardja Holkar in abruptly leaving England. This spirit seems to be dying away 

rom among the Native Chiefs. People are likely to think that Government are 

enerous when they dishonour the Princes who at the time of the Indian 
lutiny in 1857 rose against their own subjects and but for whose assistance the 

— rule in India would have been extinct. It is therefore necessary for 

De crument to apologize for what has occurred to the insulted Native 

Meha and particularly to the Mahdérdja Holkar. We at least hope that the 
ahéraja will not come in trouble on account of his abrupt departure.

45. The Pandit (151), in its issue of the 15th July, says:—His Highness 
the Mahérdéja Holkar is hot-tempered and became angry with Lord Dufferin when 
hewasin Bombay last year. It is to be regretted that the young Mahdrdja should 
have now fallen into a passion with the Imperial Government. It is feared he 
night one day meet with the misfortune that befel Mahdrdja Malhdér Réo 
Céikwid. When the young Holkar ascended his ancestral gddi the first thing 
bo did was to dismiss the trusty Karbhdris of his deceased father and give 
‘asult to the aged among them ; and God has punished him with the insult he is 
aid to have received. Very probably there isa misunderstanding on the part 
of the Mahdrdja in connection with the alleged insult. The Native Chiefs 
should act with great consideration, else they might lose their royal status one 
day.

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Parr 1.—Politics and the Public Administration. 


1. Writing on the British administration of India, the Native Opinion (10), 
in its issue of the 17th July, says:—The present 
British sey! 3; a = policy of Government in India is tyrannical and dis- 
ministration of ‘ne. trustful, and its painfulness is aggravated by the at- 
tempts which are always made to varnish it with the appearance of justice and 
sonfidence. The Forest, the Income-tax, the A’bkéri and almost all other Acts 
awe their origin to the principles of an inexorable money-lender, though they 
are represented in a different light. The Forest Act is intended to ward off 
famines by copious rainfall, the income-tax is levied to defray the additional 
military expenditure required for the protection of India, and the A’bkdari Act is 
meant to check the vice of drinking among the Natives. Open oppression is 
preferable to these blows with the closed fist. It is by the hght of Western 
education that we have commenced to understand the artifices of the English. 
Better if we had been quite ignorant and illiterate. The present state is un- 
bearably painful like that of a serpent made powerless by means of spells and 
medicinal drugs. In this state of things how miserable must it be to know 
that Government does not trust us! Whocan think of the Arms Act, the un- 
favourable reply of Government to the petition of the people for permission to 
enrol themselves in the volunteer corps, the Native Civil Servants turned out of 
the Revenue Department, the partiality evinced in the public services, the difficulty 
experienced by the people of India in getting into the Military Department and 
such other things without the consciousness of the distrust of Government? 
Can there be under these circumstances loyalty and affection in the minds of the 
subjects towards their rulers? The first mistake made by the English in the ad- 
ministration of India is, therefore, their distrust of their subjects. Trust begets 
trust,and if in accordance with this principle Government place confidence in their 
subjects, the latter will behave towards them right loyally and there will be no 
cause for anxiety about the safety of British rule in India. The second mistake 
of Government is their ambition to extend their empire in all directions. 
When an empire becomes unwieldy it cannot be properly controlled, and the 
consequence is that anarchy and disorder take the place of rule and order, and 
the whole is lost in the end, as was the case with the Roman Empire. The third 
mistake is the policy of Government towards the Native Princes. Though 
these princes are loyal and faithful to the paramount power, the latter does not 
abide by the provisions of the treaties entered into by it with its tributary 
States. The fourth mistake is the ruin of the nobility or the wealthy, who of all 
people are the most averse to a change of government in consequence of their 
being the first to suffer by such a change. The behaviour of Government 
towards the zaminddrs of Bengal, the indmddrs and the money-lenders of the 
Deccan, and the jameddrs and the khots of Konkan is most arbitrary, and 
overnment seem to attempt their ruin by such measures as the Tenancy Act, 
the Summary Settlement and the Deccan Agriculturists’ Relief Act. The con- 
dition of the khots would have been the same as that of the zaminddrs and 
others but for the unceasing exertions of the Hon’ble Réo Siheb V. N. Mandlik, 
OS.L, and Mr, A. T. Crawford, C.M.G. These are four blunders that Gov- 
‘thment commit in India, and it is necessary that they should be rectified in 
order to win over the hearts of the people at the present political crisis.

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9 The Pandit (151), in its issue of the 22nd July, contains a communi- 
cated article, the writer of which says :—The pay of 
the regimental sepoy is Rs. 7 per mensem, which 
amount was fixed when provisions were very cheap. 
Of late prices have more than doubled, and the Native 
private finds it very hard to maintain himself and his 
wife and children and to send a remittance to his aged 

rents at home within the pittance he draws. The sepoy sanguinely expected 
‘that this serious grievance would be removed on the occasion of the celebration 
of the Jubilee of the Queen-Empress in England, and is much disappointed 
at finding that nothing has been done in this matter. It is, however, to be 
hoped that steps will be taken to increase the sepoy’s pay at least by two rupees 
or mensem. On his enlistment a sepoy gets a bonus of Rs. 30 for the 
archase of regimental necessaries, but has to spend Rs. 50 upon them, the 
jifference of twenty rupees being defrayed from his pocket. It is therefore 
| very desirable that he should get the actual cost of the regimental necessaries. 
Ifthe two favours are conferred on the sepoy, military service will be more 
popular than it is at present.

# theret een allowed to rise to the grade of an Assistant Superintendent. It 
ore nearly impossible that we should be able to point out an instance 
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of a successful Native Assistant Superintendent in the Revenue Survey 
Department ; but there are Natives working under the modest designation 
of surveyors who have been doing the work of Assistant Superintendents. 
We mention only two names for the present. Mr. Béldji Ddéji Namjoshi has 
erformed these duties most successfully for the last seven years in the British 
districts, and Mr. Wdéman Sadashiv has been doing similar work in the Native 
State of Janjira, The progress reports of the departments can be cited in 
evidence of the great capacity these gentlemen have shown, and the work 
done by them is superior to that of their Huropean colleagues (vide page 7, 
paragraph 28, of the Poona and Nasik Survey Progress Report for 1885 for 
Béldji Daji, and Ratndgiri Survey Progress Report for the same year, page 6, 
paragraph 26, for the services of Waman Saddshiv). Similar instances and similar 
good services can be mentioned in a few more cases as well. But for the system 
of patronage these gentlemen could have risen high and done creditably good 
work. We then come to the Forest Department. Hers we have four names to 
mention for the present. They are Lakshman Déji Joshi, Ndérayan Balldl Oka, 
Govind R&émchandra Mahdjan and W4man Rémchandra Gavdnde, The gentle- 
men whose names we mention to-day have each acted in the grade of Assistants, 
and in their acting appointments have acquitted themselves very creditably, as 
the administration reports will testify. About Mr. Gavdnde Mr. Shuttleworth 
says in his report for 1885-86 that “he supervised the work during the absence 
of Mr. Wroughton and his work is deserving of commendation.” About Mr. 
Mahdjan he says, “‘ the excellent work of demarcation carried out by this officer 
in the Bhor State during the past four or five years will always reflect credit 
upon his activity, intelligence and tact.” Similar extracts can be quoted for 
the other gentlemen also. Native Sub-Assistant Conservators have one more 
fact to cite in evidence, namely, that it is from their ranks that the heads of 
Forest Departments in Native States are selected and there they have invariably 
proved their clever heads, The question then naturally arises as to why 
they are not promoted, and the only answer we can give to this is that 
the back door being kept open others get in and Natives find no room for 
themselves. We next come to the Jails. In this department the grievance 
is greater. Natives have been partially ousted from the posts of jailors and 
completely from those of Superintendents. The Civil Surgeons occupy 9 
out of 26 District Jail Superintendentships, a few are under Deputy Collectors 
and a few more are under resident European Superintendents. Thus those 
who are jailors or Superintendents in the subordinate jails are generally 
not promoted to the higher grades. There has been a prejudice prevail- 
ing in this department against Natives, and Native candidates for the higher 
posts have been the victims of this prejudice. This prejudice prevails in spite 
of facts to the contrary. Native jailors have times out of number been appointed 
to temporary vacancies, and they have as a rule shown their fitness to the satis- 
faction of superiors. If instances were wanted we might mention the names 
of Moreshwar Sakhdrdm Chitnis, now retired, Wdsudev Sitdrdm, now lent to 
the Rajpipla State, and Dhanjisha Hormasji. There are no examinations for 
admission to the office of jailors, and if the Inspector-General were asked to 
prepare a statement showing how the large number of outside men came to be 
in the department, it is very probable that some strange cases of patronage 
would be brought to light. In connection with these three departments we 
ste to suggest that competitive examinations be made compulsory, and that in 

® case of jailors, outsiders ought to find no admissions.

these documents So far as the enunciation of principles in a broad liberal 
} enirit is concerned ; but the moment you try to look at the practical application 

of these principles you must be prepared tor the sorest disappointment. After 
aven a casual perusal of the foregoing resolutions one would naturally expect to 
fnd, as 20 years have elapsed since these resolutions were issued, at least some 
"Native Assistant Superintendents of Police in this presidency; but, strangely 
enough, there 1s not one such Native officer throughout | the presidency 
holding a permanent appointment in the higher grades. Can it really be that 
suitable Native candidates for such posts have not been found by Government 
| which declared in 1868 that ‘‘it would not lose any opportunity of appointing 
Natives” to such posts? It is simply impossible to place any reliance upon 
such a plea, if advanced, but we trust that the responsible officers will think 
twice and seriously before advancing such a plea. Of the two Native gentlemen 
appointed Assistant Police Superintendents before 1868 it is admitted that, 
though one of them turned out a failure and had to be removed from office, the 
other turned out *‘ most successful.” Andif we are not much mistaken, not 
one Native has since been appointed to the post of Assistant Superintendent of 
Police. Educated Natives with the other necessary and special qualifications 
for the Police Department are expected to come forward. Special stress appears 
to be laid on the term “ educated,” and it would be interesting to know how 
many of the European Police Probationers, from whose ranks the higher grades 
are recruited, could honestly and decently claim to be included in that term. 


But we must reserve further remarks for a future occasion.

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eople whom toddy is not a luxury but a necessary article of food. The agita- 
8 as you suggest, should not be carried on only here. Considering that the 
department is determined under any circumstances to persevere in its mis- 
chievous policy, notwithstanding all the generous attempts of His Excellency 
the Governor to mitigate, to the best of his power, the hardships now 
endured by the poor, and having regard to the fact that some interested 

ersons are likely to misrepresent facts and misguide the British public by 
contributions in English newspapers and periodicals—considering, I say, 
these circumstances, it is essential that a war on 4bkdri matters should be 
waged in England with the view of obtaining for the voiceless poor that triumph 
which the justice of the case demands. And for such a purpose it is needful 
to enlist in their cause men like Messrs. Samuel Smith and Bradlaugh in the 
House of Commons and Lords Ripon and Roseberry in the House of Lords. 
The agitation should be strong and continuous, and supported by such incon- 
trovertible facts as shall put to shame the Government here which, I regret to 
say, is being misled into accepting one-sided official statements. Allow me to 
point out to-day whether the tree-tax is justifiable. It is Rs. 10 for cocoanut and 
brab trees in Bombay and Rs. 5 for date trees. The former yield, according to 
official computation, 80 gallons and the latter 40 gallons. In other words, the 
tax on all the three kinds of trees comes to 2 annas per gallon. Is this rate a 
justifiable one? Let us see what is the rate of duty charged by Government on 
ale and porter imported into this country. Itis one anna per gallon. Can 
Government adduce any convincing argument in favour of retaining the duty 
on a beverage acknowledged to possess a uniform alcoholic strength of 11°7 at 
one anna when toddy in its highest state of fermentation possesses a strength of 
10-2 only ? And let it be remembered that this strength is only attained after 
toddy is exposed to heat for 24 hours. For fresh toddy, after three hours, has 
an average strength of 5°6 only, and of 7°5 after 8 hours’ exposure. It is fresh 
toddy we are here concernedwith, that is, toddy exposed trom 8 to 8 hours at 
the utmost. The alcoholic strength is a little above one-half that of ale and porter. 
So that virtually the duty on fresh toddy, which has just one-half the alcoholic 
strength of beer, is charged 100 times higher. Is that justifiable? And that 
in spite of the admitted fact that fresh toddy is a necessary article of food with 
the labouring poor, which is certainly not the case as regards beer and porter. 
As the French use light claret for their curries, so is toddy consumed with rice 
or bread by the poor working men. And I ask whether a Government that 
legislates for the protection of the labouring classes hy means of the Factories’ 
Act can show a tittle of reason for taxing a necessary article of food at sucha 
rate as to make it difficult to procure and thus deprive them of an important 
and cheap source of nourishment ? I need not here remark that it is acknowledged 
that toddy acts as a real tonic to invigorate the labouring class, and is even 
used ag a remedy against certain diseases, such as those of the liver, fever, 
dysentery, &c. In Sdlsette poor women in confinement are greatly benefited 
by a moderate use of brab toddy liquor and children of the age of from 2 


to ¢ are given brab toddy mixed with some drug to prevent worms. Such is the 
efhcacy of toddy.

ture of the State has been actually ordered. Properly speaking there were, 
we believe, no free-studentships ; for, even the so-called free students were 
charged half fees, but now they must pay the whole or quit the school, The real 
magnitude of this saving may be gathered from one instance. The Elphinstone 
High School, we suppose, is the largest institution of its kind, and has more 
than one thousand students. The number of half-free-students heretofore 
allowed in this school has been ten per cent., or five entirely free ; so that for one 
thousand students who pay the heavy fee, only fifty were allowed to be free. 
But this has evidently been found to be an unbearable proportion of eleemosy- 
nary education in a Government school, and has therefore been altogether 
abolished. A small opening of this sort for a few really bright but poor learn- 
ers, we fancy, finds a place even in English institutions; but whether it does 
so or not there, there can be no doubt that it is desirable in India. Cannot 
the step be reconsidered P This is a poor example of the boast that the educa- 
tional expenditure of the State could be curtailed without affepting the efficiency 
of the department. Let the Under-graduates’ Association persevere in its efforts 
to secure the repeal of this order for petty economy. It is of the same sort as 
the abolition of the water-supplier in Government offices, who cost Rs. 5 or 6 
a month, against an average abstract of as many thousands of rupees per 
mensem for the rest of the establishment, and saved much distress and trouble 
to the poor clerks trudging to their places of business in a tropical climate.

This seems 
a pretty handsome number, and yet there is complaint that civil work is 
neglected. This has been a cry in the wilderness for years past, but surely 
district officers can by no means shirk off the responsibility of making proper 
arrangements for work between their subordinates. All civil work up to 
Rs. 5,000 is done by Mr. Ajudhya Prasdd, who has two Assistants, Mr. Macgill 
and Mr. Price. The first officer, writes a correspondent, has been unwell for 
many days past, and cases go on accumulating from day to day, thus making a 
bewildered mass at the week’s end. Naturally this entails an amount of incon- 
venience and trouble to suitors, and witnesses have to be fed with numberless 
doses of fresh batias. If there are too many cases for one day, one can under- 
stand some of them being adjourned, but it is absurd to ask parties to be 
present from day to day until finally a date can be fixed for their case. In 
these days of agricultural activity it is ruinous to people that they should be 
detained in this negligent manner. What wonder is there if justice suffers under 
such an odd arrangement ? Mr. Price and Mr. Macgill, both young officers of 
great promise, are hampered in their civil work by treasury and criminal 
work, As to Captain Garrett, he is just having his lessons, we _ believe, 
inlaw. And the crowning piece of the whole system is the district officer 
himself, who, by the bye, hardly receives petitions twice a week ; he is more or 
less engaged in criminal cases and civil original or appellate work is at a stand- 
still in his court. I£ we look to the Small Cause Court at Amrdoti, on the other 
hand, we find a regular influx of suits. ‘To the wonderful working capacities 
of Mr. P. N. Bhat, the Small Cause Court business is as nothing. We have, 
however, to suggest one thing in connection with that Court, viz., that the 
Judge should hold his court from 11 in the morning to 5 in the evening 
and not, as is done now, from 2 in the afternoon to 9 at night. The sub- 
ordinate officers must, no doubt, feel very uncomfortable when they have to do 
Work so late as that. We were amused to learn that some of the pleaders 
oo cases in that court could go there after their evening meals. Perhaps 
a ime suits everybody well except the low-paid and overworked subordi- 
—_— We hope that the Judicial Commissioner will take due notice of these 
ings and set everybody within proper bounds.

Post, Salt, Public Works, Registration, and so forth. Ali the witnesses, except 
one, are officials and the greater number of them Europeans. It may be easily 
conjectured what the character of the evidence of such witnesses must be. The 
Covenanted Civilian in uncovenanted employ says that the post he occupies 
must always be filled by a Covenanted Civilian. The uncovenanted Huropeans, 
on the other hand, will have none but uncovenanted Huropeans in their 
respective services. Mr. Ainsworth, Superintendent of the Preventive Ser- 
vice of the Customs Department, will have no Natives in that service. Mr. 
Couldrey of the Mint has a strong opinion against covenanted men, and will 
hot trust Natives with the post of the Deputy Assay Master or the Assay 
Master. Mr, Hight of the Forest Department will not promote Natives beyond 
the rank of rangers. Yet notwithstanding this adverse evidence, which must 
in some measure be laid to the account of a natural and, to a certain extent, a 
justifiable bias in the mind of these witnesses, there is a considerable residue of 
testimony favourable to the claims of Natives, which, coming from such adverse 
Sources, 1s especially valuable. Thus in the Accounts Department Mr. Barrow 
admits that Natives make good accountants and suggests that treasury officers 
should be promoted to superintendentships in the Accounts Department. He 
of course says that Natives should not be appointed where there is contact with 
Uopeans. But he admits the competency of Natives for the work. It is 
rather surprising that no evidence worth the name has been forthcoming in 
regard to the working of the Educational and the Police Departments. Dr. 
*terson gave some valuable evidence in regard to the first and Mr. Bocarro, 
fo presentative of the East Indian community, asserted the claims of his class 
Preferment in the second. But there is no other evidence, official or other- 
se, bearing on the working of these departments. Perhaps the heads of these 
ben ments consider their working perfect and therefore requiring no elucida- 
a Peterson brought to light some legitimate complaints relating to the 
nt hs Which the graded system is worked.

the institutions where they are posted. We agree with Dr. Peterson that it is 
wrong in principle to put the Professors in competition with the Inspectors. 
It either distracts their mind from their legitimate work, or causes them un- 
merited loss and indignity. ‘The grades of the Professors ought not to be mixed 
up with those of the Inspectors, and the former should have no occasion to cast 
wistful or envlous glances at the latter. In the Public Works Department, 
avain, Mr. Khandubhai Desai puts forth a real grievance. It is certainly highly 
unsatisfactory that when the College of Science at Poona is turning out every 
rear thoroughly qualified men, Covenanted Engineers should be imported from 
England from the Cooper's Hill College. That institution inflicts a double 
wrong on India. It has to be maintained with Indian revenues and the men it 
turns out have to be provided for in India at the expense of qualified men in 
India itself. There are two indigenous institutions of Civil Engineering—the 
one at Roorki and the other at Poona—and the pupils of these institutions have 
given satisfaction. There are besides the Royal Engineers. Between the three 
we ought to get enough men to supply our engineering wants. We agree with 
Mr. Khandubhdi that the Cooper’s Hill College should be abolished and the 
service supplied with our own men.

petty posts. A great mistake appears to have been committed, says the paper, 
in first calling the heads of departments as witnesses and relying chiefly upon 
their evidence. The enquiry is one-sided and therefure farcical. The Rdst 
is afraid that the enquiry, as at present conducted, does much injustice to the 
Native public, as it leads to the wrong impression that Natives do not care 
to secure the numerous posts in the subordinate service and that it will do harm 
instead of good to the cause of the Natives. [The Akhbdre Soddgar (79) of 
the 25th and the Bombay Samdchdr (88) of the 27th July say that the Sub- 
Committee appear more to have listened to the complaints of the heads of de- 
partments than enquired into the grievances of the Natives. The Samdchdr 
remarks that it was shown in the course of the enquiry that several Europeans 
do not like Natives to enter the uncovenanted service, that they do not 
believe that the Natives possess the necessary ability and honesty for the 
discharge of the duties pertaining to petty uncovenanted appoinments, that in 
the covenanted service of this presidency the number of Natives drawing large 
salaries is very small, and that they receive for the same work less salary than 
that given to Kuropeans and Kurasians. If the Sub-Committee only attend to 
these matters and show a way to His Excellency the Viceroy to mend then, it 
will deserve thanks from the Native public. The Natives will have no cause 


to complain if it also suggests means to redress the grievances of European

‘This supersession of the claims of Natives is evidently the result 
of Rule 7 of the rules regulating appointments and promotions. With this we 
leave the Accounts Department this week ; should the Committee be pleased to 
take proper notice of this we may make further disclosures. In connection 
with the Accounts Department, we beg the Committee to ascertain (a) if the 
time has not arrived when the proportion of one Native in every three appoint- 
ments of the superior grade fixed by the Government of India in their resolution 
in the Financial Department No. 141 of 14th April 1876 should not be enlarged ; 
(b) whether members of the subordinate accounts-service have not established 
their claim to be allowed to rise to the ministerial branch ; (c) whether the 
subordinate service should not be exclusively recruited from qualified Natives 
(Asiatics) ; (d) whether an opening should not be allowed to the Huzur Deputy 
Collector in the ministerial branch of the accounts-service. The second depart- 
ment we take up this week is that of Customs, Salt and Opium. In this depart- 
ment there are in all 130 appointments carrying a salary of 100 rupees and 
upwards, ‘These are filled up by 63 Europeans, of whom 36 are domiciled; 
96 are filled by Hurasians, and 41 by Asiatic Natives. In the report called for 
by Government Mr. Moore has expressed it as his opinion that the resolution 
of Government laying down the restriction that in future Natives alone should 
be appointed to places above Ks. 200 should not be made applicable to his 
department. In this opinion of the Commissioner the Government of Bombay 
have expressed their concurrence. Thinking in his own way Mr. Moore argues 
that Natives lack the capacity, ability, steadiness of character and independence 
which Kuropeans possess. It would be very important to ascertain from Mr. 
Moore if the same qualifications were not necessary in the Revenue and 
Magisterial Departments ; if Natives had not come out as successful Mémlatdars 
and Deputy Collectors; and if they had not proved their fitness for Police 
Inspectorships and Sub-Assistant Conservatorships. For the very reasons which 
Mr. Moore urges in his confidential report No. 104, dated 29th May 1885, we 
think it necessary that the department should be opened to Natives. With the 
emphatic opinion of the Commissioner and the milk-and-water approval of the 
Government of Bombay before us, we too cannot say that the restriction con- 
tained in Resolution No. 21-746-53, dated Simla 18th April 1879, should be 
made applicable to this department wholesale. We suggest that a proportion 
ofhalf and half be fixed, and should this be found to work successfully, the 


terms of the resolution herein referred to may be made applicable to this depart-

Part II.—Legislation. 


31. The Indu Prakdsh (9), in its issue of the 25th July, writes :— Whatever 
claims a Medical Registration Act may have in the 
eyes of the medical profession, and even of the Anglo- 
Indian public—and they are said by one of our con- 
temporaries to be overwhelming,—to our mind the 
measure is fraught with the greatest mischief. It will be a new instrument of 
oppression in the hands of the executive and of interested agitators, and will be 
an unnecessary interference with the liberty of society. Whatever the medical 
profession may think about it, the great mass of the Native lay public is sure to 
look upon the measure as a great hardship, and in its interest we are bound 
to make a timely protest against the proposed measure. We are aware that the 
proposal will have many powerful supporters in the public and the press, and 
considerable influence may be brought to bear upon Government to take 
action in the matter. But anyone who is at all acquainted with the condition of 
Native society will not fail to condemn it. The Bill, if one is framed to give 
effect to the proposal, will have, we feel sure, little chance of passing in the 
Legislative Council. But we raise our voice at this stage in the hope that the 
proposal may be nipped in the bud. We have it on esteemed authority that so 
eminent a man as the late Dr. Bhéu Daji was a believer in native medicine, and 
did not fear to practise it. We are not concerned here to justify native medicine 
in its entirety, nor are we qualified to do so. but we do believe on very good 
authority that there is a great deal in native medicine which is valuable and 
worth preserving. We admit that the system, in some of its aspects, is in a crude, 
undeveloped state, that it is perhaps not as scientific as the European system, and 
that perhaps it has many faults, but to cast it aside altogether for that reason and 
to characterize its practitioners as quacks and poisoners is, to our mind, the height 
of blindness and intolerance. We readily admit that among the professors of 
native medicine at present there are not many persons who have really studied it, 
and that there is more of tinsel than gold in them, butof how many of thepractition- 
ers of Kuropean medicine can the same thing not be said? In any case, to con- 
demn the whole system for the faults of some of its representatives, even of the 
majority of them, is, to say the least, very unscientific. Our objections to the pro- 
posed measure are that it will be injurious, unworkable and inoperative. Not- 
withstanding all that may be said about the increase of qualified practitioners of 
rice medicine, it is an undeniable fact that they are usually too costly for 
* generality of the Native public. Those of the public who can afford to fee 
°ctors have even now, without any proscribing Act, proscribed vaidyas and 
akims from their houses. With or without good reason there is a growing 
money to have greater confidence in the doctors than in the vaidyas and

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law is only to be declaratory of qualifications, to show who is who, as the Times 
of India puts it, the qualified practitioners for one thing are at present suffici- 
ently ear-marked. Further, the people do not look to licenses: they care for 
skill, and if they get the skill they do not care whether the professor of it is 
licensed or unlicensed. If, on the other hand, the measure is made penal it will 
only lead to clandestine practice. It will not prevent the people from calling in 
their favourite and trusted medical advisers, no matter what their qualifications 
may be in the eye of the law. It will thus be an instrument of oppression in 
some cases and demoralization in others. So far as the Bill may be intended to 
prevent injury to human life by ignorant and unskilful practice, the evil is, we 
think, sufficiently provided for by the Indian Penal Code. To pass a special law 
making medical practice criminal in certain cases is to unduly multiply penal 
enactments—a thing by no méans desirable in the interest of society. Thus, in 
any view of the casé, we think the measure is highly injurious and uncalled for, 
and we trust Government will not allow themselves to be influenced by the | 
interested Clamour of a class as against the best interests of society in general, 
and against sound policy and morality. 


32,‘ The Mahrdtta (2), in its issue of the 24th July, says :—Many of those 
who have no knowledge of the Hindu medical science believe that itis an utter 
sham, full of quackeries. But, on the other hand, we have the evidence of 
competent men who have studied both the Western and Eastern sciences in 
support of the usefulness, importance and value of the latter. At the present 
moment we can point to four or five Native gentlemen in the city of Poona who 
are healing the afflicted and curing the diseased by hundreds, all according to the 
native methods. We therefore hold that in any law that may be framed, 
room must be made for such géntlemen. Government is not likely to 
encourage the study of this ancient science. It is declining and may die ulti- 
mately, unless our medical graduates make it the business of their lives to keep it 
up. The Native medical practitioners are very useful, because their charges 
are generally moderate. ‘They very rarely charge for medicines. In ordinar 
cases they merely prescribe, and the patients can very easily prepare the medi- 
cines for themselves. The compounding is very cheap. On a comparison of 
the cost of treatment by a doctor and that by a vaidya, it will be found that 
the former generally is twice as heavy as the latter. For the poor people the 
Native vaidya is the only available resource in case of disease, and this must be

There is a reduction of Rs. 1,22,000 in the new grant as compared to the 
proposed expenditure of 1886-87, but that reduction is directed to be made in 
the allowances to private agencies for buildings and the departmental expendi- 
ture on the improvement of school-buildings, on the- ground that such expendi- 
ture may be postponed when a reduction in public expenditure is imperative. 
Wecannot admit that any reduction in educational expenditure is at all 
justifiable, considering that it is already too low. Let us hope that the reduc- 
tion will be temporary. The increase allowed in the contract grant is not 
considerable, having regard to the fact that the general revenues have also in- 
creased during the same period. Government must not ignore the fact that 
education is getting much less than it deserves, and that it is necessary that 
amends should be made for it whenever possible.

With reference to the editorial note in the Sind Times of the 16th 


July on Dr. Pollen’s position in Mr. Lee’s affair, a 
correspondent, under the signature of ‘ Public,” ob- 
serves in the Sind Times (4) of the 20th July :-—In 
the last special meeting of the municipality Dr. 
Pollen denied that he had threatened. the managing 
committee with dismissal, or that he had any such 


power. He simply quoted the law that they were 
bound to obey all orders, and the managing committee appeared to have mis- 
construed it into a threat of dismissal. Now Dr. Pollen’s words cannot undo 
his deeds. He distinctly writes to the managing committee that if they don’t 
obey orders the municipality may discontinue or alter their constitution, and 
then backs out of it and says, ‘I did not intend to threaten you.’ An intention 
is to be gathered from the act; if you defame me, I have every right to suppose 
that you intended to defame me. Dr. Pollen might be in an awkward position. 
It might be invidious for him to oppose his predecessor’s proposition. But his 
conduct in the special meeting of the 22nd ultimo was scarcely consistent with 
such a position. He mocked the rate-payers, he used offensive language with 
respect to them, and he denied their right to control the municipality in 
its illegal action. He showed an utter ignorance of law and used all the 
influence of his plausible arguments to bring round the meeting to pay the 
sum of Rs. 12,900 to Mr. Lee. This, I submit, is scarcely the conduct of a 
man inan awkward position. Let Dr. Pollen do whatever he likes for Mr, 
Lee, but if he does it, let him not complain that he has been misunderstood or 
that he is in an awkward position. Or if he wishes the public to consider him 
i a delicate position, let him by all means vote in favour of Mr. Lee, for nobod 
denies his right to do that, but then in that case let him not resort to the ways 
of advocates, Finally, let me request Dr. Pollen not to misunderstand the 
ratespayers. If the ‘good people of Hyderabad’ have the misfortune to differ 
0 this affair from their president, that does not make the least difference in 
their respect and esteem for Dr. Pollen as a man and as a Collector. As a man 
"¢ 18 universally loved here because he is possessed of a very genial temper and 
8 accessible and polite to everyone without distinction of age or wealth. As 
@ Collector, by reversing the strict policy of his predecessor he has worthil 
endeared himself to the ryots because he allows them to take up lands without 
eecpancy rent and makes remissions without stint in deserving cases. The 
_ of hig acting office has not yet expired and there is time yet to sum up 
'¢ benefits of his administration for the edification of future Collectors, who 
Perhaps do not know, as Dr. Pollen certainly knows, that the powers ofa 
ector are to be exercised for the good of the ryots. This difference of

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43, The Karndtak Mitrd (37), in its issue of the 21st July, says :—It appears 

that the present Government is making a farce of 
local self-government which was intended by Lord 
Ripon as a means of initiating the people into the art 
of managing their own affairs. This original inten- 
tion appears to have disappeared along with Lord Ripon. Latterly Government 
and their officers have desired, it appears, to shirk their responsibility to the people 
and have tried to throw all expenditure on municipalities and the local funds. 
Formerly Government used to advance money for expenditure on schools till 
the local cess was collected. They have now discontinued such advances and 
hence the subject of increasing the school-fees has come forward for considera- 
tion and the district board consented to this arrangement. In all cases the 
school-fee is now raised to halfas much again as before, except in the cases of the 
Mahomedan boys who are charged half-fee. The justice of this arrangement is 
not evident. It is said that when the local fund has a sufficient balance for 
current expenditure the fees will be again lowered to their former level. We 
do not know why our wiseacres have made a distinction between the Mahv- 
medan and other boys. The number of Mahomedan cess-payers is smaller than 
that of other people. Why then should the former have lower fees to pay ? 
Perhaps it may be said that this is done with a view to encourage education 
among the Mahomedans who are backward. But are there not more illiterate 
people among .the other classes? We disapprove of the partiality shown 
to the Mahomedans. Local self-government is only nominal. Really it 
is Mogal Government. The reason of this is that Government officers are 
neither considerate nor just. Lately Government is said to have asked that 
the local civil hospital should be aided with grants of money from the municipal 
and local funds. Strange justice it is, indeed, that Government should. ap- 
point to these hospitals Europeans on any pay and ask these funds to find their 
pay! Does local self-government mean that money should be paid from 
these funds without handing over any control over the subjects of expenditure 
80 defrayed? In the first place, Government should hand over to the people 
some of their departments and see how they are managed. Local self-govern- 
ment, unaccompanied with any diminution in the powers of Government and 
their officials, seems to be intended solely to deprive the people of their money. 
Various taxes have been imposed upon the people, who are consequently much 
distressed. They are becoming poorer day by day. They should consider the 
wisdom of Government in imposing burdens on the public under the name of 
local self-government in addition to those which have been necessitated by 
Government going to war with other nations and annexing their territories. 
Taking these designs of Government into consideration the members of the 
local municipality, some of whom are quite illiterate and vote on one side or the 
other without understanding the question before them, should hold their own

The Indian Spectator (1), in its issue of the 24th July, says :—We have 
received a number of communications dealing with both 
sides of the question from Kdthidwar and from Bomba 
concerning affairs at Jamnagar. Only two of the unfavourable letters are 
authenticated, and even those deal with vague generalities. We have asked 
our correspondents to be explicit, and if they have any specific charge to make 
against any of the officials of the State we shall be glad to have it looked into 
by the local authorities. But we confess we are rather nervous about outside 
‘aterference. We suggested such intervention some years ago in the case of 
another Native State, and the nomination of an English Political as Joint-Admi- 
nistrator, honestly believing that his fairness and energy alone could cope with 
the chronic disorder of the State. The Government of Bombay appointed the 
came officer as Joint-Administrator, who has virtually acted as sole ruler. Great 
has been his energy, in some directions too great for the slow-going Gujaratis. 
As a result the people are far from happy, feeling driven over by a railway-speed 
reformer, who will leave no traces behind of the old order of things, good, bad 
and indifferent. What is worse is that the people generally see little difference 
between the inséf of the British B&éhadur and the Raja whom he has superseded. 
If the latter was corrupt, the former strikes them as self-willed and arbitrary. 
Your Military Political is not over-particular about law and justice. Thus, then, 
thechange from a contemptible Raja to a cantankerous Political might serve only 
to illustrate the old fable with which we are familiar; and if the people were 
offered a choice, they would fain revert to the past. With such bitter experi-

ence staring us out of countenance, we are in no hurry to see the mdbdp sarkdr

not brought to the notice of the authorities concerned. Poor subjects are 
treated by these officers with negligence and indifference. Their grievances are 
not redressed. Most of the officers and petty servants being of the same caste, 
try not to bring their offences to light, and it is therefore necessary to appoint 
an experienced, educated and noble gentleman as Assistant Political Superin- 
tendent from amongst either the Chitpdvans, the Karhddds or the Mardthas 
hose duty it must be to superintend the Revenue, the Police, the Public 
Works, and other departments of the State. The Police Department is simply 
troublesome to the poor ryots and requires a thorough revision by admitting edu- 
cated people into it. ‘The interests of the family of the Chief must also be well 
looked to. Again, most of the officers of the State being hereditary their transfers 
must be made on public grounds. There are so many officers and servants in 
the State that their number must be reduced by half in every department except 
the Military, the Educational and the Medical Departments. It is also necessary 
to stop the sale of jiquor in all the villages except at the head-quarters of tdéluka 
sub-divisions. Tobacco duty should only be levied from those who deal in and 
use it. Registration fee must be exacted according to the provisions of the 
Stamp Act in force in British territory. Mr. Vithal Bhagvant Bavdekar, 
District Faujdér of Kudél Peta, serving in the Police Department, must be 
transferred to some other department as he cannot do good work in the depart- 
ment in which he is at present. As the number of the Maratha hereditary 
vatandérs is very large and there is none to protect their interests, it is necessary 
to appoint a committee to inquire into the indebtedness of the agriculturists and 
to propose measures for their relief in consultation with their representatives. 
The correspondent then adds that if his suggestions be not attended to, the 
Savantv4di State will soon share the fate of Kdshmir, and hopes that the atten- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor and the Political Superintendent will be 
directed to the welfare of the State.

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Part I.—Politics and the Public Administration. 


1. The Mahrdtta (2), in its issue of the 31st July, writes:—We venture 
to question the necessity for maintaining a large 
army in India while the people are peaceful and loyal. 
| It must be remembered that India is no longer under 
Native rule, when it was desirable to have troops to keep the Rijd4s and Chiefs 
‘om encroaching on each other’s domains, It is now a British Empire with a 
few Native independent States existing on sufferance. Peace and happiness 
revail everywhere ; and in the face of such undeniable facts, to burden us with 
the maintenance of an army, the largest in the world, is very strange. An 
army is kept to fight our enemies. Now where are they and who are they ? 
Surely they are not in India, nor are the Indians to be considered any longer 
a3 enemies ; and to keep an army in the midst of us is a slander on our loyalty, 
and their maintenance a wanton waste of the public revenues. But it may be 
urged that the army is necessary to protect India. But we ask, from whom? 
Not the Afghans, the Persians or the Chinese, nor any of the frontier tribes. 
Why, these are so insignificant that they can be put down at any moment by the 
combined forces of the Indian volunteers and our Native regiments. Perhaps 
it is the Russians who, we are told, are rapidly advancing towards India to 
invade it. If such be the case, then have an army, but on the frontier and 
not in the heart of the country to eat the people’s head up. We maintain that 
an army should be kept on the frontiers or wherever there is a likelihood of 
the country being attacked by its enemies, and if it is found necessary to 
keep troops in towns and cities, they should be utilised for some useful 
purposes, such as to guard the town, or to do municipal duties, instead 
of dancing attendance on commanding and other officers or doing guard- 
duty over Government buildings and once in three or four years march- 
ing from one end of the presidency tothe other, thereby putting the country 
to unnecessary expense. By employing them for municipal work an incal- 
culable saving would be effected in expenditure. Should there be fear of an attack 
from enemies within,—the existence of any such we are not aware of, unless 
the Rajas be considered as such,—enlist the whole of the armies of the Rdjds 
themselves for general service and thus destroy all chance of combination and 
internal disturbance. The step would save the raising of an army corps or 
importing fresh troops. It would also relieve the Rajds of the cost of maintain- 
ing the troops who are next to useless to them except for a show. The Rajds 
themselves might be commissioned as Generals in the army, so that in the event 
ofa war breaking out they might take the field and fight for their Empress and 
country. ‘The troops now in their service, when drafted into the regular army, 
should be allowed to bear the name of the State as, for instance, the Niz&m’s 
Regiment, the Scindia’s Regiment, the Holkar’s Regiment, the Gdikwad’s Regi- 
nent, the Bhopal Regiment, the Kolhapur Regiment, &c., &c. We should like 
to kuow if anything better could be devised than the above, not only to 
Strengthen British power in India, but to resist any foreign aggression, We 
think not. ‘I'he question of the distribution of the troops by sending them to 
the frontier, as well as by otherwise employing them, is a matter to which 
Ne especially request the attention of our rulers, for, from a strategical as well 
“Sa fhancial point of view, we consider it essential to the prosperity of Her 
ajesty the Queen-Empress of India’s duminion.

wing in several towns of British India. That a Christian Government should 
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pe openly licensing impurity is an edifying spectacle which must for ever 
remain as a blot upon the otherwise fair reputation of the British Indian Gov- 
ernment. The heathen communities of India have, be it said to their lasting 
credit, never approved of this legislation. It will also be impossible to find 
any precedent for such legislation in the history of India when it was under 
Native Governments. The system of licensing prostitutes and certifying them 
as healthy and fit for use is a purely Kuropean institution—an institution which 
Western civilization alone was and is capable of establishing and reducing to a 
system. It must, however, be said to the credit of some Englishmen, both in 
England and in India, that they have never ceased tu condemn in unmeasured 
terms the policy and the morality of the system. There is also a financial aspect 
to the question which cannot be lost sight of. In the town of. Bombay, for 
instance, Rs. 9,540 are annually spent on the salaries of three officers under 
the Contagious Diseases Acts, excluding of course their incidental charges. The 
amount spent for the same purpose throughout British India must be pretty 
large, and it 1s a matter for surprise that the attention of the Finance Com- 
mittee was not attracted to this wasteful expenditure of public money for an 
immoral purpose. If the Bombay Government, for instance, abolished the Bom- 
bay establishment under the Contagious Diseases Act, it would obtain all the 
money it wants for technical education which it has been unwisely attempting 
tosecure by effecting foolish economies in the present educational expenditure.

Judging in the light of 
these facts, we cannot but observe that if there is any discrepancy between the 
statement made by Lord Reay at Sdtdra and the reply of the Government of 
India to the memorial of the Bombay Presidency Association it appears to us to 
be to the credit of the former. Four, while the head of the Bombay Government 
put down the reduction to be, roughly speaking, at one lakh, the letter of the Gov- 
ernment of India kindly admits it to bea likh and a half. Now, with less by a 
lakh and a half than its due the Government of Bombay has to meet its growing 
requirements. We should not be surprised if the expenditure on primary educa- 
tion in the mofussil,—what they call contribution to the local funds,—has in- 
creased by a ldkh and over. Increased expenditure in the shape of grants-in- 
aid to municipalities may also be estimated at about half a ldkh (we should 
like to have the exact figures). Then we have to think of high education, 
of technical education and important items like grants for the building and 
the repairing of school-houses, &c. For, though the Government of India 
nghtly conclude that buildings might stand over till more favourable times 
arrive, still there may be pledges that the local authorities feel bound to carry 
out. Even as it is, the Bombay Government cannot, we believe, shirk its liabi- 
lity to the building fund to the extent of, say, a lékh of rupees annually, not- 
withstanding that the Government of India has eased its conscience in‘ that 
regard. Under these circumstances, it is the duty of the Government of Bombay 
to meet those claims first which are most urgent. And we consider the claims 
of primary education in India to be most urgent at the present day, without in 
the least underrating the claims of high education. Poona has stood its ground 
pluckily. But the question is, is the Government of Bombay in a position to 
maintain three colleges at Poona, while it can but indifferently support the 
Gujarat College at Ahmedabad and the Sind College at Kardchi, drawing at 
the same time upon the slender resources of high education in other directions, 
and also perhaps of secondary and primary education? This, however, is an 
Unpleasant topic, and our only excuse fur reverting to it by the way is to sim- 
plify a very complicated matter.

disease.’ This is an eminently practical suggestion. Betore calling upon Gov- 
ernment to legislate in the matter of village conservancy in a way to force a 
reform upon the people, it would certainly be a better way of bringing about a 
reform by educating the people. ‘The school-master abroad ” is a recognized 
motive power in modern times—an agent of civilization and education. Gov- 
ernment ought to take advantage of his services to a greater extent than is 
done at present. Lord Reay once observed that it is the useful kind of education 
that India now wants most, but it is that which has all along been neglected. 
Such an education becomes a necessity in a village population which is 
poor and has to depend upon its industry. Will Government do somethin 
in this matter? But it must at the same time be pointed out that if the 
agency of the village school-masters is to be utilized for the purpose of spread- 
ing scientific truths broadcast over the land, the agency must be well manned — 
and well paid. The village school-master of the present day is a miserable 
_ Person, one who can never hope to impress the simple folk with a due sense of 
his dignity. His poverty is extreme and the miserable pittance which a miserly 
Government pays to him is barely sufficient to enable him to keep body and 
soul together. He should wield authority over the young ones placed under 
8 care; but he has to cringe and to bow, for he must supplement his little 
salary by small favours from their parents in the shape of a sher of grain now, 
and an article of clothing then. Such a state of things is undesirable. This is 
the result of a cheese-paring policy. We know of educational authorities who 
are cursed by the village school-masters whom they delight in degrading day 


y day, so much go that the village school-master can never become a potent 
“bgine of intellectual and moral reform.

Native the subject of the alleged disrespectful treatment of 
Princes in England. the Indian Princes in England, but they have not 
Jone so. This is natural enough, for, if the Hnglish people do not think that 
there is any stuff inthe Native Princes, why will they attach any importance to 
this subject ? Certainly, why should they care for them if the Native Princes 
of the present day are not men of the type of Chintémanrdéo Appa, who, as soon 
as the name of Baji Réo was uttered in a disparaging manner, was going to 
totally ruin the island of Bombay, but whose anger was appeased only through 
the mediation of some people, or of the type of the late Khanderdo Gdéikwdd 
or the late Tukojiréo Holkar, of whom the former once severely beat a European 
for stopping his carriage and the latter despised the Lonorary title bestowed 
upon him by Her Majesty the Queen. Our present princes are like parrots in 
jewelled cages. The English confer on them high-sounding titles, which, any 
man with a particle of sense will see, are intended to disrespect and mock 
them. His Highness the Maharaja Scindia was decorated with the title of 
General of the whole of India, but when during the late troubles in Afgha- 
nistan he offered his services, he received the political reply that he need not 
trouble himself about that matter. This incident clearly shows the sincerity of 
the English in bestowing such titles. This state of things is sure to continue 
as long as the mutual relations between nation and nation are regulated by the 
principle of “ might is right.” We pity those who cannot see through this 
policy. 

45. The Saty& Sudha (59), in its issue of the 24th July, says :—Much 
money has been spent and many things have been done 
by the people of India in commemoration of the 
Queen’s Jubilee, but the shrewd people of England have, 
without spending a single pie, made an ever-lasting memorial of the Queen’s 
Jubilee for the Native Princes of India. It is the insult given to the Native 
Princes who had gone to England to witness the celebration of the Jubilee. 
The Princes were taken to England, made to ride at the head of the Jubilee 
procession as ushers and treated like servants. What more do the Princes want 
the people of England to do forthem! Ifthe British Government expects any 
assistance from them in times of difficulty, such as the invasion of India by 
Russia, it must give them due respect, keep them satisfied and candidly apo- 
ligize for the insult given to them. The British Government will not be able to 
withstand the attacks of a foreign enemy without the sympathy and assistance 


of the Princes, and if it apologizes it will certainly not lower itself in their esti- 
mation.

That the Mir is very fond of _shikdy” day and 
night is well-known to every one. The management of affairs is, therefore, 
entrusted to his ministers. Now if these ministers had talents to govern the 
country and had regard for the welfare of the subject population, the State 
would not be in that bad condition in which it now is. Weare afraid that 
if the Mir or his ministers do not take steps to remedy the existing evil state 
of things, Government will be obliged to institute inquiries. The ministers 
who purposely try to involve their master in an inextricable difficulty cannot 
be called true to their salt. In these days Government pays great attention 
to the administration of Native States, and if any instance of misrule is brought 
to its notice it investigates the matter immediately. Munshi Utamchand and 
his companions ought to be careful, otherwise they will bring disgrace on 
themselves and their master, and cause destruction of the rule.

But even as it is, the news comes upon us with a startling effect. If ever an 
inquiry was conducted and a decision given in a quite irreproachable manner, 
it was the inquiry into the charges against Mr. Wilson. Everything was in his 
favour. He had behind him the whole prestige of the Civil Service to which 
he belonged. He belonged to the ruling class and there was every probability 
of evidence against him breaking down, and, more than anything else, the 
very enormity of the charge against him was his best safeguard. Further 
than this it appears that about that time there was a general feeling in favour 
of him in his own community, so much so that the brief for his opponent went 
a-begging, it is said, amongst Kuropean barristers. He had the benefit of the 
services of one of the best Bombay barristers, which fact by itself goes a great 
way in such cases. But with all these advantages on his side he was found by 
the Commissioners, who were not only his own countrymen but members 
of the service to which he belonged, guilty of the charge brought against him, 
Nor was this all, The decision of the Commissioners was fully endorsed DY. the 
Government of Lord Reay after a full consideration of the whole of the evidence 
inthe case. It looks rather strange that an opinion arrived at after mature 
consideration should be, after all, found to be mistaken by the Secretary of State 
lor India. This indicates that either the Secretary of State is too much ofa 
Judge, or that the Bombay Government and the public are bad judges. The 

ecretary of State evidently saw in the whole thing some muddle which escaped 
the lynx eyes of the Commissioners and of the Bombay Government, We do not 
think that the occurrence by itselfis bad. Weare glad that the Civil Service has 
“scaped an awkward plight very narrowly. The charge was the gravest that could 

®made against one gentleman by another, and it will certainly not displease 
People to see that the gentleman charged has escaped conviction. As yet we 
rats not learnt the grounds upon which the Secretary of State for India has 
‘ ought fit to reverse the decision of the Bombay Government, and we are 
erelore at a loss to divine as to what are the positions in which the parties to 
= Cambay trial have been left by the Home authorities. We hope the tables 
Te Dot completely turned, or who knows that in reversing the decision of the 
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Bombay Government the Secretary of State has not reversed the whole of it at 
all points. We have no doubt that when the dispatch arrives it will be found 
to be satisfactory to all parties. Innocence all round is frequently the best 
solution of inconvenient issues, and we have no doubt that the Secretary of 
State has taken that view in this particular case. However all is well that 
ends well, and we are glad for the sake of human nature that the appeal by 
Mr. Wilson has resulted so well for him. But there is one item which appears 
rather inexplicable to us, and that is the resignation of Mr. Wilson. In this — 
connection several questions arise which it is difficult to answer satisfactorily at 
present. Was the resignation a condition of the acquittal, or was if recom- 
mended at least as a caution? Both these views seem to be rather hard to 
realise. Until the dispatch reaches us, people no doubt will continue to suppose 
that the resignation of Mr. Wilson has some connection with his acquittal. 


4, The Kannadd Suvarte (184), in its issue of the oth August, writes :— 
Any impartial reader of his case cannot but admit that Mr. Wilson was guilty, 
and it is but natural to suppose that if his European colleagues had found but one 
faw or loophole to save Mr. Wilson they would have gladly taken advantage 
of it. They could not, however, morally and conscientiously pronounce Mr. 
Wilson guiltless, and Lord Reay’s judgment was a just and impartial one and 
the public was fully satisfied with it. Under these circumstances we fail to see 
what redeeming circumstance or special yirtue the Secretary of State for India 
has found in Mr. Wilson that he should come to so extraordinary a conelusion ! 
Be this as it may. Do our British rulers now think tliat the Natives have not 
sense enough to distinguish right from wrong and just from unjust? Or do 
they count too much upon the patience of the Nativesand defeat the ends of 
justice in order to protect a guilty Civilian? Will not this decision tend to 
shake the faith of the people of India in British justice ? 


5. The Mahrdita (2), in its issue of the 7th August, writes:—So far as 
Mr. Wilson is concerned, his acquittal may be looked upon as extremely grati- 
fying. The stigma which he was said to have brought on the fair name of the 
Civil Serviee has now been officially washed off and he stands before Government 
aperfectly pure man.

They have worked under 
many Subordinate Judges and we have not heard of any one ever complaining 
about their conduct. It is strange that the R4o Saheb is not satisfied with even 
one of them. He seems to be one of those who consider themselves the only good 
men inthe world. He does not know how to behave with other people and does 
not possess any practical knowledge. A similar case happened when he was a | 
Subordinate Judge at Patan, and then, being convinced that Mr. Bramhe did not 
know how to make his subordinates work, the High Court, we have heard, ordered 
that he should never be appointed an independent Subordinate Judge, but that 
he should be appointed a Joint Subordinate Judge.

Very naturally, it became a point of honour with the District 
Superintendent to bring Lalsing as soon as possible to justice which he thought 
he had on a previous occasion escaped. All the circumstances were in favour 
of the prosecution and against the accused. In the first place, the accused 
had to undergo a criminal trial, although this is not a very uncommon 
experience among subordinate police officers. In the next place, the accused 
had already incurred great expense in defending himself in 1885 before Mr. Lam- 
bert.e His salary was Rs. 60 a month, and there were 6 cases against 
hin. Where could he find the money to engage a pleader to defend him? 
And if he successfully got through one charge, how could he escupe a string of 6 
accusatious P If no pleader had been found for Lalsing and he had received no 
help from his relations and others he would have been most probably in jail by 
this time.

Part I.— Politics and the Public Administration. 


1. In reviewing an article in the Saturday Review on Mr. Cotton (Bengal 

C.S.), the’ Mahratta (2), in its issue of the 14th August, 
denies that the natives of India hold revolutionary 
doctrines, observes that though they find fault with a 
thing here and a thing there they are loyal to British rule and consider it as a 
God-send, and says :—If the British ever lose India, it will be the direct 
result of the foolish diatribes of pertinacious persons. Wilful ignorance of the 
existing facts and surrounding circumstances causes degradation. Do not 
create circumstances which will be dangerous to you. But after creating them, 
your wish to ignore them will be of no avail in the presence of rigid facts. 
The Government of India is carried on by statesmen who hold broad views and 
have great experience, and they cheerfully accept advice given by the loyal 
and patriotic sons of England. If England wants to be permanently connected 
with India, then she must cheerfully accept the different circumstances that she 
herself has created and should be loyal to them. English Government and 
coercion are contradictory terms, and one of them must give way in the final 
struggle. We heartily wish the presence of Englishmen in this country for a 
long time to come. They are our guides in everything connected with politics 
and science. But we at the same time wish that England should understand, 
and should encourage persons who let her know, the necessity for making 
concessions to the just and reasonable demands of the people, supported by 
arguments which are simply irrefutable. English statesmen, we are sure, take 
writings like these at their proper worth; but here in India they are likely to 
cause a flutter in some hearts that are looking upon the honourable attempts of 
Mr. Cotton and others with disgust and horror. Everywhere England has 
changed with the circumstances and she must follow the same course here in 
India. This is a vast empire, and if England gets the glory of raising the people 
of India to the level of European nations, she will have done a work both 
honourable to her and honourable to humanity at large. 


British rule in India and 
the loyalty of the Natives.

the recent Jubilee celebration Umours were then current of petty zoolwm in regard 
in tadin, to the collection of funds, but wanting substantiation 
they did not appear in newspapers; however it is 
certain that the celebration must have brought many people to grief. In 
our own province a Mémlatdar in a certain zilla, owing to his official freaks in 
the matter, had to be snubbed and transferred. In Bengal a case of similar 
zoolum has come before the High Court for transfer to the files of a magistrate. 
These may be stray instances of petty oppression, but their paucity is to be 
attributed to the mild nature of the Hindu. But what do these instances 
teach ? They teach that even on such an occasion as the Jubilee, when the 
oficials ought to be polite and condescending, petty oppression is not spared 
asa means to an end. We do not believe that it is only the subordinate service 
that is entirely responsible for this oppression, as it may be traced to official 
‘onnivance or listlessness to all complaints. Let the higher officials be more 
*xacting and all oppression will disappear of itself. The Jubilee celebration is 
= the only instance of these practices. The cold weather tours of officials, 
¢ gubernatorial tours and the presence of a host of other dignitaries bring in 
ef train an amount of petty oppression. But the people, owing to un- 
rr pial of justice, bear it in sullen silence. But if the khdnsdma, the chap- 
"81 and the petty kdrkun be vigilantly looked after, many a complaint may 
yet be reduced to a minimum. ? 


3. In reviewing Mr, Connell’s paper on the Indian Civil Service, the 
Mahrdtia (2), in its issue of the 14th August, writes :— 
Mr. Connell, we fear, has wholly mistaken the situa- 
‘ative ud the eligibility of tion, The service of the State is not for any tyro 


‘tives for appointments in that may claim support. It is essentially for those 
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who, by their education and enlightenment, energy 
and capacity, have proved their fitness to be gov- 
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»nors—bave shown that they ought rather to rule than be ruled—have come 
ty occUpy position and possess power that entitles them to be the allies, and 
jot opponents, of Government. — It is this class of Hngland’s subjects in India 
that wishes to enter the CivilService ; it is this class that wants competition ; and, 
spore all, it is this class that has to be satisfied. The class of educated Natives 
‘no less one of democratic tendencies than the Liberals in England; the class 
¢ educated Natives has by its English education been so far anglicized that it 
ean be safely entrusted, not only with district government in India, but in any 
ther civilized country as well. Natives would turn out good District Magis- 
nates in India as they would do in England. They have already shown that 
he bracing climate of the West has as great a charm for them as it has for 
Englishmen; they have shown that the best traditions of English school 
and college life have as great a value with them as with the competition- 
callah of the present day; and they have shown that among them strong 
energetic and enterprising natures are not a greater rarity than amongst 
Englishmen. How otherwise can we account for our Badrudins and Dadabhais 
going to England for the benefit of their health? How else can_we explain 
Roses, Bhadbhades and Shdpurjis keeping their terms at English Universities ? 
In what other manner can we explain the zeal and enterprise of persons going 
to Australia and America? Nature has been exceptionally kind to us; energy 
and strength of character has not been absent from the Hindu character; and 
ou history is so long and so glorious that none can with justice find fault with 
our national character. If you see less energy and less enterprise in us now, 
the fault is not ours; if you find us less strong in our national virtues, the 
fault is not curs; if you feel that the Panjabi treats the Bengali and the Bengali 
the Deccani as if he were a foreigner, the fault is not ours, These, and defects 
inilar to these, are the direct outcome of the foreign rule we have been under 
foralong, long time. For the first time in the history of the world has a con- 
quering nation shown justice and generosity to the conquered, and it is for 
this exceptional virtue in the English nation that the Indian nation opens the 
secrets of its heart and prays for justice. In the words of our respected country- 
man Daddbhai Navroji, ‘if you mean to fulfil those pledges, then let us have 
a far trial,’ We know bigotry will never want an argument, and the argu- 
ments that are now being advanced are of a piece with those that have been 
advanced by those who never want to give us anything. Mr. Connell’s objec- 
tons are thus more sentimental than real.

for early attention of Government. There should be an additional examination 
in the vernacular requiring the candidates to have a competent knowledge of the 
language with power to speak it and to read manuscripts therein, the examina- 
tion being under the control of the University and the examiners being Native 
graduates or Pandits. No HEuropean officer should have full power to admi- 
nister justice and none should be appointed 1st Assistant Collector or Assist- 
ant Judge unless and until he successfully passes a fair examination like this, 
At present officers holding responsible positions like that of a District Collector 
ora District Judge have to depend on their subordinates for a knowledge 
of the contents of documents in vernacular languages, and consequently much 
injustice 1s done and mistakes committed and poor people and those who have 
no influence suffer. We therefore request Government to attend to this matter 
without fail. 


5, In an article headed * The advancement of scientific research in India,” 
the Mahrdtta (2), in its issue of the 14th August, 
refers to Dr. Kirtikar’s address delivered before the 
Hindu Union Club of Bombay, praises the doctor for 
his energy, talents and medical attainments and Sir 
Richard Temple for his immediately carrying out his views, calls the Bombay 
University “ an inert mass, dull and unwilling to enter upon any question of 
broad and deep reform,” exonerates the present graduates from any blame 
in not devoting themselves to scientific research on the ground of poverty, and 
observes :—To us the only solution appears to be the establishment of purel 

scientific institutions, of laboratories and museums. It is only in these that the 
studies can be properly conducted. Connected with these must be instituted 
science-classes for the students. The professors ought to be chosen from 
Europe, so that we may have men who are acquainted with the latest advances 
made in science. A taste must be created in the people for such studies. For 
such purpose elementary scientific training, theoretical and practical, must be 
introduced into our primary and secondary schools, Thescheme is an ambitious 
one, but none other suggests itself to us. Further, it is in the vernacular that 
knowledge of scientific truths should first be commenced to be given, so that a 
agg of our student-world will acquire a bias for scientific studies from early 
ife. Unless and until we have such a class, we cannot expect any improvement.

We hope therefore that Dr. Kirtikar will agitate on the subject and other friends 
will assist him in doing so. The subject is of vital importance. The problem 
before us requires an immediate solution and all must help in finding it. The

India in Mr. Wilson’s case, August, observes:—It appears to have become a 
general rule in cases between Huropeans and Natives 
that the former should be unjustly declared “ not guilty” and the rule has not been 
broken in this case, First it was thought that no inquiry would be made in 
this case, but owing to the love of justice and fair-play on the part of His Ex- 
cellency Lord Reay the matter was taken up and referred toa Commission. Mr. 
oore, a Civilian who is very proud of the Civil Service and who is supposed to 
attach infinitely more value to the word of even acommon Huropean than to that 
of a first class Native gentleman, having been appointed a member of the Commis- 
sion, no one felt sure that the Commission would justly decide the case, but at the 
Same time nobody could positively say that injustice would be done as Mr. Naylor, 
4 Justice-loving gentleman, was the other Commissioner. The Bombay Govern- 
ment recommended that Mr. Wilson should be made to retire on pension and 
ao the resignation of Mr. Wilson it seems that this punishment has been con- 
rien by the Secretary of State though on different grounds. |The Native 
peason (10), in its issue of the 14th August, says :—There must be some con- 
ae between the resignation of Mr. Wilson and the decision of the Secre- 
ry of State for India, The Bombay Government will be sorry at the reversal 
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of their decision, but nobody can help it. Mr. Wilson may not be considered 

uilty in the eyes of Government on account of the resolution of the Secretary 
of State, yet he will remain guilty in the eyes of the public in spite of ten such 
resolutions. Even Mr. Wilson knows this full well, and hence he has sent in 
his resignation. The Satya Sudha (59), in its issue of the 7th August, says:— 
What will be the result of the reversal of the decision of the Bombay Government 
in this case? It will assure all people that Government have given full permission 
to the European officers in India to misbehave themselves, and they will commence 
to forcibly take away the wives of the Natives in broad day-light. What little 
fear of law they have felt up to this time will be removed from their mind. 
The executive authorities, instead of performing their duty, will indulge in doing 
injustice and oppressing the ryot. Then the public peace will be disturbed. 
The people wili consider the Moghal rule better than that ofthe British. The 
European district officers will slight the Governors of the presidencies, The 
people, when tired of the unjust rule of the British, will manifest their contempt 
for it. Many other evil results can be anticipated, but we desist from saying 
anything more for want of space. Properly speaking the punishment. awarded. 
to Mr. Wilson by the Bombay Government was nothing in comparison with 
the enormity of his offence. |

and Naylor had, according to their opinion, justly pronounced Mr. Wilson guilty. 
These two gentlemen do not know well the prevalence of intrigues in Native 
States and may have therefore pronounced Mr. Wilson guilty from the evidence 
given before them. The Native press has commented unfavourably in the 
matter, perhaps from the belief that Mr. Wilson must have been one of the class 
of over-bearing Angio-Indians, but from its experience of him from the time of 
his appointment for the second time as Collector of Kaira the Bandhw is able 
to say that he is not a man of that type. The people of Cambay and other 
towns were surprised at the news that Mr. Wilson had asked for the daughter 
of the Divén for an immoral purpose and refused to believe in it. There is no 
reason to suspect that Mr. Wilson did not voluntarily resign the service, for the 
resignation was said to have been tendered along with the appeal. The people 
of the Kaira District, who know the reasons that gave rise to the case, will 
think that the Secretary of State for India has done justice to an old, experienced 


and able officer who had fallen a prey to the intrigues in Cambay by reversing — 
the decision of the Bombay Government.

For our own part we 
look upon it as a mere nullity manufactured by some clever Madras official to 
pacify the Native community and yet to keep up the prestige of the Government. 
Until the question 1s once again re-opened, Lord Dufferin’s declarations in 
Madras must keep the gate to the volunteer corps as strongly barred as possi- 
ble. However, we need feel no discouragement. Legitimate agitation and 
demonstration will do what the official hierarchy is strenuously striving to 
keep away from us. [Several other papers think that the concession will be 
useless, for the existing European volunteer corps will refuse to have Natives 
amongst them as they have hitherto done. |

Richey is very clear in revenue matters, he does not possess that special know- 
ledge of law and justice which the late Sir Maxwell Melvill had and which the 
Hon’ble Mr. Justice West possesses. The public will therefore hesitate, 
according to the Samdchdr, to believe that the fittest man has been selected for 
the vacant post. If, however, the Hon’ble Mr. Richey succeeds in satisfying 
the public to the same extent as the late Sir M. Melvill, it will be pleased to 
make a note of it and to find that amends have thereby been made to some 
extent at least for the regret caused by the non-appointment of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Justice West to the Council. Several other papers also recommend the 
appointment of the Hon’ble Mr. Justice West to the Bombay Council.)

The British Government, though not prevented by their 
religion from using spirits, consider the use of them ruinous to the welfare 
of the people and have made it a principle of theirs to discourage it as far as 
possible. This view of Government was spoken of by Lord Reay some time 
4go. Mr. Pritchard, the Commissioner in Sind, too, will aot speak otherwise 
questioned in the matter. But the public opinion in Sind is that the intro- 
duction of the Bombay abk&ri system into Sind will cause a wide spread of in- 
toxication in the province. The fee fixed for a license for retail sale of countr 
i is Re.

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make great profit by joining together and not bidding against one another at 
the sale of licenses by auction, but Government will probably not be equally 
profited by manufacturing their own liquor, since they have to undergo the 
heavy expenses of employing Inspectors and others of whom the contractors 
had very few or none. The increase in sale, however, caused by the lightness 
of the license fee will certainly be productive of great profit. We hear that the 
fee for a license for retail sale of European liquors is to be about Rs. 450 and 
that for wholesale of the same Rs. 250. Can it be right then to fix Re. 1 only 
as the annual fee for a license to carry on retail sale of country liquor, which 
will thereby be the constant curse of many people, when in the case of Huropean 
liquors the fee for retail sale far exceeds the fee for wholesale ? The poor con- 
tractors of the last year have been treated unjustly. They have been deprived 
of their licenses and directed to produce all the remaining liquor in their posses- 
sion before the Government official appointed for the purpose, and after 
paying a fee of Rs. 3 for each gallon, to sell the same to some licensed vendor 
ofit. These directions are quite new. The poor contractors never knew them 
at first when they took the contracts. Mr. Pritchard will do well to re- 


consider the matter and establish the new system after the end of the current 
year, there being no hurry about it.

It cannot be denied that Government wish to lessen 
drunkenness, but no distinction ought to be observed between country and 
European liquor in securing this object. If the use of liquor is to be dis-

If the Police and Revenue 
Departments furnish instances of hard-working and willing Native officers, we 
do not think it impossible to find equally hard-working Natives for the Customs 
Department. The duties of a Mamlatdér are by no means lighter than those 
of a Customs Assistant Collector, nor are those of a Police Inspector or a Chief 
Constable less tedious and onerous than those of a subordinate officer of the 
Coast-guard or Preventive Service. Mr. Pritchard’s evidence would show that 
if there were any officer in the Customs Department able to discharge his duty 
satisfactorily he was either a European or an Eurasian, but how wide this is of 
the fact it is needless to say. It is undeniable that in the whole Customs and 
the Salt Department it is the Native Sarkdrkun who is the most hard-worked, 
and we cannot see in what respect he falls short of a European or Eurasian in 
efficiency or willingness to endure hardship in the discharge of his duty. Mr, 
Pritchard only in theory appreciates the ability of Natives, but in practice he 
does not give them their due. We are sorry he has lost sight of the valuable 
services rendered by his Native subordinates in the Customs Department and 


has given such staggering evidence when their services stand forth so boldly 
to prove their merit.

lectors and their men. The effect of the separation of the Land Revenue from 
the Forest Department has been, we believe, to constitute the Collectors a check 
npon the Forest Officers, and we cannot see why the same may not be the effect 
of handing over excise to the Salt Department, or rather amalgamating the 
present excise and salt establishments. 


11. The Sind Times (4), in its issue of the 20th August, draws attention to the 
extraordinarily bigh powers of appointment, dismissal, 
&c., given to postal authorities, and says :—This leads 
to highhandedness, injustice and wrong in every shape. 
It is this arbitrary and unsafe authority with which postal magnates are armed 
that makes appointments in the department so insecure, punishments so frequent, 
and promotions 80 irregular. It is also on this account that this department 
does not attract such efficient men as it would have otherwise done if it had 
been regulated on the same lines as other branches of the public service are. A 
District Collector on a salary of Rs. 2,200 per mensem has no authority to sum- 
marily dismiss any clerk getting more than Rs. 30 a month, and a Civilian has to 
remain in the service for at least 16 or 17 years before he can be appointed 
Collector. But a young Civilian of 10 or 11 years’ standing, an Assistant Col- 
lector or a Joint Magistrate, may be appointed a Postmaster-General and may 
suddenly find himself in a position to appoint and dismiss officers drawing up 
to Rs. 200 a month. In such a case it is not possible that he will generally make 
avery careful use of the authority he suddenly finds placed in his hands. If he 
reverts from the Postmaster-Generalship to his position in the Civil Service he 
fnds that he has no authority to dismiss a clerk on Rs. 30a month. Unless 
the powers of the postal authorities are curtailed it will be impossible to check 
the extremely high-handed proceedings of these magnates having responsibilities 
which should not be entrusted to them. All appointments, dismissals, &c., of 
men getting Rs. 1Q0 a month and upwards should be made by the Director- 
General direct, upon the nomination of the Postmasters-General and others.

The Sind Medical 
School Fund was formed mainly of the donations given by the people of Sind 
and the object of opening such a school was to benefit the people of the pro- 
vince. But Government has credited the money to the provincial revenues 
and granted allowances from if to military medical students, who being un- 
acquainted with the language and manners of the peopleare unable to under- 
stand the complaints of the patients. Besides, medical practitioners imported 
from Bombay demand large salaries. The people of Sind, therefore, raised 
funds to start a school for the purpose of training their own men in medicine, 
but they are disappointed. It seems advisable to open dispensaries at every 
large town. From the report for 1886 it would seem that there are no Gov- 
ernment hospitals at Garhi Yasin, Rato-dero, Kambdr, Kandidro, Dédu, Moro, 
Schwan, Larkhdna, Mdénjhand, Shahdddpur, Badin, Moghul Bim and Mirpur 
Sakro. ‘The people in these places are obliged to go to quacks, and if Govern- 
ment mean framing a law to prevent unlicensed practitioners from carrying 


on their practice, it must, before doing so, establish dispensaries at all large 
towns.

His disaffection towards Gov- 
ernment appears to be real, and it is necessary that his movements should be 
minutely watched in order that it may not increase in future. |

noticed. But the Mahdrdja has shown unpardonable haughtiness in leaving 
England without visiting or asking leave of Her Majesty the Queen. Ifhe 
does not wish to taste hereafter some bitter fruit of this conduct, he should 
humbly and openly ask pardon of Her Majesty in a kharita, acknowledge his 
wistake and request her to take notice of the conduct of those who needlessly 
insulted him. If he does not do so, how does he expect to go on? A Native 
Prince was dethroned for disregarding the wishes of a Viceroy, while in this 


case the Maharaja has incurred the displeasure of Her Majesty the Queen and 
her favourite heir-apparent.

Princes in England. should have been slighted in England by the former. 
Besides almost all the Native Princes who went to 

England to witness the celebration of the Queen’s Jubilee were Hindus, who are 
haturally of a mild disposition. If there had been a fierce Prince like His 
Highness the Nizdm among them they could not have been slighted. But 
what Mardtha will not rejoice at the conduct of His Highness the Mahéraja 
Holkar, who suddenly came back to India without spending l4khs of rupees in 
elving feasts and balls to Europeans and thus showed that he had some regard 
or self-respect ? Sir Lepel Griffin says that His Highness Mahéraja Holkar 
‘Was highly pleased with the reception he was given in England, while Mahé. 
- Holkar says that the treatment he received was not altogether satis- 
er vy. Which of the two is right? It was shamefui on the part of those who 
Sked the Mahardja to contribute one l4kh of rupees towards the Imperial 
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Institute Fund not to pay His Highness the respect he deserved. We had 
suggested to the Maharaja not to spend too much money on his visit to England 
and we are glad to hear that he curtailed his estimated expenditure by three 


lkhs. ‘This act of the Maharaja was in accordance with the well-known policy 
of his deceased father.

correspondent of the London Echo be true, it is disgraceful to our rulers that 
their people should do such mean acts. Such action being contrary to the idea 
of our people about the paramount power is hated by them. It is highly 
censurable that the supreme power should rob the tributary Princes at any time 
and in any manner it likes and persecute them in various ways. Such conduct 
creates discontent and inimical feelings in the mind of the tributary Princes 
and their assistance cannot be counted upon in times of emergency. If the 
statements of the correspondent are to be believed, the British rulers of India 
must be said to be oppressive and they must be requested not to exercise such 
oppression hereafter. The Native Princes must also be given to understand 
that they must bear in mind the conduct of their forefathers and shape their 
course in conformity therewith, for a digger of soil regulates the force of his 
stroke according to the nature of the soil. They must remember that Princes 
are for the comfort of the people and not the people for the comfort of Princes.

The 
Nigar party is now said to be powerful. We have heard of favouritism in the 
transfer of some shirasteddrs, but if the following story be true, Government 
should speedily enquire into it. There is a taluka court of appeal at Jetpur 
presided over by two tdlukdars with a daftarddr under them. As the pre- 
siding judges are not acquainted with the law they have to depend upon the 
daftardér for help. The present daftarddr is a Bania, whom some of the local 
goldsmiths are trying to have removed and to have a Nagar appointed instead. 
As they failed in their object, a report was sent to Government, supported by 
the Political Agency, suggesting the abolition of the said tdluka court. The 
tilukddrs were afraid and it is said that they have employed a Nagar as a 
daftarddr on a salary of about Rs. 200 per mensem on his promising to have 
the said report withdrawn somehow or other. It is said that the Négar has 
successfully carried out his promise. The Bania daftarddr is about to be 
dismissed the service. This intrigue is said to be the work of the Ndgar 
kirbhdris of the other talukddrs of Jetpur. Some Nagars are also trying to 
have Mr. Hemchand Devchand, the Bania kérbhari of K4livdla, removed from 
his post. Whether this be true or false, favouritism largely prevails in Kéthidwar 
in making appointments, high or low. Such intrigues appear to find their 
way even to the office of the Assistant Political Agent and the Political 
Agency itself, and the people have for a long time past been complaining 
about it. It is therefore necessary that the principle of favouritism and party 
spirit should receive an effective blow.

In fact, they need not any longer run down Natiy, 
administration in a Native State, where, I am sure, much greater regard jg 
paid to the welfare of its officers and rayats than the hard and cold “ justice” 
that often distinguishes the British rule. I hear that Native officers jy 
the superior and inferior grades are also to have a mite of the new “justice” 
that is characterizing the present régime in Berar; nobody knows what t 
expect.

The Public ee ae frequent complaints. The two principal complaints 
ment q henry ee against 1t are that the engineers have little work to do 
peels and enjoy large salaries and that the number of Euro- 
eqns in it is greater than that of Natives. These are old and well-founded com- 
laints, being the result of the mistake committed in establishing the Cooper's 
Hill College in England. Some engineers are said to receive Rs. 8,000 per 
mensem aS pay, inclusive of travelling allowance. The engineers, moreover, 
receive half pay when they go on leave to England and a good sum as pension 
on retiring from the service. This is large and unnecessary waste of public 
money and Government should work the department economically. Itis a 
matter for regret that no heed has hitherto been paid to the complaint. 


6. The Suryt Prakdsh (77), in its issue of the 3rd September, writes :— 
The resolution to effect a saving of Rs. 78,000 per 
annum in the Public Works Department in the 
Bombay Presidency mainly affects the Native officers 
3 employed in it. Qne sub-engineer, two supervisors, 
ten overseers, cashiers from all the divisions of the presidency, and temporary 
establishments are to be reduced. Now it will be seen that these posts are 
held by Natives. ‘The salaries of Assistant and Executive Engineers ought 
to be curtailed and Native graduates from the Roorkee College and the Engi- 
neering College at Poona should be freely employed. If the salary of the 
Native engineers were fixed at two-thirds of that given to Huropeans a large 
saving would be effected. There is no necessity for employing engineers from 
the Cooper’s Hill College when Native engineers are to be had. The present 
reduction is chiefly confined to officers on small pay, but if a reduction of 25 per 
cent. were made in the salaries of high officers from the Chief Engineers down 
tothe Assistant Engineers, Rs, 2,00,000 could easily be saved every year. If 
the engineers from the Cooper's Hill College were employed in the British 
Colonies and the Indian Government relieved of its undertaking in the matter 
of theiremployment, the Public Works Department in this country would be

eople, that the latter suspect its motives which, they allege, are far from what — 


, Government bent upon promoting the welfare of the majority of its helpless 
and voiceless subjects should harbour, and that the present harsh and oppressive 
rules for toddy, if not sooner or later abolished, are certain to drive that harm- 
less drink from every locality and make its use altogether prohibitive, and ob- 
serves :—According to the lowest price of beer, namely, Rs. 23 per gallon, the 
duty is only one anna, while the duty on toddy, which is sold at 3 annas per 
gallon, is 2annas! What disproportionate rates, to be sure, of tax on the drinks 
of the classes and the masses! In order that this enormity may be seen to the 
fullest extent, I append the following table :—

i respectfully draw the attention of our excellent and well-intentioned “ Citizen 
Governor ” to the above table. But allow me to remark that the price has 
nothing to do with the question. Itis now a recognised principle that the duty 
on spirits should be in proportion to their respective alcoholic strength. If price 
is to be the principle, then champagne and other wines and spirits which are 
dearer than beer or fresh toddy should have a duty next to nothing. But you 
will admit that such a principle carries absurdity on its very face. Restriction 
No. lis this, that only 4 gallons of toddy can be obtained and carried by one 
person without a permit within a certain prescribed area. In effect this restric- 
tion operates as harshly as restriction No. 2 pointed out in my last letter. At 
this stage, I would again contrast the policy of the A’bkari Department with re- 
gard to toddy and beer. Not more than 4 gallons, or not more than } pint, can 
be obtained and carried within a prescribed area or beyond that area respectively 
without a permit,. notwithstanding that the excise duty is paid. Now look at the 
unfettered facility allowed for the procurement and carriage of duty-paid beer 
from one locality to another. As I stated in my last letter, it can be carried without 
apermit hundreds of miles! But it may be useful to state here how abkari 
oliicials give increased facility to the carriage of Indian-brewed beer by pointing out 
the latest instance. Only the other day the A’bk4ri Commissioner conceded to 
the Poona Brewery the privilege of forwarding to any place beer not exceeding 
4,000 gallons without a permit. May it be asked why such favour is shown to 
beer on which excise duty is paid? Toddy is taxed precisely as this beer. And 
yet, while not more than 4} pint of the former can be removed beyond 10 miles at 
the utmost without a permit, 4,000 gallons of the latter can be forwarded to any 
part of the globe! ‘There is a third restriction on toddy which, though not 
1)Urlous to the consumers, is, in my opinion, directly provocative of corruption. 
bis the rule which enforces the keeping of accounts by licensees. In the first 
place, it 1s simply childish to ask accounts of the sale of an article of drink almost 
insignificant in value. In the second place, the majority of this class of people 
are illiterate, especially the Bhanddris. It is well-known that they are blissfully 
;4orant of reading and writing. They hardly know how to count beyond twenty. 
» Insist upon such men to keep accounts is not only a hardship but an indirect 
Punishment. As they cannot keep accounts they must necessarily employ clerks. 
oe they are and hardly able to eke out a subsistence, is it possible for them 
illite ulge in the luxury of clerks? Yet nolens volens they must get some semi- 
ee ba fellow to write out accounts for them on payment of asmall fee. This 
indir re of penalty directly inflicted on them. But they may have to suffer an 
mors penalty also by way of hushmoney to Inspectors who examine their 
deleiaihes Of course, these are seldom kept correctly, not with the intention to 
wore the licensees know too well the evil consequences of keeping frau- 
= papa but because they are written out by semi-illiterate men. An 
the eH refuse to pass such accounts unless his palms are greased. So 
oxDosed licensees are made unwilling instruments of corruption, and are besides 
to criminal prosecution in case of detection. But for this rule no such 
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demoralisation would be possible. Neither Inspectors nor licensees could have 
any inducement to act dishonestly. Is this a condition of affairs desirable for a

‘Ppr ag in other parts of when visiting this province, have assured us that the 
the Bombay Presidency. province is not neglected, and upon this assurance 
we have to live until another Governor pays a visit to 
sind and renews the assurance of his’predecessor. But it is an unmistakeable 
sion of neglect that the different commissions of enquiry appointed by 
Government during the last few years have seldom thought of making special 
enquiries about Sind and have never visited the province. Its isolation is thus 
emphasized. First the Education Commission, then the Finance Committee, 
and lastly the most important Commission of recent times—the Public Service 
Commission—have left Sind unvisited and ‘have made no careful enquiry about 
the province. So far as Sind is concerned, the Public Service Commission has 
made noenquiry worthy of the name. Whether it is for lack of matter or 
owing to the isolation of Sind that no local or sufficient enquiry has been 
made into the public service of this province, it will be our endeavour to 
show, as far as possible, by indisputable facts. We believe the appointment 
of military officers to civil and executive functions will be in future discon- 
tinued, and Captain H. E.. Beville, who has joined the Burmah Commis- 
sion, is perhaps the last officer belonging to this class. Except in non-regu- 
lation provinces, civil and executive appointments are not given to militar 
oficers. It cannot be said by those who have had actual experience that mili- 
tary officers as a rule do not succeed in executive appointments. Many officers 
belonging to this class have often displayed very high administrative abilities, 
and we have a very able District Collector in Sind belonging to this 
class. But it was also a Collector of the same class who actually wrote to the 
Commissioner in Sind that a Collector’s reputation depended upon his Daftar- 
dir—a very astonishing but nevertheless a perfectly true confession of faith. 
When a Collector is intelligent enough and able to do his duties he may not 
depend upon his Assistants or his Daftarddr, but it does not seldom happen, as 
In the case just mentioned, that a Collector’s reputation depends upon what 
kind of Daftardér he has to help him. If the administration of this province is 
to be placed upon the same footing as that of the other divisions in the presi- 
ency proper, it is necessary that in future only Civilians should be appointed 
Collectors, and that the Sind Commission should no longer be recruited by 
military officers or by others who have not passed the Civil Service Examin- 
ation, It is to be hoped that the Bombay Government will treat this pro- 
vince as it treats the presidency proper, and in sending Civilians to take up 
‘ppointments in Sind will make a fair selection from the Bombay Civilians.

Most of them met near the Siré Ghat, not in 
wie scammed ces their uniforms, but in private dress and everybody who 
saw them anticipated that they were bent upon serious mischief. The police 
had got an inkling beforeliand and the faujdar with a few constables was 
accordingly on the spot. The Beluchis were armed with short sticks concealed 
under their arms, and as soon as they had collected in sufficient numbers they 
attacked and beat those near them, relieved the shopkeepers of their sweet- 
meats, money and other articles, and marched through the bazér, beating and 
looting as they went on. The panic spread fearfully and the shops and private 
houses throughout the town were closed. Anxious mothers were screaming and 
calling in their children, and all looked as if the Russians had arrived. The 
faujdér and his underlings who followed this terror-striking procession appear 
tohave made an attempt at remonstrance, but received several cuts in the 
bargain.’ Mr. Laxmansing, our former faujdar, has received severe contusions, 
Mr. Mahomed Sidik, our present Town Inspector, has not escaped with a 
whole skin, and Mr. Duggan, our Superintendent of Police, if he has not received 
a cut, had at any rate a bad fall while scuffling with a Beluchi soldier and can now 
scarcely walk without difficulty. Our police appears to be perfectly demora- 
ised and their conduct in the present case was utterly shameful. Here was 
our Town Inspector watching with his own eyes in broad daylight the Belu- 
chis in large numbers long before the affray commenced. A man with a 
particle of seuse could anticipate all the consequences at a single glance, and 
any officer of ready resources would have called out his whole police force, sent 
word to the Police Superintendent to call out his rural police sowdrs and called 
for assistance from the District Magistrate to assist in dispersing an assemblage 
which was fast developing into a most fearfully unlawful assembly. The sec- 
tion of the Indian Penal Code about unlawful assemblies could have been then 
tead out to them and they asked to disperse quietly. In case of refusal the 
whole of the police force and the rural sowdrs could have effected the arrest of 
most of them, But our Town Inspector was paralysed at the sight, and with a 

ew constables was following the Beluchis at a distance as if taking precautions 

to hide himself from the Beluchis, in spite of which he and his comrades got 
eaten with the rest. The District Superintendent showed no stuff, and so the 

people and their civic protectors got a wholesale beating. This reflects abun- 
ant discredit on the whole police and the Town Inspector.

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most dangerous and contagious. We are informed from a reliable source (we 
are sorry we cannot publish the incident) that even the sanctity of justice in a 
court presided over by a European Magistrate has been tampered with by this 
too indulged body of Northerners. It is in the very nature of a certain class of 
men to brag of their defiance of authority and violation of law ; armed with clubs 
they are tempted to demonstrate their power; winked at by their officers, this 
violent disposition is not restrained by a proper deterrent. If courage must 
explode in murders and mischief, wanton and deliberate, the spectacle of it ought 
at least to be spared to those who are in no hurry to join the majority. If 
officers want fine fellows, and fineness is incompatible with disorderly conduct, 
itis time that the roughs of the Beluch regiment should be confined to their 
lines or the cantonment limits. Perhaps it may not be without service to draft 
them into some regiment at Aden, to adopt partially a recommendation of the 
late General Gordon. We are glad to observe that the Commissioner in Sind is 
exerting himself to prevent the repetition of such scandals. If Mr. Pritchard 


can rid Hyderabad of this plague, he will be held in the highest gratitude by the 
people of that town.

of Beluch ruffians would have proved a much more serious affair if the peaceful 
citizens had resisted. A general mélée would have been inevitable, the results 
of which it is fearful to contemplate. But the apathy of the powers that be is 
most unaccountable. Is it because they are afraid of Beluchis that they put up 
with their pranks? Ifsepoys of the Beluch Regiment are suffered to insult 
and outrage the modesty of respectable women, if they are allowed to plunder 
harmless inhabitants, all sense of security of person and property will at once be 
atanend. A regiment of the most turbulent and dangerous roughs is let loose 
upon a most inoffensive people to work havoc and mischief among them, un- 
restrained and with impunity. Is not this disgraceful to the British Government ? 
People have complained times without number that their honour and lives are 
in constant danger from the mischievous proclivities of reckless sepoys of the 
notorious Beluch Regiments, but the authorities heed not their prayer. They 
connive at the misdeeds of sepoys and there is no wonder if the latter are 
emboldened to commit more serious disturbances. Officers commanding the 
Beluch Regiments are responsible for these breaches of the public peace. That 
they have become so impotent as to be unable to keep their men in good order 
is incredible. Then why this shuffling policy ? Let them find out the offenders 
inthe regiment. This will not at all be difficult for them, although it may be 
impossible for the injured parties to recognise the delinquents. Having found 
them out, let the officers proceed to resolutely and rigorously punish them. In 
this instance it is reported that as many as 250 sepoys created the disturbance.

We areafraid that this unsettled state of things—this suspense about the 
future of both the Colleges—must be very prejudicial to the efficiency of 
both the institutions. It is of course impossible to suppose that this anxious 
suspense does in no way affect their efficient working. The Bombay Gov- 
ernment cannot, we think, do better than abandon the scheme for the 
transfer of the Deccan College to the Deccan Education Society. It is now 
clear that the proposed transfer is strenuously opposed by all classes of 
people throughout the province, and also that there is nothing in the terms 
of the new provincial contract, as pointed out by the Government of India 
in their reply to the memorial of the Bombay Presidency Association, 
to justify such action on the part of the Bombay Government. There is 
another difficulty likely to arise from a quite unexpected quarter, which the 
Bombay Government and the Deccan Education Society will have to deal with 


before the projected transter can be an accomplished fact. The nature of this 
difficulty will be apparent from the sequel. The original term of probation for 
which the Fergusson College was recognized by the Bombay University as an 
aiiliated institution teaching up to the P. HE. course expires by the end of this 
year, and we understand that the Council of the Deccan HKducation Society 
have decided upon applying to the Bombay University to finally confirm 
the permission originally granted to the Fergusson College to teach up to 


the P. E, course, and to further allow it on probation to teach up to the 
First B.A. course. Now, while it is understood that the first part of this

The Inspectors and Deputy 
Inspectors also sometimes act unjustly and one of the Ahmedabad news- 
papers has published some cases of this sort. Among the cases of untrained 
teachers being promoted over trained ones, the case of a karkun of a Deputy 
Inspector was brought to light and the kdérkun has, ona complaint being 
made, reverted to his former post. ‘There are many other complaints besides 
these, but nobody appears to pay attention to them. Some distinction is also 
observed in the treatment of Inspectors and Deputy Inspectors. Ifthe Inspector 
be a European, no heed is paid to the irregularity of his work. It is not sur- 
prising that the postal charges should increase and. the inspection work be 
carried on with less punctuality and care when European Inspectors are per- 
mitted to live on the hills. We do not know of instances of any tdluka schools 
being ever examined even cursorily by the Inspector during the year, as is 
necessary under the rules. It therefore cannot be said with certainty that 
the Deputy Inspectors do not act as they like in allotting grants-in-aid. When 
the chief officers are careless in the matter, it is but natural that able employés 
without influence to back them should get disappointed. It is to be hoped that 
the authorities concerned and the Sub-Committee of the Public Service Com- 
~ssion will duly attend to these matters. [The Bombay Samdchdr (84), in its

There are a number of railway 
carriages always stationed at Poona, and if the station authorities had cared 
to do so they might very well have availed themselves of them to make room 
for these passengers. The scant courtesy and rough treatment which third- 
class Native passengers sometimes receive at the hands of the railway authori- 
ties are well-known. It was only the other day that Lord Connemara was 
horrified to see how Native passengers were packed up in railway compartments. 
It remains to be seen what relief that circumstance brings to the people of 
Madras. But in Bombay the state of things is no better, as Lord Reay may 
satisfy himself by personal observation any of these days. The reason is not 
far to seek. Monopolists like great railway companies require strict supervision 
from the Central Government everywhere, but especially in India where small 
annoyances and petty discomforts are borne in silence by the generality of the 
people. For this reason, when incidents like the present are brought to the 
notice of Government, they should be carefully enquired into and the griev- 
ances, if any, quickly removed. In urging this upon Lord Reay we believe we 
prefer our appeal to ears not insensible to such appeals, [The Kavser-1-Hind 
(103), in its issue of the 28th August, requests Government to enquire into the 
complaint made by Mr. Joshi and once for all to take strict measures for 
compelling the G. I. P. and the B. B. & C. I. Railway authorities to attend to 


the comfort of third-class passengers by providing more accommodation and 
closets in third-class carriages. }

ist, The sanction accorded to additional grants for repairs to roads 
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and for laying down distributory pipes, amounting in all to Rs, 3,500, was not 
preceded by the production, before the meeting and the public, of the proper 
estimates, which are indispensably necessary on such occasions and which are 
peremptorily called for by Government or their officers in every case before 
authorizing any expenditure. When the repairs to roads were commenced, no 
estimates, it seems, were prepared and the work was allowed to be executed 
according to the whims and fancies of the executive officer. The public will 


be glad to know whether such was really the case, and, if so, who is responsible 
for this grave Omission. 


36. Writing about a few facts concerning the Karachi Municipality, the 
Sind Times (5), in its issue of the 27th August, says :— 
From the minutes that are sent to us from time to 
time we find that proceedings of the managing com- 
mittee are always confirmed at the next meeting of the committee. But we 
do not find whether the proceedings of the meetings of the general corporation 
are ever confirmed. From the absence of anything to show that they are con- 
frmed we presume that they are not, for if they were confirmed it would form 
a part of the a and would, as a matter of course, be published with the 
other proceedings. And may we enquire why the proceedings of a previous 
meeting of the general body of municipal commissioners are not laid at their 
next meeting for confirmation? The Act is quite silent about the necessity of 
the proceedings at one meeting being confirmed at the next meeting, but we 
have always understood it to be the general practice of public meetings to con- 
firm their proceedings. Our study of the minutes of municipal proceedings has 
disclosed to us another irregularity, or rather illegality, in the matter of muni- 
cipal proceedings. We find that many a time there is no quorum at the meet- 
ings of the managing committee, and then the business fixed for such meetings 
is carried on at the adjourned meetings though there is no quorum’ at such ad- 
journed meetings. In the first place, we cannot help expressing our regret at the 
frequency of adjournments for want of a quorum. The managing committee 
consists of 9 members only, and they are generally speaking well chosen members. 
But almost all are men of business, and if they think they have not time enough 
tospare for municipal affairs it would be better if they resigned their seats on the 
committee to make room for others who could and would find time to attend 
the meetings regularly. But this is by the way. Coming to the point of ad- 
journed meetings, we find that the president and members are under a mis- 
taken impression that a quorum is not required at an adjourned meeting. 
But if they will turn to the Act and read its provision carefully they will find 
out their error. Again, as regards the adjourned meetings of the general body 
of commissioners, we observe the same thing. ‘The members seem to think 
that the mere fact that the meeting is in common parlance called an adjourned 
meeting removes the necessity for a quorum at such a meeting. But if they 
carefully read the provisions of the Act they will discover that there is a 
difference between a meeting adjourned for want of quorum and one adjourned 
or want of time or any other reason. It is only whena meeting is adjourned. 
Sn account of there being no quorum that the Act dispenses with the necessity 
of quorum at the adjourned meeting.

The 
press pronounces with one voice the despatch of the Secretary of State relatin 
to this case as creating confusion. All parties are agreed in thinking that the 
Secretary of State himself deserves the censure which he has passed upon the 
Bombay Government. The Commissioners who tried the case have been put 
ina very awkward position by this decision, and it is hoped that the Bombay 
Government will not fail to reply to the despatch in question. The Times o 
India has made an entirely false statement to the effect that Indian public 
opinion endorses the decision given by the Secretary of State. This is the 
second attempt within a short time of the local Times to mislead the public, and 
we are glad to find that public opinion speedily comes forward to contradict 
such mistaken views. We hope that our contemporary will be more careful in 
future. [Several other papers of the week that had time to notice the despatch 
of the Secretary of State published by the Bombay Government express dis- 
approval of the decision arrived at by Lord Cross, and remark that he has no 
knowledge of Indian customs and manners and of the Political Agents in India 
having everything in their own way in the Native States.

30 years in the service cannot do so without producing a medical certificate to the 
effect that he is not strong enough to continue in the service. As for privilege 
leave, Government servants on Rs. 100 a month and under can get it only for 
one month and not for a longer period as they have done up to this time. We 
cannot understand why this change is made. If Government think that 
they are put to inconvenience by granting such leave for a longer period, 
why should not the rule apply to all Government servants alike? Is any real 
inconvenience caused by granting such leave for more than one month, and, if so, 
is it caused only in the case of poor clerks on Rs. 100 and under? Certainly 
not. What then is the difficulty that has produced such an obnoxiousrule? We 
donot know whether the Finance Committee can claim the credit of making this 
change. But from whomsoever the rule may have originated, it is what it is, 
and we can say with certainty that it will entail hardships on poor clerks, who 
ought to receive more liberal treatment at the hands of Government.

A respectable lady here may be treated as badly as possible, and still 
through fear of public opinion she will deny thather honour was anyway attacked. 
Respectable ladies, whether Mahomedan or Hindu, walk with their faces 
covered. Nobody can say who a certain lady is. Ifthe sepoy attacked the 
modesty of any, she would run away somewhere to hide her shame and nobody 
could know who the insulted lady was. The sepoys also run away when they 


see any person approaching, and the witnesses can only say that some respect- — 
able lady was assaulted by some Beluchi sepoy. Under these circumstances 


it isalmost impossible to bring any offender under the strong hand of the law. 
On Sunday last three of the Beluchi sepoys stationed to guard the entrances of 
the town against the entry of their comrades seized an ayah and were 
subjecting her to all kinds of shame, while she, poor thing, was struggling to get 
off. A schoolmaster going down the old post office incline witnessed the scene 
from a distance. He was afraid to go near the sepoys while they were 
engaged in doing mischief, and jumping over the parapet wall of the incline 
went to the Sindhi school, where he informed one of the masters of what he had 
seen. The two masters then saw the ayah going towards her master’s house 
weepingandcrying. This will show how dangerousthese sepoysare and how much 
cause we have to see them removed from this station. The sepoys above men- 
tioned were on duty, and I should like to know whether they consider it a part 
of their duty to abuse, insult or assault passers-by and undefended women. 
We say we are dreadfully afraid of the savage Beluchis. ‘They are wolves in 
human shape. Government do acknowledge this in part, but still they 
keep these very men to guard us. It is absolutely necessary to remove the 
Beluch regiment from this place. Hyderabad is not a frontier town. We have 
ho danger of any outside aggression. Theinhabitants are very peaceful and 
law-abiding, and ever since the conquest in 1843it has never been found 
hecessary to call the military to aid against either the people of the town or 
outsiders, If on any future occasion there arises any necessity for the military 
to interfere, the Kuropean regiment stationed here will answer the purpose.

It is idle to 
talk of the people being timid and cowardly. The people are unprotected and 
they are not allowed to possess and carry any weaponsof defence by Gov- 

ernment. They have suffered often from Beluch disorder. They have com- 
~ plained, but the heroic authorities have applied most unheroic remedies, betray- 
ing their fear of the Beluchi’s exhibition of temper and insubordination. The 
impression has now gained ground that whatever crime and disturbance the 
Beluchis may commit, the authorities will not take serious notice of them. 
What wonder then if the populace manifests unreasonable terror? The people 
are terror-stricken because the authorities have allowed them to drift into that 
unhappy condition.

Native in similar circumstances, he would have been sent to jail by this time. 
The schoolmaster reported the fact to the Deputy Educational Inspector of 
Kénara, but he also does not seem to have brought the matter to light. We 
hope that the Bombay Government will take due notice of the action of Mr. 


Wiltshire. 


24, The Poona Vaibhav (48), in its issue of the 4th September, publishes 


a notice addressed to the District Forest Officer, 
Poona, and signed by seventeen inhabitants of Bhivi- 
gaum in the Khed Taluka of the Poona District in the 
handwriting of one Manohar Ka4shinath Ganpule, a resident of Khed. In this 
notice the persons who have signed it assert that they own forest lands in that 
village, which have been in their possession for a long time and for which they 
pay revenue to Government; that though on enquiry a few years since 
they declined to exchange these lands for some others they have received

notices from forest authorities mentioning without ground their willingness to. 


exchange their lands and directing them not to cultivate them on pain of 
punishment ; that they have never signified their consent to the exchange above 
referred to and that by this notice they give the District Officer to understand 
that if they are obstructed in the cultivation of their lands, he will have to pay 
as damages Rs. 100 per annum, with costs, for each man working on those lands ; 
and that he must pay a further sum of Rs. 500 as damages for their having 
been unjustly convicted and sentenced for cultivating those lands, as otherwise 


they will sue him for that sum in a court of law and then he will have to pay 
the costs as well. : 


25. The Hitechchhu (73) of Ahmedabad, in its issue of the 8th September,

And if so, what is the use of keeping the 
petitioners in suspense for such a long time? The petitioners have been 
waiting very long for a reply, and we earnestly ask Lord Reay to look into this 
matter and to give a fillip to the apparently lazy and somnolent souls in the 
General Department of the Secretariat who have so long slept over the petition.

What we have 
learnt is, however, quite the contrary. Tlp deceased was ordered by his 
father to worship, in company with his wife whom he disliked (the dislike 
being the result of child-marriage) the Mahdrdaj (a deified teacher of the Jain 
sect) and to perform certain other ceremonies on the occasion of his visit to 
their home. The deceased hated the Mahdraj and drowned himself in a well 


owing to his being forced to worship the Maharaj. This is a matter for deep 
regret, if true.

The Hindus and the Mahomedans 
ought to live at peace with one another, and their leading men should bring about 
peace between them. [The Praja Mat (111), in its issue of the 3rd September, 
complains of Mr. Adams, Police Superintendent, Ahmedabad, and his Assistant

The fault lies in the system of selecting officers for service in this country and 
matters will not improve unless this system is reformed. Rich, experienced 
and married men of high birth will not come to this country on a salary 
of Rs. 200 or Rs. 400 per mensem. They will have to be paid Rs. 800 or 
Rs. 1,000 per mensem, which can be done by reducing the number of European 
oficers sent from England and by appointing educated Natives of high 
birth and attainments as their assistants.

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+ ought to be, and can be easily mastered by a man of average Intelligence in a 
very short time. There are Honorary Magistrates all over India. It seems 
destined that Sind alone 18 to be deprived of the benefit of every progressive 
-sstitution. In every department this unfortunate province has been neglected. 
Honorary Magistrates are unknown in Sind, and we are to presume either that no 
man intelligent enough to be an Honorary Magistrate has been found, or that 
Honorary Magistrates are not yet needed in Sind. Of course neither of these 
resumptions has any foundation in fact. There is no lack of intelligence in 
the Province, and Honorary Magistrates are greatly needed in Karéchi and the 
other important towns in the Province. We are not quite precise in saying that 
there is no Honorary Magistrate in Sind. There is one Honorary Magistrate 
‘: Kardchi, and he has the solitary distinction of being the only Honorary 
Magistrate in the Province. This gentleman was at Nasik, where he was an Hono- 
rary Magistrate. He came to Karachi and brought his Honorary Magistracy 
vith him, that is to say, he was transferred from Nasik to Karachi as an Hono- 
rary Magistrate. If we may be permitted to speak of his legal acquirements, 
we may say, without meaning any disparagement, that his judgments are 
curiosities both as regards Hnglish and knowledge of law. Only municipal 
cases are tried by this Magistrate, as the City Magistrate or the District 
Magistrate does not deem it expedient to allow police cases to be tried by him. 
Now, is it unreasonable to ask that this farce should be played out? ‘There 
are scores of men who would make excellent Honorary Magistrates, and who 
are known as leading citizens. Why should there be only one Honorary 
Magistrate of very mediocre talents who owes lus position not to any local status 
or distinction, but to the fact of his having been an Honorary Magistrate in a 
smaller and much less important town than Kardchi?P In Kardchi we have 
European and Native merchants of great intelligence and ability. There is 
some public spirit also among them. We have bankers, zamindars, and edu- 
cated and cultured men. Why should not Honorary Magistrates be selected 
out of these, so that criminal work may be actually facilitated and the stipen- 
diary Magistrates may divide their work with the Honorary Magistrates? In 
Important cases among the shipping in the town and in camp the stipendiary 
Magistrates may be associated with the Honorary Magistrate, as is the practice 
elsewhere.

If the present 
Governor had been a man like Sir Richard Temple, who, the public and the press 
must remember, changed the curriculum of the Bombay University at one sitting 
in spite of all opposition, he would have at once carried out his ideas regarding 
technical education. This kind of education is very urgently needed in India 
at present and it would not be wrong to divert some portion of the educational

The sympathy is most 
jeserved and under the present circumstances that sympathy alone can 
act as the best stimulus to further good work by the very large and intelligent 
class of educated Native gentlemen who have already taken much interest in 
municipal administration. It is the aim of those who have been opposed to the 
introduction of the scheme to work upon the lurking fears of Government and 
to induce them to believe that their anticipations have been realized and that 
the higher privileges granted to the people must therefore be curtailed. We 
have on several occasions pointed out, and we also point out this time, that so 
far as the municipal administration of this city is concerned there never has 
heen any room for such apprehensions, and we believe that the elective body 
has during the last few years shown that in its hands the sanitary interests of 
the city are not endangered. It is alleged in certain quarters that the sanita- 
tion of Poona has grown worse. This allegation seems to us to be unfounded.

There 
are only two Subordinate Judges in the province who get this not very handsome 
salary. No one can deny that the Subordinate Judges in this province have to work 
ashard and are required to do as good work as those in other parts of the presi- 
dency, but nothing has yet enabled them to get over the misfortune of having 
been employed in Sind. We doubt whether anywhere else the uncovenanted 
service is so ill remunerated and neglected as it is in Sind. The Commissioner 
in Sind, until the inquiries of the Finance Committee, enjoyed the salary and 
position of a Chief Commissioner.

Of course 
official titles have neither any importance nor any interest in the eyes of out- 
ders, but there can be no denying that Subordinate Judges are made to feel 
that they occupy a lower position than Deputy Collectors. Now this is not only 
sn unjust, but obviously a wrong distinction. In no part of India except in Sind 
are Subordinate Judges paid worse than Deputy Collectors. In the North-West 
Provinces, in the Bombay Presidency and in Madras first grade Subordinate 
Judges get the same salaries as first grade Deputy Collectors. In Bengal 
frst grade Subordinate Judges get Rs. 1,000 a month, while first grade Deputy 
Collectors get only Rs. 800 a month. In Bengal Subordinate Judges alone used 
tobestyled Khan Bahddurs and Rado Bahadurs, and this courtesy was extended to 
Deputy Collectors only recently. We also know that chances of promotion from 
the grades of Subordinate Judges are more numerous than from the grade of 
Deputy Collectors, Inthe Bombay Presidency the highest appointment ever 
conferred upon an uncovenanted officer is that now givento Réo Bahadur Mahddev 
Govind Ranade, and he belongs to the rank of Subordinate Judges. In Bengal 
a Subordinate Judge has been made a pucca District and Sessions Judge and 
another was elevated to the bench of the High Court.

It is better to burn the 
dead bodies of poor Hindus than to bury them, and the municipality should 
therefore arrange for a free supply of fuel to those who have recourse to burial 
for want of fuel. The introduction of crematoriums is desirable, but the Hindu 
society in its present state will not welcome it. ‘Those who are in favour of the 
use of crematoriums should first begin to use them themselves in order that others 
may be induced to do the same. The Poona Varbhav (48), in its issue of the 
18th September, says:—The present method of cremation may be costly, still 
Hindus do not and will never approve of crematoriums. It is not that the dead 
bodies are to be burnt in any way. Religious ceremonies are to be performed 
before the pile is made and after the body is placed on it.

— ties. We shall not be very far from the truth if we 
say that in Sind the scheme has met with the least encouragement. If we were 
to contrast the municipalities of Sind with the municipalities of the Punjab 
the difference would be easily seen. Except that the elective system has been 
introduced, no further opportunities have been given to the provincial munici- 
palities to cultivate that public spirit, sense of responsibility and independence 
without which self-governing bodies can never be successful. The most objec- 
tionable feature in the old municipalities was the appointment of the District 
Collector as president. This system still obtains in Sind, and we are not 
surprised to hear from time to time of the high-handed proceedings of district 
municipalities. District officers are not accustomed to being contradicted, and 
the belief is generally well-founded that the Collector ceases to be friendly with 
the daring municipal commissioner who ventures to oppose him at a muni- 
cipal meeting, In Kardchi alone the president is non-official, and there is a 
fair semblance of self-government. The number of nominated commissioners 
is the same as that of the elected ones. In Bombay the proportion of the 
former to the latter is less than one-fourth at present. If this be regarded 
agtoo liberal for Kardchi, some other proportion might be laid down for 
i. Up to this time the president has been a nominated commissioner, 
and as he has the casting vote the nominated commissioners have always a 
ayer of one on their side. It will be admitted that in Sind no munici- 
paity has & majority of elected commissioners. The selections by nomi- 
nation were very injudicious in several instances. The object of the 
authorities did not appear to be to get the best men. available, but men who 
would best appreciate a favour. Some of the nominations were of course 
1 exceptionable, but there were others which must be strongly condemned.

That being our view of the matter, we cannot 
in the very nature of things condemn any action of Government that is calcu- 
lated to inconvenience the producers, sellers or consumers of the mischievous 
drinks.

The native 
a y 1s killed ; foreign industry is encouraged ; and the imperial revenue is 
7 ased. In the vigorous defence which Mr. Pritchard made of the A’bkéri 
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dlicy 10 1883 in the columns of the Bombay Gazette, he very clearly ex- 

ined how the duty on country spirits was raised and was to be further 

sed so as to place foreign and country spirits on a footing of equality 
a Indian market. ‘The natural disadvantage, under which foreign brewers 
aboer on account of the great distance at which the Indian peninsula 
lies from the liquor-producing countries, was to be removed by enhancing excise 
juties in India. This feature of the Indian fiscal policy is obvious and ought to 
ne seen by everybody. Indian salt must be taxed if Cheshire has to thrive; 
i: nport duties on cotton goods must be given up if Lancashire must compete ; and 
sountry spirits and toddy must be made dear by the imposition of excise duty if 
foreign brewers are to be enabled to compete with the Bhanddris. These are the 
Jictates of tree trade principles, and every Governor and Governor General that 
comes to India must obey them. Lord Reay is charged by Mr. Dantra with 
undoing his own doings. What else can he do? He is not a master of himself. 
He has to obey the behests of his superiors. In every action that he has taken 
and every reform he has attempted he has shown that he has a good 
heart; and in undoing his own deeds he has practically exposed to our gaze 
the vulnerable point in the administrative system where our attack must be 
directed. If we do not do it it 1s our own fault. Should the Presidency Associa- 
tion see this as clearly as we do, it will at once agree with us in thinking that in the 
balance which the Secretary of State holds in his hands the land-owners, tree- 
tappers and liquor-sellers in Bombay cannot be so weighty as the English 
brewers. It is altogether a mistaken position to place English beer on the same 
footing with Indian toddy. We refuse to believe that toddy is an article of 
necessity to the Natives. While writing on this subject in 1885, we quoted the 
words of an authority on practical hygiene to point out that in tropical climates 
spirits cannot and ought not to be looked upon as part of necessary food ; and 
we repeat the same conviction to-day. To place toddy, therefore, on a footing of 
equality with beer in English society is to give it a respectability and to sanction 
its free use. We should, if possible, like to see toddy expelled from amongst us 
as we wish all foreign beverages to be expelled from the country. On this, as 
on the point noticed above, we can sympathise with the demand for modifying 
the present rules of the A’bkdri administration on economic grounds. Any 
policy that does not secure to the subjects the benefits of their property, in 
whatever form that may exist, is mischievous in the extreme and ought to be 
modified. We can extend our cordial support to any prayer that aims at giving 
the hungry their full meal; but we cannot sympathise with any attempt that 
asks them to forget the substance for the shadow. If toddy is used for food to 


illeviate the pangs of hunger, it is not certainly doing justice to them to attempt 
to secure a make-believe for food.

The European officers should think well of this before envying the Brdéhmans. 
If it were not for the Brdhman editors of Maréthi newspapers, a majority of 
chich is conducted by Brdhmans, and their exposures of public officers, the 
utter would not fail to behave wantonly. Government do not pay much at- 
tention to the writings of these editors, but this is a great mistake, the con- 
sequences of which Government will have to suffer seriously in the end. Some 
European officers have poisoned the ears of Government: against Bréhman 
newspapers, but we hope that Government will wisely prevent this poisoning of 
their ears. The condition of the Police Department in this Presidency has 
become very bad. Most of the men employed in it are illiterate and vain. 
The head officers are Europeans, but they are ignorant of the language, manners 
and customs of the Natives. The whole of the power, therefore, is virtually in 
the hands of their subordinates, who being mostly from non-Bréhmanical classes 
are uneducated and oppress the rayats. They are therefore necessarily afraid 
of newspapers and try to bring their complaints into discredit. [A correspond-

In ward No. 12 there are several persons paying municipal taxes 
rhose names stood on the old list, who had all along remained in the same 
quarter, and whose names did not appear in any other list, and yet their names 
were struck off probably as a proof of the carefulness with which the lists were 
corrected. Surely Mr. Strachan, whose ability and industry are well known, 
should see that such mistakes do not creep into the lists. The lists are so 
incomplete and inaccurate that one cannot help feeling that injustice is done to 
the voters and the candidates also.

s been, and will continue to be, to create dissentions 
and distrust among the different sections of the people. 
There are differences amongst them in every respect. The vatandar patils 
and kulkarnis have been divided in interest and are now fighting over their 
respective rights; the Deccan Agriculturists’ Relief Act of 1879 has given rise 
to a misunderstanding between the borrowers and the money-lenders and has 
hecome a source of revenue to Government by making compulsory the regis- 
tration of certain documents which were formerly not required to be registered ; 
servants have been alienated from their masters by declaring differences between 
them to be subjects of litigation ; 1t is under contemplation to legislate upon the 
subjects of early marriage and enforced widowhood among the Hindus with a view 
+o foment quarrels between husband and wife; and the imposition of restrictions 
on the free disposal of ancestral property by the father and his sons has set them 
one against another. In this manner the Government has become the master 
of the situation by creating quarrels amongst the people of India in a thousand 
and one ways. As long as the Government does not give up this attitude it 
bas no fear from the people, and the whole of the military expenditure is un- 
necessary. The so-called reformers should, therefore, instead of asking for 
legislative measures regarding early marriage and enforced widowhood, ask 
fora law of primogeniture in order that there may be no quarrels about family 
property, and that jaghirddrs, zaminddrs and other vatandars, instead of being 
reduced to poverty, may be made to give up laziness and to become indus- 
trious for their own maintenance. 


2. The Indu Prakdsh (10), in its issue of the 10th October, writes :—Some 
one in Paris, presumably acting on behalf of Maharaja 
Dhulip Sing, has sent us a printed copy of a letter 
which the Maharaja appears to have addressed to the 
Daily Telegraph newspaper of London.

The Maharaja points out 
tlt the Zimes was wrong in stating that he had asked for more from the 
British Government than he was justly entitled to. He claimed what had been 
promised him by the Treaty of Annexation, his “claim having been admitted 
and acknowledged by one of the high Law Lords of the British House of Peers.’ 
As to the allegation that he squandered his income, he says:—‘I never 
exceeded my income, but it became straitened and inadequate (owing to the ~ 
generally pervading agricultural depression) to support the rank guaranteed to 
me by england under the treaty in question.” He complains that though 
Her Majesty herself always replied to his letters, yet the Marquis of Salisbury 
replied through his Secretary to a letter of his in which he had asked for a

the matter independently, if necessary, of the circumscribed results of the in- 
quiry as disclosed by one-sided evidence. If all goes well so far, and if some 
of the departments like the Survey, on which Sir Charles seems to lay special 
stress, are closely looked into, we shall have reason to be thankful to Lord — 
Dufferin’s Government for having ordered this inquiry in the matter of the 
Subordinate Public Service. And now that Sir Charles Aitchison has ret urned, 
wehope that he will soon be able to set at rest the anxiety of the educated 
classes. We may count upon justice from him.

15, The Sind Times (5), in its issue of the 12th October, writes :—The author- 
ties In Sind should take a lesson from the authorities at Bombay in the matter 
of meeting an emergency with vigour. Thesepoys of the 17th Regiment, N. L,, 
misbehaved themselves. They assaulted and wounded a policeman, which 
»nded in a fracas between the sepoys of the regiment on one side and the police 
and the public on the other. Great excitement prevailed on both sides and the 
police had at first much difficulty in restoring peace and quiet. The police 
vere ill-treated, but their Commissioner demanded from the military authorities 
justice On behalf of his men. Colonel Bulkley, who commanded the regiment 
which misbehaved itself, took naturally the side of his men and tried all he 
could to protect them. But public opinion declared itself strongly against 
the regiment and so it was at once ordered to Mhow. Well, the riot at 
Hyderabad was much graver. Not only were the police assaulted and beaten 
and the shops in the bdzdr plundered, but the modesty of women was attacked 
and outrages committed on them. In one respect the two riots are similar, 
riz., in the attitude of the officers towards the sepoys under theircommand. In 
both instances the officers endeavoured to protect their men. In the Hyder- 
abad riot it is alleged that the Superintendent of Police himself was very 
roughly handled by some of the regimental ruffians, and both the acting and the 
substantive ‘own Inspectors received cuts and wounds. And yet the police 
officers and the civil authorities did not press the matter to the attention of the 
military authorities with vigour. The people made a representation to the 
Commissioner in Sind and received a schooling from him as to making too 
much fuss about a thing which would have settled down of itself. The aggres- 
sive regiment is still at Hyderabad, although the Commissioner in Sind 
admits that there was ground for the people to complain and be alarmed. The 
regiment in Bombay was sent away by a special train before the result of the 
inquiry into their guilt was known; while in Hyderabad, although nine men 
were convicted and suspicion rested on others, yet the regiment has been 
allowed to remain where it is. What intensifies the guilt of the regiment is that 
this was not the only instance in which the Beluch Regiment misbehaved itself 
and proved disorderly, A frightfully long list of recorded cases was cited by the 
people in support of their prayer that the regiment should be at once removed 
and never avain stationed at Hyderabad. But as yet their representation has 
not been favourably considered by the authorities here. Lord Keay expressed 
sympathy with the wounded policemen in Bombay. Will not His Excellency 
svinpathize with the much aggrieved inhabitants of Hyderabad, where females, 
‘though outraged, are deterred by peculiar public opinion from seeking justice ?

Among the salutary changes which the draft Bill intro- 
duces into the constitution of the Bombay University 
may be noticed the one which makes the non-attendance 
of the Vice-Chancellor at any meeting of the Senate, Syndicate ora Faculty for one 
rear, and of a Fellow for three years, a ground of disqualification for holding office. 
‘ssa means of eliminating ornamental Fellows and securing better attendance 
‘his will be a wholesome rule to enforce. In reference to this some distinction 
should be made between resident and non-resident Fellows. By non-resident 
we mean Fellows living in India but compelled to live out of Bombay by reason 
of service, trade or calling. Such persons may find it difficult to attend the 
meetings of the Senate as often as they ought to without any wilful default or 
negligence on their part, but they may be too valuable members for the Uni- 
versity to lose. The proposed period of three years is, therefore, good enough 
for non-resident Fellows. ‘lhe office of the Vice-Chancellor is made tenabie for 
two years, but the appointment is still left in the hands of the Government, 
The Vice-Chancellor is the chief executive officer of the University and usually 
presides at all its meetings. We think it is high time the office is made elective, 
the Senate, lke the Bombay Municipal Corporation, being given the power to 
elect its own chairman. The provision about the qualification of Fellows is also, 
we fear, conceived in a narrow spirit. It excludes graduates of Continental 
Universities and also of Indian Universities other than that of Bombay; also 
under-graduates and persons who may not enter the University at all but may 
vet distinguish themselves in their own walks of life. Even among graduates, 
BaA.s, B.Sc.’s, L.M & 8.’s and L.C.E.’s would be excluded. For persons of 
rare merit in these classes there is the door of nomination open, but we wonder 
why a bar should be placed against their being elected. Academic qualifications 
of the highest order would ordinarily be an index of superior intelligence and 
talent. But in the non-academic class it is not rare to find as successful and 
intellectual men as in the academic. The exclusion of graduates of Universities 
on than those of Bombay and the United Kingdom 1s less defensible.

rt of Bombay has more than once held that Government cannot force non- 
got or service commutation settlement on Vatandirs against their will. Nay, 
ai case (the Government of Bombay vs. Damodar Parmdnandas, Bombay High 
roar Reports, Volume V., page 202) the High Court has gone further and held 
as even if the Government chooses to dispense with the services of Vatandirs 
that will not deprive the latter of their haks, if there are services to be per- 
formed and if Vatandars are willing to perform them. The very proposal to 
levy ajudi in lew of services implies the existence of services to be performed. 
Thus then it is clear that in the present case the Vatandars have not only the 
liability, but also the right to perform services appropriate to their vatans. 
And it is this time-honoured and long-cherished right of the Vatandars which 
the Government resolution under consideration threatens to injure in a very 
serious manner. The Government resolution in question directs that a non- 
<orvice settlement may be forced upon Vatanddrs whether or not they consent 
thereto. Moreover, we understand that the rate of guy that is threatened to 
be levied is too hard, viz., 9 annas and 6 pies in the rupee, whereas some of 
the Vatandars are at the present day rendering quite efficient and satisfactory 
srvices at less than half the cost that will be entailed by the aforesaid 
rate. This resolution, we regret to observe, is quite out of keeping with the 
liberal and enlightened tone which the administration of His Excellency Lord 
Reay has hitherto maintained. We are, however, inclined to believe that some 
unfortunate mistake has brought about such an undesirable result, or that all 
the facts and arguments bearing on the subject have not been placed before 
His Excellency. And consequently it is hoped that His Excellency Lord 
Reay, with his characteristic nobleness of mind, will, for the sake of justice, 
review the aforesaid resolution and modify it, so as to make it consistent with 
the time-honoured rights of Vatanddrs and the express provisions of the law on 
the subject.

Public opinion in Bombay was content to accept the Bombay Municipal Draft Bill 
and the Bombay Municipal vith important omissions and modifications, especially 
Draft Bil in regard to the powers contemplated to be bestowed 
upon the already too powerful Municipal Commissioner. Then came interest- 
ing opinions from disinterested lawyers attempttng to show that the measure 
was bad beyond redemption, and that the only way for Government to act 
mder the circumstances was to withdraw it forthwith. This view seems to have 
ommended itself to our local parliament, and it has been emphasized by the in- 
iilible “ we” of the fourth estate of the realm who speak for the public at large. 
Marvellous must be the force of education that has brought about this unani- 
uity. Who can have the temerity of disturbing such a oneness of mind 
among the Corporation, the press and the inhabitants of Bombay? Those 
well-meaning English friends who may be opposed on principle to Government 
control of any kind or degree forget that for one thing the public spirit of Bombay 
is spasmodic, and that whenever it is roused it is roused mainly for destruction. 
It appears to be at present in the mood to destroy the Municipal Draft Bill; 
no sooner is its destructive work done than it will retire to rest. And neither 
Captain Selby’s sacrifices nor the prayers of the Bombay Ratepayers’ Association, 
nor the taunts of the local press, can revive it soon for constructive work. There 
is so little of perseverance among us and so little perception of individual respon- 
sibility that we now and then hear some of those who overthrew Mr. Crawford’s 
administration doubting if they acted wisely. Though in a woful minority, 
we cannot help repeating that an elaborate and comprehensive measure like 
Mr. Naylor’s Draft Bill, one of the most laborious efforts of a laborious life, 
deserves a better fate than being shelved. The Governor is, we think, as anxious 
to secure the dignity of the Corporation as of the Municipal Commissioner, and 
he is not likely to compromise his reputation for love of progressive self-govern- 
nent even to oblige an enlightened opposition. Both Lord Reay and Mr. 
Naylor have declared that they are not wedded to any particular provision of 
the Bill. Then why not omit or recast everything that is objectionable in it 
rather than go in for a wholesale withdrawal? That it requires modification, 
ind in some respects a radical one, has been shown abundantly. But if this 
is cllected, we leave it to our politicians to say whether the advantages of an 
‘xtended franchise are to be spurned for a mere show of independence.

The other day Professor 
Peterson, in his evidence before the Public Service Sub-Committee, made his in- 
dividual case a ground for sweeping charges against the Government. That is 
not desirable. The Professors must be given to understand that the loaves and 
fishes of office will not invariably fall to their lot, or let the two branches be 
separated once for all, the Inspectors getting promotion under a fixed scale. 
Some hard and fast rules ought to be laid down so that there may be no un- 
necessary and avoidable heart-burning each time an appointment is made.

The temporary appointments made in the Hducational Department to last 
during the absence of Professor Wordsworth on leave cannot fail to provoke 
general dissatisfaction in spite of the justification which has been put forth 
on their behalf.

We hear that the Collector of Satara having much other work the 
Bombay Government intends to transfer the Native States of Bhor and Jath to 
the control of the Poona and Bijapur Agencies respectively and to retain only 
the two States of Aundh and Phaltan under the Sdtara Agency. We request 
Government to avail itself of this opportunity and to place these four States 
under the control of the District Judges of Poona, Bidpur and Satara _respect- 
ively. Wealso request Government to put a limit to the power of Political 
Avents who at present meddle with Native Chiefs even in trifling matters and 
have deprived some of them, we understand, of the right of trying murder cases, 
which they should possess according to the provisions of the treaties entered 
into between them and the British Government.

But since 
tans the month of March ofthat year, when the new Resi- 
jent introduced a new revenue system, the people have been reduced to a ver 
miserable condition. Before the introduction of this new system the duty on 
, maund of sugar was only 43 annas, but now it has risen to Rs. 1-10-0. In 
the same way the duty on a maund of cloth, ghee and corn has risen to 
Rs, 5-5, Re. 1 and 3 annas from 43 annas, 2? annas and # anna respectively. 
he same is the case with other articles, and the duty levied on them has increased 
four, five or in some cases even sixfold. The other evil of this system is that if a 
woman goes out of the city, her upper garment is taken off her body, weighed, duty 
taken for it and then she is allowed to go out of the city. In some cases if the 
garment is costly and light, duty is charged on the price of that garment, 
generally at the rate of five per cent. The same thing is repeated at the time of 
that woman’s returning to the city. Ifa woman goes out of the city ten times 
ina month with the same upper garment on, duty is taken from her as 
many times. If aman who has to go out of the city has put on a new pair 
ofshoes, duty is taken from him also. What is more horrible than this is that 
if a man takes with him haif a ser of sweets to satisfy his hunger on the way, 
duty is taken from him, And if a man goes out of the city to attend the 
marriage ceremony or funeral of a relation of his, his clothes are searched to see 
if there be anything concealed under them. I have also heard that about a year 
and a half agoa Vaishya inhabitant of Bivani chose a girl from among the 
people of Rajgad to be his wife, and while he, accompanied by his friends and 
relations, was going to perform the marriage ceremony, Rs. 300 were taken 


from him before he was allowed to enter Rajgad, although the people who 


accompanied him had nothing with them except the ornaments and clothes 
which they had on their persons.

‘the people of India and in its issue of the 30th October, describes the various 
their condition er changes which the costume, habits and manners of the 
British rave people of India have undergone under the British rule, 
vefers to heavy land revenue assessments and the consequent misery of the agri- 
culturists, the various court-fees and stamp duties which petitioners have to pay to 
obtain justice, the unsubstantial nature of the justice dealt out by Government 
oficers, the forest laws and the consequent difficulty of getting fuel,rdb and fodder, 
the heavy salt duty and the ways of departmental officers in increasing the revenue

Without the rapid spread of 
education their subjects will not be able to understand their rights and to 
improve their condition, The Native Rajis should be deprived of their right 
of banishing from their States those who oppose thein in their high-handedness 
and of inflicting punishment on anyone, Every offender should be tried 
by a proper judicial officer, as is the case in British territory. It should not be 
left simply to their will to dismiss servants in their States without sufficient 
cause. Nobody will blame the British Government for compelling Native 
Rijds to carry out these reforms in their States. Several Government officers 
think that Native States are pasture lands. They should drive away this idea 
from their minds, should consider them as pillars of the British rule in India 
and should always bear in mind that its permanency depends on the strength 
of these pillars. If they do this it will be beneficial to themselves, to the British 
Government, and to the whole country.

What mischief, says a well-known writer of Anglo-Indian history, is often done 
by these political officers, how they gall and crush the Native Princes, can hardly 
pe said in too vivid terms. Lord Hastings’ portrait drawn as early as 1814 is 
yet true to the letter. Sir Lepel Griffin’s action in the present case resembles 
pretty much the policy pursued by Colonel Phayre in 1873-75 at Baroda. 
Under these circumstances it.1s but just and fair that he should be required to 
submit an explanation of the charges laid at his door and the matters cleared 
up. It may be that Sir Lepel does not now contemplate a stay in the country 
of any duration and that he intends to transfer his abilities, which he, for one, 
does not rate except above the ordinary; to higher spheres of activity. Yet 
the revelations of the Patrika contain matter of such supreme importance to the 
interests of Native States and the contentment and loyalty of their rulers, that 
Government cannot, with such precedents as those we have cited above out of 
recent history before them, well maintain an attitude of utter indifference in the 
case and leave the above charges to rest in doubt and uncertainty. [The Yajdan 
Parast (180) of the 80th October says that Government should either call for 
an explanation from Sir Lepel Griffin in tle matter or have the charge against 
him publicly enquired into.

Not only this, bat in many cases these States have 
been made to pay a certain tribute for the maintenance of a force for their pro- 
tection, We are therefore justified in holding that through the action of the 
British Government the Native Princes have been relieved. of the responsibility 
touched upon in the last but one paragraph of the Viceroy’s most politic letter. 
Ihe N ative Princes might think it politic and wise to .offer to assist the Gov- 
emment of India; but that Government will be equally bound to decline such 
_ with thanks, This brings us to the question as to what should be done of

1 The Poona Vaibhav (46) of the 6th November writes a leading article 
| about Dhulip Sing, in which the policy of the British 
Dhulip Sing and the char- (overnment towards him is ironically ridiculed and 
yeer of the Indian Govern- 4) demned and his action justified. It is in the 
ment following strain :—We shall not attach the least im- 
portance to what Dhulip Sing has to say against the British Government until 
~e know what heinous offence the latter has committed, for we are quite 
aonvinced that Government will never be guilty of inequitable conduct. 
Dhulip Sing thinks that Government have acted unjustly in dethroning and 
sonfining him in England ; but no, it was done only with the object of adding 
‘o their territories and there was no germ of injustice in the matter. The 
Mahirdja is wrongly under the impression that Government have sinned against 
him in not giving him the allowance stipulated for in the treaty entered into 
with him, for if he had been granted that allowance he would have only be- 
come more extravagant. The Mahardja says that Government did an act of 
injustice 1n forcibly appropriating his private property worth 40 or 50 lakhs of 
rupees, but there was nothing wrong in that, because Government only wanted to 
spare the Maharaja the trouble of the management of his property. Dhulip 
Sing may be of opinion that his detention at Aden was unjust, but we do not 
understand how Government are to blame in making him a prisoner half way 
between England and India, thinking, as they did, that it was shameful for a 
dethroned prince to show his face to his subjects. We do not know what to 
say of such lame excuses of Dhulip Sing and of his attempts to produce dis- 
affection in our hearts towards our rulers who are perfectly just and incarnations 
of God. Granting for the sake of argument that Government were unjust 
towards Dhulip Sing, why we should rise against them for their acts towards 
one individual is indeed a mystery to us. We might have lent our support 
to Dhulip Sing for the emancipation of our country if Government had been 
unjust towards us. But if our just Government treat us on a footing of 
equality with their own people and give us high posts, impose no burden of 
taxation upon us, encourage our trade, promote our industries and arts, heartily 
Inpart education to us, confer new privileges and titles upon us, strive to 
improve the condition of the agriculturists without raising the land. revenue, 
give equal laws to us and Europeans, do not outrage the modesty of our women, 
cause no murders of Natives to be committed and if committed punish the 
oltenders adequately, do not disrespect or defraud our princes, and in short treat 
us with parental affection as they do, can it be dreamt even that we shall ever 
rcbel against them at the instigation of Dhulip Sing ? The paper then gives the 
purport of Dhulip Sing’s proclamation and styles it the raving of a mad man.

In reply they were told that they had no business to come there and that 
they should walk away at once. The bailiffs were then forcibly driven away 
out of the compound by the persons who were present there, of whom some were 
police constables. It was discreditable to Mr. Yates to thus obstruct the bailiffs 
while in the execution of a civil court’s warrant. Being a police officer he 
must have been aware of the offence he was committing. We have no doubt 
that the court will see that no one obstructs its servants in the performance of 
their duty and that it will preserve its honour. This is how a Police Superintendent 
Who is deeply in debt abuses his power. Was it not abuse of power by Mr. 
Yates to obstruct the execution of a warrant with the assistance of police 
constables under him? Will Government direct their attention to this matter? 
We cannot understand the cause of their long silence in this case.

I'he present question 
does not refer only to the acceptance or rejection of the offer of 60 lakhs, but 
has a wide bearing, the real question being what principle the paramount power 
should follow in relation to its Native tributaries so far as monetary transactions 
are concerned. It is not therefore desirable for other Native Princes to make 
their offers before this question of the NizAm’s offer is finally decided, as other- 
wise they are likely to suffer unnecessarily.. 


86. The Gujardti (94), in its issue of the 6th November, gives the follow- 
Cea Ce eee ing among other reasons for declining the offer of 
Highness the Nizdm’s offer,  S!Xty lékhs of rupees made to Government by His High- 
ness the Nizim of Hyderabad :—(1) This attempt 
to frighten Russia will not succeed, but will, on the contrary, be considered a 
trick to show that the Native Princes love Government. (2) Native Princes 
will be frightened by its acceptance and will think that the authorities will be 
displeased if they do not manifest their loyalty in the same way. (3) Harm 
will be done to Government. The people will think that Government must be 
in great want of money, and if this impression be left on their minds, future 
Government loans will not fetch high rates. (4) The officers who look after 
Native Princes will, it is feared, exercise severity over them and their affection 
will thereby decrease instead of increasing. (5) The people will think that 
ussian invasion is very nigh and that the Indian authorities are in embarrass- 
ment about money. ‘This will create consternation among the public.

Department remains entirely unconvinced as to its need and desirability. 
By his determined opposition Sir Theodore Hope has excited considerable 
indignation in the province and people are looking forward to his retirement 
with some degree of hope. If the proposal had been considered on its own 
merits the public disappointment would not have been so keen as it is now.

years that he had been in the Bombay Legislative Council or are intentionall 
harrassing the people by giving magisterial powers to men like Rao Bahadur 
Riste, who, as a Magistrate, reminds the people of the notorious Ghdshirdm 
Kotval of Poona under the Peshwds, that he has no sense to understand his 
own abilities, and that the paper has only done its duty in exposing the injustice 
done by him. 


11. The Karndtak Mitrd (36), in its issue of the 17th November, says :— 
Mr. Muir, Collector of Belgaum, does not seem to per- 
sonally enquire into the condition of the rayats in 
his district or into the manner in which his subordi- 
nates do their work. Though it be true that he is a well-meaning officer, yet it 
appears that there is some defect in his work. He does not seem to attend to 
the complaints which may have been made to him by the people from time to 
time about the mismanagement of the Belgaum Municipality of which he is the 
president. He does not take the least interest in municipal work and this 1s 
very bad. This being the case, the people are put to much inconvenience and 
trouble. His predecessor in office paid much attention to such work and it is 
to be hoped that he will do the same. Government should take serious notice 
of such conduct and compel their officers to do their duties well.

It is foolish to 
say that the Native Army is unable to stand against the Russians, simply because 
two Native Regiments were defeated at Maiwand during the last Afghan War, 
The Sikh and the Goorkha sepoys have shown their bravery in fighting against 
the deadliest foe. It is really shameless to doubt the loyalty of the Native 
Princes, Their safety depends upon that of the British rule and His Highness 
the Nizim of Hyderabad has given a fresh proof of his loyalty very recently. 
It is mean to say that the Natives will become disloyal through the intrigues 
of Russia. They understand the benefits and happiness resulting from the 
British rule so well that the temptations that its enemy may throw in their 
way will have on them no effect whatever. They will, on the contrary, be more 
excited against the enemies of their rulers and will sacrifice their lives and 
property for the maintenance of British sway. It-is cowardice and an insult to 
the Native sepoys to say that they will turn round in the hour of need. It is 
improbable that the Afghans will side with the Russians, for when they do not 
allow their ally and helper, the English, to enter their country, a beggarly 
people like the Russians cannot enter it.

It is enough that its inquisitorial character should make it odious to the people 
and enough too that it should be faulty in some of the principles on which it 
assesses the incomes of the people. Over and above all that, it need not be made 
more oppressive than it is. The first thing to do therefore is to take care that 
the rules and regulations of Government on the subject of the tax should be 
made as widely known as possible. If Government do not care to give them 
publicity at all or at least beyond the columns of the Government Gazette, surely 
it ought to be worth the while of any private gentleman to collect together 
such of them as are published in scattered portions over many pages of the 
Government Gazette and publish them as a running commentary on the Act 
itself. In the next place care should be taken to leave no ground for reasonable 
complaint on the score of the amount levied. But above all, it would, we think, 
be unwise to increase the tax, for that 1s sure to thicken the cry against it which 
in the end will be hard to resist.

‘ncomplete. The notice about the new contract of the Broach District prohibit- 
‘no the sale of liquor on credit, the increase that is taking place in the number 
of toddy-shops, and the large quantity of liquor already on the hand of the con- 
tractor—all these facts point out that the consumption of liquor for thé next three 
years must be very small; but if the abkari contract realizes a large revenue 
the evil of cheap liquor will continue for the period of the contract. For these 
reasons the system of issuing a license for each liquor-shop adopted in the town 
of Bombay should be introduced into the Broach District, as that is the only 
remedy to prevent the evil of cheap liquor, If Government be unwilling to 
take this step it should give the new contract to the present contractor, fixing 
the value of the contract at the actual sale of liquor during the past three years,

Observations on the recent another proof of Lord Reay’s anxiety to rid the 
Resolution of the Bombay people of all avoidable hardships incidental to the 
Government regarding the orking of an_ essential lar department 
ci ak ee al g of itially unpopular department. 
The rules hitherto guiding the sale of raw toddy in 

Thana and Koldba have been modified to suit the convenience of the public. 
The fixing of a maximum price of sale has been done away with, though Gov- 
ernment reserves to itself the right of at once going back to that unbusi- 
nesslike method in case it finds it necessary. Let us hope that the sellers 
will so regulate their business as to avert this threatened danger to themselves. 
Government is bound to protect the interests of the ignorant consumer; but 
in the same way we should like it to hold itself bound to protect the interests 
of the sellers from the grasping official. The license for sale of raw todd 
is fixed at Rs. 10, but if there are several competitors, equally eligible, 
the licenses will be sold by public auction. Here too it rests mainly with 
the selling class to make a public auction impossible. There is no getting 
over this fact. Why do they bid against one another? But, then, who is to 
determine that so many bidders are equally eligible? The Collector or his 
Shirasted4r or Chitnis? Is there anything like a test of eligibility? The 
modification in the rules affecting the business under the trees appears to us to 
be reasonable, as also the permission given to owners of trees to tap five cocoa- 
nut trees or ten brab trees for domestic consumption, provided that what is not 
consumed at home is made over to the licensee or the distiller. We have now 
to see how this experiment, anticipated by us some weeks back, works in the 
two zillis to which it is to be presently confined. If it proves satisfactory, we 
have little doubt that Government will extend it to other areas. And what 
about poor Pérdi? Our information from it continues to be very discouraging.

And yet 
Narfudin Nasrudin, who was drawing Ks, 10 and has not passed the examination, 
has been promoted to Rs. 30. This has occurred probably because Inspector 
Gulém Mustafa is his brother-in-law.

If the autho- 
rities know how to economise space, and if our mill-owners and others know 
how to feel for those who contribute so largely to their earnings, we do not 
think there will be much difficulty as to the better housing of the poor in the 
town of Bombay itself. 


80. The same newspaper writes :—Much as we need some clear and defined 
Building regulations for building regulations for Bombay, we are certainly of 
Bombay and observations opinion that limiting the height of a house to one and a 
thereon. half times the width of the street in which it is built, is 
not only a blunder but a backward step to take in these days, and to clinch it by 
legal enactments, the height of impolicy. In crowded localities, intersected 
by narrow thoroughfares, houses built on this system may become so many dens, 
in seasons of epidemics, for concentrating and disseminating poison. Underlying 
the range of the prevailing winds, such houses will scarcely admit of air. Above 
them there must always be a dense, if not an unhealthy atmosphere,—a con- 
genial nursery for the germination of disease. We have already drawn atten- 
tion to the badly ventilated structures erected on the Mody Bay foreshore and 
the Coldba reclamation grounds and which are still being run up without let 
or hindrance. They are more or less unfit, on sanitary grounds, for human 
occupation ; and some regulation in matters of this respect is a desideratum.

85. Inalluding to the fine inflicted on Mr. Lucas, Assistant Collector 
and Magistrate in the Kanara district, for having 
assaulted a Native, the Surya Prakdsh (76), in its issue 
of the 3rd December, says :—Such a thoughtless, cruel 
and mischievous officer as Mr. Lucas should not be allowed to remain any longer 
in Government service, as he has shown himself incapable of ruling the people. 
If young Covenanted Civilians are kept in England to grow a little older and 
gather experience before they come to India, they will not act cruelly towards the 
Natives. Their present conduct is the result of the limit of age of the Civil 
Service candidate being fixed low. [In noticing Mr. Lucas’ case as well as that 
of Mr. Allen, the Collector of Sholdpur, who, it was said, threw shoes at some 
respectable Natives at a public gathering and then asked their pardon, the 
Hitechchhu (74), in its issue of the 1st December, says :—Government ought to 
visit such headstrong officials as the above with punishment that will exercise 
a deterrent effect on others disposed to act similarly. Under the administration 
of Sir Richard Temple and Sir James Fergusson, officers found guilty of similar 
censurable conduct were visited with sufficiently severe punishment. Lord Rea 

ought to do the same as his predecessors in office did ; but it is doubtful whether 
he can doit while he is guided by the Honourable Mr. Richey and Mr. Mackenzie.

It is alleged that as the official in question was passing by 
complainant's shop, henoticed some baskets containing salt placed upon the 
Closed gutter adjoining his shop, for being dried in the sun. ‘The Police Superin- 


tendent took exception to this, on what ground it does not exactly appear. He 
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called Baban Shett before him, abused him before the people who had assembled 
on the spot, and in @ fit of anger upset the baskets, scattering the contents on 
the road. This is the account, it appears, of the complainant, who has taken his 
case to Mr. Ingle, the Town Magistrate. The case is still pending, and does 
not call for any comments for the present. The curious part of the story is 
that before the complaint against the Police Superintendent was inquired into 
e charge was brought against the complainant of having violated a municipal 
bye-law. The necessary sanction for prosecution was hurriedly obtained from the 
Municipal Commissioners, a summary trial was held by Mr, Ingle and Baban 
Shett and some others were fined a rupee each. It does seem extraordinary 
that so much haste should have been shown in the prosecution and punishment 
of Baban Shett, and that the hearing of his own complaint should have been 


delayed. We shall however await with interest further information on the 
subject.

We earnestly hope 
that this act of the Rdo Saheb will be rewarded by a special mark of 
favour as was the episode in the life of the late Rao Bahadur Dadoba. Such 
rare instances of Native ability should always be noticed by Government with 
special consideration. Rdéo Sdheb Bokad is the recognized head of the Kolis 
and it would be well for Government to confer on him the title of Raja and the 
grant of some land to keep up the dignity of the title. It is only by such 
marks of favour that Government can secure the staunch and hearty co-opera- 
tion of its subjects. Our suggestion might look somewhat strange to our readers 
but it will become more intelligible when it is known that Rao Saheb Bokad 
being the recognized head of the Kolis is designated by them as their Gote 
Rina or the king of their community.

When Mr. Reid, the Collector of Ahmed- 
abad, learns of the full particulars, he will feel sure that the information sent to 
him was one-sided and false. If this credulous Collector had personally 
examined the reports submitted to him and had not conducted the prosecution at 
Government expense, many independent facts would have come to light and 
the result of the case would have been different, for many persons abstained 
through fear from giving evidence and some left Dholka as it was a Government 
prosecution.

44, In noticing the report of Colonel Wise, Inspector General of Police, 
on the Police administration of the Central Division 
Necessity fora reform in for the year 1886, the Dnydn Prakdsh (8), in its issue 
the Police gs og noses of the lst December, writes:—What Colonel Wise 
iy peat says about the extremely low salary of the constabu- 
lary has our entire sympathy. The net. salary is as 
low as, if not even lower than, the wages of an ordinary day-labourer or Hamdl. 
And with such a low salary it is no wonder that better men are not attracted 
to the service. It is a question worth considering very seriously whether if it 
is not possible to maintain the present numerical strength of the constabulary 
on an increased salary, the object in view could not be gained by reducing that 
streneth, thus utilizing the saving in bettering the position of the reduced 
strength. It is infinitely better to have fifty really efficient constables than to 
have one hundred indifferent ones, whose principal, if not the sole, idea about 
their duties is that when they have cleaned their buttons, batons and boots, 
they have done all that they need do. So long asthe prizes in the Police 
Department are scrupulously shut out from the Natives, and are bestowed upon 
“sons of gentlemen,’ by which expression are meant the sons, nephews and 
cousins of highly-paid European officers, no matter howsoever unqualified they 
may be, it is simply impossible to attract competent and educated Natives to 
the grade of subordinate officials in the Police Department, especially because 
such men have a better scope for their ambition in other departments of the 
administration, Let some of the Police Superintendentships and a larger por- 
tion of the Assistant Police Superintendentships be thrown open to the Natives, 
and in course of time a vast improvement will necessarily follow. This reform 
cannot be long delayed, and until it is effected, it is idle to talk of rendering 
the Police Department more efficient. We are glad that Colonel Wise has so 
prominently drawn the attention of Government to the subject, and we trust 
it will receive at an early date the attention it deserves,

and its results portant of the various benefits derived from the British 


rule in India such as the laying out of Railways and 
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melegraphic lines, the establishment of printing presses, the eradication of revolts 
and disturbances of the peace and the consequent security of property, though, 
says the paper, to these latter benefits it may be objected with scme truth by 
uneducated people that the ruin of indigenous industries and the increase of 
overty are also to be attributed to British rule. Primary education is making 
rapid strides and high schools and colleges are imparting high education and 
enabling the people to admire their ancestors for the scientific conclusions long 
ago arrived at by them. A knowledge of history has acquainted the people 
with the principles of politics involved in the various forms of Government such 
as monarchy, oligarchy and democracy obtaining in Hurope and Anierica. . It 
has also directed the attention of the people towards the real relations subsist- 
ing between the sovereign and the people. The study of the history of France 
and America has made the people think of the chances of similar Government 
being established in this country and has naturally suggested a comparison 
between the old principles and the new ones. The latter being far different 
from the former and the condition of the countries where the new principles 
are enforced being better than that of this country, the people are thinking of 
the obstacles in the way of the new principles being recognized in this country. 
According to the old principles the king was considered to be an incarnation of 
the god Vishnu, while according to Western ideas he is liable to punishment, if 
guilty. These latter having entered our minds, we have begun to wish that 
we should have political rights and accordingly wise and magnanimous statesmen 
like Lord Ripon have given us some of them such as local self-government. 
People are now holding National Congresses and demanding similar other rights. 
But some timid men consider these efforts of the people to be injurious to 
British rule and are thinking of checking the spread of high education which 
has brought about these results. But we say that these people are wrong. 
The real interest of Government lies in giving their subjects such rights as 
they may be worthy of possessing, and if people receive high education of the 
proper kind, they will not demand unreasonable concessions as they know from 
history the state of the people who have made such demands. No man who 
has received real high education will ever consider British rule injurious to 


him. This kind of education is good both for Government and the people and it 
Is quite wrong to say that it creates disaffection, We therefore request Govern. 


ment not to do away witn high education but, on the contrary, to encourage 
its spread in this country as in Kurepe.

Though Gevernment dwell at 
length in their Resolution on the increase in school-fees, it is surprising that 
they should not have said a word about this objectionable order for closing the 
doors of Government schools against poor students, specially as the public press 
las Written much against it. ‘lhe decrease in expenditure on high education 
has led to a decrease of 86 students in colleges. Several persons would have 
advocated this decrease in expenditure on arts colleges if a technical college 
nad been established here. But it is to be regretted that nothing has been

Dr. Peterson as Boden Professor of Sanskrit in the 
Oxford University in place of Sir Monier Williams, 
resigned, and says that the Bombay public will be 
somewhat sorry to lose him as he acted independently 
in the local Municipal Corporation and the Town 
Council though he was a nominee of Government. Dr, 


Peterson has not, however, observes the paper, given 
as much satisfaction as Professor of Sanskrit in the Elphinstone College, specially 
after the appointment of his Assistant, Dr. Bhandarkar, to the Deccan College. 
This is natural, for though he is a learned man, it is well nigh impossible that 
he should be able to teach Sanskrit perfectly. It is improper that the work of 
teaching a Native language like Sanskrit should be entrusted to a European 
instead of toa Native. Itisto be hoped that a learned Native gentleman will 
now be appointed to the Elphinstone College in his place instead of ordering a 
European scholar from Europe. The Gujardti also wishes for the appointment 
of a Native gentleman as Registrar of the Bombay University in place of Dr. 
Peterson and adds that it cannot understand why this should not be the case 
when the Registrars of the Madras and Calcutta Universities are Natives. 


49, The Jdme Jamshed (99) of the 3rd December disapproves of the 
notice issued by Dr. Cooke, Principal of the College 
of Science, Poona, that only students who have passed 
the Previous Examination will be allowed to join the 
College from January 1888 and observes that when 
the Government authorities and the public wish for 
an increase in the number of Native students in this College, it is undesirable 
that this increase should thus be checked. It is, remarks the Jdme, unjust that 
this prohibition should have been issued without making out the necessity for it. 
Endeavours have been fruitlessly made for the last decade to have a similar rule 
for admission to the Grant Medical College, Bombay.

Part I.—Politics and the Public Administration. 


1, In an article headed “ Is the world really progressing in civilization P ”, 
the Chanddnshu (19), in its issue of the 8rd December, 
says :—Though England is at the present moment. 
reckoned by all to be a nation which has reached the 
height of civilization, we cannot conceive ofa nation so demoralized and sinful 
as the English. A glance at England’s history will show that she is always 
deeply engaged in crushing down other people for her own belly. The poor 
aborigines of America, the most inoffensive people in the world, fell a victim to 
the insatiable hunger of England, and were extirpated as soon as they came in 
contact with her civilization. ‘Twenty-five crores of the people of India have by 
the same Civilization been reduced to beggary. If this is the kind of civilization 
we are to have, then good bye toit. We prefer to it our rude condition. We 
would rather have skins to wear than erect manufactories like those at 
Manchester and ruin crores of people. Better to die of hunger than to wish for 
the destruction of hundreds of people for the sake of one individual. In brief, 
we are, at present, being demoralized instead of reformed, and we think that 
the greater the spread of the present so-called civilization or reformation, the 
wider will be the extent of immorality.

2. The Kesari (38), in its issue of the 6th December, says :-—A large num- 

/ ber of European officers of Government, if not in the 
Feelings ey me =, whole of India, at least in this part of the country 
re oa “vm  agt towards the Natives rudely and in an overbearing 
manner, and the latter patiently submit to this treat- 

ment. The consequence is that there is an absence of sympathy between the 
two, and the Natives are wanting in that excessive ardour which the governed 
should have to assist their rulers in the hour of the latter’s difficulties. The 
exhibition of churlish and rude conduct by European officials towards the Natives 
is often to be met with. Count Gubernatis has recorded his opinion to the 
same effect in a description of his travels in this country. The picture drawn 
by the Italian savant of the low and rude conduct of young civil and military 
officers is faithful to the original, and the question arises, what has made them 
so? It seems that this result has been brought about by the very low opinion 
of the Natives formed and supplied by Christian Missionaries toKuropeans. The 
early imbibing of such ideas about the Natives by Englishmen through their 
school-books has made the latter treat the former with contempt and disdain, 
while the same books describe the Europeans who conquered the country 
as superior to the Natives in every way, and the latter as being untruthful, weak 
and pusillanimous. The Europeans are pourtrayed as celestial beings, but this 
picture loses its impression on actual experience. The ungainly picture of 
Native character has made the Natives wanting in self-respect. This state of 
things is injurious to the interests of both parties, particularly to those of the 
Natives, who have yet to derive numerous benefits from the English rule. 
Government should, therefore, introduce in the educational course, both in Eng- 
land and in India, such books as will lead Englishmen to sympathize with the 
Natives on account of the high intellect and the valiant deeds of the ancestors of 


the latter, and teach the Natives to give up low habits and cowardice and enter- 
tain self-respect. 


8. The A’rydvart (14), in its issue of the 8rd December, says:—It is our 
duty to strive for the civilization of our country 
wae Be lies and for the revival of the indigenous arts and 
India and the duty of the industries, yet no one can positively say whether we 
people, shall succeed in our attempts, and if so when. Even 
English philosophers say that their kingdom will 
shee some day or other, as was the case withthos2 of Romeand Greece. If the 
“ritish manage everything cleverly, why should such a day come at all? 
© may understand the principle of unity, but we shall not be able to drive 
“way the cunning English from India for hundreds of years to come, as that 
pends upon the natural course of things.

Was it in consonance with British 
morality that Elizabeth, the outwardly pure and pious Elizabeth, in whose time 
our white-complexioned rulers landed in India with a balance in hand, should have 
behaved meanly with her courtiers? ‘ The mysteries of the Court of London” 
has shown to its readers how favourable the reigns of George II and George III 
were to licentious women in their households in the enjoyment of their youth 
with their paramours. Should not those Englishmen, who are fond of finding 
fault with others, hang their heads in shame at these things? All glory to this

The Satyd Mitrd (53), 
in its issue of the 8th December, proposes that the 

Congress should take in hand the subject of the Indian Civil Service, and should 
point out that it is simply injustice to the natives of India to appoint mercenary 
foreigners to the service when the Natives are qualified to administer their own 
country, and that it should impede the vigorous course of annexation which Gov- 
ernment are pursuing with regard to the vatuns of the vatandars, as the rights 
of the subjects are permanent, and are not affected by changes of rulers. The 
same paper, in its issue of the 6th idem, maintains that the National Con- 
gress is not worth the name unless it protects the existing rights of the subject 
people, acquires new ones, takes measures to secure the gratuitous enjoyment 
of necessary articles like salt, free the people from the hardship to which 
they are put in self-defence for want of arms, and cause Government to punish 
their officers for their irregular behaviour towards the subject people. The 
Jagan Mitra (34) of the 5th December thinks that if the Native princes of India 
attend the meetings of the Congress they will add to its importance, and exercise 
a kind of restraint on the Political Agents in their dealings with them. The

Look at the history of the United States of America, and 
you will find that in their struggles with such a mighty power as England nothing 
Stood them in good stead like their unity of action and feeling. It is, therefore, 
this unity of action and feeling which the National Congress must inspire in the 
a of the people independently of their creed or caste. The Congress should 
take such constitutional steps as will unite the whole country in loyally demand- 
ing from Her Gracious Majesty the Queen the fulfilment of our desires and the 
Supply of our wants.

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11. The Mahrdtta (2), in its issue of the 4th December, says that the 
National Congress at Madras should consider the following questions :—First 
and foremost amongst such questions must be placed the question of education 
__—education in all its branches—primary, secondary and high, liberal and 
technical; the results of the educational policy of Government should be 
reviewed from a national point of view, and the Government of India requested 
to modify their policy so as to bring it in a line with the privileges laid down 
‘n the noble despatch of 1854. “Next to the question of education comes that 
of the poverty of the country. What we want really is a permanent land revenue 
settlement, or something partaking to a great extent of that character against the 
State landlord, and the development of indigenous industries and internal trade. 
The poor rayats of Madras, Bombay and other parts of the Empire would bless 
the Congress if the latter consented to raise its voice on their behalf. At present 
the demands of the Congress lend colour to the assertion of our opponents, 
that its members are not in touch with the rayat. We ask for things from 
which the educated community must hope to derive benefit and importance in 
the first instance; though none can deny that ultimately the whole people, and 
not a particular portion of it only, will be benefited. The poverty of the 
masses is a question of fact and a matter of undoubted history. How can Gov- 
ernment ever doubt such glaring facts? About nine years have elapsed since 
the Famine Commission made inquiries, and the time has now come to 
officially pass under review what the effects of the modified policy initiated 
after the last famine have been. To suppose that the inquiry is to ascertain 
what the truth is, is to attribute unpardonable ignorance to the rulers of our 
Empire, which we are not prepared todo. The question of the d4bkéri policy 
of Government has engaged our minds pretty fairly. In this presidency a 
section of the community, whose interests are affected by the dbkari policy of 
Government, has been agitating, and agitating with some success too; but the 
results of the system in Bengal show that the evils of the system in vogue 
ought to be exposed, and Government requested to place the administration of 
the department under the supervision and control of local bodies. This 
question is also a very important one, and we suggest to the Madras Committee 
to put it in the list. We do not mean that the 4bk4ri policy of any one parti- 
cular local Government should be considered. It is the policy of the Govern- 
ment of India, as a whole, that ought to be passed in review, local experience 

being only consulted to find out the results of that policy in the several 
provinces.

of the governing body.- A Native party if it has any policy at all must have an 
opposition policy, and this is simply impossible while wealthy Natives understand 
that they have nothing to complain of — their rulers, and which will be 
the case so long as the justice and liberality of the latter, so far as they go, tally 
exactly with their worldly wishes. Contentment, if you term it so, with present 
possessions saps the political efforts of the more ambitious classes of the Natives. 
And the present National Congress will do well, first, to endeavour to discover 
if the more pecuniarily able and influential of the people, with a more lively 
appreciation of their active position and a keener sense of their rights and 
privileges as the subjects of a free and constitutional Government, have any- 
thing really to complain of before they venture upon asking for parliamentary 
representation, or any direct voice whatever in the administration of the country. 

et the National Congress first show England that there are actual wrongs 
to be redressed, and that the people can supply from their heterogeneous masses 
Other than puppets as representatives in the Indian Councils; let them first 
prop, and elaborate, and adopt a definite national policy, showing the reasons 
that demand it to be unanswerable; let them first do this, and a score of 
other things besides for the due enlightenment of their countrymen, before they 
incur the risk, as they are now doing, of ruining any cause they may have 
at heart by premature demonstrations of a still-born vigour and an unhealthy 
activity. At present they cannot boast of a policy of their own; they can 
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neither purchase, borrow, nor steal it. England is too distant, the colonists 
too hostile, and the need too obscure, for them to do any such thing as to form 
a powerful native party. A people so destitute of all political and social 
organization ought tobe content to walk first in the rugged paths of litera. 
ture, morality, and science, before attempting to run or jump into places 
reserved only for those distinguished in talent, probity and honour. None 
more sarcastically than the Natives themselves point to the State pliancy, which 
yielding to a most foolish clamour, gave them the force of a representation in 
our legislative assemblies. But some exception, we think, must nevertheless 
be taken to this general rule. It can hardly be denied that the acquired prestige 
of some of our Native legislators secures for them a personal respect which 
they do not fail to appreciate or profit by. It is, however, equally true that 
others again of these gentlemen, more especially those taken from the mofussil, 
are so imbued with a dread of their Kuropean superiors that their mofussil 
associations continue to haunt them even in the Council chamber, and thus they 
can never be made to understand the legal, if not social, equality, which 1s 
flourished in such glaring characters before their eyes in the Queen’s proclama- 
tion. 


13. The Subodh Patrika (12), in its issue of the 4th December, says :—

The monthly payment they are 
in receipt of is found by them to be quite inadequate in these days, as prices 
have risen fearfully. If,we compare the present rates of corn with those 
of former times, when the salary of a sepoy was fixed, we shall find a vast 
difference. Thirty-three years ago attah (wheat flour) used to sell at 32 seers 
arupee. At the present day, a sepoy is lucky if he can get it at 11 seers a 
rupee. Formerly a sepoy could easily subsist on Rs. 3, but now he requires 
Rs. 6 a month to live comfortably. Owing to this fact and the deductions that 
are from time to time made from his pay for clothing, half-mounting, &ec., how 
is 1t possible for him to save anything out of his small salary of Rs. 7 to give to 
his wife and children solely dependent on him for their maintenance? The 
poor sepoy is then obliged to stint his food to provide for his family, and this is 
the reason why he becomes old and an invalid soon. Everybody is aware what 
onerous and dangerous service a sepoy has to do, and all will agree that he must 
have sufficient food. Ido not see any reason why Government should be so 
partial as to look to the needs and comfort of the British soldier, and not to 
those of the sepoys! However, the sepoy does not wish to beso kindly and 
generously treated as the British soldier, but only asks for food sufficient 
for himself, his wife and children... The enhancement of Rs. 2 in his pay 
wil highly oblige the sepoy. This is a great political subject for the National 

Ongress to discuss, and J hope it will take it up and try to relieve the poor

20. A correspondent of the Pandit (144) of the 9th December says :—The 
recruit boys in native regiments are required to do 
much drill and other work, and, therefore, do not get 
sufficient time to devote to their studies. The conse- 
quence is that their education remains very imperfect, and is of little use to them 
in after life. Their condition becomes still worse when these boys are not 
enlisted as soldiers on account of their not being of regulation height. It is, 
therefore, to be hoped that the parade and other duties exacted from them will 
be lessened, allowing them more time and leisure to devote to their studies. 
The Pandit, in writing on the same subject, describes in detail the various duties 
exacted from the recruit boys, and observes :—The great anxiety to perform their 
work properly entertained by these boys acts prejudicially to some of them 
attaining the regulation height at the age of eighteen years, and those who are 
not of that height are dismissed from the service. It is, therefore, desirable that 
they should be made to do less work than is exacted from them. The boys 
should be permitted to devote themselves completely to their education, and 
those who are found to be slow or idle should be made to learn music in the 
regimental band. All the boys should be made to appear on the parade early in 
the morning, and should be exempted from other work during the rest of the 
day. Those native officers who have risen to their present posts after serving as 
recruit boys ought to know the annoyance suffered by the latter and to make a 
representation on the subject to the regimental authorities.

Important as these two undertakings dre, it certainly 
reflects no Credit on Govetnment that these two efforts, the creations of private 
enterprise, should represent—with the exception of a very limited number of 
minor works of irrigation—the whole of the benefits Sind has received, at its 
hands, since its annexation to our Hasterti Empire. Any one who takes the 
trouble to reflect, after comparing the condition of Sind with that of any other 
province throughout British India; cannot fail to arrive at the conclusion, that 
our province has been abandoned to the most culpable neglect; The whole of 
its interests have ever been quietly ignored, and the Indian Government has 
treated this portion of its territories with a carelessness which bears the con- 
struction that the province is not wotth the outlay of the least portion of the 
public money to redeem its waste, yet valuable tracts of land, from the domain 
of the jungle! It is patent to every one who notices the luxuriant growth of 
agricultural productions on land contiguous to the river that were water led and 
spread over the country by mearzis of canals, the whole of Sind might be trans- 
formed from the bare and barren wastes, which now constitute the far greater 
portion of the province, into a land growing every description of produce, not 
only pertaining to the tropics, but also to the temperate zones. No portion of 
our Kastern Empire, we are convinced; is more capable or presents greater 
facilities as auxiliaries and aids to improvement in an agricultural sense 
than Sind. The whole of the province is a flat level from the junction 
of the Chenab with the Indtis to the delta at the mouth of the latter river, so 
that nothing in the shape of difficulties would lie in the way of engineering 
science in constructing greater irrigational works than are at present in existence. 
In point of fact we feel that we are dealing very gently with Government when 
we say that with a river of such avolume as the Indus rolling its waters to the 
ocean, without greater attempt at their utilization, is a standing shame and 
reproach to the statesmen in whose hands rest the administration of the country. 
Nothing could be easier than to construct an effective system of canals in 
Sind. The country has a natural and gentle fall towards the sea, labour in the 
province is remarkably cheap, and any amount of idle hands are available who 
will only be too glad to obtain employment. This neglected but important 
province is capable of becoming one vast cotton field, which would contribute no 
inconsiderable item towards satisfying the heavy demand that is now, and we 


may safely anticipate will for years to come, be made for this great staple of our 
home manufactures and our commerce.

*stablishing new Universities in those provinces. But the question still remains, 
whether the provinces that are at present under their jurisdiction are sufficieatly 
“mogeneous in race or language. ‘Take, for instance, our own University. It 
- be found that under its jurisdiction it includes three or four differeut 
tl eg differing from each other as any two nationalities might do. The 
hamercial classes of Bombay, the Sindhis, the Gujardtis, the Kdnarese and 


© Mahrdttds are all under its jurisdiction, and the University provides 
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but the same course for all, although their wants and wishes and charac- 
teristics are entirely different. As observed above, it might have been con- 
venient, in days past, to have one University in Bombay. But, now that we 
have made some advance, this anamolous grouping together of different races 
under the same University appears to us rather to hinder progress in the matter 
of high education. We do not wish to ignore the advantages that may be 
ined even by thus grouping different races together. But, on the whole, it 
- will be found to be advantageous to have separate Universities for Bombay, 
Gujar4t, Mahérdashtra and in course of time for Sind, too. We have now three 
Arts Colleges in Bombay, three in Gujarat, four in the Deccan and one in Sind ; 
and the principle of local self-government demands that the colleges in each 
province should be placed under separate Universities. High education can 
never become indigenous in the land until ‘differences in race, country and 
language” are thus settled and separated. ach University will then be free 
to consult the wants and wishes of the race under its jurisdiction and if care be 
taken to see that the community is properly represented in the governing body 
of that University, education will naturally take the turn most suited to 
individual provinces. The question of vernaculars, which is now being agitated, 
will then find an easy solution, and on the whole the noble work which 
Government have set before themselves, will be done more efficiently and 
rapidly. |

It is a consequence 
of students learning agriculture with a view to enter Government service, and 
Government not caring for them after they have left the College. A simple 
remedy for this regrettable state of things is that Government should, by way of 
encouragement, let on a small rent for a certain period large pieces of Government 
ground for cultivation to well-behaved and clever graduates at the recommenda- 
tion of the Principal of the Agricultural College, Should lend them improved 
agricultural implements, and recover their money by small instalments after 
the concern becomes a paying one. The Agricultural Department ought to 
obtain full particulars of their working, and publish them every year in the 
different vernacular languages. Government will have to incur a small expend- 
iture for the purpose, but the advantages therefrom will be numerous, and 
will ultimately add to Government revenues. If the Government of India 
were to consult their agricultural officers in the matter, and to speedily put 
forward a scheme like the one suggested above, the public and the Govern- 
ment would both be benefited. [The dAkhbdre Soddgar (79), in its issue of the

Reduction in the educational expenditure, which was strongly protested against 
by the public, has been wrought out ; still when the Bombay Presidency Associa- 
tion some months ago memorialised the Government of India on the subject upon 
the very authority of the Local Government, the reply was that the educational 
expenditure sanctioned for the next year was larger by five and a half lakhs than 
it was five years ago, meaning that there was not to be any curtailment. A reply 
of this kind from the Government of India, and the complaint of the Local Gov- 
ernment that there was a reduction, were things confounding the memorialists. 
An explanation in the matter was necessary, and we are glad to see the Bomba 
Government giving that explanation, confirming their complaint by facts and 
ficures in.a resolution reviewing the Administration Report of the Director of 
Public Instruction, Bombay, for the year 1886-87. In this resolution the reduction 
is proved to be an accomplished fact in spite of the equivocal and diplomatic reply 


of the Government of India to the contrary. Under the new contract, the assign- 


ment for the present year is less by a l4kh and a half than the estimated expend- 
iture of the last year of the old contract. Now this is plain and clear reduction 
in the Educational Department, which requires the greatest stimulus. That 
Department has the most sparing contribution of the public revenue, and when 
there was no wasteful expenditure therein a sudden decrease in it shows that 
Government find it easy to curtail a poor department, and injure the inno- 
cent and helpless people who are substantially benefited thereby. Not only is 
there no hope of an increase in the educational grant, but there is a great 
danger of the present paltry grant being further curtailed. The public must 
watch with great caution the doings of Government in that respect, and any 
attempts at further curtailment must be met with universal condemnation.

Bombay. irony of fate posted in a chair where he can scarce do 
honour to himself. Sanskrit is not the professor’s 
forte; he has not the necessary qualifications to shine in it, has not even the 
capacity to do justice to the task with which he has been encumbered. Yet this 
Professor had the virtue to say before the Public Service Sub-Committee that the 
time had not yet arrived for natives to solely undertake the task of lecturing in 
Sanskrit, There is some truth in this statement, and that truth is absolute. 
Natives have not made that advance in European literature which will enable 
them to interpret Indian thought by the light of European. A study of Sanskrit 
is less interesting for its own sake than for the fact of its illuminating the 
Kuropean languages, Conceding this much of truth to Professor Peterson, we 
are in a position to join issue with him on the remaining portion of his statement. 
We appeal to his own sense of generosity, and his own cultured conscious- 
ness. Should we not prefer a first class Sanskrit student to a European who’ 
with all his proficiency cannot boast of even a tithe of the knowledge of the 
former ? Professor Peterson has often had to confess his own weakness, because 
he is a generous professor, He has not been able to win the hearts of his pupils 
even by a display of those fascinating manners which is a gift of the professor, 
and those expedients which one resorts to in the very last extremity. He isa 
failure in the professorial chair he occupies, having accepted the responsibilities 
of an office he is not fitted for. But if the accomplished doctor has given a 
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handle to his enemies to raise a howl agairist him for his incompetence in 
Sanskrit, and the consequent defects in the due discharge of professorial duties, 
he has by his. knowledge in other departments of learning filled his friends 
with admiration. His knowledge of English literature is almost complete, and 
he has a genius for elucidating the most abstruse chapters of that literature by his 
thorough familiarity with it as a whole. In the name of justice, in the name of 
public interest, for the sake of the doctor and his pupils, and in behalf of the 
cause of education, we lodge a strong protest against the continuance of a man 
of such excellent parts in the Sanskrit chair; but we should, on the other hand, 
be loath to be deprived of his many excellent professorial virtues. Why is he 
not requested to’ accept the chair of English Literature in the Elphinstone 
College ? His acceptance would be a clear gain, as his continuance elsewhere is a 
pure loss.

Complaint regarding the 
stiffness of papers set at the 
last LL.B. and First B.A.

LL.B. Examination papers of this year have excited 
no smallamount of criticism from candidates. It is 
complained, and with justice, that this examination is 
every day being made harder and harder. The wonder 
is indeed how students can bear the pressure. The 
percentage of results is naturally very significant of 


the severity of the examination. Law Reports do not form part of the curri- 
culum of studies. Of course, important cases establishing principles should be 
studied, and examiners must now and then test the candidate’s knowledge of 
cases. But the danger is that this test may be made too severe, and that is the 
charge preferred against this year’s paper in Equity and Hindu Law—not that 
the other papers are free from the fault. This is a scandal, and the candidates, 
who have to spend two or three years of very valuable time in study, have a right 
to expect that justice will be done to them. The First B.A. Examination papers, 
too, tell the same tale. The Sanskrit paper in Logic is very hard, and was pro- 
bably drawn up by a raw hand. The senior examiners in each subject and the 
Senate above all ought to exercise some effective check over these question-papers. 


Some examiners seem to hold that the stiffness of the papers they draw up is 


an index of their learning and knowledge. Some err from ignorance of the 
capabilities of our graduates and under-graduates. Others there are who hold 
It as a principle that examinations ought always to be hard. There is no fixity 
of principle or continuity of system guiding this duty, and hence the sad and 
disheartening effects on the candidates and their consequent complaints, Can 


this not be improved ?

overcrowded, and that accidents frequently occur on the line either owing to the 
negligence of drivers or to defective roads, and requests the railway authorities 
to remove these complaints. [The Chitragupta (21), in its issue of the Ist 
December, says that the Southern Mahrdatta Railway authorities do not look to 
the convenience of passengers or to their complaints, that the passengers are 
put to much inconvenience in buying tickets, that they are refused tickets if they 
ave no change and are obliged to give one anna in the rupee as commission 
or change, and that this is all owing to the neglect of the railway authorities in 
doing their duty. ] 
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55. A correspondent, signing himself “ Injustice,” writes to the Rdst

correspondent, get privilege leave even for a day in the year, and uo allowance is 
given them when they fall sick. Many cases of their being laid up with jungle 
fever for 6 months have happened, and still no allowance is given to them. The 
engine-drivers, most of whom are Europeans, however, get privilege leave every 
vear, and special allowance when they fall sick. Why is this distinction observed 
between these two classes of their servants? When the railway authorities in 
England appreciate the labours of their employés in this country, why should the 


highly-paid local European railway officers disregard the orders of their superiors 
and harass the poor employés P

The 
Municipal Corporations should, however, carry outthe Sanitary Commissioner’s 
suggestions at the earliest convenient opportunities. 


08. The Mahrdita (2), in its issue of the 4th December, writes :—Dr. 
Hewlett, the Sanitary Commissioner, is said to have 
treated the Surat Municipal Commissioners with 
great harshness and discourtesy. Ata general meet- 
. ing of the Municipal Commissioners called to meet 
him, he tuok them all to task for not having carried out the suggestions made 
by him last year about the improvement of the drainage and the water-supply of 
the city. He also charged them with being indifferent about the sanitary condition 
of the city. Altogether his conduct was, as we have said above, harsh. If he 
had to find fault with the Commissioners, or to give them advice, he could have 
done it ina gentler and less outrageous manner. [The Yajddn Purast (133) 
of the 4th December thinks that Dr. Hewlett will prove an enemy of the scheme 
of local self-government by such conduct, It remarks that when Government 
often blame the Municipal Commissioners and the Collector threatens them at 
his will, it ia not at all surprising that the Sanitary Commissioner should outdo 
them in the matter. The Surat papers approve of the local Municipality 
gradually introducing the necessary reforms into the town. The Pdrsi Punch

| Bombay, praises him for his judicious character in all 
except religious matters, and says :—When Mr. Lee-Warner was at Sdtdra he 
saw that much oppression was practised in collecting octroi duty, and so he 
issued a circular in the matter which gave much relief to the traders and the 
rayats. The circular was unfavourable to the municipal servants who collected 
the duty and who were given to corrupt practices. It was in force for 
some years, but since it was known that Mr. Lee-Warner was not to return 
to Sdtéra it has been treated aga dead letter, and the municipal servants are 
again making 4 profit in their business. Carts are loaded with grain thrice 
as heavily as they ought when passing the toll«station, In order to make 
up the loss which the municipality suffers by the irregular manner of collecting 
octroi duty the rayats are burdened with taxes. It is said that the rayats 
sent a petition to the Municipal Vice-President in the matter in August last, 
but that it seems to have gone into the waste-paper basket. In short, the poor 
rayats have nobody to help them at present.

being rendered less stringent. “Very year thousands of lives are lost, that is, sacrificed 
at the altar of the suspicious policy of Government. 
It is this suspicious policy which 1s annually killing thousands of natives of 
India. Not only that, but land which would otherwise be under cultivation is 
abandoned through fear of the wild animals. If the villagers could have the 
use of arms they would gradually drive away or kill many of these obnoxious 
animals and the danger to life would be considerably lessened. Then again, the 
amount of reward offered for the destruction of these animals is being gradually 
lessened so that very little temptation is left for risking one’s life in an attempt 
to killthem. Government express their surprise that notwithstanding the fact 
of 86,000 licenses under the Indian Arms Act being current, ‘‘ rewards were 
claimed and given for the destruction of only 22,417 animals.” This should be 
no matter for surprise. The issue of licenses is very rarely governed by any 
general rules or principles. Most of the license-holders possess arms intended 


more for show than for use. Their weapons come out of their cases generally 


once a year on the Dasara day when they are worshipped. The poor rayat 
rarely, if ever, gets a license, and when he does get one, has often to let it lie 
unused because he has not the means of buying an arm and ammunition. Under 
these circumstances there is nothing surprising in the fact of so many licenses 
being out without producing adequate results. (Government should at least 
allow the rayats of such tdélukas as are infested by wild animals to possess 
guns. In some cases the Patils of some villages should have one or two guns 
with a small quantity of ammunition. These should be lent to the rayat for 
use On Occasions and we are sure that better results in the shape of a more 
extensive destruction of wild animals will be seen.

the Réo Bahddur. We protested as strongly as we could when the Rdo 
Bahddur was made an Honorary Magistrate as also a Member of Council. But 
the powers that be thought that our opinion of the Rao Bahddur’s capacity and 
intelugence was wrong. The Government carried the day andthe Rao Bahddur 
sat in the Legislative Council in spite of us. Similarly he is sitting in judgment 
on the people now because the Burra Sdhebs have been propitiated and look’ 
upon him as a “good man,” notwithstanding occasional aberrations of judg- 
meht which he shows. Under these circumstances we fail to see how we can 
help to open the eyes of the officials to the real state of things. There is only 
one way. The Rao Bahadur must be prevented from doing those little acts of 
polite attention which have procured him the certificate of being a “‘ good 
man.” We have heard of an incident in connection with an instance of the 
Rio Bahddur’s profound ignorance or rather his want of judgment. Whena 
case in which the Rao Bahdédur had given a clear proof of his deep learning and 
profound judgment went up before a High Court Judge, the Shirasteddr pointed 
out how very dangerous it was to entrust criminal powers to such a gentle- 
man. But the Judge simply remarked: “ Let it go. Heisagood man.” So there 
is no hope of the Réo Bahadur being sent where he may indulge in his pranks 
without doing any injury to others, unless the authorities lose sight of 
the other points of the Rdéo Bahadur’s character and confine their attention 
solely to the question of the Rao Bahddur’s fitness to sit on the criminal bench. 
If his acts of vagary are tolerated by Government with their eyes open, 
there is no way left to the poor people to get any redress. We do not blame 
the Réo Bahadur at all. Ifhis judgments show now and then some signs of 
being written for him by other men, the fault surely is not his. It is of the 
Government which has thrust responsibilities upon him which he is not calcu- 
lated to do justice to. We hope that the criticism which has appeared in the 
columns of our contemporary on certain judgments recently delivered by the 
Rao Bahadur will draw the attention of Government to the mischief and folly of 
leaving such power in the hands of incompetent men who are liable to misuse it 
through their own ignorance or through the caprice of those into whose hands 
they perforce play.

Part IlI.—LHducation. | 


18. The Satyd Mitrd (54), in its issue of the 10th December, says :—The 
state of the people of India is becoming worse day by 
day and innumerable leeches are sucking their blood 
in the form of wealth and unless attempts are 
made to create new such blood in them they will soon die. The people should, 
therefore, press Government to curtail the present expenditure on liberal 
education and to spread technical education among the people by establishing 
technical schools. The British Government, being a foreign Government, is 
likely to desire an increased sale of English goods in this country. It will 
not voluntarily spread technical educationin India, as such a measure will 
injuriously affect the industries of Lancashire. Children of artisan classes who 
are at present receiving liberal education will at once join technical schools if 
they be opened and then Government will not hesitate to incur expenditure on 
their account. 


Necessity for technical 
education in India.

gested. ask for representation on the governing body of the 
University, we do not think that they necessarily mean 
to have an electoral body and perennial elections. The object will be equall 
served if some of them—say, those qualified under Section XIII of the proposed 
Act—are allowed a voice in the management. We think that instead of in- 
troducing the cumbrous machinery of election, the purpose can be more easily 
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served by admitting at once into the Senate all graduates of the University of not 
less than five years’ standing ‘and of the Degree of Doctor of Laws, Doctor of 
Science, Doctor of Medicine, Master of Arts, Master of Engineering, Bachelor of 
Laws and Bachelor of Medicine” on payment of a small entrance fee. Under the 
proposed Act these graduates alone are eligible for nomination and it will be no 
hardship to others if they are at once admitted into the body of the Senate, as is 
done in some of the English Universities. If a graduate who has not obtained 
any of the above degrees is deemed worthy of the honour, that particular case 
may be provided for by electing or Government nominating him a Life Fellow. 
This case being thus provided for, the only other objection that can be raised 
against our scheme is that it would increase the number in the Senate dis- 
proportionately. But the apprehension is simply imaginary. For, to begin 
with, there are not more than about 150 persons qualified as above to become 
members of the University, and when the test of attendance is applied, we think 
that the number will, in the course of two or three years, be reduced quite to, if 
not below, the required one, But suppose that the number does increase and that 
all the Fellows satisfy the test of attendance, we do not think that we shall be 
losers thereby, for we shall then have so many more men to take interest in the 
affairs of the University—a result not at all undesirable. Itis now proposed that 
non-attendance for three years should cause the seat of a Fellow to be vacated. 
If our scheme be adcpted, this period may be reduced to two years. Asregards 
Government nominees, we think that one-third or at least one-half of the total 
number of Fellows should be nominated by Government. The Act should simply 
state that “not more than one-half of the total number should be nominated by 
Government,” thus leaving it to Government to reduce the number of nominees 
to one-third, when necessary. The test of attendance should be applicable to 
all. Such an arrangement will simplify the matter without any inconvenience 
or hardship. ll persons eligible under the proposed Act and interested in and 
willing to take part in the management, with an equal number of Govern- 
ment nominees and the ex-officio Chancellor as at present, will constitute the 
Senate. This body should then elect members of the Syndicate as pro- 
posed in Rule XXV. of the project, and the Syndicate so formed should elect 
the Vice-Chancellor subject to the confirmation of Government. The project 
before us provides that the Vice-Chancellor should be nominated by Govern- 
ment, but we do not see the consistency of this proposal with the other 
clauses in the draft, If the constitution of the University is to be made more 
liberal than what it is, it is but reasonable that the privilege of electing the 
Vice-Chancellor should be granted to the University at once. The interests of 
Government will be duly protected by making the election subject to their 
confirmation, The right of electing the president has been granted to some 
of our municipalities and there is no reason why the case of a Vice-Chancellor 
should be looked upon differently. We next come tothe Control clause, to 
Section XX. in the proposed scheme. It is proposed in this section to vest in 
the Senate the power, amongst others, of framing bye-laws ‘‘ touching the 
institutions and the professors or teachers who shall be deemed qualified to 
instruct candidates for degrees or for the Preliminary Examinations.....,and 
the conditions to be satisfied by the said institutions, Professors or teachers.” 
Hitherto the only control exercised over Colleges by the University has been that 
of granting or withholding recognition and testing their efficiency by examl- 
nations. The course now proposed goes much beyond this, and, if sanctioned, 
is likely to produce serious inconvenience. Had the Professorships been attached 
to the University as they are in England, we should have even proposed 
election of the Professors by the Senate. But as the case now stands, 
our schools and colleges are under the direct control and management 
of Government or of private bodies and the University is only an examining 
body. The vesting of the above control in the University, as proposed in the 
project, will therefore necessarily create friction and inconvenience by the double 
control thuscreated. Jf Government are prepared to hand over all High Schools 
and Colleges to the University, with an adequate grant from the Imperial 
funds in the same way as they have transferred the primary schools to the 
municipalities, then alone is it possible for the Senate to control the high 
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and the secondary education in the way now proposed; though even then 
it would be doubtful whether the University should refuse to examine students 
from schools and colleges not equipped quite according to the ideas of the 
Senate, for then the question would be to educate young men of this country 
exclusively after the University model or not to permit them to be educated 
at all. But so long as the schools and colleges are not thus transferred—and in 
the present state of the Senate we would not recommend the change—the 
proposed control will be either nugatory or inconvenient. It is also likely that 
until the Senate is made sufficiently representative the power thus vested 
in it may produce unnecessary hardship in some cases, especially in the 
case of schools and colleges which, though their resources be limited, may yet 
hope to achieve good results, If it is intended to turn our University into a 
teaching body, let it be done by all means. But the proposed indirect interfer- 
ence with schools and colleges under the management of others is both un- 
desirable and inexpedient. As regards the minor proposals we have to suggest 
that the University should have the power of creating new faculties, if necessary, 
and of varying the proportions of the Syndics in each. The maximum number 
of Life Fellows should be greater, and if the election system is to be re- 
tained, the fee for the entry of one’s name in the register should be fixed once 
for all in the Act. We do not also see the necessity for the proviso in clause 2 
of Section III; for if a Fellow leaves India he cannot satisfy the test of attend- 
ance, and where is the good then of retaining his name on the list of Fellows 
even if he does wish it. 


20. The Guwardtc (97), in its issue of the 11th December, objects to 
the passing at once of the proposition brought forward by the Honourable 
Mr. Justice Birdwood at the meeting of the Senate convened on the17th Decem- 
ber in connection with the new Bombay University Draft Act on the ground 
that the Act cannot be frequently altered and says that it is objectionable in 
many parts and needs alterations. The paper objects to the Syndicate usurpin 
some of the powers enjoyed by the Senate, though the latter has not been found 
unfit in the matter. It says that, on the contrary, the Syndicate has acted 
unsatisfactorily many a time, notably in the matter of the grace to Mr. Kabrdaji 
and the recommendation to compel students to pass the Previous Examination 
before joining the Grant Medical College. In Section 6 of the Act the appoint- 
ment of the Lord Bishop of Bombay as an ez-officio Fellow of the University is 

objectionable. If the Lord Bishop is to be an eg-officio Fellow, why should 
not the High Court Judges, professors and head-masters of high schools 
enjoy the same privilege? The High Schools have much interest in the Matri- 
culation Examination. It is necessary that the number of Fellows, and specially 
those residing in Bombay, should be increased instead of reduced ascontemplated in 
Section 7, in order to avoid the quorum difficulty in meetings of the Senate. The 
words *‘ for so long as he remains a Fellow or graduate” in Section 10 are not 
clear. The inference therefrom is that the Syndicate has the power to deprive 
a Fellow of his Fellowship and a graduate of his degree. The bye-laws should 
clearly state the reasons for depriving a graduate of his degree. In Section 13 
B.A.’s, B.Sc.’s, L.C.E.’s, and L.M. & 8.’s, and professors in colleges ought to 
be granted the privilege of being elected Fellows. In Section 17, a donor of 
a certain sum of money to the University ought to be allowed to be elected a 
Fellow for life, for the University will suffer in monetary matters if by the use 
of the word * service” an European is to be elected a Fellow for a lecture deli- 
vered by him, while a Native who has given Rs. 5,000 or Rs. 10,000 to it is not 
to have that privilege. Section 19 is not clear. Reasons ought to be assigned 
for depriving Fellows of their Fellowship. In Section 20 several important 
alterations ought to be made, as the University is not a teaching body as assumed 
in it. In Section 26 the Syndicate ought not to be allowed to assume the right 
of passing grace, as itis likely to be misused. The system of grace should be 
abolished and for this purpose the compulsory keeping of terms at colleges 
should be done away with. In Section 27 the time for examinations should be 
fixed and not allowed to be altered at the will of the Syndicate. The Fellows 
are advised to attend to the matter. 
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21. The Bakul (15), in its issue of the 11th December, says :—If there ig 
any body which is determined to utterly disregard 
complaints of the people about its affairs it is the 
Bombay University. It is not known who really 
manages its affairs. For if it 1s in the hands of Messrs. Mandlik, Telang, 
Bhandarkar and such other Natives and Europeans like the Honourable Mr. 
West and Professor Wordsworth it is impossible that the loud outcry of the. 
people for the last four years should have gone unheeded. The numerous 
examinations, the unnecessary importance given to useless subjects, and reckless 
selection of examiners subject students to unnecessary hardship. The recently 
passed rule that students will not be admitted to the Science College unless 
they pass the Previous Examination shows want of farsightedness and sense 
in those who proposed and passed it. The University Reform Bill is a very 
important public measure. Why then should it not have been published and 
public opinion elicited thereon? We request the Graduates’ and Under-Graduates’ 
Associations, public bodies, and newspapers to be vigilant in the discharge of 
their duty and to take care that more and more difficulties are not thrown in the 
way of students aspiring for University degrees.

=: Pale te — 500 students who presented themselves for examina- 
ey ees a a barely 25 per cent., or 123, have succeeded in 
passing the examination. Now the question is were 
the 377 students who failed so totally unfit to pass it? Did the Principals of 
the several institutions who sent them uperr most egregiously in allowing them 
to appear forit? We think that the questions must be answered in the negative. 
We can understand how twenty or twenty-five per cent. of those who appear may 
fail in the final test. Some candidates are allowed to appear on the chance 
of their being able to make up their studies in those subjects in which 
they are found to be weak at the Preliminary Examination. But here 
75 out of every 100 sent up have been plucked by the examiners. This is exa- 
mining them with a vengeance. Now these 377 students have suffered a loss which 
is simply crushing to a greater portion of them. Let us calculate a little. Each 
of them has, on an average, paid Rs. 70 in fees. Add to this the cost of living 
which cannot be less than Rs. 80. Then there are miscellaneous expenses amount- 
ing to Rs. 20, such as the purchase of books, stationery, &c. The total for each 
student comes up to Rs. 170. This figure multiplied by 377 gives usthe grand 
total of Rs. 64,090. Some of them again have had to appear twice or thrice. 
So the total loss cannot be less than a lakh of rupees. This is surely too large © 
a sum to lose at the mere caprice of the examiners. The subject 1s indeed of 
vital importance to the future of the younger generation. The Subodh Patrika 
lately complained that the education now imparted in our colleges is doing great 
havoc to the morals and intellect of young men. So morally, intellectually 
and pecuniarily the present system is doing the greatest injury to the rising 
generation. Will our contemporary then move his friends in the Syndicate to 
reform the whole system or will he allow them to go on blindly in their present 
course P

Native students showing, by the facility with which 
they stand the most rigid tests, their power of getting by heart a number 
of things in a given time, rather than real intellectual vigour and breadth 
of view or solidity of judgment. On the other, we find raw and inexpe- 
rienced graduates, who have had very little time to extend their reading, 
or to digest what they have read before, appointed to the responsible post 
of examiner. The course of college studies prescribed by our University 
has always been objected to, more or less. That evil has not been cured. 
And now we are gradually running into another. Already it has become 
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outrageous in some cases. In government, as it is the recognized principle of 
some that any sort of administration is good enough for the Natives, so it seems 
that any examiner is good for them. It would be invidious to mention names. 
But the honour of being appointed an examiner should be reserved for those who 
have carefully, and therefore long, studied a subject. Here we manage things 
in a very different way. Young men with immature understanding cannot 
have had time to acquire that grave sense of responsibility which is pre- 
eminently wanted in one who conducts the duties of a University examiner. 
Our examinations thus conducted are solemn farces. We have, first, professors 
who cannot teach; next, courses of study which may or may not profit the 


understanding ; and lastly, examiners who do not possess the necessary quali- 
fications for examiners.

grant hitherto received. Last year the local Government spent fifteen lakhs of 
rupees on education, while in the new provincial contract the annual grant for 
the next five years is fixed at Rupees fifteen l4khs and twenty-two thousand. 
This allotment is evidently inadequate to meet the daily growing educational 
requirements of this presidency. Education is one of the inestimable benefits of 
British rule in India, and the public associations ought to strongly protest 
against the policy of the Supreme Government in this matter.

The multiplicity of the subjects crushes the 
energy of a student, leaving him incompetent in almost all his studies. A stu- 
dent successfully passing the Matriculation Examination appears quite exhausted, 
without being able to talk or write correctly in English. This state of things 
has been long pointed out and has all along remained unremedied. It is, 
however, to be hoped that Government will not remain indifferent to it any longer.

The people will strongly complain if Government 
do injustice in order to save a small amount of money. It is the duty of Gov- 
ernment to educate their subjects and to earn their blessings. It is the work 
of heartless men to obstruct it. Government have no reason to suddenly stop 
this invaluable gift of education to the people. Perhaps some envious Gov- 
ernment officers are playing a trick to anyhow prevent the imparting of educa- 
tion to the Natives, as the educated Natives are complaining against the polic 
of thoughtless Government officers and fight against them as in duty bound to 
do so. For some years Government have given encouragement to education, 
which is being now gradually withdrawn. Taxes have been imposed on the 
people in the name of education and it has been made dear, thus preventing 
the poor from availing themselves of it. Free-studentships have also been 
abolished. The Mitrd requests the attention of His Excellency Lord Reay, 
who is a staunch advocate of education, to the matter, as some selfish officers 
are bent upon injuring his reputation by throwing obstacles in the way of Natives 
freely acquiring it.

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Part [IV.—Railways. 


32. The Bombay Samachar (84), in its issue of the 17th December, says :— 
Already the Government of India is handicappod 
with the expensive works of the frontier defences, 
which are estimated to require three krors of rupees 
but are likely to cost more than twice that amount. 
A suggestion has now been put forth by the manufacturing interests, the mer- 
chants and the press of England, that an Indo-Chinese Railway passing through 
Burmah and Siam should be constructed at the expense of India, which would 
amount to about six krors of rupees. The projectors of the scheme observa 
that the proposed line would open extensive markets in Southern China to 
English goods, and would remove the existing depression of trade. India, no 
doubt, will be benefited to a small extent, but that is no reason why the 
latter alone should bear the entire cost of the railway. The suggestion comes 
from the very people whose recommendation to possess Burmah for facilitating 
the execution of the railway project was adopted by the Indian authorities at 
the cost of India. In repeating the suggestion the kingdom of Siam is now 
brought forward and threatens to prove a serious ¢mbroglio, in the same way as 
Burmah has proved. Should the Siamese King object to the proposed railway 
through his country, he will have to be dealt with in the same manner as the ex- 
King Theebaw, and India will have to incur a ruinous financial burden. It is, 
therefore, desirable in the interests of India that the [ndian authorities, political 
associavions and leaders of society should take time by the forelock and protest 
against this country heing charged with the execution of the railway project.

This great risk to the staple and rising industry of Bombay has made the 
people look upon the fire-brigade with diffidence as well as aversion, and it ought 
to be the aim of every well-wisher of the prosperity of Bombay to do his 
best for the material abatement of the evil. The great risk from fire to 
which mills and buildings in general are now exposed can be efficiently lessened 
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by two means only; namely, a sufficient addition to the strength of the fire 
brigade so as to station the fire engines within easy reach of all parts of the 
city and to make a sufficient supply of water easily available to every quarter 
both by day and by night.

More- 
over, he wantsthe reforms suggested by him to be immediately carried out 
and takes promises from the commissioners on the spot. Government also 
speedily attend to his reports and threaten the commissioners with interference 
in case they fail to carry out his suggestions, forgetting thatthe commissioners 
are learning the work of local self-government. This is like depriving the 
people of self-government with a vengeance. The Collector and the Revenue 
Commissioner also threaten them. What a pitiful condition of the poor com- 
missioners! The people know well that it is the result of envy, dislike and 
spite of the Natives and hate it. It is surprising that they should be asked 
by Government to abolish or reduce octroi duties, when the Collector-presidents 
of municipalities were gladly allowed by them to impose them whenever they 


wanted to do so. The commissioners are in consternation at this state of things. 


They stand in particular awe of Dr. Hewlett, for Government reprimand them 
without fail on his submitting a report to them without calling for an explana- 
tion from the commissioners. If the European nations were to know of this 
policy of Government the latter would surely be ridiculed by them. But now 
the European officers are not afraid of that too. The only remedy left for re- 
forming such high-handedness is to publish a pamphlet containing instances of 
such conduct and to forward a copy thereof to every member of the British 


Parliament in order that a discussion on the subject by them may lead to 
reform.

There is no objection to this, but what is most 
surprising is that each voter is harassed by 3 or 4 candidates, each of whom 
tries his utmost to bring him to his side by using threats, by reminding him of 
his relationship with him and by various other ways. What is a voter to do in 
such a case? Surely he must vote for one and incur the displeasure of the other 
candidates. For this reason, some of the voters have resolved to absent them- 
selves from the town on the day of election and thus avoid the necessity for 
giving occasion to the people to hate them. To remedy this state of things we 
suggest that each voter should be furnished with a printed ticket and a candi- 
date who brings a large number of such tickets should be declared to have been 
returned.

Govern- 
ment may or may not accept the present offer, but it will think that a Prince 
who offered 60 ladkhs of rupees will surely lend it two krors of rupees or so 
and one day it may ask for that amount and then His Highness will be 
obliged to give it even against his will. We must obey the laws and orders of the 
British Government because it is our Government, yet we should not forget that 
it is a foreign Government. Should we not take a lesson from Government 
in this matter? [A correspondent of the same paper, in its issue of the same 
date, says :—The Native Princes should not consider the money in their treasury, 
their armies and the landed property in their possession as their own. Is the 
money which you Princes are giving away in loads your private property or that of 
the public? Ah, you Native Princes, why do you do such injustice when you 
receive good education and are given old, experienced and wise statesmen to 
assist you? You are servants of your subjects and have therefore no right to 
injure their interests. If you do not know what good things you should do you 
should send some one to Poona to secretly consult some wise members of the 
Poona Sdrvajanik Sabha.

Lord Ripon established his popularity by giving us local self-government. Will 
not his successor do something in this direction by giving us representative 
legislature and thus found a claim to our gratitude ?

suggested. was quite justified in remarking that the British

ferences and disunion, and advancing commercial and agricultural interests. 
India has been laid by her British rulers under such great obligations to them 
that her sons desire the permanency of British rule in this country. Yet it 
depends upon the rulers themselves to give additional strength to the British 
administration. This can be done by the Viceroy withdrawing his attention 
from measures intended to strengthen the empire by external props and be- 
taking himself to the strengthening of it internally. The lavish expenditure 
on the army and the large subsidies paid to the chiefs and princes on the frontiers 
should be revised, devoting the savings to such public works as bridges, roads, 
railways, canals and other remunerative works.

This is another evil. How very sorrowful it is that the country should have 
been reduced to the abject necessity of asking for pecuniary aid from Native 
_ Princes to make up for the loss entailed upon it by the alarming expenditure 
for frontier defence works and the pacification of Burmah! The paper remarks 
that the Government of India have committed a huge blunder in abolishing the 
import duties on cotton goods, that they will have to repent for it for ever, 
and that as the bitter fruit of this mistake the people of India have to bear 
increased taxation. [A few other papers express concern at the rumoured

The expression he gave to his 
feelings did not befit him. Sir Lepel also denounced the National Corgress 
as a worthless movement and its supporters as misguided. The Marathas will 
not much appreciate the sentiments expressed by Sir Lepel as they are well 
aware that they have been for the last five years despised by European officials 
of Sir Lepel’s class and standing in the same way as he has now run down the 
Bengalis. Government officers ought to look impartially upon all the different 
communities and promote good feelings and regard between them for each 
other. Sir Lepel’s speech is tantamount to setting one community against 
another, and Government ought to express their disapproval of it either publicly 
or in private.

However, the committee has made some valuable suggestions, such as leaving 
the Back Bay foreshore unoccupied, raising buildings on the Cooperage, removal 
of the regimental lines from their present localities which should be occupied 
by new buildings, throwing out a branch railway line from the Mahdlakshmi 
station in the direction of Mahim by way of Warli and another line in the 
eastern part of the town taken to Coorla. The recommendation to reclaim the 
foreshores at Coldéba, Malabar Hill and Mahalakshmi is impracticable as these 
works will cost a very large amount, which neither Government nor private 
enterprise will be able to spare for a long time to come. If private parties are 
permitted to reclaim small patches some progress, though very small, will be 
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made in this diccrtion. Laying out new roads and improving tho old ones 
is also an expensive job and so is the suggestion for the removal of the regi- 
mental lines to Colaba. The two Native regiments may be advantageously 
located on the Byculla flats at a small expenditure. Among the less important 
suggestions there are a few good recommendations. It is to be hoped that 
Government will carefully consider the different recommendations before 
adopting any.

not received with half that amount of curiosity and surprise which was formerly 
evinced. The reason is that the practice has become a second nature with 
European planters ; for we hear of a lot of cases of outrage committed by them 
upon coolie women, which is shameful not only to the perpetrators but also to 
their fellow-brethren and to the whole society. We strongly urge the author- 
ities concerned not to allow this case to be dropped. We cannot but be one 
with the Amrit Bazar Patrika and say that whenever such cases crop up the 
usual plea raised by the planter is that the coolie woman told a lie, and that, as 
a rule, the latter goes to the wall. There is no doubt that a very bad impression 
is created on the public mind when such offenders are lightly punished. It is 
quite impossible for a coolie woman residing within her master’s own premises 
as Akali did to make a false charge ayainst him. Again, a modest, mannerly 
and educated young man, European or Native, would never catch hold of a 
woman’s garment to make her understand what he asked her. [The Broach 
Mitra (85) of the 21st December disapproves of European planters in Bengal 


escaping with a light punishment of fine in cases of indecent assaults on Native 
female labourers employed in their plantations, and requests the authorities con- 


cerned to take notice of the case in question. |

It is beyond the pale of doubt that the non-service 
settlement is nothing more or less than a matter of 
contract, depending for its validity upon the consent 
of both the parties. Its character as a contract, more- 
over, has been recognized more than once by the High Court of Bombay. Yet 
in the teeth of express legislation and in spite of judicial decisions the Vatan- 
dirs are now called upon to submit to the settlement and to pay judi at 5 as. 
6 p. in the rupee whether they will or no. Thus what was sanctioned by past 
and present Governments, legalized by law and recognized. by courts of justice 
is attempted to be blown up by a stroke of the pen. These Vatanddrs are some 
of the few remnants of the once admirable village system. With their heads 
full of their own prejudices and predilections the early English officers laid the 
axe at this economical and useful form of village government and founded on 
its ruins what is known as the reformed administration, The latter, however, 
is found to be not free from defects, and persons are seen here and there amon 

the English officers expressing a feeling of regret at the abolition of the old 
system. We do not know if our worthy and enlightened Governor wishes to 
add an unpleasant alloy to his generally noble career by an act calculated to 
clear the Ratnagiri District of its Vatandairs. These helpless persons being barred 
by the Pensions Act from getting their claims established in a court of law, 
are tossed up and down like a fvotball, The Collector refers them to Govern- 
ment, and the latter, in their turn, refer them back to the Collector. Theoreti- 
cally the Governor in Council is the highest court of appeal, but practically the 
decisions of the lower executive officials are found unappealable. We are 
certainly unable to see why the Bombay Government should have determined to 
interfere with things not at all coming in the way of general administration 
and with respect to which the policy of non-interference can be followed with 
‘much propriety. Much is made of such harmless things, great consideration is 
bestowed upon them and extraordinary zeal is shown to remove them, while 
what concerns sound administration most, what requires from Government 
independent judgment and what directly involves the weal or woe of the people 
is silently passed over, or at most is found not worth interfering with. In the 
case before us there is no doubt that Government have gone beyond the limits 
of sound policy. ‘In the resolution passed by them on the case submitted by 
the aggrieved Vatandars, not only are the opinions of the subordinate officers 
upheld but the memorialists are oddly enough reprimanded with much severity. 
Its injustice is equal to the severity of the strictures passed upon the poor 
victims. This resolution is exactly what Government would never come to if 
they saw things with their own eyes. One sufficiently acquainted with the red- 
tape system will find no reason to be astonished at it, but toa layman it is 
certainly disappointing. The reasons given for enforcing non-service settle. 
ment upon these Vatanddrs have the appearance of plausibility, and certainly 
with an intelligent subordinate official there is always a large store of such 
reasons. But when we go below the surface the hollownesseof the reasoning 
comes upon us with vividness. We do not wish to give in detail all the 
grounds on which Government have based their action in the present case. 
But we are tempted to give one as a sample. It is said that the Vatanddrs are 
disposed to exact their legal rights to the utmost. Surely it is not so great an 
offence as to merit the forfeiture of their right of service! We think that the 
present action of Government can have no pretensions to legality. Looked at 
from another point of view this and similar other resolutions of Government work 
a great mischief. The natives of India—nine out of every ten—have a firm 
belief in the permanency, consistency and honesty of the acts of Government. It 
is repeated often, and with great force too, that this belief in the hearts of the 
Natives is one of the strongest bulwarks of the Indian Empire. Every officer 
of Government, therefore, ought at any cost to strive to keep it intact. Need 
we say that the present resolution has gone a great way towards shaking this 
aicdile impressed belief in the minds of the Vatanddrs? How this aspect 
of the question escaped the vigilant eyes of our worthy Governor is more than 
we can pretend to know. At any rate the present attitude of Government 
towards the Vatandars of Ratnagiri is anything but just. It is a pity that 
persons who ought to have most faith in British justice should be the very 
beings selected for a great act of confiscation. We do not think the aggrieved

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parties will cease to appeal from this order to the Government of India only - 


for the sake of giving the lie to the compliment liberally bestowed upon them 
by the Bombay Government, We think matters like this ought to be fought 
out more constitutionally and more firmly than they have been.

the people of the latter country are, unlike those of Ireland, quiet; loyal and 
harmless, and says that the obstinate and quarrelsome disposition of the British 
Government in India is well worthy of being taken a note of by the people of 
all countries, The same paper, in continuation of the above, says in its issue 
of the 19th idem :—The system whereby power is divided between the sov- 
ereign, the deshmukhs, desdis and the village officers, instead of being consoli« 
dated in Government, is the least troublesome and the most economical to all 
parties, The fashion of British Government is, however, otherwise. It trusts 
no one and rules over all by military law, as if there were rebellions in all 
directions. It is deeply in debt and cannot afford to attend to the miseries of 
the subject people. But really speaking the stability of Government depends 
upon the happiness of the people. The British Government has subverted all 
former institutions and made the people miserable by largely swelling its ex- 
penditure. It should, on the contrary, respect the system laid down by the 


former rulers who were considerate and farsighted and cease to make new rules 
and regulations to gratify its greed. |

His Excellency the Governor made about the beginning of this year at Kardchi. 
It is perhaps too early yet to say that Lord Reay is hostile to high education. 
His Lordship has since assured people that he is by no means opposed to it; 
and from the encouraging terms in which he alluded to the subject in his reply 
to the address presented to him by the Ahmedabad Municipality it may be said 
that the impression created by the Karachi speech was based on a misunder- 
standing. In the Ahmedabad speech His Excellency gave an assurance, but it 
cannot be regarded as complete in view of the fact that the public has no means | 
of knowing what His Excellency.proposes to do with the Deccan College. The 
fate of that College still bangs in uncertainty and no one knows whether it is 
to be kept up or not. Besides the resolution of the Government on the 
Director’s report deals with the question of high education in a spirit which 
it will not be wrong to regard as one of suspicion. It is plain that it is intended 
to entrust high education to private bodies as far as_ possible, Government 
going in for primary education mainly. Undoubtedly it is to the interest of all 
that the education of the masses should receive the attention and encouragement 
due toit. It is as importent as high education and Government would be wrong 
if it encouraged the latter at the expense of the former. And the efforts 
Government are making to encourage education among the backward classes 
deserve to be appreciated by all sincere and liberal-minded well-wishers of this 
country: For instance, a word of praise is due to Government for what they have 
done in this direction. While all this deserves the approbation of all, the manner 


in which the question of high education is handled in the resolution is very much 
to be regretted.

Because the L. C. H.’s commit at times gram- 
matical mistakes in English composition they cannot be declared to be worth- 
less engineers, nor can those who write good English be pronounced to be 
efficient engineers, There is not much connection between a good knowledge 
of English and proficiency in engineering, a sufficient knowledge of which 
science can be imparted in any of the vernaculars of this country. In the 
interests of the country it is desirable that engineering should be taught in 
English as well as in the vernaculars, The compulsion for passing the Previous 
Examination is sure to work to the prejudice of the Natives, as only a few of 
them will enter the Engineering College after passing this examination. [The 
Jdme Jamshed (100) of the 19th December, after repeating some of the above 
assertions, says:—The Matriculation standard is the foundation for all kinds 
of University education, and if a matriculated student does not possess a fair 
knowledge of English his further education must remain defective. It is 
proper, therefore, to exact a sound knowledge of English from one passing the 
Matriculation Examination. When students pass the Previous Examination 
they will naturally desire to become graduates in arts and few of them will 
seek education in engineering. Several other papers write against the resolu- 
tion adopted by the Senate and say that education will thereby be retarded. |

from himself as from his colleagues and subordinates. Punctually he goes to 
work and demands punctual attendance from his pupils. Directly he goes to 
his class he begins his work. He has no liking for idle conversation. No waste 


of time or thought is allowed; he knows best how to economise time. This 
regard for time and its various calls is a remarkable trait of his character. He 
is not, to be sure, a very grand mathematician or at least does not appear to be 
one to the ordinary student. He has never shown symptoms of progress. Is it 
that mathematics as a science is unprogressive? Is it that mathematics admits 
of no ostentatious display of information as other sciences do? What is it 
that marks out the otherwise amiable professor and gentleman as one among 
the many unprogressive teachers in the Elphinstone College? Mr. Hathorn- 
thwaite is a very successful teacher of statics and trigonometry, while his 
lectures in algebra fail eminently in their effect. Is he partial to the Deccanis 
in particular? What does he find in them that he bestuws his affection on 
them? Why does he respect them as a class more than others? Precisely 
because they satisfy his demands more than others. He decidedly loves intel- 
ligence, but he loves discipline more than anything else; the Deccanis com- 
bine submission with diligence, and to a teacher discipline means nothing more 
or less than a combination of industry with an occasional resignation of one’s 
judgment. Unfortunately for the professor and his other pupils, a passive 
reception of the professor’s precepts asa disciplinarian is not possible, and 
hence he oftentimes renders himself liable to be hated by those who would 
otherwise love him.

But if 
properly managed and supervised, the present staff of teachers in Government 
High Schools can show better results than is now the case. Government, while 
enforcing the strictest discipline, ought to see that the teacher’s work does not 
become wearisome or monotonous. To ask a man to teach the same book for 
years together, to so bind him by rules implied or explicit as to leave him nu 
room for originality, to offer no hope of reward for conscientious or notable 
service—is not the way to make instruction in our High Schools thorough. 
In fact, the time has arrived when this question of secondary education should 
be considered as a whole. The curriculum is defective and must be revised in 
connection with the vernacular curriculum, The Director of Public Instruction 
will have soon to devise means to make our High Schools more efficient 
or we shall be forced to accept European Head-masters. The Hon’ble Mr. 
West is said to be strongly in favour of such a proposal. Heis now a member of 
the Executive Council, and unless he is convinced to the contrary he will try to 
improve our High Schools in his own way, namely, by giving Huropean Head- 
masters to them, though our experience of them is not encouraging.

kind officer have been deliberately disregarded by it. 
From the mal-administration of the Bulsér Town Municipaiity it will be ad- 
mitted by all supporters of the local self-zovernment scheme that it deserves 
to be disbanded. No municipality in Gujarat has assumed such a gloomy 
attitude in the cause of self-government as that done by the Bulsér Munici- 
pality. No doubt an official president is wanted for this municipality, and the 
necessity for it has already been urged by the present Native president and 
justly admitted by the Collector in his annual administration report to the 
Commissioner, N. D. It is three months since the above report was submitted to 
Government, but it is to be regretted that no orders have yet been issued thereon 
with a view to guard against further mismanagement. We hope that Govern- 


ment will no longer delay the appointment of an official president, so sadly 
wanted.

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Part I.—Politics and the Public Administration. 


1. The Suryodaydt (62), in its issue of the 26th December, says:—The 
Indian rayats are broken down under the heavy load 
of taxes levied from them to defray the expenses of 
battles fought in the interest of English merchants, 
while the profits derived from them go to the English treasury. What sort of 
impartiality is this? Itis feared that the expenses of the proposed railway 
between Burmah and China will be thrown upon the [Indian treasury. Is it not 
like the policy of thieves to benefit one at the cost of another? India is no 
more a piece of gold as it was once, but is simply a piece of earth. Will 
English merchants come to the rescue of India in its difficulty ? There is much 
ground for anxiety as to the future financial state of India. [The Bakul (14), 
in its issue of the 25th December, says that the Government of India should 
protest against the cost of the British Ambassadors at the Courts of China 
and Persia being defrayed trom the Indian treasury. | 


2. In an article headed “ The conduct of the present European officers,” 


_ the same paper says :—The happiness of the people of 
European officers in India 4 country depends upon the treatment which they 
and their behaviour towards 
tne Madives, receive from their sovereign and his officers and upon 
their material prosperity. In India the behaviour of 
European officials has been of late very unkind and unsympathetic, and her 
prosperity, too, is not as it should be. The consequence is that the people are 
quite unhappy and the principal cause of this is the harsh conduct of Govern- 
ment officers. Some people are of opinion that, with some exceptions, the 
former civilians were more magnanimous, generous and noble than the present 
ones. We assure the present European officials that their present conduct is 
more degrading than even bribery. Englishmen are very proud of their race 
and were furmerly respected in Kurope and in India; but in some places in the 
latter country their conduct is so unlawful that on account of 1t they are in many 
instances disrespected. There was some disagreement between the editor of the 
Indian Daily News, a newspaper of Calcutta, and Sir Steuart Hogg in connection 
with some municipal matters and consequently the latter discontinued sending 
municipal advertisements for publication in that paper. Was this childishness 
becoming to such a great English gentleman ? The wonder is that it was approved 
by other Europeans! Once ina Darbar held by the late Lord Mayo, the late Tukoji 
Réo Holkar, while putting a garland of flowers round the neck of the Governor- 
General, expressed a wish that the garland might cement the two powers in 
friendship and promote good feelings between them. This utterance was 
severely criticized by one Smith in the newspaper called The Friend of India, 
the only object of the critic being to create discord. There is another thing of 
the same nature which every one may have at least heard of. The Amrit Bazar 
Patrika and Sir Rivers Thompson never agreed in any matter, and the latter 
spitefully omitted to make any mention of this paper in the Bengal Adminis- 
tration Report. Not only this, but he did not even help the paper to the 
extent to which a poor subscriber helps it. Once a European official wanted 
an elephant for hunting purposes, and the zamindér who had one having 
refused to lend it, incurred the displeasure of the European and was in conse- 
quence unlawfully put in prison, Who will not call this persecution mean and 
rascally ? Is it not dangerous and risky that such men should have power in 
their hands? The Rungpur deer shooting case must be fresh in the mind 
of all. When cases like that of Mr. Wilson and Mr. Shamrdo Ldd, the 
Divén of Cambay, and that in which an Assistant Collector of Kdnara, Mr, 
Lucas, assaulted a Native or those of European planters in Assam maltreat- 
ing Native labourers are called to mind, they cause the hair to stand on 
end. Such men are only fair in their complexion, but their deeds are 
dark like charcoal, We do not mean that all people are of this description, but 
the deeds of a few stigmatize the whole class of civilians. It is our duty to 
bring such things to the notice of Government and hence their frequent repeti- 
tion. The Civil Servants in India get cartloads of pay and their power is 
unlimited. It is therefore unbecoming that they should behave in this wanton 
manner. We think that they should be more considerate, for, if they fall in 
the estimation, of the people of India, British Indian Empire will, as it were,

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lose a strong railing and the logs of it means a severe blow. It is therefore 
very desirable that Government should free the subject people of India 
from the miseries resulting from the misdeeds of their officers and thus promote 
their happiness.

These Irish fellows are tenacious and cannot be 

silenced. If they be given more privileges, that will be a present loss to us and 
therefore that won’t do. The Irish are not many in number and can easily be 
put down by force of arms. They may, perhaps, call in the assistance of 
the Americans, but there is not much fear in that direction; for the Americans 
know too well the strength of the English to oppose them on behalf of the 
Irish. The only thing required is to become ready to go to war, and then none 
will come to the assistance of the Irish. In short, no congessions should be 
made to them at the expense of the English. In this manner the Irish diffi- 
culty can be dealt with: but what should be done to stem the progress of the 
Russians in Central Asia? This is not an ordinary affair; some expedient must 
be thought of to meet it. What else could be the object of the Russians in 
advancing towards India than the invasion of the country? It is therefore 
absolutely necessary to make good preparations in India. In this country 
though there are yet many Native States, they are under our thumb. Besides, 
they do not possess their former grandeur, but are quite powerless, They may 
be sorry for it and discontented too, for our behaviour towards them has, no 
doubt, sometimes been such as to make them so. But what can they do against 
us, though discontented? It won’t, however, do to be quite at ease on their 
account. Indeed, they have no armies worth the name; but perhaps they may 
recruit them on the spur of the moment and so it is wise to make that impos- 
sible. Without money no armies can be employed and so the whole question 
can be settled by making them penniless. We doreceive their accounts to see 
whether their administration is as it should be. It is only necessary to find a 
fault here and a fault there and thus to secure our object by creating new 
items of expenditure. The personal expenses of the Chiefs are large and we 
should not say a word about them, and if they are goaded to incur more 
expenditure for sanitary and other improvements they will be reduced to the 
necessity of borrowing. They will, at any rate, have very small balances left 
with them. It, however, after all this they do save a little, they may be advised 
not to let their money remain idle, but to invest it productively and thus there 
will be an end to the matter and no cause will exist for fear on the score of the 
Native Chiefs. Now there are the Mahomedans of whom we should be afraid on 
account of their fanaticism, but they are barbarous, ignorant and foolish and can 
be easily deceived. There are already causes cropping up for their enmity 
with the Hindus, the Parsis, and other communities and we are showing that we are 
more favourably disposed towards them than towards any other people, and of 
this they are convinced, as will be seen from the evidence before the Public 
Service Commission. The question of the Mahomedans being thus disposed of, 
there remain the educated Natives, and some arrangement must be made in 
connection with them. Their intelligence has much increased and they have 
commenced to know all things, such as our politics, our farsightedness, our 
arrangements, our skill and our wisdom. This is not as it should be. There 


is, however, a weak point in them, and consequently we need not be much ~ 


afraid of them. They do not possess @ tittle of heroism or courage, but are 
extremely cowardly, nay, impotent. Al] their prowess is centered in the pen 
and the tongue. ‘There is nothing beyond this. They are, no doubt, now and 
again called disloyal, but this is only to aggravate their miseries and to humi- 
liate them. But really speaking there is not a particle of truth in the allega- 


tion. On the contrary, they are loyal to the core, they heartily wish for the 


permanency of British rule and sincerely hate the Russians. We are quite 
aware of this, but we cannot openly declare our belief to them ; for, if we do so 
they will be elated too much. We must, therefore, always charge them with 


disloyalty to keep them at a safedistance. A desire to take part in the adminis- 
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tration of the country has been lately created in them and this is very un- 
desirable. They want to become Civil Servants, they want permission to carry 
arios, they ask for representative Legislative Councils and make similar other 
demands. ‘l’o speak the truth, their demands are reasonable, but if they be 
granted many Englishmen will lose their means of maintenance. We cannot, 
therefore, entirely meet their aspirations. But yield we must, to a certain 
extent. ‘They are educated, but get no employment, and therefore they are 
much grieved and perturbed. The Public Service Commission has already ended 
its sittings, and pronouncing them to be unfit for covenanted service we must 
necessarily make some arrangement for providing them with inferior appoint- 
ments. They have begun to bark like dogs and they must be silenced with a 
piece of bread. We might, therefore, without any inconvenience, admit a few 
popular representatives into the Legislative Councils, care being, however, 
taken to limit their number so as to preclude their forming a majority. A 
measure like this will silence and keep them out of harm for some time to come, 
the ultimate settlement of the question being deferred to the future. As 
regards the masses, though numerous, they are professedly illiterate, poor and 
helpless. Without educated leaders they can do nothing. If things are 
managed as above indicated, there will be no cause for fear from the Russians.”

The disappointing 
result of the candidature of Messrs, Lal Mohan Ghose and Ddddbhdi Navroji 1s a 
sufficient proof of the inappropriateness of Sir William’s recommendation. The 
proper course would be to allow the Indians to elect their representatives in 
Parliament. One or two Indian gentlemen in the Secretary of State’s Council 
would be of little use. The very constitution of the India Council is defective 
and needs thorough reformation to make its working advantageous, and a large 
proportion of its members should be natives of India. The present system of 
the nomination of a small number of non-official members to the Supreme and 
Provincial Legislative Councils has not been able to prevent the enactment of 
such laws as are unfavourable to the interests of the people, and this evil is not 
likely to be removed unless they are permitted to send their representa- 
tives elected by themselves in sufficient numbers, the non-official members being 
allowed at the same time the right of interpellation. [The Jiéme Jamshed (100)

Our 
Government is based on modern political ideas and they will never ignore the 
present suffering of the oppressed. They have no interest in doing so. Their 
permanency mainly depends upon the satisfaction and contentment of the subject 
people. Hence it is that we urge the necessity for a political system having 
within its reach the remotest corners of the land. Sending delegates to 
England for the purpose of giving publicity to what prudent persons say here 
is another matter. ‘An Englishman is always an Englishman, His chivalry is 
universally known. Relief to the suffering is his principal creed. Let us then 
try to let the people of Hugland know what we suffer from.

[There is now under the consideration of the India Office the 
project, prepared by the Government of India, of limiting the liberty of the 
Native press.’—Jndian Daily News.| {Several other papers write against the 
proposed curtailment of the liberty of the Native press in India and say that 
the latter is not disloyal to Government. The Yajddn Larast (133) of the 25th 
December says that it is not likely that His Excellency Lord Dufferin will do 
the cruel act of gagging the press, as he is very clever and shows himself to 
be a lover of liberty of speech and cf the press. But there are reasons also to 
think the contrary to be the case, adds the paper. Lord Dufferin’s policy is 
similar in many respects to the odious policy of Lord Lytton except in certain 
matters. Lord Dufferin undertook a war; he has deprived a foreign nation of 
its liberty ; has increased taxation ; has set the example of accepting pecuniary 
offers to Government from Native Princes; has disregarded several just demands 
of the Natives; has put off domestic reforms and hindered the spread of edu- 
cation. It would not therefore be surprising if he were to think it advisable 
to gag the Native press. He has an important reason for so doing. The 
Native press has all along been strongly commenting upon his career and has 
proved many of his acts to be harmful. It is not improbable, then, that he 
should wish to stop further adverse comments by gagging the Native press 
and to win praise from Europeans by pleasing them, If such happens to be 
the case, his policy will entirely resemble that of Lord Lytton,—nay, will surpass 
it. But its effects upon the Natives will be more harmful than before, for they 
have since then made an advance to some extent in thought, action and 
strength. Moreover, the chances of a war with Russia are increasing. The 
gagoing of the press must have a bad effect upon them all, and it remains to 
be seen whether Lord Dufferin ventures or not to take this dangerous step. | 


18. The Dnydnodayd (7), in its issue of the 29th December, says:—We 
learn from a Calcutta contemporary that on the recommendation of the Govern- 
ment of India a Press Act limiting the freedom of the vernacular press in India 
is under the consideration of the India Council. It is true that Government 
should give liberty to the press, but it is equally true that newspapers should 
give no cause to Government to deprive them of their liberty. A certain news- 
paper at Hyderabad was stopped for three months for writing against the Nizim’s 
Government, but similar and even stronger articles have appeared in several 
Native papers against the British Government, and yet the latter, though inform- 
ed of such writings, does not punish their editors. One reason of itis that the 
British Government allows more liberty to the press than His Highness the 
Nizim’s or the Russian Government, and another reason is that the British 
officers who are well acquainted with the customs and character of the people 
in this country know full well what importance to attach to the writings of 
Native newspapers. Many Native newspapers are very sensible in criticising 
the actions of Government, but there are some which show perfect ignorance 
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of the subject on which they write and attack Government and Christian 
missionaries in season and out of season and thus bring discredit on the whole 
Native press. One evil result of their writings is that they lead Government to 
pass a Press Act which affects the whole Native press. 


19. The Poona Vaibhav (47), in its issue of the 25th December, says :-— 
We frankly say that if Government intend to pass a Vernacular Press Act for 
India under the supposition that they can deal with the people of India in any 
way they like by gagging their mouths now that they have been disarmed, they 
are perfectly mistaken in their belief; for, if once our minds are excited the 
iron weapons of Government will not be able to retain the sharpness of their 
edge and to produce any effect upon us.

this quiet visit, Itis said that His Lordship paid the visit principally to see 
how the street sweepings and the waste water were disposed of. There were, 
however, more important subjects fur His Lordship to devote attention to, but 
they were unfortunately neglected. His Excellency should have ascertained at 
this visit what industries the people followed, what they earned and how they 
maintained themselves, whether they were able to bear the burden of new taxes, 
how Government officials acted towards the people and what complaints, if 
any, the latter had to make against the former.

He has been parti- 
cularly kind to the weak and the undefended, and always gives a chance to first 
offenders. In Mr. Hamilton we are likely to have a duplicate of the Acting 
Chief Presidency Magistrate. His appointment has been severely criticised in 
some quarters; generally we fear from ignorance. We ourselves should of 
course have been better pleased with a Native Magistrate; but, so far as we can 
see, there is no Native available just now with Mr. Hamilton’s tried merits and 
experience ready to hand, and with his strong claim for promotion. His claim 
appears to have been more than once overlooked, and had he been neglected 
this time again he might have retired on pension and perhaps bonus. What 
say our patriots to such an extra charge on the revenues? We thought at one 
time that Mr. Hamilton might be provided for elsewhere. This must have been 
found impracticable, but there is some consolation in the fact that he is to be 
succeeded by a Native gentleman. Apart from all these considerations, how- 
ever, we are inclined to make the best of his appointment; for though a Euro- 
pean, Mr. Hamilton is out and out the fittest man for the place, and that is all 
we require.

They are 
required to pass a departmental examination, and judging from the questions 
set at this examination it seems that they possess as much knowledge of the 
law as a third class judicial officer. They have to assist Government district 


officers in every department. Looking to the importance of the duties dis- 


charged by them, it is necessary for Government to kindly consider their case, 
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The minimum salary of a taldti should be at least Rs. 15 rising to Rs. 20 after five 
years’ service, and they should have the same rules of pension as those for other 
Government servants. We request His Excellency Lord Reay to consider this 
matter.

Poor worn out Hindoos sit in the hot sun, while their children 
pour the holy water of the Ganges down their throats, and often choke them 
with its filthy mud...... Shrieking blacks and lithe Hindoos...... The ordinary 
Hindoo is ready to roll in the dust before his European Sahib or master...... The 
silky, delicately limbed Hindoos...... The timid fawning glance of the Hindoos,”’ 
and says that such expressions as the above impressed upon the minds of children 
in England lower the natives of India in their estimation and lead them when 
they come to India to look down upon them. That noble-minded Englishmen 
should, says the paper, thus meanly prejudice the minds of Indian Civilians 
against the Natives is highly blamable. How would they like it if children in 
India had their minds similarly prejudiced against Englishmen by passages like 
the following? :—“ Huropeans are descended from monkeys, they belong to the 
species of red-faced apes, they have tails in order to hide which they wear 
trousers made of thick cloth, they do not recognize the relation of sister and 
brother, they behave wantonly like lizards, they have no religion, they make no 
distinction between women fit for sexual intercourse and those not so fit, be- 
tween vendible and not vendible foods and between drinkable and not drinkable 
liquids, parents do not care for their children, the relation of husband and wife 
continues as long as there is love between them, they have nothing like chastity, 
they do not consider adultery a sin, they eat everything like crows, there is no 
difference between them and beasts in their conduct, their bodies are rough and 
hard like stone, their mouths stink badly, &c.” Would not such a description of 
the English people by us be mean and blamable? What should really be done 
is that some Europeans sympathizing with the natives of India should write 
books correctly depicting Native character and have them, with the assistance of 
Government, introduced into the English schools.

Powers of observation are not developed thereby and 
generally inventive genius is absent, while faculties of observation are undeve- 
loped, [t is impossible and therefore ridiculous to grapple with social machinery 
when physical machinery is not properly understood. Whatdoesa boy know of 
nature with which he has to deal all along his life? Simple and common facts of 
Hygiene are not known to him. Elementary principles of Biology or Physiology no- 
body studies. Still everybody hears around him professions regarding higber 
concerns. Population is increasing fast and the land under the present cir- 
cumstances will not be able to feed her own sons. ‘ But our schools are not 
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founded to prepare useful men for society ; we make them intelligent and thus fulfil 
our duty,” argues a school-master. But we are at a loss to understand what he 
means. If he trains the intellect of the boys, the question is what that training 
is. Does the school-master mean that reading 4000 lines of Cowper or learnin 
by heart the historical events of a country improves the intellect of the boy ? 
If the intellect is to be trained, then the present system of education is more 
than useless, if not actually mischievous. Are you not sending out youths full of 
Kuropean ideas, aspiring to apply the same ideas to a very different set of 
circumstances? This is nothing if not mischievous. This is substituting 
European for Hindu dogmas. The caution, labour, assiduity, perseverance and 
observation that is required to establish a proposition cannot be had unless you 
instruct students to observe nature around them and unless you encourage them 
to take proper care of their body. In this age of Industrialism, it will not do 
to continue institutions that teach the business of idling away your life. No- 
body can ever deny the importance of moral development. It is for the better 
and more useful exercise of our morals that we should study and admire nature. 
Talking of virtue or praising it in unmeasured language does not give it to you. 
You cannot properly appreciate what higher virtues are, how they ought to be 
defined, and what the function of each 1s, unless you are brought up to appreciate 
your surroundings. If you want to live you must have food to eat, and in order 
to get food you must study nature. Unless you begin to love nature with a 
disinterested love, she will never love you in return. The chances are that she 
will probably divorce you. Disinterested and honest love for nature will not 
be fostered unless you teach your boys how to observe, unless you encourage 
them to make their own experiments and unless you teach them according to the 
necessity of time. It is therefore desirable in the interests of the present and 
succeeding generation that the present curriculum be so modified as to afford 
some scope for material and practical sciences. It is in the interests of higher 
sentiments that we should learn something more of Biology and Physiology. 
Society is a complicated organism, and unless you study the arrangement of each 
part it will be impossible for you to understand the machine in full. We hope, 
therefore, that our educational authorities and those who have the responsibi- 
lity of carrying out the orders of these authorities will move very soon in this 
most important affair. Let some of those who can afford to look into this some- 
what dazzling subject move in the-matter while itis not too late. Let us one 
and all make up our minds to improve the way in which we are brought up in 
our childhood, so that we may become better men in after-life.

But sanitation means money, and 
money in such cases means an additional burden on the ratepayers. Hence 
it is mainly, we fear, that an improved water-supply or drainage is so often 
found to be less necessary than it otherwise would be. Municipal commis- 
sioners are averse to taxing themselves and the well-to-do class for the benefit 
of the community at large. We believe there is urgent need for sanitary 
improvement in many of the towns of Gujarat, but the needful is not likely to 
be done till the present system of municipal taxation and finance is readjusted. 
Things do not appear to better advantage even nearer home. For instance, the 
house-rate at Bombay is said to be incredibly low, and fixed upon such 
an arbitrary basis of calculation that the landlord who earns a hundred 
rupees a year has to pay the same amount in rates as he who earns a 
thousand.

Patrika newspaper, the gradual curtailment of the powers of the Jdghirddr of 
Raygaum in Bengal, the attachment of his Jaghir and the way in which he was 
compelled to sign a paper the purport of which was unknown to him and a 
series of what are called the atrocities of Sir Lepel Griffin in Maélwa, Bhopal and 
Gwalior. About the importance and effects of the investiture of the Chief of 
Sdngli with powers of administration, the paper says:—In the matter of this 
investiture is exemplified the Marathi proverb “The king was pleased and he 
gave a-gourd.” From the conditions under which the power of administration 
has been given to Tatya Sd&heb Sdnglikar the intrigues of the political officers 
and the way in which Tdtya Saheb was imposed upon will be clearly seen. The 
conditions are (1) that the Chief cannot either appoint or dismiss or modify the 
salary. of the Divan without the permission of the Political Agent; (2) that on 
a complaint being made against the Chief about oppression or high-handedness, 
he will be deposed and pensioned without any inquiry about the truth of the 
complaint, and a son being given to him in adoption the State will be adminis- 
tered by the Political Agent during the minority of the adopted son ; and (3) that 
the Chief must hereafter work in consultation with the Political Agent. These 
are the principal conditions. Whatever view may be taken of this power of inde- 
pendence by others, the people think that this is no independent power at all, but a 
kind of control over the treasury at Sangli. In the matter of this power Shrimant 
Tatya Saheb has no doubt been deceived, and it is feared that he may perhaps lose 
his dignity. Though the Chief has been granted the power of administration, he 
will have to show his loyalty to Government by giving five or ten ldkhs of rupees 
for the frontier defence works. While Tdtya Saheb is thus immersed in joy, some 
cunning fellow will complain against him about oppression and he will have to — 
retire on pension and devote himself to the service of God. Then the 
adoption affair will crop up and the whole matter will be at rest when the 
adopted son is declared to be insane. In brief, the consequence of this power 
of administration will not be good, but will be a source of anxiety. Political 
officers are, it is now believed, naturally cruel and treacherous. The incident 
given below will satisfy the readers that they have long desired that there 
should not he a single Native State in this country. When Sdtéra was annexed 
it was the intention of the then political officers to annex the States subordinate 
to it, and itis known that there is a paper in the political records of Sdtdéra 
in which it is stated thatif along with Satara its subordinate States are annexed 
an untoward consequence will result and that therefore their annexation should 
be postponed. We cannot vouch for the accuracy of this statement, but the 
treatment of these States during the last twenty-five years is noticeable; the 
deprivation of the powers of the Chief of Jath and their subsequent restoration 
upon certain conditions, the outcry against the Chief of Bhor and his treatment 
in connection with forest and abkdri matters and the proceedings conducted 
for some years with reference to the Chiefs of Phaltan and Aundh do certainly 
create some misgiving about the paper above referred to and amply show how 
far the mind of political officers is pure towards the Native States. If there be 
any such resolution of Government on record it is creditable to Government to 
cancel it, for to let it remain in the records is like placing a burning candle in 
a store of gunpowder.

nowhere to be had in it. It suggests that in the first place the civil and criminal 
laws of the province should be improved and made similar to those prevailing in 
the British territories, that appeals should be allowed to lie to the Bombay High 
Court and that appellants who prefer false appeals should be held liable to 
punishment. Such a step will, according to the paper, stop the mal-adminis- 
tration of justice, and will open the eyes of the Princes to the proper manage. 
ment of their States. 


72. The same newspaper, in its issue of the 25th December, says that

adds that Government should see from the very outset that Mr. Lely’s admi- 
nistration of Porbandar does not prove harmful and that they should advise him 
to settle the matter peacefully. [The Ahmedabad Times (80) of the 27th De- 
cember says that the people of Porbandar appear to be tired of Mr. Lely and 
advises him to settle matters peaceably with the Mers and the Rabdris. The 
Satyavakta (120) of the 30th December disapproves of the appointment of a sole 
instead of a joint administrator in Porbandar, and says that though some of 
Mr. Lely’s reforms are worthy of praise, some of his acts have given cause to 
the local public to be dissatisfied with him. The paper regrets that His High- 
ness the Rana has not reaped any benefit from his frequent visits to Poona and 
Simla to see the heads cf Government there. Jn a news-letter from Porbandar 
the same paper says that Mr. Bhandshankar of Broach has been appointed a 
Customs Preventive Officer in Porbandar on a salary of Rs. 50, though he is old 
and draws only about Rs. 5 as pension from Government, and that a young and 
active man is required for the post, and asks whether a person fit to hold it 
could not have been found in Porbandar itself. ]

But we cannot but re- 
quest the Commissioner not to repeat the farce of the 
last October. It was the issue of a notice by hima week before the date fixed for 
the examination that those for whom the examination was not compulsory should 
not appear for it as they could not be accommodated in the place where it was 
to be held. We carefully went through the rules in connection with this examina- 
tion, but found nothing in them to the effect that the examination should be held 
in a particular building and that a mandap should not be erected or a tent pitched 
for the purpose. We hope that the provincial Government will not again re- 
sort to such a simple remedy as that of the notice issued last year in the matter 
of the accommodation of candidates. It is impossible to get persons who have 
passed the Lower Standard Examination for the posts of Ndib Tahsildars if the 
limit of 50 rupees monthly salary is not reduced to Rs. 30; for the startin 
pay of a Ndib Tahsildér is only Rs. 50 rising to Rs. 75 and he has little chance 
of becoming a Tahsildar. The necessary reform can be effected only by carry- 
ing out the suggestions which we have made above. 


2. The Pramod Sindhu (1), in its issue of the 26th December, says :— 
If Government do not establish a technical school in 
Berar but solely depend upon the Rev. Mr. Fuller’s 
school in the matter of technical education in the 
province, nobody will approve of their attitude in this matter. -We think it 
necessary for Government to establish technical schools in the province if the 
really have the welfare of the rayats at heart. They should first have their own 
schools and then aid private ones like that of the Rev. Mr. Fuller,
